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Queen's  Speech — Her  Majesty's  Most  Gracious  Speeoh  was  delivered  to  both 
Houses  of  Parliament  by  the  Lord  High  Chancellor  (in  pursuance  of  Her 
Majesty's  Commands),  as  followeth : — 

"  My  Lords  and  GerUlemen, 

"  My  relations  with  other  Powers  continue  to  be  friendly. 

"The  Conference  summoned  by  the  Emperor  of  Russia  to  consider 
measures  for  promoting  the  maintenance  of  peace  has  completed  its 
sittings.  Although  the  result  of  its  deliberations  has  not  fully  corre- 
sponded with  the  lofty  aims  which  it  was  summoned  to  accomplish,  it  has 
met  with  a  considerable  measure  of  success.  The  institution  of  a  perma- 
nent tribunal  of  arbitration  cannot  fail  to  diminish  the  frequency  of  war, 
while  the  extension  of  the  Greneva  Convention  will  mitigate  its  horrors. 

"  I  have  concluded  a  Convention  with  the  President  of  the  French  Re- 
public, by  which  the  spheres  of  influence  of  the  two  Powers  over  a  large 
portion  of  Northern  Africa  have  been  determined.  Such  an  Agreement 
had  become  necessary,  especially  in  respect  to  the  Valley  of  the  Nile,  in 
consequence  of  the  successful  operations  of  the  Anglo-Egyptian  Army 
during  last  autumn. 

"I  have  concluded  an  Agreement  with  the  Emperor  of  Russia  for 
regulating  the  conditions  under  which  either  Government  will  encourage 
development  of  railway  enterprise  by  its  own  subjects  in  China. 

"  I  have  received  a  Petition  from  a  considerable  number  of  My  subjects 
residing  in  the  South  African  Republic,  pitying  for  My  assistance  to 
obtain  the  removal  of  grievances  and  disabilitips  of  which  they  complain. 
The  position  of  My  subjects  in  the  South  African  Republic  is  inconsistent 
with  the  promises  of  equal  treatment,  on  which  My  grant  of  internal 
independence  to  that  Republic  was  founded ;  and  the  unrest  caused  thereby 
is  a  constant  source  of  danger  to  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  My 
Dominions  in  South  Africa.  Negotiations  on  this  subject  with  the  Qoveni- 
ment  of  the  South  African  Republic  have  been  entered  into,  and  are  still 
proceeding. 

"From  My  Indian  Empire  I  have  continued  to  receive  satisfactory 
reports  of  the  rapid  recovery  of  agriculture  and  trade  from  the  depression 
caused  by  the  late  famine,  but  during  the  last  few  weeks  the  rainfall  has 
been  insufficient  over  a  portion  of  Western  and  Central  India,  and  fears  are 
entertained  as  to  the  prospects  of  the  harvests  in  those  regions.  My 
officers  are  carefully  watching  the  situation,  and  timely  precautions  to 
meet  any  scarcity,  should  it  occur,  will  be  adopted.  I  regret  to  add  that 
the  plague,  though  still  confined  to  the  areas  affected  last  winter,  shows  no 
signs  of  abatement. 

"  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

"  I  thank  you  for  the  liberality  with  which  you  have  provided  for  the 
Naval  and  Alilitary  defence  of  ftly  Empire. 

"  My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

"  The  formal  inclusion  within  My  Empire  of  the  territories  occupied 
by  the  Royal  Niger  Company  will  facilitate  the  good  administration  of 
that  region,  and  the  effective  defence  of  its  frontier. 

"  I  have  had  great  satisfaction  in  giving  My  assent  to  a  Bill  for  com- 
pleting the  organisation  of  Municipal  Government  in  London.  I  do  not 
doubt  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  various  portions  of  this  Metropolis  will 
derive  from  it  the  benefits  which  similar  institutions  have  conferred  upon 
other  cities  and  towns  in  this  country. 
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"  I  have  also  gladly  sanctioned  Bills  for  the  simplification  of  private 
legislation  in  Scotland,  for  the  encouragement  of  agricultural  and  technical 
education  in  Ireland,  for  the  better  distribution  of  the  supply  of  water  in 
the  Metropolis,  for  the  removal  of  an  injustice  in  regard  to  the  incidence 
of  rates  under  which  the  beneficed  owners  of  tithe  rent-charge  have  too 
long  suffered,  and  for  securing  the  purity  of  certain  articles  of  food  and 
drugs.  I  trust  that  the  Bill  which  you  have  passed  for  consolidating  the 
educational  departments,  and  extending  their  powers,  will  tend  to  the 
improvement  and  completion  of  our  education  system.  The  measures  you 
have  passed  for  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  the  ownership  of  small 
houses  by  those  who  occupy  them  will  be  of  considerable  advantage  to 
the  working  classes  in  many  parts  of  the  country. 

"  I  pray  that  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  may  attend  upon  the  fruit 
of  your  labours  for  the  benefit  of  My  people."

PRIVATE  BILLS— STANDING  ORDERS. 
The  chairman  of  COMMITTEES 
(The  Earl  of  Morlky)  :  My  Lords,  the 
Amendments  to  the  Standing  Orders  this 
year  are  apparently  very  large  in  number, 
and  occupy  eleven  pages  of  your  Lord- 
ships' Paper.  But  they  are,  with  very 
few  exceptions,  formal  alterations,  a  great 
many  of  them  being  the  result  of  the 
Irish  Local  Grovemment  Act  coming  into 
force.  The  Amendments  to  Standing 
Orders  38  and  111,  which  deal  with  the 
rehousing  of  the  working  classes  dis- 
placed by  any  undertaking,  are  not 
formal.  The  first  Amendment  rives  a 
definition  of  the  word  "  house."  It  was 
thought  that,  at  the  present  moment, 
"  house  "  might  include  a  very  large  tene- 


ment, such  as  are  being  erected  all  over 
the  metropolis  for  the  housing  of  many 
hundreds  of  the  working  classes.  It 
is  quite  clear  that  "  house  "  ought 
not  to  cover  such  a  tenement,  and 
therefore  a  definition  of  the  word  is  given 
in  the  Standing  Orders  to  avoid  all  further 
misunderstanding  on  the  point.  The 
definition  adoptcS  is : 

"  The  expression  *  house  *  means  any  tene^ 
ment  separately  occupied  by  any  person  or 
persons. 

The  other  point  to  which  attention  has  been 
called  during  the  past  session  is  that  th& 
provisions  of  the  Standing  Order,  especi- 
ally in  London,  have  in  certain  caaes  Deen 
a  good  deal  evaded.  There  was  the 
notable  case  of  the  London  School  Board, 
which,  instead  of  taking  twenty  houses 
under  one  Bill,  brought  in  a  series  of  Bills^ 
for  a  small  number  of  houses,  and  thus 
evaded  the  Standing  Order.  Other 
authorities  and  companies,  we  are  given 
to  understand,  have,  in  certain  cases,  also 
evaded  the  Standing  Order,  and  Amend- 
ments to  Standing  Orders  38  and  HI 
have  been  made,  which  are  designed  to- 
meet  these  evasions.

NAVY  ESTIMATES. 

Sm  J.  COLOMB  (Great  Yarmouth) :  I 
beg  to  ask  the  First  Lord  of  the  Ad- 
miralty whether  he  will  cause  a  table  to 
be  added  to  the  Appendix  of  the  Navy 
Estimates  next  year,  showing  the  sums 
provided  for  each  branch  of  the  Naval 
Service,  viz.,  executive,  engineers,  other 
branches,  and  Eoyal  Marine  Force,  so  as 
to  furnish  information  for  the  Navy 
corresponding  to  that  given  for  the  Army 
in  Appendix  21,  Army  Estimates. 

The  FIRST  LORD  of  the  AD- 
MIRALTY  (Mr.  Gk)scHEN,  St.  George's, 
Hanover  Square) :  I  understand  that  the 
statement  attached  to  the  Army  Esti- 
mates, to  which  the  hon.  and  gallant 
Gentleman  refers,  is  designed  to  show  the 
total  cost  of  each  arm  of  the  Service,  and 
is  practically  a  redistri])ution  of  the  Army 
Estimates.  In  the  case  of  the  Army  it  is 
practicable  to  prepare  such  a  statement 
without  much  difficulty,  as  the  Estimates 
mainly  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
certain  force  of  officers  and  men, .  and  are 
not  complicated  by  the  introduction  of 
estimated  expenditure  of  manufacturing 
establishments.  In  the  case  of  the  Navy 
Estimates,  the  preparation  of  a  similar 
statement  would  be  attended  with  great 
difficulties,  and  would  entail  considerable 
clerical  labour  and  additional  expense, 
disproportionate  to  the  value  of  the  in- 
formation when  obtained. 

THE    "BULLFINCH"    DISASTER. 
Sm  EDWARD   GOURLEY  (Sunder- 
land) :  I  beg  to  ask  the  First  Lord  of  the 


Admiralty  what  steps  have  been  taken 
for  the  puipose  of  ascertaining  the  cause 
of  the  accioent  to  the  machinery  of  the 
torpedo  catcher  "  Bullfinch  "  ;  whether 
the  relatives  of  the  men  who  lost  their 
lives,  as  well  as  those  injured  in  a  similar 
breakdown  off  Sunderland,  are  to  be  com- 
pensated by  the  Admiralty ;  and  will  he 
also  state  whether  in  future  trial  trips  are 
to  be  accompanied  by  medical  officers. 

Mr.  GOSCHEN  :  An  investigation  as 
to  the  cause  of  the  accident  is  being  made 
by  the  coroner  for  the  purpose  of  the 
usual  public  inquirv.  The  matter  is  also 
being  investigated  by  the  Admiralty 
Staff.  The  Aamiralty  will  take  care  that 
the  men  belonging  to  the  Service  who 
were  injured,  and  also  the  dependent 
relatives  of  those  in  the  Service  wno  have 
lost  their  lives,  shall  receive  compensa- 
tion ;  but  I  am  not  yet  in  a  position  to 
state  from  what  source  the  compensation 
will  be  paid.  In  the  accident  on  board 
the  "Lee,"  at  Sunderland,  no  men  be- 
longing to  the  service  were  injured.  I 
prefer  not  to  answer  the  last  question 
imtil  after  the  inquest  has  been  held. 

SirFORTESCUE  FLANNERY  (York- 
shire, Shipley) :  And  how  about  the  men 
in  the  employment  of  the  contractors  % 

Mr.  GOSCHEN  :  I  presume  they  wUl 
be  compensated  by  their  employers. 

CALLIOPE  DOCK,  AUCKLAND. 
Mr.  HOGAN  (Tipperary,  Mid.) :  I  beg 
to  ask  the  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty 
whether  it  is  proposed  to  establish  an 
effective  coaling  station  in  connection  with 
the  Calliope  Dock  at  Auckland,  New 
Zealand ;  and  whether  he  is  aware  that 
the  Governor  of  New  Zealand  recently 
referred  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in 
promptly  coaling  Her  Majesty's  ship 
"  Tauranga  "  at  Auckland. 

Mr.  GOSCHEN  :  It  is  proposed  to  do 
what  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding an  efficient  dock  at  Auckland,  but 
I  do  not  wish,  in  connection  with  this  sub- 
ject, to  use  language  which  may  cause 
disillusionment  afterwards. 

CARTAGE  OF  LIVE  SHELLS. 

Mr.    BRYN  ROBERTS     (Carnarvon- 

shire,  Eifion)  :  I  beg   to  ask  the  Under 

Secretary  of  State  for  War  whether  he  ia 

aware  that  1  ton  2  cwt.  3  qr.  22  lb.  of  live 
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shells  were,  on  the  10th  of  May,  delivered 
to  Mr.  Thomas  Roberts,  of  Aber,  Bangor, 
for  cartage  by  his  teams  from  the  station 
to  the  Aber  Battery,  with  a  carrier's  note 
describing  them  as  ordinary  stores  ;  and 
that,  in  consequence,  the  filled  shells 
were  handed  to  farm  labourers  to  be 
parted  to  the  battery  without  any  warn- 
ing as  to  the  dangerous  nature  of  the 
goods  and  the  necessity  for  great  care  in 
handling  the  same  ;  whether  the  goods 
had  been  delivered  to  the  railway  com- 
pany with  a  similar  untrue  description  ; 
and  who  is  responsible  for  an  error  in- 
volving so  much  risk  to  the  public. 

*The  under  secretary  of 
STATE  FOR  WAR  (Mr.  Wyndham, 
Dover)  :  I  have  no  information  at  present 
in  regard  to  this  matter.  Reference  has 
been  made  to  the  General  Ofiicer  Com- 
manding the  District,  and  he  has  been 
instructed  to  telegraph  the  results  of  his 
inquiry.  ^ 

THE    ESSEX    REGIMENT. 
Major  RASCH  (Essex,  S.E.) :    I  l>eg  j 
to  ask  the  Under  Secretary  of  State  for 
War  whether    the  Essex  Regiment  has  j 
recently  been  permitted  to  wear  a  badge  , 
representing  the   French  eagle  captured  | 
by    them   at  Salamanca,  on  their    mess  [ 
dress  ;  whether  the  regiment  has  applied 
for  leave  to  wear  the  badge  on  their  uni- 
form   generally;  and    for    what    reason 
permission  has  been  given  in  one  case  and  | 
withheld  in  the  other.  | 

♦Mr.  wyndham  :  It  has   not  been  ' 
thought  desirable,  after  so  long  an  inter-  1 
val  of  time,  that  a  badge  for  Salamanca  i 
should  be  added  to  the  honours  of  the 
regiment,   but  there  appeared  to  be  no  ' 
objection  to  meeting  the  wishes  of  the 
officers  by  allowing  them  to  wear  it  in 
mess    dress,    which     is     not    a    parade 
uniform. 

Major  RASCH  :  Is  the  hon.  Gentle- 
man aware  that  the  Devonshire  Regiment 
has  recently  been  allowed  to  wear  badges 
for  Blenheiin,  Oudenarde,  and  Malpla- 
quet,  battles  which  took  place  some  200 
years  ago  ? 

*Mr.  wyndham  :  I  am  not  aware  of 
that.  The  hon.  and  gallant  Member, 
however,  is  probably  aware  that  two 
other  regiments  bear  the  eagle,  but  they 
alone  were  concerned,  whereas,  in  the  case  , 


of  the  Essex  Regiment,  a  cavalry  regiment 
was  also  largely  instrumental  in  securing 
the  trophy. 

1st  PEMBROKESHIRE  VOLUNTEERS. 
Mr.  BROOKFIELD  (Sussex,  Rye) :  I 
beg  to  ask  the  Under  Secretary  of  State 
for  War  whether  certain  men  of  the  1st 
(Pembrokeshire)  Volunteer  Battalion,  the 
Welsh  Regiment,  have  lately  been  guilty 
of  insubordination ;  whether  the  men  in 
question  were  under  military  law  at  the 
time  of  the  alleged  occurrence ;  and  what 
action  is  being  taken  with  regard  to  the 
matter. 

*Mr.  wyndham  :  It  is  entirely 
denied  by  the  Officer  Commanding  at  the 
review  that  there  was  any  insubordina- 
tion. The  men  were  not  under  military 
law,  and  no  action  is  called  for.  The 
statement  in  the  Press  appears  to  have 
been  greatly  exaggerated.  A  few  more 
men  paraded  than  were  expected.  Lunch- 
eons ran  short,  and  there  was  a  little  not 
unnatural  grumbling. 

THE    ESSEX    REGIMENT. 

Major  RASCH :  I  beg  to  ask  the 
Under  Secretary  of  State  for  War  why 
Barking,  Stratford,  and  Walthamstow 
(parts  of  Essex)  are  incorporated  with 
the  Woolwich  recruiting  district,  when 
the  Essex  Regiment  is  at  present  850  men 
below  its  establishn>ent. 

*Mr.  wyndham  :  It  is  found  more 
convenient  and  economical  to  include 
these  places  in  the  Woolwich  recruiting 
area.  The  Woolwich  recruiting  officer, 
however,  enlists  for  the  Essex  Regiment, 
and  obtained  last  year  seventy-eight 
recruits  for  it.  The  Line  battalions  are 
forty-three  short  of  establishment;  the 
Militia  battalions,  682  short. 

RECRUITS'  AGES. 
Mr.  PIRIE  (Aberdeen,  N.) :  I  beg  to 
ask  the  Under  Secretary  of  State  for 
War  whether,  with  reference  to  the  recent 
attempted  research  into  the  ages  given  by 
recruits,  they  were  given  to  understand 
that,  failing  accurate  verification  of  their 
ages  according  to  their  statement,  they 
would  not  be  accepted  for  enlistment; 
and  whether,  in  view  of  the  evils  of  the 
existing  system,  the  Government  will 
attempt  the  experiment  of  only  accepting 
recruits  whose  ages  can  stand  verification. 
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♦Mr.  WYNDHAM:  The  answer  to  both 
paragraphs  of  the  hon.  Member's  ques- 
tion is  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  PIRIE  :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Under 
-Secretary  of  State  for  War  whether 
liability  to  punishment  under  Sec- 
tfdons  33  and  97,  Army  Act,  of  youths 
under  seventeen  years  of  age  who 
-claim  their  discharge,  or  under 
Section  34  of  persons  undei*  military  law 
who  are  concerned  in  enlisting  boys  under 
the  regulation  age  of  eighteen,  is  ever 
enforced ;  whether  he  is  aware  that  boys 
.under  seventeen,  and  therefore  entitled 
to  immediate  discharge,  who  have  often 
been  persuaded  to  enlist  bv  undue  in- 
fluence of  the  recruiter,  are  deterred  from 
<;laiming  that  discharge  from  having  fear 
of  severe  punishment  held  out  before 
them  should  th&y  confess  to  having  given 
a  wrong  age  ;  and  if,  under  such  circum- 
£itances,  liability  to  punishment  as  far  as 
this  offence  is  concerned  could  be  with- 
-drawB. 

♦Mr.  WYNDHAM  :  The  punishment 
to  which  they  are  liable  is  not  enforced 
At  present,  and  there  is  no  evidence  to 
show  that  boys  are  deterred  from 
clainung  discharge  owing  to  fear  of  this 
punishment.  It  is  not  intended  to  alter 
the  Act  of  Parliament  as  suggested. 

Mr.  PIRIE :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Under 
Secretary  of  State  for  War  if  he  is  aware 
of  the  unreliability  of  the  stated  ages  of 
British  soldiers,  and  that  in  a  recent  ex- 
periment aa  to  verification  of  their  ages 
3^3curate  information  could  only  be 
obtained  in  about  50  per  cent,  of  cases ; 
whether,  in  view  of  the  increasing  preva- 
lence of  enteric  fever  in  India,  as  well  as 
to  the  prevalence  of  other  terrible 
•diseases  among  our  troops  in  India,  he  will 
take  steps,  on  behalf  of  the  Indian  Gov- 
-emment,  that  the  regulations  as  to  the 
age  of  twenty,  under  which  no  British 
^dier  is  supposed  to  be  sent  to  India, 
shall  be  strictly  observed ;  and  whether 
he  will  in  future  require  that  every 
British  soldier  accepted  for  service  in 
India  by  the  Indian  Government  shall 
produce  conclusive  proof,  by  birth  certifi- 
<»te  or  otherwise,  that  he  is  of  the  actual 
age  stated  on  his  attestation  papers,  and 
thus  diminish  the  excess  of  fatality  exist- 
ing at  present  from  the  exposure  of  im- 
mature men  to  the  ravages  of  those 
diseases. 


♦Mr.  WYNDHAM:  Every  care  is 
taken  to  observe  the  rule  that  no  soldier 
less  than  twenty  years  old  shall  be  sent 
to  India.  No  soldier  is  allowed  to  embark 
unless,  after  medical  examination,  he  is 
declared  fit  to  serve  in  that  country. 

UNDESIRABLE  RECRUITS. 
Mr.  PIRIE :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Undei 
Secretary  of  State  for  War  with  reference 
to  the  case  mentioned  in  the  1898  Report 
on  Military  Prisons  of  a  prisoner,  only 
twenty-two  years  of  age,  but  who  had 
enlisted  nine  times  and  deserted  no  less 
than  six  times,  he  being  first  accepted  for 
enlistment  when  fifteen  years  of  age, 
whether  the  dates  of  his  enlistments  and 
desertions  could  be  given ;  and  whether, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  desertions 
from  the  Army  during  1898  amounted  to 
4,107,  whilst  the  percentage  of  sentences 
by  courts  martial  shows  no  reduction,  and 
that  of  minor  punishments  is  the  highest 
recorded  since  1888,  the  Government 
would  be  prepared  only  to  accept  persons 
for  enlistment  who  can  satisfactorily 
account  for  themselves,  or  to  adopt  a 
system  of  identification  as  recommended 
by  the  Inspector-General  of  Military 
Prisons  in  his  Report. 

♦Mr.  WYNDHAM :  It  has  not  yet 
been  possible  to  obtain  the  information 
sought.  The  statement  referred  to  was 
taken  from  the  man's  own  confession.  In 
regard  to  the  second  paragraph,  the  sug- 
gested system  was  given  a  trial  for  three 
years,  and  found  to  cause  excessive  labour 
and  expense.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
exclude  men  of  bad  character. 

CEYLON--TREATMENT    OF  MOHAMID 
DIDI. 

Mr.  DAVITT  (Mayo,  S.):  I  beg  to 
ask  the  Under  Secretary  of  State  foi 
Foreign  Affairs  whether  his  attention  has 
been  directed  to  the  treatment  accorded 
to  Mohamid  Didi,  Prime  Minister  of  the 
Sultan  of  Male,  on  the  occasion  of  his 
recent  visit  to  Colombo  ;  mil  he  explain 
why  Didi  and  his  party  were  treated  as 
prisoners  on  their  return  journey  to  Male 
on  board  the  "  Marathon,"  and  were  any 
charges  made  against  Mohamid  Didi  or 
any  of  his  suite ;  and,  if  so,  will  he  state 
what  they  were;  will  he  also  explain 
why  the  private  secretary  to  the  Sultan, 
Dadabhoy  Nusserwanjee,  was  ordered  to 
report  himself  at  Colombo,  and  conveyed 
there  from  Male  as  a  prisoner,  and  on 
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reaching  Colombo  he  was  allowed  to  go 
free,  no  allegation  of  any  kind  being 
made  against  him  ;  and  whether  he  will 
cause  an  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the 
treatment  to  which  Mohamid  Didi  and 
Dadabhoy  Nusserwanj^e  have  been  sub- 
jected by  the  representative  of  Her 
Majesty^s  Government  in  Ceylon,  and 
will  order  some  reparation  to  be  made  to 
these  gentlemen. 

The  secretary  of  STATE  for 
THE  COLONIES  (Mr.  J.  Chamberlain, 
Birmingham,  W.) :  I  have  received  no 
information  on  the  subject,  and  have 
asked  for  a  Report  from  the  Governor  of 
Ceylon. 

SIERRA    LEONE-TREATMENT    OF 
NATIVE  CHIEFS. 

Mr.  DAVITT  :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Colonies  whether  he 
has  observed  that,  in  connection  with  the 
recent  deportation  of  Bai  Bureh  and 
other  native  chiefs  to  Accra,  Sir  David 
Chalmers,  Her  Majesty's  Special  Com- 
missioner to  Sierra  Leone,  has  reported 
that  the  hut  tax,  together  with  the 
measures  used  for  its  enforcement,  were 
the  moving  causes  of  the  insurrection ; 
and  that  repugnance  to  the  tax  was 
much  aggravated  by  the  methods  by 
which  it  was  endeavoured  to  be  brought 
into  operation,  not  merely  by  the  acts  of 
the  native  policemen,  but  in  the  whole 
scheme  adopted  by  the  Colonial  authori- 
ties ;  and  if,  in  view  of  this  strong 
expression  of  opinion  by  Her  Majesty's 
Commissioner,  lenient  treatment  will  be 
accorded  to  the  deported  native  chiefs. 

Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN  :  The  Report 
of  the  Royal  Commissioner  contains  the 
statements  referred  to,  but  it  will  be  seen 
from  my  despatch  to  the  Acting-Governor 
that  I  am  unable  to  fully  endorse  all  these 
statements.  Independently,  however,  of 
this,  I  am  disposed  to  secure  the  most 
lenient  treatment  to  all  the  chiefs  con- 
cerned, so  far  BJ&  is  consistent  with  the 
peace  and  security  of  the  colony,  and  I 
propose  to  instruct  Sir  F.  Cardew  to  re- 
consider their  cases  on  his  return,  and,  if 
he  can  possibly  do  so  without  danger  to 
the  colony,  to  allow  them  after  a  short 
interval  to  return  to  their  districts. 

Mr.  DAVITT :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Colonies  whether 
the  depoi-tation  of  Bai  Bureh  from  Sierra 


Leone  to  Accra  is  the  result  of  a  trial 
before  a  jury  in  Freetown,  or  the  act  of 
the  Governor  of  the  colony;  does  the 
deportation  involve  imprisonment  in 
Accra ;  and  if  he  can  say  whether  Bai  Bureh 
was  a  peaceable  chief,  and  well-disposed 
towards  the  Government  of  the  colony 
before  the  imposition  of  the  hut  tax. 

Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN :  Bai  Bureh 
has  been  deported  by  the  order  of  the 
Governor  under  an  Ordinance.  He  will 
be  detained  under  surveillance  at  Accra 
as  a  political  prisoner.  Bai  Bureh  has 
always  been  a  turbulent  chief — constantly 
engaged  in  native  wars  and  slave-raiding; 
expeditions ;  he  has  been  in  collision 
with  the  Government  of  Sierra  Leone 
when  it  intervened  to  put  a  stop  to  these 
wars,  and  again  when  he  took  part  in 
raiding  French  territory.  On  that  occa- 
sion an  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made 
to  arrest  him,  and  he  was  eventually 
compelled  to  surrender  fifty  guns.  On 
the  other  hand,  he  had  previously,  in 
1892,  rendered  some  assistance  to  the 
Government  in  an  expedition  undertaken 
by  them.  Except  on  that  one  occasion,, 
he  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  well- 
disposed  to  the  Government. 

RHODESIAN  CUSTOMS  ORDINANCE. 
Mr.  BRYN  ROBERTS :  I  beg  to  ask 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies 
whether  the  non-company  members  of  the 
Rhodesian  Parliament  strongly  opposed 
the  Customs  Ordinance,  and  have  resigned 
in  consequence  of  their  protest  being  over- 
ruled by  the  majority  representing  th^ 
Chartered  Company  ;  whether  complaints, 
have  been  made  to  Sir  Alfred  Milner  in 
relation  to  the  matter;  whether  Her 
Majesty's  Grovemment  have  received  in- 
formation that  the  Buluwayo  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  decided  to  contest  the 
legality  of  the  Ordinance,  and  that  the 
Salisbury  merchants  have  decided  to  re- 
fuse to  sign  the  declaration  forms  required 
by  the  Ordinance;  and  whether  Her 
Majesty's  Government  will  redress  the 
grievances  of  the  Rhodesian  settlers. 

Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN:  (1)  The 
elected  members  of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil of  Southern  Rhodesia  voted  against 
the  Customs  Ordinance.  I  have  no  in- 
formation as  to  their  having  resigned. 
(2)  Sir  A.  Milner  reports  by  telegraph 
that  he  has  received  a  number  of 
memorials    against  the    Ordinance,   but 
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that,  after  carefully  considering  them, 
he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
Ordinance  was  in  the  main  fair  and 
reasonable,  and  that  he  therefore  gave  his 
assent  to  it,  and  that  it  came  into  opera- 
tion on  Ist  August.  (3)  Sir  A.  Milner 
states  that  a  test  case  will  be  brought 
before  the  High  Court  by  certain  traders, 
but  I  am  not  informed  whether  this  is  at 
the  instance  of  the  Buluwayo  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  I  have  no  information  as 
to  the  alleged  intentions  of  the  Salisbury 
merchants.  (4)  I  am  not  aware  of  any 
cause  for  interference  at  present;  the 
High  Commissioner  and  Her  Majesty's 
Government  will  take  care  that  no  in- 
justice is  done. 


THE    PROPOSED     TRANSVAAL 
COMMISSION. 

Sir  ELLIS  ASHMEAD-BARTLETT 
(Sheffield,  Ecclesall) :  I  beg  to  ask  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  what 
will  be  the  composition  of  the  proposed 
Commission  to  settle  the  differences 
between  Her  Majesty's  Government  and 
the  Transvaal  Republic;  at  what  period 
the  Commission  is  expected  to  come  to  a 
decision  ;  and  whether  such  questions  as 
the  independence  of  the  Transvaal  High 
Court  of  Justice,  the  equality  of  languages, 
and  educational  rights  for  the  non-Boer 
inhabitants,  will  come  .vithin  its  purview. 

Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN:  Until  the 
proposal  for  a  Joint  Commission  has  been 
accepted  by  the  Government  of  the  South 
African  Republic  I  am  unable  to  make  a 
statement  as  to  its  composition,  its 
ftinctions  would  be  to  report  to  the  two 
Governments  whether  the  proposals 
recently  adopted  by  the  Volksraad  will 
secure  to  the  Uitlanders  immediate  and 
substantial  representation,  and  if  not 
what  Amendments  would  secure  this 
result.  I  do  not  anticipate  that  this  will 
take  many  days. 

Sir  ELLLS  ASHMEAD-BARTLETT : 
May  I  ask  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
whether  we  are  to  understand  that  the 
inquiries  by  the  proposed  commission  are 
to  be  limited  to  the  discussion  of  the 
franchise  ? 

Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN:  I  have 
stated  exactly  what  the  Commission 
is  to  consider.  I  have  nothing  to  add  to 
my  answer. 


Questians. 
PACIFIC    CABLE. 
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Mr.  HOGAN:  I  beg  to  ask  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies 
whether  he  has  received  any  further 
information  in  reference  to  the  settlement 
of  the  remaining  points  at  issue  in  con- 
nection with  the  construction  of  the  Pacific 
Cable ;  and  whether  the  negotiations  have 
now  sufficiently  advanced  to  enable  him  to 
give  a  general  outline  of  the  amended 
scheme  of  joint  ownership  and  mutual 
responsibility,  as  agreed  upon  by  the 
representatives  of  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment and  the  Colonial  Governments 
concerned. 

Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN :  The  terms 
of  the  arrangement  are  not  yet  completely 
settled,  and  I  am  not  in  a  position  to 
make  a  statement. 

CABLE  FROM  SOUTH  AFRICA  TO 
AUSTRALIA. 

Mr.  HOGAN  :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Colonies  what  re- 
sponse, if  any,  has  been  received  from  the 
Colonial  Governments  concerned  to  the 
offer  of  the  Eastern  Eictension  Company 
to  construct  a  cable  from  South  Africa  to 


I  Australia. 

Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN :  The  offer 
in  question  was  not  made  through  this 
Department,  and  I  have  no  information 
as  to  any  replies  that  may  have  been 
given  to  the  company  by  the  Colonial 
Governments  concerned. 

THE  GRANTS  TO  THE  WEST  INDIES. 
Sir  EDWARD  GOURLEY:  I  beg  to 
ask  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies 
whether  his  attention  has  been  drawn  to 
the  unofficial  report  of  the  hon.  Baronet 
the  Member  for  the  Sudbury  Division  of 
Suffolk,  written  by  request,  relative  to 
the  condition  of  the  West  Indies,  first, 
with  regard  to  the  establishment  of  cen- 
tral sugar  factories  in  Barbadoes,  Antigua, 
and  St.  Kitts ;  and,  secondly,  with  regard 
to  the  creation  of  a  peasant  proprietary 
similar  to  that  recommended  by  the  W'est 
India  Royal  Commission;  and,  thirdly,, 
with  regard  to  increased  coolie  immigra- 
tion ;  and,  fourthly,  with  regard  to  better 
steam  communication ;  if  so,  will  he  state 
whether  any  of  the  moneys  voted  by 
Parliament  under  the  Colonial  Loans  Bill 
will  be  set  aside  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing out  any  of  the  recommendations. 
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Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN:  The  hon. 
Member  for  the  Sudbury  Division  was 
good  enough  to  furnish  me  with  a  report 
of  his  visit  to  the  West  Indies,  and  all  the 
subjects  to  which  it  relates  are  and  have 
long  been  receiving  my  careful  considera- 
tion ;  but  the  loans  provided  for  by  the  | 
Colonial  Loans  Bill  are  intended  for  other  ! 
purposes.

BANKOK-KHORAT  RAILWAY. 
Sir  CHARLES  DILKE  (Gloucester- 
^8hire,  Forest  of  Dean) :  I  beg  to  ask  the 
Under  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
Affairs  whether  the  Bankok-Khorat  rail- 
way contract,  from  which  an  English 
firm  was  ejected  by  the  Siamese  Govern- 
ment in  August  1896,  was  subsequently 
handed  over  to  the  German  engineers 
who  had  formerly  been  competitors  with 
Messrs.  Jardine,  Matheson,  for  the  con- 
tract, and  is  now  on  the  point  of  com- 
pletion ;  whether  our  treaty  with  Siam 
was  violated  by  the  action  in  this  case  of 
the  Siamese  Government;  and  whether 
Her  Majesty's  Government  intend  per- 
manently to  \vithhold  the  correspondence 
on  the  matter  from  Parliament. 


Mr.  BRODRICK:  The  Siamese  Govern- 
ment have  themselves  undertaken  the 
construction  of  the  Bankok-Khorat  rail- 
way, and  this  is,  of  course,  no  violation 
of  the  treaty  between  Great  Britain  and 
Siam.  Her  Majesty's  Government  see 
no  particular  reason  for  laying  Papers  on 
the  subject  before  Parliament. 

CHINA  AND  JAPAN. 
Sir  ELLIS  ASHMEAD-BARTLETT : 
I  beg  to  ask  the  Under  Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs  whether  he  can 
give  the  House  any  information  as  to 
the  reported  co-operation  of  Japan  with 
China  in  the  task  of  maintaining  Chinese 
independence,  and  of  establishing  reforms 
in  China. 

Mr.  brodrick  :  We  have  no  infor- 
mation which  would  enable  us  to  make 
any  statement  on  this  subject. 

THE  CYPRUS  TRIBUTE  LOAN. 
Sir  ELLIS  ASHMEAD-BARTLETT: 
I  beg  to  ask  the  Under  Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs  whether  the 
Convention  for  the  conversion  of  the 
Cyprus  Tribute  Loan  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  when  it  will  be  carried  into 
effect. 

Mr.  BRODRICK:  The  negotiations 
on  the  subject  with  the  Turkish  Govern- 
ment are  not  yet  concluded. 

THE  SUGAR  BOUNTIES  CONFERENCE. 
Mr.  TOMLINSON  (Preston):  I  beg 
to  ask  the  Under  Secretary  of  State  for 
Foreign  Affairs  whether  there  are  at 
present  any  negotiations  on  the  part  of 
Her  Majesty's  Government  or  any  other 
Government  with  a  view  to  reassemble 
the  Brussels  Conference  with  respect  to 
sugar  bounties ;  and  whether  the  French 
Government  are  now  ready  to  join  the 
other  Governments  in  agreeing  to  modify 
or  do  away  with  their  bounties  on 
sugar.

'  Mr.  BRODRICK:  No  such  negotia- 
I  tions  are  proceeding  on  the  part  of  Her 
!  Majesty's  Government,  nor,  so  far  as  Her 
I  Majesty's  Government  are  aware,  on  the 

rrt  of  any  other  Government.  So  far  as 
know,  the  French  Government  have 
made  no  declaration  of  change  in  their 
attitude  as  regards  this  question. 
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SAMOA. 
Mr.  HOGAN  :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Under 
Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs 
whether  he  can  give  the  latest  informa- 
tion in  his  possession  as  to  the  situation  in 
Samoa,  and  the  prospects  of  a  general 
acceptance  of  the  new  form  of  government 
suggested  by  the  Joint  Commission. 

Mr.  BRODKICK  :  The  latest  informa- 
tion from  Samoa  is  that  the  natives  have 
jretumed  to  their  homes,  and  that  tran- 
quillity prevails.  The  Report  of  the  Joint 
Commission  has  not  yet  been  received, 
und  no  opinion  can  therefore  be  expressed 
concerning  it. 

FRENCH    TRADE    IN    THE    NEW 
HEBRIDES. 

Mr.  HOGAN  :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Under 
Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs 
whether  any  assurance  has  yet  been 
received  from  the  French  Government 
that  French  traders  in  the  New  Hebrides 
will  be  subjected  to  the  same  restrictions 
as  regards  the  sale  of  spirits  and  firearms 
to  the  natives  that  have  been  imposed  for 
several  years  past  upon  British  traders. 

Mr.  BRODRICK  :  No  answer  has  been 
received  from  the  French  G<)vemraent,  but 
their  attention  was  recently  again  called 
to  the  subject  by  Her  Majesty's  Ambas- 
^or. 

PAYMENT  OF  WATER  DIVINERS. 

Mr.  PICKERSGILL  (Bethnal  Green, 
"S.W.) :  I  beg  to  ask  the  President  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  how  many 
appeals  have  been  made  to  the  Local 
Oovemnient  Board  against  disallowances 
in  the  accounts  of  urban  district  councils 
of  moneys  paid  from  the  rates  for  the 
employment  of  water  diviners  ;  what  were 
the  amounts  involved,  the  dates  of  the 
disallowances,  and  the  dates  on  which  the 
appeals  were  decided ;  and  whether  the 
Boiard  have  allowed  the  appeals  in  some 
<ases,  and  have  held  that  water  diviners 
^au  be  legally  employed  at  the  cost  of  the 
rates ;  and,  if  so,  whether  the  Law  Oflficors 
of  the  Crown  were  consulted. 

The  president  of  the  LOCAL 
<K)VERNxMENT  BOARD  (Mr.  Chap- 
lin, Lincolnshire,  Sleaford)  :  Three 
appeals  have  been  made  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  against  dis- 
^owances  of  the  kind  referred  to  in  the 
question.       The    sums  disallowed    were 


£13  8s.  7d.,  £7  13s.  6d.,  and  £S  8s.  The 
disallowances  were  made  in  May  and 
August,  1897,  and  in  August,  1898.  One 
of  the  appeals  is  at  present  before  the 
Board,  but  in  the  other  two  cases  they 
have  allowed  the  appeals.  The  decisions 
were  given  in  October,  1898,  and  March, 
1899.  The  Board  did  not  deem  it  neces- 
sary to  consult  the  Law  Officers  of  the 
Crown  on  the  case.  They  were  advised 
by  their  own  legal  adviser  that  the 
reasons  assigned  by  the  auditor  for 
making  the  disallowance  did  not  support 
the  action  he  took  in  point  of  law ;  but 
at  the  same  time  they  stated  that  they 
could  not  but  consider  that  the  action  of 
the  District  Council  had  been  unwise  in 
the  matter. 

SOUTH    SHIELDS    POOR    LAW    CHIL- 
DREN. 

Mr.  J.  G.  TALBOT  (Oxford  Univer- 
sity) :  I  beg  to  ask  the  President  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  whether  his 
attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  action 
of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  South 
Shields  Union  in  requiring  the  attendance 
of  children  belonging  to  the  Church  of 
England  at  religious  instruction  given  by 
Nonconformists,      notwithstanding      the 

I  objection  in  some  cases  of  the  parents, 
and  in  others  of  the  clergyman  standing 
for  this  purpose  by  law  in  loco  parentvi  : 
and  what  steps  he  proposes  to  take  in  the 

I  matter. 

j      Mr.  CHAPLIN  :  The  attention  of  the 

Local  Government  Board  was  called  last 

year  to  the    attendance   of    Church   of 

'  England    children   in  the   workhouse   of 

I  the  South  Shields  Union  at  a  service  held 

in  the  workhouse  weekly  by  the  Sunday 

I  School  Union.    The  Board  communicated 

with   the   guardians,   and  they  were  in- 

j  formed  that  the  services  in  question  had 

been  held  in  the  workhouse  for  a  great 

I  number  of  years,  that  they  were  conducted 

I  by  laymen,  and  that  no  attempt  had  ever 

I  been  made  at  the  service  to  promulgate 

I  any  denominational  doctrine  whatever. 

Mr.  J.  G.  TALBOT :  Was  not  objec- 
j  tion  taken  by  some  of  the  parents  as  well 
'  as  by  the  chaplain  1 

Mr.  CHAPLIN:  I  believe  objection 
!  was  taken,  and  the  reply  was  that  no

Mr.  CHAPLIN  :  I  do  not  know  about 
that. 

WOBURN  UNION. 
Mr.  ASHTON  (Bedfordshire,  Luton)  : 
I  beg  to  ask  the  President  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  whether  it  is  in  con- 
templation to  issue  an  order  for  the  dis- 
solution of  the  Woburn  Union  in  Bed- 
fordshire; whether  the  inspector  sent 
down  to  inquire  into  the  merits  of  dis- 
solution is  the  same  official  who  suggested 
to  the  guardians  on  5th  November,  1897, 
that  dissolution  was  desirable  ;  and,  if  so, 
whether  he  will  consider  the  desirability 
of  a  re-investigation  by  another  inspector  ; 
whether  he  is  aware  that  public  meetings 
have  been  held  in  many  places  in  the 
union  against  dissolution,  that  petitiors 
against  it  have  been  presented  to  the 
Board  from  fourteen  out  of  the  seventeen 
parishes,  and  no  petitions  have  been  pre- 
sented in  favour  of  it,  that  the  resolution 
in  favour  of  dissolution  was  only  carried 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  (juardians 
by  ten  to  seven,  that  the  question  of  dis- 
solution was  not  before  the  ratepayers  at 
the  last  election  of  guardians;  and, 
whether,  under  these  circumstances,  he 
will  withhold  his  consent  to  dissolution 
until  after  the  next  election  of  guardians. 

Mr.  CHAPLIN  :  The  answer  to  the 
first  paragraph  is  in  the  affirmative,  and 
I  believe  that  the  facts  are  generally  as 
stated  in  the  question.  The  inspector 
who  held  the  inquiry  states  that  in 
making  his  Report  he  was  not  guided  in 
any  way  by  his  private  opinion,  but 
simply  and  entirely  by  the  evidence  given 
at  tne  inquiry.  The  decision  rested  not 
with  him,  but  with  the  Local  Government 
Board.  I  understand  that  the  question  of 
dissolution  of  the  union  was  before  the 
ratepayers  at  the  la^t  election,  and  it  does 
not  appear  to  me  to  be  necessary  either 
that  a  further  investigation  should  be 
held,  or  that  the  dissolution  should  be 
postponed  until  after  the  next  election. 

REGISTRATION     INEQUALITIES. 

Mr.  ERNEST  GRAY  (West  Ham, 
N.) :  I  beg  to  ask  the  President  of  the 
LoKcal  Government  Board  whether  his 
attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  state  of 
the  law  imder  which,  while  the  represen- 
tatives   of    a  private    trading  company 


possess  the  right  of  voting  at  municipal 
elections,  yet,  on  the  conversion  of  such 
trading  concern  into  a  limited  liability 
company,  possibly  without  any  actual 
change  of  interest  or  of  personnel,  the 
directors  of  such  limited  company  forfeit 
the  privilege  of  voting  at  municipal  elec- 
tions; whether  he  is  aware  that  in  the 
county  borough  of  West  Ham  private 
property  assessed  at  £678,000  qualifies  no 
less  than  35,000  voters,  while  £342,000 
of  company  property  is  unrepresented  and 
voteless ;  and  whether  he  will  consider 
the  desirability  of  submitting  to  Parlia- 
ment such  proposals  as  would  confer  upon 
these  ratepayers  the  same  privileges  and 
right  of  voting  .  as  are  enjoyed  by  other 
residents  in  the  same  municipal  area. 

Mr.  CHAPLIN:  I  was  not  aware  o^ 
the  particular  case  referred  to  by  the  hon- 
Member,   but   I    think    that    the    facts 

fenerally  are  as  stated.     But  I  am  afraid 
cannot  give  any  undertaking  to  pro- 
mote legislation  on  the  subject. 

POSTMAN    MACKAY,   OF  BRORA. 

Mr.  STEADMAN  (Tower  Hamlets, 
Stepney) :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Secretary  to 
the  Treasury,  as  representing  the  Post- 
master-General, if  he  will  inquire  into  the 
complaint  of  David  Mackay,  postman,  of 
Brora,  Sutherlandshire,  that  he  was  in- 
duced by  the  representations  of  the 
quartermaster  and  a  sergeant  of  the 
Cameron  Highlanders,  in  ^farch  last  year, 
to  give  up  his  situation  on  the  railway 
and  to  accept  an  appointment  as  postman, 
being  informed  by  the  military  authori- 
ties that  his  pay  would  be  16s.  rising 
by  Is.  6d.  yearly  to  23s.  weekly,  which 
statement  was  endorsed  by  the  chief  clerk 
at  the  Inverness  Post  Office  ;  will  he 
explain  why,  when  Mackay  had  served  a 
year,  and  applied  for  the  increment,  he 
was  for  the  first  time  informed  that  he 
was  appointed  on  a  fixed  wage  of  16s., 
and  not  upon  a  scale ;  and  whether  the 
Post  Office,  while  admitting  the  fault  waa 
on  the  side  of  the  military  authorities,, 
decline  to  place  this  man  on  a  scale  wage. 

Mr.  JAMES  O'CONNOR  (Wicklow,. 
W.)  :  I  beg  at  the  same  time  to  ask  the 
Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  as  repre^ 
senting  the  Postmaster-General,  if  he  has 
considered  the  case  of  Da^id  Mackay, 
postman,  of  Brora,  who  complains  that 
he  was  induced  to  enter  the  postal  ser- 
\ace  by  a  sergeant  of  the  Cameron  High» 
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landers,  on  the  understanding  that  he 
would  receive  a  commencing  wage  of  18s. 
weekly,  whereas  he  has  been  placed  on  a 
fixed  wage  of  16s.,  and  has  been  told 
that  the  rost  Office  cannot  be  held  respon- 
sible for  the  mistake  made  by  the  ser- 
geant as  to  the  amount  of  pay. 

The  financial  SECRETARY  to 
THE  TREASURY  (Mr.  Hanbury,  Pres- 
ton) :  The  wages  authorised  for  the 
Brora  and  Balmacoil  walk,  on  which  David 
Mackay  is  employed,  are  16^.  a  week 
(fixed  pay) ;  this  was  stated  when  appli- 
cation was  made  to  the  War  Office  for  a 
soldier  candidate  for  the  vacant  walk, 
and  Mackay,  on  his  appointment  in  May, 
1898,  signed  the  usual  form  in  which  the 
wages  were  correctly  given  ;  the  quarter- 
master and  the  clerk  at  Inverness  Post 
Office,  to  whom  reference  is  made,  deny 
that  they  informed  Mackay  that  he 
would  receive  more  than  168.  a  week,  and 
until  the  receipt  of  his  application  in 
May,  1899,  for  an  increase  in  wages,  it 
was  not  known  to  the  Department  that 
he  was  under  any  misapprehension  in  the 
matter.  The  Post  Office  do  not  admit  any 
mistake,  either  of  their  own  or  of  the 
War  Office. 

SELECT  COMMITTEE  ON  SAVINGS 
BANKS. 

Mr.  CHANNING  (Northamptonshire, 
E.) :  I  beg  to  ask  Mr.  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  whether,  in  view  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Select  Committee  next  year  to 
consider  and  report  on  the  question  of 
savings  banks,  he  will  obtain  through 
the  Foreign  Office,  and  issue  before  next 
session,  a  summary  of  the  legislative  and 
administrative  arrangements  as  to  savings 
banks  in  foreign  coimtries,  with  the 
latest  statistics  and  information  as  to  the 
relative  success  of  various  methods  of  en- 
couraging thrift,  and  of  carrying  out  the 
investment  of  savings;  as  regards  the  re- 
sults to  the  depositors,  to  the  economical 
working  of  the  institutions,  and  to  the 
State  finances  of  each  country. 

Mr.  HANBURY:  My  right  hon. 
friend's  undertaking  to  the  House  was  to 
make  proposals  to  Parliament  next  session 
on  the  subject  of  the  sa\angs  banks, 
which  might,  if  it  should  seem  necessary, 
he  examined  by  a  Select  Committee — not 
to  appoint  such  a  Committee  to  consider 
and  report  on  the  question.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  obtain  information  from  foreign 


countries  on  the  matter,  which  I  hope 
may  be  laid  before  the  House  before  the 
proposals  are  made. 

NEWBLISS  POSTMAN. 
Mr.  MACALEESE(Monaghan,  N.) :  I 
beg  to  ask  the  Secretary  to  the  Treasury, 
as  representing  the  Postmaster-General, 
whether  Postman  Livingstone,  of  the 
Newbliss  district,  resigned  his  position  on 
the  11th  July  ult. ;  whether  the  Clones 
Postmaster,  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Dublin  postal  authorities,  appointed  an 
under  a^e  person  to  the  vacancy,  although 
a  suitable  candidate  named  McGough  had 
made  application  for  the  place;  did 
Livingstone  ask  to  be  reinstated,  and 
with  what  result ;  did  the  Secretary  of 
the  Dublin  Post  Office  receive  a  commu- 
nication about  the  10th  of  July  ult.,  in 
reference  to  the  pending  resignation  of 
Livingstone,  to  which  no  reply  was  vouch-, 
safed;  and  can  he  ascertain  why  the 
Dublin  secretary  treated  this  communica- 
tion with  silence. 

Mr.  hanbury  :  Livingstone  resigned 
on  the  5th  ultimo.  A  lad  under  sixteen 
years  of  age  was  employed  by  the  sub- 
postmistress  of  Newbliss  to  provide 
temporarily  for  the  work.  This  lad,  she 
reports,  was  the  only  candidate  in  New- 
bliss. McGough,  to  whom  the  hon. 
Member  refers,  made  no  application  for 
the  post,  and  he  lives  two  miles  from 
Newbliss.  He  applied  some  time  ago  for 
employment  as  a  postman,  and  was  told 
that  if  a  vacancy  occurred  where  he  lived 
his  application  would  be  considered. 
Livingstone  made  three  applications,  viz., 
on  the  18th,  22nd,  and  26th  ultimo  for  re- 
employment. These  applications,  together 
with  a  further  one  since  received,  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  local  surveyor  for  con- 
sideration. A  communication  was  re- 
ceived on  the  11th  of  July  which  related 
to  Livingstone's  retirement  amongst  other 
matters,  and  an  answer  will  be  returned 
to  it  in  due  course. 

METEOROLOGICAL    COUNCIL'S 
ACCOUNTS. 

Mr.  PIRIE  :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Secre- 
tary to  the  Treasury  whether  the 
accounts  of  the  Meteorological  Council 
show  a  sum  as  being  set  aside  to  provide 
for  a  superannuation  fund  from  the 
Annual  Grant,  and  what  is  its  amount ; 
if  so,  whether,  seeing  that  it  is  a  condition 
that  the  Grant  should  be  applied  exclu- 
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sively  to  ^he  scientific  work  of  meteor- 
ology, attention  has  been  called  to  such 
a  misappropriation  of  public  money  by 
the  Controller  and  Auditor-General. 

Mr.  HANBURY  :  If  the  hon.  Mem- 
ber will  refer  to  the  Appropriation 
Account  of  Vote  6,  Class  IV.,  he  will  see 
that  in  the  year  ended  Slst  March,  1898, 
a  sum  of  i&144  was  expended  on  pensions, 
but  there  was  no  provision  for  a  general 
superannuation  fund.  The  Controller 
and  Auditor-General  has  not  thought  fit 
to  comment  on  the  expenditure  in 
question. 

OVERTIME  IN  THE  CIVIL  SERVICE. 
Mr.  ERNEST  GRAY :  I  beg  to  ask 
the  Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  whether 
the  regulations  which  were  issued  in 
1892  respecting  the  payment  of  an 
uniform  rate  of  Is.  2d.  per  hour  for  over- 
time performed  by  assistant  clerks  were 
intenaed  to  apply  generally  throughout 
the  public  service;  and,  if  so,  whether 
steps  will  be  taken  to  pay  the  amount 
withheld  from  those  assistant  clerks  who 
performed  extra  duty  in  those  depart- 
ments in  which,  through  a  misapprehen- 
sion of  the  said  regulations,  a  lower  rate 
than  the  authorised  one  was  paid  for 
extra  duty  subsequent  to  1892. 

Mr.  HANBURY:  No  general  regular 
tions  were  issued  in  1892.  In  1891  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  were  informed 
that  in  that  department  a  rate  of  Is.  2d. 
should  be  paid  for  overtime.  General 
regulations  prescribing  the  rate  of  over- 
time to  be  paid  to  abstractors  of  the  new 
class  were  issued  by  the  Treasury  in 
November,  1896 ;  and  I  understand  that 
the  practice  of  all  departments  with 
regard  to  abstractors  of  the  old  class  was 
then  rendered  uniform. 

POSTMAN  SHRIMPTON,   OF  RICH- 
MOND. 

Mr.  STEADMAN  :  I  beg  to  ask  the 
Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  as  represent- 
ing the  Postmaster-General,  if  any  de- 
cision has  been  come  to  regarding  the 
case  of  Thomas  Shrimpton,  auxiliary 
postman,  of  Richmond,  Surrey,  who, 
although  he  has  been  in  the  service 
nearly  thirteen  years,  is  compelled  to 
rank  at  the  bottom  of  the  whole  outdoor 
staff  of  sixty-three  men,  although  in  an 
Order  (118,396,  1896)  it  was  directed 
that  men  in  his  position  should  be  allowed  | 


to  rank  as  regards  choice  of  duties  and 
annual  leave  after  the  men  already  ap- 
pointed, but  before  new  entrants  in  the 
classes  to  which  they  are  attached ;  and 
will  he  explain  why  this  man  is  compelled 
to  do  duty  on  alternate  Sundays  as  one  of 
the  eighteen  junior  men,  although  it  was 
provided  in  a  departmental  orcler  that 
auxiliaries  are  not  to  be  compelled  to  do 
extra  work,  as  they  are  expected  to  earn 
their  living  outside  the  service,  and 
Sunday  duty  is  always  paid  for  as  extnu 
work. 

Mr.  HANBURY:  Shrimpton  is  an 
auxiliary  postman,  and,  as  such,  is  not 
entitled  to  leave  or  choice  of  duties.  He 
is  allowed  to  fill  the  place  of  an  assistant 
postman,  but  he  cannot  be  actually 
appointed  an  assistant  postman,,  because 
he  cannot  obtain  a  Civil  Service  certifi- 
cate. He  is,  nevertheless,  allowed  all  the 
privileges  of  an  assistant  postman,  and 
takes  his  choice  of  leave  at  the  head  of 
that  class.  Assistant  postmen  are  re- 
quired to  do  duty  on  alternate  Sundays^ 
and  receive  extra  pajr.  If  Shrimpton 
finds  a  substitute  he  will  be  exempted  in 
accordance  with  the  usual  rule. 


GLENARM   PIER 

Mr.  T.  M.  HEALY  (Louth,  N^  :  I  beg 
to  ask  the  Secretary  to  the  Treasury 
whether  he  has  sanctioned  the  action  of 
the  Department  of  Woods  and  Forests  in 
compelling  the  owner  of  the  pier  of 
Glenarm,  County  Antrim,  to  pay  the 
Crown  £1,200  (under  threat  of  legal 
proceedings)  in  order  to  quiet  his  tiSe,. 
which  haa  for  many  years  remained  un- 
challenged ;  and  whether  he  is  aware  that 
if  the  Department  pressed  their  claim  the 
result  would  be  to  throw  hundreds  of 
workmen  out  of  employment. 

Mr.  HANBURY :  The  owner  of  thi& 
pier,  etc.,  was  the  Crown.  It  was  built 
under  a  Crown  lease  of  the  foreshore,  etc.,. 
granted  in  1864,  which  expired  in  Novem- 
ber,  1898,  at  the  same  time  as  the  lease 
of  the  neighbouring  quarries.  The  Com- 
missioners of  Woods  recently  sold  the 
pier  to  Lord  Antrim,  the  owner  of  the 
adjoining  quarries.  There  is  no  question 
of  workmen  being  thrown  out  of  employ- 
ment by  the  action  of  the  Crown.  Indeed,, 
the  continued  employment  of  the  quarry- 
men  chiefly  depended  upon  the  quarries 
and  the  pier  being  worked  together. 
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SALARIES    OF  THE    COUNTY    COURT 
JUDGES. 

Mr.  BRYN  ROBERTS :  I  beg  to  ask 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department  whether,  in  view  of  the 
large  increase  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
county  courts  since  the  salaries  of  the 
judges  were  fixed,  Her  Majesty's  Grovem- 
ment  have  considered  the  reasonableness 
of  introducing  legislation  which  will 
enable  their  salaries  to  be  adequately 
incrwwed;  and  whether  Her  Majesty  s 
Government  will  introduce  legislation  to 
estend  without  limit,  or  at  any  rate  very 
largely,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  county 
courts,  but  so  that  such  extension  should 
be  exercised  only  by  speciaUy  selected 
judges  sitting  at  special  courts. 

*The  SECRETARY  of  STATE  for 
THE  HOME  DEPARTMENT  (Sir  M. 
White  Ridley,  Lancashire,  Blackpool): 
I  have  consulted  the  Lord  Chancellor,  and 
can  hold  out  no  hope  of  legislation  oif  the 
nature  suggested. 

EDWARD  DUFFY,  OF  LEIGH. 
Mr.  DAYITT:  I  beg  to  ask  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Depart- 
ment if  his  attention  has  been  called  to 
a  murderous  attack  made  upon  an  Irish 
labourer  named  Edward  Duffy,  at  Leigh, 
on  Monday  last,  when  he  was  felled  by  a 
blow  from  behind,  and  had  his  hands  tied 
to  his  back  while  being  kicked  by  his 
assailants ;  is  he  aware  that  the  injuries 
are  deemed  to  be  of  a  fatal  nature ;  and 
if  any  of  Duffy's  assailants  have  been 
arrestetl 

♦Sir  M.  white  RIDLEY  :  I  am  glad 
to  be  able  to  say  that  Duffy  is  reported 
to  be  making  favourable  progress,  and  to 
be  likely  to  recover,  in  spite  of  the  serious 
nature  of  his  injuries.  A  man  has  been 
arrested  and  charged  with  the  assault, 
and  is  now  under  remand. 

REDUCTION  OF  SENTENCE. 
Mr.  DRUCKER  (Northampton):  I 
I  beg  to  ask  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Home  Department  whether  he  has 
received  a  petition,  signed  by  over  eleven 
thousand  of  the  inhabitants  of  North- 
ampton, including  many  public  officials  of 
the  borough,  praying  for  a  remission  of 
the  sentence  of  ten  years'  penal  servitude, 
passed  upon  a  man  named  Golding,  who 
was  convicted  of  pointing  a  pistol,  which 
it  was  proved  in  evidence  could  not  be 


fired,  at  one  Emilv  Roberts ;  whether  he 
has  considered  such  petition  ;  and  whether 
he  is  prepared  to  advise  the  Crown  to* 
remit  the  remainder  of  the  sentence  ? 

♦Sir  M.  white  RIDLEY :  A  petition 
on  behalf  of  Grolding  was  received  in  1898, 
and  wa8  carefully  considered  by  me, 
together  with  all  the  facts  of  the  case.  I 
am  not  prepared  to  advise  an  absolute 
remission  of^  the  sentence,  but  I  have^ 
directed  that  the  case  shall  be  treated  as. 
one  of  seven  years'  penal  servitude. 

ORTON  RAILWAY  COLLISION. 
Mr.  CALDWELL  (Lanarkshire,  Mid) : 
I  beg  to  ask  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  whether  he  is  aware  that  on 
November  22nd  last  a  serious  collision 
occurred  at  Orton  station,  on  the  High- 
land Railway,  between  a  cattle  train  from 
Forres  to  Keith  and  a  passenger  train 
from  Keith  to  Forres  ;  and  will  he  state 
whether  any  official  inquiry  has  been  held 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  in  regard  to  the 
accident ;  and,  if  not,  will  he  explain  on 
what  grounds. 

The  PRESIDENT  of  thb  BOARD 
OF  TRADE  (Mr.  RrrcmE,  Croydon) :  No 
person  was  returned  as  injured,  and  as- 
the  cause  of  the  accident  was  clearly 
explained,  a  formal  investigation  was  not 
made.  The  case  was  considered,  how- 
ever, by  Sir  Francis  Marindin,  and  his 
views  were    communicated    to  the  com- 

Sany  by    the  Department  in  correspon- 
ence. 

LASCAR  ACCOMMODATION  ON  P.  &  O. 
VESSELS 

Mr.  HAVELOCK  WILSON  (Middles- 
broiL^h) :  I  beg  to  ask  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  'n*ade  whether  he  can  state 
the  names  of  the  vessels,  if  any,  owned 
by  the  Peninsular  and  Oriental  Steam 
Shipping  Company  on  which  the  Board 
of  Trade  have  declined  to  allow  deduc- 
tions from  tonnage  in  consequence  of  that 
company  not  complying  with  the  210th 
section  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act, 
1894. 

Mr.  RITCHIE  :  I  wish  the  hon.  Gen- 
tleman could  have  seen  his  way  to  giving 
longer  notice  of  this  question  and  the 
questions  next  on  the  Paper.  They 
only  appeared  on  the  Paper  on  Saturday 
morning  ;  they  necessitated  a  consider- 
able amount  of  search,  and   as  a  conse- 
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quence  several  members  of  my  staff  have 
been  deprived  of  their  holiday.  The 
names  of  the  vessels  owned  by  the  Penin- 
sular and  Oriental  Company  in  which 
deductions  from  tonnage  have  been  dis- 
allowed, because  the  space  required  by 
r  Section  210  of  the  Merchant  Shipping 
Act,  1894,  was  not  provided,  are  as 
follows:— "Arcadia,"  "Bengal,"  "Bal- 
larat,"  "  Coromandel,"  "  Carthage," 
"Chusan,"  "  Canton,"  "Manila,"  "  Mas- 
silia,"  "Nubia,"  "Oriental,"  "Oceana," 
"  Paramatta,"  "  Peninsula,"  "  Pekin," 
"Peshawur,"  "Shanghai,"  "Shannon," 
"Thames,"  "  Valetta,"  and  "Simla." 

Mr.  HAVELOCK  WILSON  :  I  beg  to 
-^k  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
whether  he  has  been  advised  by  the  Law 
Oflficersof  the  Crown  that  Section  210  of 
the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1894,  bear- 
ing upon  the  accommodation  for  seamen, 
;  applies  to  Lascars  and  other  Native  sea- 
men in  the  same  manner  as  it  applies  to 
other  seamen  serving  on  board  British 
vessels  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

Mr.  RITCHIE  :  I  can  only  refer  the 
ihon.  Member  to  the  terms  of  the  answer 
given  to  a  similar  question  put  by  him  on 
the  3rd  instant,  which  obviously  showed 
that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Law  Officers  of 
the  Crown  the  provisions  of  Section  210 
of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act  are  in- 
fringed when  the  space  required  by  that 
section  is  not  provided  for  Lascars  or 
other  Native  seamen. 

Mr.  HAVELOCK  WILSON  :  Seeing 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  admits  there 
has  been  an  infringement  of  the  Act,  may 
I  ask  him  whether,  and  when,  the  Board 
of  Trade  intend  to  enforce  the  law  by 
summoning  the  owners  under  the  section 
which  provides  for  a  penalty  of  £25  for 
each  offence  ? 

Mr.  RITCHIE  :  The  hon.  Gentleman 
had  better  give  notice  of  that  question. 

LOSS  OF  VESSELS  AT  SEA. 
Mr.  HAVELOCK  WILSON  :  I  beg  to 
ask  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
whether  he  is  aware  that  the  following 
British  registered  steamships  have  foun- 
dered or  are  missing  since  June,  1898  : 
s.s.  "Eira,"  s.s.  "Tina,"  s.s.  "Harbinger," 
s.s.  "Arno,"s.8.  "Earnock,"  s.s.  "Almida," 
s.s.  "Kecepta,"  s.s.  "Dora  Foster,"  s.s. 
"Caradoc,"  s.s.  "Arona,"  s.s.  "Laughton," 


8.8.  "Wooler,'  s.s.  "Boadicea,"  s.s.  "Pic- 
ton,"  s.s.  "  Oberon,"  S.S.  "City  of  Wake- 
field,"  S.S.  "Croft,"  s.s.  "Port  Melbourne" ; 
also  that  the  following  British  registered 
sailing-vessels  foundered  or  are  missing 
since  June,  1898  :  "  Celtic  Bard,"  "Rose,^' 
"Montague,"  "Marlborough,"  "Village 
Belle,"  " Iddesleigh,"  "Aldboro,"  "Sun- 
beam," "Dora,"  "Andelina,"  "Sefton," 
'*  Hawkesdale,"  "  Dechmont,"  "  Laurel 
Bank,"  "David  Morgan,"  "Atlanta"; 
whether  he  can  state  the  number  of  per- 
sons carried  on  these  vessels  as  crew  or 
passengers,  and  the  number  who  lost  their 
lives  on  such  vessels ;  and  whether  any 
inquiries  have  been  held  to  ascertain  the 
cause  of  the  loss  of  these  vessels,  and  in 
how  many  of  these  cases  have  no  inquiries 
been  held. 

Mr.  RITCHIE  :  The  list  of  steamships 
foundered  or  missing,  as  given  in  the 
question,  is  correct,  except  with  regard 
to  the  "  Harbinger,"  which  is  reported  to 
have  arrived  on  the  3rd  instant,  the 
"  Arno,"  which  was  lost  by  stranding,  and 
the  "  Caradoc "  and  "  Boadicea,"  which 
were  sailing  vessels — not  steamers.  The 
list  of  sailing  ships  foundered  or  missing 
is  correct,  except  with  regard  to  the 
"Dechmont,"  which  is  reported  to  he 
now  on  her  voyage  from  Caleta  Buena  to 
London,  the  "  Sefton  "  and  the  "  Hawkes- 
dale," which  were  lost  by  stranding,  and 
the  "  Marlborough,"  which  was  lost  in 
April,  1898  (not  since  June,  1898).  The 
number  of  persons  carried  on  the  vessels 
which  were  lost  was  605  (including  one 
passenger,  the  wife  of  a  master),  and  the 
number  of  persons  lost  was  545,  including 
the  passenger.  In  six  cases  ("Arno,' 
"  Earnock,'^  "  Wooler,"  "  Montagu," 
"Hawkesdale,"  and  "Atalanta")  fonnal 
inquiries  have  been  held.  In  one  case 
("Recepta  ")  inquiry  was  ordered,  but  had 
to  be  abandoned  for  want  of  evidence. 
In  three  cases  ("  Caradoc,"  "  Celtic  Bard," 
and  "  Laurelbank ")  inquiries  have  been 
ordered,  and  are  pending.  In  the  remain- 
ing cases  mentioned  in  the  question  all 
available  information  was  obtained  by  the 
Board  of  Trade;  but  the  Department 
were  of  opinion,  after  consideration  of 
such  information,  that  formal  inquiries 
would  be  without  useful  result. 

Mr.  HAVELOCK  WILSON :  May  I 
ask  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  why  no 
inquiry  was  held  with  regard  to  the  loss 
of  the  eight  steamers  which  foundered  in 
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January  and  February  last  in  the  Atlantic 
Ocean? 

Mr.  SPEAKER  :  Order,  order !  That 
is  not  the  question  on  the  Paper.  The 
hon.  Member  must  give  notice. 

Mr.  HAVELOCK  WILSON:  The 
names  of  the  vessels  are  in  the  question ; 
hat  it  is  quite  true  I  have  not  asked  why 
the  inquiry  was  not  held. 

COCKETr  TUNNEL, 
Mr.  RANDELL  (Glamorganshire, 
Gower) :  I  beg  to  ask  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  whether  the  inspect- 
ing oflBcer  appointed  to  inquire  into  the 
causes  of  the  accident  whereby  a  portion 
of  the  Cockett  Tunnel,  on  the  Great 
Western  Railway  main  line,  fell  through, 
has  made  his  Report  to  the  Board  of 
Trade ;  and,  if  so,  what  is  the  result  of 
such  inquiry ;  and  what  steps  are  being 
taken  for  securing  the  safety  of  the 
travelling  public  and  the  railway  servants 
before  the  tunnel  will  again  be  used  for 
traffic 

Mr.  RITCHIE:  I  have  not  yet  re- 
<»ived  the  inspecting  officer's  report. 
The  Board  of  Trade  understand  that  the 
<»mpany  are  engaged  on  necessary  works 
to  secure  the  safety  of  the  public,  and 
that  no  passenger  traffic  is  at  present 
admitted  through  the  tunnel. 

EDUCATIONAL  AID   GRANTS. 

Sir  CHARLES  DILKE :  I  beg  to  ask 
the  Vice-President  of  the  Committee  of 
Council  on  Education  whether  the  Re- 
turns published  by  the  Education  Depart- 
ment ouring  the  current  year  show  that 
the  amount  of  annual  grant  paid  on  behalf 
of  scholars  in  attendance  in  Voluntary 
schools  is  about  4|d.  per  scholar  in  excess 
of  that  paid  last  year,  and  that  during 
the  same  period  the  amount  of  Aid  Grant 
brought  to  account  was  equal  to  about 
38.  Id.  per  scholar,  the  two  together 
making  an  increase  of  3s.  SM.  per  scholar 
in  average  attendance ;  and  that  diuing 
the  same  period  the  cost  of  maintenance 
has  increased  Is.  lOfd.  per  unit  of  average 
attendance  in  Voluntary  schools  ;  whether 
of  the  difference  of  Is.  6^d.  per  head  the 
fall  in  voluntary  subscriptions  accounts 
for  7 Jd. ;  and,  if  so,  can  he  state  what 
has  hlecome  of  the  other  lid.  per  scholar, 
equal  in  the  aggregate  to  about  £113,800. 
Can  he  state  how  much  of  this  sum  has

been  used  in  increasing  the  rents  paid  by 
school  managers,  either  to  private  persons 
or  religious  bodies,  and  how  much  of  it 
has  been  used  in  the  liquidation  of  debt 
contracted  before  the  passing  of  the  Act, 
or  used  as  current  income  in  order  that 
other  moneys  may  be  set  free  for  the 
liquidation  of  such  debt ;  and  can  he  state 
whether  the  Department  contemplate  any 
steps  for  restricting  the  use  of  the  Aid 
Grant  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
allotted  by  Parliament. 

Mr.  HANBURY  (for  Sir  J.  Gorst)  : 
The  Aid  Grant  brought  to  account, 
as  shown  in  the  Returns  referred  to, 
was  at  the  rate  of  about  3s.  per  scholar 
in  average  attendance.  On  the  other 
hand,a  combination  of  all  other  Government 
Grants  brought  to  account,  shows  pre- 
cisely the  same  rate  as  in  the  preceding 
year,  and  the  rate  of  income  from  volun- 
tary contributions  and  other  local  sources 
fell  by  about  9d.  The  net  gain  in  income 
was  thus  about  2s.  3d.,  while  the 
expenditure  on  maintenance  increased  by 
Is.  lOd.  The  latest  returns  show  no 
increase  in  the  rate  of  rent  per  scholar  in 
average  attendance.  A  considerable  part 
of  the  Aid  Grant  necessarily  remained  as 
unexpended  balance  in  the  hands  of  the 
managers  ;  but  such  balances  continue  to 
be  applicable  exclusively  to  the  purposes 
for  which  the  grants  were  given,  and  care 
is  taken  in  the  Department  to  sc^e  that 
they  are  properly  spent.  No  part  has, 
so  far  as  the  Department  are  aware,  been 
used  for  the  liquidation  of  debt  contracted 
before  the  passing  of  the  Act. 

Rev.  JAMES  MACKAY. 
Mr.  J.  W.  SIDEBOTHAM  (Cheshire, 
Hyde) :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Lord  Advocate 
whether  an  infraction  of  the  law  has  been 
committed  by  officers  of  the  Scottish 
National  Church  in  debarring  the  Rev. 
James  Mackay,  a  lawfully  appointed  and 
ordained  minister  under  the  Presbytery 
of  Edinburgh,  from  his  sphere  of  duty 
and  his  income  as  minister  of  the  Scottish 
National  Church  at  Manchester. 

The  lord  ADVOCATE  (Mr.  A. 
Graham  Murray,  Buteshire) :  I  am 
given  to  understand  that  the  Rev.  James 
Mackay  alluded  to  in  the  question  com- 
plains of  the  action  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland.  In 
matters  spiritual  the  General  Assembly  is 
the  supreme  tribunal  of  the  Church,  and 
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not  subject  to  review.  If  Mr.  Mackay 
has  any  claims  of  civil  right,  he  can 
prosecute  them  in  the  civil  court. 

MR.  ANDREW  CARNEGIE. 
Mr,  T.  B.  CURRAN  (Donegal,  N.) :  I 
beg  to  ask  the  Lord  Advocate  whether 
Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  has  been  appointed 
a  justice  of  the  peace  for  Sutherlandshire, 
and  whether  he  is  a  naturalised  British 
subject. 

Mr.  a.  GRAHAM  MUERAY  :  I  have 
no  knowledge  of  the  fact  except  that  I 
saw  in  the  newspapers  that  Mr.  Andrew 
Carnegie  has  been  appointed  a  deputy- 
lieutenant.  I  am  not  aware  whether  he 
has  received  letters  of  administration  ;  but 
if  he  has  not,  it  is  quite  clear  that  as  an 
alien  he  is  unable  to  serve  as  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  and  it  must  have  been  un- 
known, both  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and 
the  Lord  Chancellor,  when  the  appoint- 
ment was  made. 

Mr.  T.  B.  CURRAN:  I  understand 
he  is  not  naturalised. 

ROXBORO'  ROAD    (LIMERICK) 
SCHOOLS. 

Mr.  ARTHUR  MOORE  (London- 
derry) :  I  beg  to  ask  Mr.  Attorney- 
General  for  Ireland  if  anything  has 
arisen  between  March  28tli,  1897,  and 
July  25th,  1898,  to  alter  the  legal 
position  of  the  Commissioners  of  Educa- 
tion, or  that  of  their  tenant.  Canon 
Gregg,  in  reference  to  the  Roxboro' 
Road  Schools;  or  have  the  Commis- 
sioners received  different  advice  since  it 
was  declared  that  the  land  on  which  the 
schools  are  built  was  inalienable ;  whether 
he  is  aware  that  the  total  cost  of  this 
school  was  i&l,672,  of  which  £1,640  were 
presented  by  the  Grand  Juries  of  the 
CJounty  of  Limerick,  and  the  County  of 
the  city  of  Limerick ;  and  that  the  Mayor 
and  Town  Council  of  Limerick  protested 
by  formal  resolution  against  the  present 
use  of  this  school  as  a  sectarian  mstitu- 
tion;  is  he  aware  that  in  the  schemes 
which  were  drawn  up  by  the  Educational 
Endowments  Commissioners  for  dealing 
with  these  premises  it  was  provided  that 
their  value  should  go  to  promote  inter- 
mediate education  in  the  City  of 
Limerick,  amongst  the  citizens  of  all  creeds; 
under  what  law  do  the  Commissioners  of 
Education  grant  them  at  £20  a  year  to 
Canon  Gregg ;  in  what  state  of  repair  are 


the  buildings  at  present ;  could  he  state 
when  they  were  inspected  by  an  archi-^ 
tect  on  behalf  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Education,  and  what  report  did  he  make  ; 
what  steps  have  the  Commissioners  taken^ 
within  the  last  ten  years  to  enforce  the 
covenant  to  repair,  and  not  to  allow  the 
premises  to  be  rendered  worthless  by  its 
use  as  a  poor  school ;  is  it  a  fact  that  from 
the  year  1880  to  the  year  1890  the  Com- 
missioners of  Education  gave  the  rent  of 
the  premises  to  the  tenant  for  repairs^ 
notwithstanding  his  agreement  to  keep 
them  in  repair ;  and  how  is  the. 
money  to  be  made  good. 


The  attorney -general  tor 
IRELAND  (Mr.  Atkinson,  London- 
derry, N.)  :  Nothing  has  occurred  between 
the  dates  mentioned  in  the  first  para- 
graph to  alter  the  legal  position  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Education,  who  in  the- 
reasonable  management  of  this  property 
had  let  it  to  Canon  Gregg  as  tenant  from 
year  to  year.  They  have  not  alienated  it,, 
as  assumed  in  the  question.  The  Com- 
missioners have  not  received  any  advice 
which  was  different  from  that  on  which 
they  acted  in  March,  1897.  The  facts, 
appear  to  be  correctly  stated  in  the 
second  para^ph,  except  that  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Limerick  Town  Council  con- 
tains no  reference  to  or  suggestion  of  the 
fact,  as  alleged,  that  the  premises  are  usedi 
for  sectarian  purposes.  The  schemes  in 
question  contained  provisions  for  the 
application  of  the  income  from  the  school 
premises  and  from  the  moneys  to  be 
realised  bv  the  sale  thereof  in  the  promo- 
tion of  Intermediate  Education  in  the 
dioceses  of  Limerick,  Killaloe,  and  Kilfe- 
nora.  The  circumstances  under  which 
the  school  premises  were  let  to  Canon 
Gregg  are  fully  set  out  in  the  recitals  of 
the  schemes  referred  to,  copies  of  which 
were  sent  from  time  to  time  to  all  persons, 
interested.  The  Commissioners  have  acted 
under  the  law  as  administered  by  the 
Court  of  Chancery  in  reference  to  the 
management  of  trust  property  by  trustees.. 
The  buildings  were  not  inspected  by  an 
architect  on  behalf  of  the  Commissioners 
since  Mr.  Mitchell  made  his  report  in 
1892.  From  the  year  1880  to  1890  the 
Commissioners  expended  a  sum  of 
£188  17s.  6d.  on  the  premises.  During 
the  same  period  Canon  Gregg  appears  to 
have  expended  on  the  premises  out  of  his. 
own  money  a  sum  of  £160. 
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BANTRY     DISTRICT      NATIONAL 
SCHOOL   INSPECTOR. 

Mr.  JAMES  O'CONNOR:  I  beg  to 
ask  the  Chief  Secretary  to  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland  whether  he  is 
aware  that  Mr.  M'Millan,  Inspector  of 
National  Schools,  recently  appointed  to 
theBantry  district,  has  largely  reduced 
the  result  fees  hitherto  earned  b^  the 
teachers  of  the  district,  the  reduction  in 
some  cases  amounting  to  nearly  one-half 
of  what  they  had  previously  been  earning ; 
and  will  he  explain  upon  what  grounds 
have  the  reductions  been  made. 

The  chief  SECRETARY  for 
IRELAND  (Mr.  G.  W.  Balfour,  Leeds, 
Central) :  I  am  informed  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  National  Education  that  the 
amount  of  results  fees  earned  by  teachers 
in  this  district  has  suffered  a  reduction  in 
most,  though  not  in  all  cases,  on  the 
ezamination  of  the  new  Inspector,  Mr.  Mc- 
Hillao,  held  up  to  the  present  this  year,  as 
compared  with  what  was  received  last  year 
by  the  same  teachers,  on  the  examina- 
tions of  his  predecessor.  Only  in  a  very 
iew  cases,  however,  has  the  difference 
been  as  large  as  stated  in  the  question. 
As  many  circumstances,  such  as  the 
number  of  pupils  presented  for  examina- 
tion, the  classification  of  the  pupils, 
the  prevalence  of  sickness,  or  other 
local  cases,  are  liable  to  affect  the  results 
&om  year  to  year,  it  would  not  be  safe  to 
draw  any  general  conclusion  as  to  the 
chan^  being  attributable  solely  to  over- 
seventy  on  the  part  of  the  inspector. 
The  matter  will,  however,  be  inquired 
into. 

COUNTY  ANTRIM  SUB-COMMISSION. 
Mr.  KILBRIDE  (Galway,  N.) :  I  be§ 
to  ask  the  Chief  Secretary  to  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  with  reference  to 
the  recent  appointment  of  Mr.  Wilson  as 
a  member  of  the  County  Antrim  Sub- 
Conunission,  whether  he  is  aware  of  the 

fneral  dissatisfaction  of  the  farmers  of 
orth  Antrim  with  this  appointment,  on 
the  grounds  that  he  formerly  acted  as 
land  agent  within  this  district,  and  has 
also  been  an  assistant  road  surveyor  under 
the  County  Antrim  Grand  Jury ;  whether 
he  had  any  practical  or  other  qualifica- 
tions for  testing  the  profit  -  producing 
qualities  of  lands ;  and  what  were  the  ex- 
perience and  qualifications  which  com- 
mended his  appointment. 


Mr.  G.  W.  BALFOUR:  The  Land 
Commissioners  will  refer  the  first  part  of 
this  question  to  Mr.  Wilson  for  his 
observations.  I  am  noo,  however,  aware 
that  his  employment  on  the  Sub-Commis- 
sion which  has  recently  been  sitting  in  the 
County  Antrim  has  caused  any  dissatis- 
faction in  that  district.  Mr.  Wilson  was. 
first  appointed  as  assistant  conmiissioner 
in  June,  1890,  and  he  continued  in  office 
until  August,  1891.  He  was  reappointed 
in  September,  1896,  since  which  date  he 
has  been  continuously  employed  in  the 
County  Antrim;  and  the  commissioners, 
are  not  aware  that  any  objection  has  pre- 
viously been  raised  to  his  employment  in 
that  coimty.  In  reply  to  the  second  and 
third  paragraphs,  tne  experience  of  Mr. 
Wilson  prior  to  his  appointment  as  assis« 
tant  commissioner  was  as  a  land  valuer^ 
surveyor  and  civil  engineer. 

RUNCRANA  POLICE. 

Mr.  T.  B.  CURRAN  :  I  beg  to  ask  the 
Chief  Secretary  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
of  Ireland  if  he  could  state  how  many 
members  of  the  Royal  Irish  Constabulary 
are  at  present  stationed  at  Buncrana,  and 
how  many  of  these  are  Roman  Catholics ; 
whether  it  is  a  fact  that  the  district  in* 
spector,  head  constable,  and  sergeant  are 
rrotestants;  and  whether  the  regula- 
tions of  the  force  necessitate  the  presence 
of  so  many  Protestants  in  Catholic  dis- 
tricts. 

Mr.  G.  W.  BALFOUR:  There  are 
twelve  members  of  the  constabulary 
stationed  at  Buncrana,  of  whom  six  are 
Roman  Catholics.  The  district  inspector 
and  head  constable  are  Protestants ;  one 
sergeant  is  a  Roman  Catholic  and  another 
a  Protestant.  I  do  not  think  there  is 
anything  in  this  distribution  calling  for 
special  remark. 

WORKMEN»S  COMPENSATION  ACT. 

Mr  CHANNING:  I  beg  to  ask  the 
First  Lord  of  the  Treasury  whether  Her 
Majesty's  (Jovemment  have  considered 
the  gr^Eit  variety  of  points  as  to  which 
litigation  appears  to  have  become  neces- 
sary  owing  to  the  indefiniteness  of  the 
terms  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act ;  and  whether  legislation  will  be  pro- 
posed next  session  to  remove  ambiguities 
shown  to  exist  in  the  provisions  of  the 
said  Act. 
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The  first  LORD  of  the  TREA- 
SURY (Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour,  Man- 
chester, E.) :  I  believe  the  hon.  Grentle- 
man  is  ri^ht  in  saying  that  there  has  been 
a  great  deal  of  litigation  in  connection 
with  this  matter,  but  I  am  not  aware  that 
any  facts  have  come  to  light  to  indicate 
the  necessity  of  bringing  in  an  amending 
measure. 

THE    DISCUSSION    OF    THE 
ESTIMATES. 

Mr.  HAZELL  (Leicester) :  I  beg  to 
ask  the  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury  if 
he  will  consider  the  possibility,  in  arrang- 
ing the  future  business  of  the  House,  of 
brmging  on  the  Estimates  in  such  order 
that,  excluding  those  for  the  Army  and 
Navy,  all  the  Votes  that  have  been  passed 
without  discussion  under  the  Standing 
Orders  of  the  House  in  one  session  shafi 
be  put  first  on  the  Order  Paper  for  the 
succeeding  session  ;  so  giving  the  House 
an  opportunity  of  criticising,  at  any  rate 
in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  the  whole  of 
the  items  constituting  the  Civil  Service 
Estimates. 

Mr.  a.  J.  BALFOUR:  The  hon. Gen- 
tleman is  aware  that  we  do  give  prefer- 
ence, as  far  as  we  can,  to  Votes  which  have 
not  been  discussed  in  the  preceding  year 
and  the  discussion  of  which  seems  desir- 
able. I  can  hardly  lay  down  in  all  its 
force  the  principle  which  the  hon.  Gen- 
tleman advocates  in  his  question.  It 
would  certainly  greatly  hamper  the  House 
in  dealing  with  the  Estimates  it  especially 
desires  to  bring  under  review. 

Mr.  lewis  (Flint  Boroughs) :  May 
I  ask  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  whether 
it  would  not  be  possible. to  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee for  the  purpose  of  considering  the 
Estimates,  in  order  that  they  may  be 
thoroughly  discussed. 

Mr.  a.  J.  BALFOUR:  I  presume  the 
hon.  Gentleman  does  not  mean  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  whole  House,  but  some 
special  Committee. 

Mr.  lewis  :  Yes. 

Mr.  a.  J.  BALFOUR:  That  would 
be  a  very  violent  change  in  our  procedure, 
and  I  do  not  think  I  can  give  an  answer 
oflfhand  to  such  a  question  of  policy. 


AGRICULTURE  AND  TECHNICAL  IN- 
STRUCTION (IRELAND)  BILL. 

Lords  Amendments  considered. 

Lords  Amendment,  in  page  5,  line  11, 
"  Leave  out  sub-heads  (d)  and  («),"  the 
first  Amendment,  read  a  second  time. 

Motion  made,  and  Question  pro- 
posed— 

'*  That  this  House  doth  a^ree  with  the  IxHrds 
in  the  said  Amendment  — {Mr,  Attorney' 
General  for  Ireland, ) 

Mr.  MICHAEL  AUSTIN  (Limerick, 
W.):  I  move  that  the  House  do  dis- 
agree. 

Mr.  speaker  :  That  is  not  neces- 
sary. The  hon.  Member  can  vote  against 
the  motion  to  agree. 

Mr.  MICHAEL  AUSTIN :  The  two 
sub- heads  which  have  been  eliminated  by 
the  Upper  Chamber  relate  to  the  represen- 
tation on  the  Board  of  the  chambers  of 
commerce  of  the  three  principal  cities  of 
Ireland,  as  well  as  the  trades  councils  of 
the  same  places — Belfast,  Dublin,  and 
Cork.  Why,  in  the  formation  of  this 
Board,  is  the  commercial  and  industrial 
life  of  these  communities  to  have  no  re- 
presentation whatever  ?  The  grievance  is 
felt  very  acutely  in  Belfast,  the  chamber 
of  commerce  there  having  passed  a  reso- 
lution protesting  most  strongly  against 
the  action  of  the  Upper  House.  I  see 
that  the  provincial  committees  are  to  con- 
sist mainly  of  a^cultural  representatives, 
and  why  should  they  have  such  a  prepon- 
derating influence  on  a  board  which  is  to 
be  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  tech- 
nical instruction  ?  I  am  afraid  that  in 
this  matter  the  Peers  are  following  their 
old  policy  of  denying  the  richt  of  popular 
representation,  and  I  slum  accordingly 
press  my  opposition  to  this  to  a  Division. 

Mr.  T.  p.  O'CONNOR  (Liveroool, 
Scotland) :  I  have  been  asked  by  hon. 
Members  who  are  unavoidably  absent  to 
join  with  the  hon.  Member  in  his  protest 
against  the  action  of  the  House  of  Lords. 
I  feel  we  have  some  right  to  complain  in 
this  case,  because  when  the  Bill  was  first 
introduced  it  provided  for  the  representa- 
tion of  chambers  of  commerce,  and  the 
Grand  Committee,  after  very  full  con- 
sideration, decided  that  the  trades  coun- 
cils should  also  be  represented.     These 
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bodies  deserve  encouragement.  They 
play  a  very  important  part  in  public  life, 
and  the  new  Board  is  exactly  the  body 
which  would  get  considerable  assistance 
from  these  representatives.  These  trades 
councils  represent  the  education  which 
will  be  useful  to  the  artisan  classes,  and 
to  exclude  from  this  Board  representa- 
tives of  the  working-classes  in  Ireland, 
who  are  primarily  interested,  seems  to  me 
to  be  depriving  the  Board  of  the  repre- 
sentative character  which  it  is  desirable 
that  it  should  have.  As  to  the  chambers 
of  commerce,  I  need  not  argue  the  ques- 
tion, because,  fortunately,  I  find  myself  in 
agreement  with  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
who  was  responsible  for  the  Bill  as  it 
was  introduced  in  its  original  shape. 
These  chambers  of  commerce  represent 
another  factor  of  Irish  life,  which  it  is 
most  desirable  also  should  be  represented 
on  these  Boards — viz.,  the  conunercial  life 
of  Ireland.  I  understand  from  my  hon. 
friend,  the  Member  for  West  Limerick, 
that  Belfast,  which  is  a  very  important 
industrial  city,  has  already  protested 
strongly  against  the  action  of  the  House 
of  Lonis,  and  I  must  express  my  dis- 
appointment that  the  right  hon.  (Gentle- 
man has  not  seen  his  way  to  move  his 
disagreement  to  the  Amendment  of  the 
Lords,  and  to  restore  these  two  most 
necessary  and  desirable  additions. 

•The  chief  SECRETARY  for 
IRELAND  (Mr.  G.  W,  Balfour,  Leeds 
Central) :  As  the  hon.  Member  who  has 
just  spoken  has  referred  to  what  passed  in 
Grand  Committee,  I  propose  briefly  to 
refer  to  the  circumstances.  Originally  the 
Bill  contained  a  provision  giving 
representation  on  the  Board  of 
Technical  Instruction  to  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Chambers  of  Commerce  of 
Dublin,  Belfast,  and  Cork,  and  when  the 
Bill  was  before  the  Grand  Committee,  the 
hon.  Member  for  South  Mayo  moved  to 
add  to  the  Board  of  Technical  Instruc- 
tion six  more  members  of  the  trades 
councils  of  the  six  large  boroughs 
of  Ireland.  That  Amendment  was 
80  far  modified  as  to  be  con- 
fined to  the  three  large  boroughs  of 
Dublin,  Cork,  and  Belfast.  In  that 
form  the  Amendment  was  carried  by  a 
majority  of  one  vote  against  the  strong 
opposition  of  the  Government.  AVhen 
the  Report  stage  was  reached  in  the 
House  I  did  not  move  that  what  had 
been   done    by    the    Grand    Committee 


should  be  disturbed   by   the  House;   I 
abstained  from    doing    so,   because    the 
question  of  whether  the  Bill  was  to  pass 
or  not  was  very  largely  one  of  time,  and  I 
was    therefore    unwilling    to    initiate  a 
Debate  which  might  have  lasted  a  con- 
siderable period.     The  hon.  Member  who 
has  just  spoken,  and  the  hon.  Member 
who  preceded  him,  have  not  mentioned 
one  very  great  objection  which  I  feel  to 
the  alteration  made  by  the  Committee. 
The    total    number    of    the     Board     of 
Technical    Instruction    in    the    Bill    as 
drafted  by  myself   was  twenty-four.     I 
felt  that  twenty-four  was  a  much  larger 
number  than  I  should  like  the  Board  to 
consist  of.     The  Board  of  Agriculture  I 
made  to  consist  of  twelve  members.     I 
think  twelve  is  much  better  than  twenty- 
foiu*.      But    I    found    the   difficulty   in 
regard  to  the  Board  of  Technical  Instruc- 
tion was  to  secure  that  all  the  interests 
should       be       adequately      represented 
with   a  less  number    of  members  than 
twenty-four.     It  was  on  that  ground,  and 
on  that  ground  alone,  that  I  was  reluc- 
tantly compelled  to  make  the  Board  as 
large  as  I  did.     But  I  have  the  strongest 
possible  objection  to  making  the  Board 
larger  by  three  members.     I  do  not  think 
that  twenty-seven  would  be  a  convenient 
number,  nor  do  I  think  it  would  tend  to 
the  prompt  and  satisfactory  despatch  of 
business.     But  I  have  a  further  objection 
to  the  proposal  that  the  trades  councils 
should  send  direct  representatives  to  the 
Board — not  that  I  object  to  the  presence 
of  the  representatives  of   the  working- 
classes,  but,  without  increasing  the  number 
of    the    Board,    we    might    reasonably 
expect,   as  the    county  councils   in  the 
county  boroughs  are  to  elect  eleven  repre- 
sentatives out  of  the  twenty-four,  and  as 
those  bodies  are  elected   by  the  people, 
that  some  would  be  representatives  of  the 
artisan  class.   It  is  to  the  county  council 
that  we  should  look  to  put  them  there. 
It  does  not  appear  to  me  reasonable  that 
we  should  give  artisans,  as  such,  direct 
representation  on  this  Board.       I  must 
say     that,    even     if    I    did    not  think 
thus,   I  am  not  satisfied  that  I  should 
be    able    to    regard    the    trades    coun- 
cils   as     perfectly     satisfactory    bodies. 
The    trades  councils,  in  the    first  place, 
have  no  legal   status,   and    have   never 
received,  as  far  as  I  am  aware,  any  legal 
recognition.      They  have  their  business, 
which  is  the  protection  of  the  workers. 
They  represent  the  workers  in   contra- 
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distinction  to  the  employers,  and  that 
was  so  strongly  felt  in  the  Grand  Com- 
mittee that  one  of  the  arguments  which 
seemed  to  have  most  weight  with  the 
Committee  was  that  the  Government  were 
giving  representation  to  the  employers 
by  tulowing  chambers  of  commerce  to 
«end  representatives  to  the  Board.  If 
that  were  the  case  it  was  fairly  argued 
that  the  workers  should  have  representa- 
tives also.  I  am  not  prepared  to  admit 
that  that  argument  was  perfectly  sound. 
I  do  not  think  that  the  chambers  of  com- 
merce should  be  taken  to  be  representa- 
tive of  the  employers  as  opposed  to  the 
workers.  I  think  the  House  will  readily 
see  that  if  federation  is  to  be  represented 
on  the  Board  it  would  be  absurd.  The 
chambers  of  commerce  themselves  have 
now  been  cut  out,  and  whatever  argument 
there  was  on  the  side  of  the  trades 
councils  now  disappears.  I  do  not  deny 
that  I  witnessed  the  disappearance  of  the 
chambers  of  commerce  from  the  Bill  with  a 
certain  amount  of  regret.  The  trades 
councils  have  never  taken  any  keen 
interest  in  the  Bill ;  but  the  chambers  of 
commerce  had  taken  a  deep  interest  in 
it  from  the  beginning. 

Mr.  MICHAEL  AUSTIN :  I  beg  the 
right  hon.  Gentleman's  pardon.  Several 
resolutions  were  passed  by  the  trades 
councils. 


Mr.  G.  W.  BALFOUR :  I  am  bound 
to  admit  that  the  chambers  of  commerce 
have  given  the  greatest  possible  assistance 
throughout  in  the  preparation  of  the 
measure,  and  I  cannot  help  feeling  regret 
that  they  have  disappeared;  but  at  the 
same  time,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that 
the  right  of  the  chambers  of  commerce 
to  send  representatives  to  this  Board  has 
given  rise  to  a  feeling  that  the  workers 
are  not  to  be  represented  as  compared 
with  the  employers,  and,  further,  that  it 
would  in  a  manner  diminish  the  total 
number  of  the  Board,  I  cannot  at  the 
present  stage  of  affairs  recommend  the 
House  to  do  other  than  agree  with  the 
House  of  Lords. 


♦Mr.  BROADHURST  (Leicester): 
I  know  the  Trades  Council  of  Belfast  very 
well,  and  I  know  that  the  councils  of 
both  Belfast  and  Dublin  consist  of  the 
best  artisans.      Furthermore,   from    the 

Mr.  G.  W.  Balfour. 


correspondence  I  have  received  I  have  no 
doubt  whatever  that  the  Council  of  Cork 
consists  of  similarly  good  artisans.  I 
regret  the  decision  arrived  at  by  the 
CMef  Secretary,  and  I  also  regret  that  he 
agreed  with  the  House  of  Lords  in 
striking  out  of  the  Bill  the  chambers  of  com- 
merce. The  right  hon.  Gentleman  exhi- 
bited generally  a  desire  to  make  the  Bill 
effective,  and  to  embrace  all  interests  in 
Ireland  for  the  benefit  of  Irish  trade  and 
Irish  agriculture.  Therefore  I  think  his 
decision  will  cause  widespread  disappoint- 
ment in  Ireland.  He  seems  to  have  been 
unaware  of  the  trades  councils  having 
taken  any  great  interest  in  the  Bill  I 
would  remind  the  House  that  all  trades 
councils  take  an  interest  generally  in  all 
subjects  that  have  for  their  object  the 
uplifting  of  the  workers,  and  in  all  parts 
of  the  country  they  take  a  keen  interest 
in  all  matters  of  technical  instruction  and 
all  other  interests  of  an  educational  kind. 
The  right  hoa  Gentleman  seemed  to 
complain  that  he  did  not  receive  deputa- 
tions from  the  Irish  trades  councils,  and 
that  he  did  receive  some  ^rom  the 
chambers  of  commerce.  I  can  explain 
that  very  well.  If  the  Chief  Secretary 
had  received  all  his  deputations  in  Dublin, 
some  of  the  trades  councils  might  have 
approached  him.  But  trades  councils 
are  bodies  consisting  entirely  of  working 
men.  In  that  case,  could  he  expect  them, 
all  working  men,  to  travel  all  the  way 
from  Ireland  1  If  the  Chief  Secretary 
had  stood  by  his  Amendments  it  would 
have  been  a  great  compliment  to  the 
skilled  workmen  of  Ireland,  and  a  compli- 
ment which  they  would  have  highly  ap- 
preciated, and  it  would  have  done  much 
to  enlist  the  sympathy  of  Irish  workmen 
in  the  eovemment  of  Ireland  and  in  a 
scheme  having  for  its  object  the  welfare 
of  the  Irish  people.  In  this  country 
trades  councils  are  recognised  by  local 
authorities,  municipalities,  institutions  of 
all  kinds,  hospitals,  commercial  schools; 
and  the  Imperial  Institute  have  attached 
men  from  the  trades  union  movement  as 
life  governors  of  that  body  ;  and  a  great 
many  public  institutions  in  this  coimtry 
go  direct  to  the  trades  councils  for 
advice  as  to  whom  they  shall  select 
as  representatives  for  various  positions. 
I  was  delighted  that  the  same  theory 
was  to  be  adopted  with  regard  to  Ire- 
land. If  the  Chief  Secretary  had  held 
to  his  opinions  after  his  own  arguments 
had  been  crushed  by   arguments  against 
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him,  it  would  have  been  more  satisfactory 
had  he  moved  to  omit  the  Amend- 
ment on  the  Eeport  stage  in  this 
House,  when  we  could  have  dealt  with 
it  at  greater  len^h.  I  do  not 
-suppose  my  hon.  friend  wishes  to  wreck 
this  Bill,  but  it  is  a  natural  complaint  that 
he  is  entitled  to  make  on  behalf  of  the 
organised  trades  of  the  whole  of  Ireland, 
and  had  he  failed  to  make  this  protest  he 
would  not  have  been,  in  my  humble 
judgment,  discharging  the  duty  which 
Irish  working  men  expect  him  to  perform 
on  occasions  of  this  kind. 

*Mr.  WILLIAM  JOHNSTON  (Belfast, 
S.) :  A  unanimous  resolution  was  passed 
the  other  day  by  the  Belfast  Corporation, 
in  favour  of  retaining  for  the  chambers 
of  commerce  the  position  which  the 
Government  decided  to  give  them  when 
the  BiU  was  before  this  House.  I  regret 
very  much  that  the  Chief  Secretary,  whose 
indefatigable  energy  and  extreme  fairness 
have  been  recognised  on  all  sides,  should 
not  have  stuck  to  the  Bill,  at  least,  so  far 
as  the  representation  of  the  chambers  of 
conunerce  was  concerned.  Even  at  this 
eWenth  hour,  or  a  quarter  to  the  twelfth 
hour,  I  hope  the  Chief  Secretary  will  con- 
sider if  it  is  not  possible  to  return  the 
Bill  to  the  House  of  Lords  as  ori- 
pnally  adopted  by  the  Government, 
to  include  the  representation  of  the 
-chambers  of  commerce.  For  my  own  part, 
I  had  great  pleasure  in  receiving  a 
communication  from  the  secretary  to  the 
trades  council  in  Belfast ;  and  a  more  in- 
teUigent  and  influential  body  in  the 
matter  of  technical  education  it  is  im- 
possible to  find  anywhere.  I  am  sure  if 
they  had  representation  under  this  Bill 
they  would  do  ample  justice  to  the  posi- 
tion they  would  occupy  as  distinguished 
representatives  of  trade  in  Belfast.  I  hope 
I  am  not  too  late  in  making  this  appeal  to 
the  Chief  Secretary,  especially  with  regard 
to  the  chambers  of  commerce,  but  if  the 
matter  is  not  conceded,  I  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  vote  to  disagree  with  the  Lords 
Amendments. 

♦Mr,  CHANNING  (Northamptonshire, 
E.) :  As  the  only  hon.  Member  on  this  side 
of  the  House  who  was  present  during  the 
whole,  or  nearly  the  whole,  of  the  Debate 
in  the  Standing  Committee  on  this  ques- 
tion, I  wish  to  associate  myself  with  the 
appeal  which  has  been  made  to  th^  Ohief 


I  Secretary  to  reconsider  his  position.      In 

I  that  Debate  it  seemed  to  me  that  the 
only  strong  and  decided  objections  to 
this  proposal,  at  any  rate  in  its  final  form, 
were  the  objections  which  came 
from  the  Chief  Secretary  himself. 
The  right  hon.  Gentleman  has  re- 
stated, with  his  usual  precision,  those 
objections;  but  all  who  are  acquainted 
with  the  conditions  under  which  this 
scheme  of  education  can  successfully  be 
carried  out  are  compelled  reluctantly  to 
say  that  those  objections  are  essentially 
academic  and  theoretical,  and  not  prac- 
tical. It  is  of  vital  importance  to  enlist 
the  active  and  practical  sympathy  of  the 
working  classes,  especially  of  their  or- 
ganisations, in  the  development  of  this 
class  of  education.  It  is  just  the  type  of 
education  in  regard  to  which  their  help 
is  most  needed.  To  have  the  Govern- 
ment acquiescing  in  the  extremely  unwise 
Amendment  which  has  been  adopted  in 
another  place  is  somewhat  disheartening 
to  friends  of  education  on  its  popular 
and  democratic  side,  and  will  have  the 
eflfect  of  alienating  the  svmpathies  of 
organised  labour  in  Irelana.  The  hon. 
Member  for  South  Belfast  is  well  advised 
in  making  an  appeal  with  regard  to  the 
chambers  of  commerce  also  in  this 
matter.  The  type  of  education  contem- 
plated in  this  Bill  is  one  with 
regard  to  which  both  these  classes 
may  reasonably  claim  representation. 
But  I  rose  chiefly  to  insist  upon  this  fact 
— that,  having  listened  very  carefully  to

I I  am  bound  to  say  the  arguments  weye 
aU  on  one  side,  and  that  after  the  original 
Amendment  had  been  knocked  into  the 
form  in  which  it  was  finally  carried, 
there  was  very  little  to  be  said  against  it. 
I  have  also  to  state  that  I  was  compelled 
by  an  urgent  engagement  to  withdraw 
from  the  Committee  before  the  Division 
was  taken,  and  it  is  within  my  knowledge 
that  several  other  Members  were  also 
absent. 


Mr.  G.  W.  BALFOUR  :  On  both  sides. 


♦Mr.  CHANNING  :  It  may  be  there 
were  Members  on  both  sides,  but  I  think 
the  Chief  Secretary  would  be  ill-advised 
in  insisting  that  all  the  Members  who 
belong  to  his  own  political  party  would 
naturally  have  voted  against  the  claim  of 
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labour  to  be  represented  in  such  a  matter 
as  this. 

Mr.  TOMLINSON  (Preston)  was 
understood  to  say  that  he  also  claimed  to 
have  listened  to  the  discussion  in  the 
Grand  Committee,  and  the  conclusion  he 
came  to  was  that  the  proposed  Board 
would  be  so  large  as  to  be  unwieldy, 
and  therefore  a  reduction  of  the  number 
of  members  would  be  an  improvement. 

Mr.  MADDISON  (Sheffield,  Bright- 
side)  :  I  regret  that  the  Chief  Secretary 
has  not  seen  his  way  to  resist  this  Amend- 
ment. Great  hopes  have  been  raised  in 
Ireland  by  this  Bill,  and  as  this  clause,  as 
carried  by  the  Grand  Committee,  was  not 
resisted  by  the  Government  on  the  Keport 
stage,  I  thought  there  was  at  least  some 
attempt  being  made  to  eive  to  Ireland 
similar  forms  and  methods  to  those  we 
have  in  England.  The  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man cannot  point  to  a  single  technical 
instruction  committee  in  any  great  city 
in  England  upon  which  there  are  no 
working  men. 

Mr.  G.  W.  BAI.FOUR  was  under- 
stood to  point  out  that  each  district  would 
have  to  appoint  its  own  technical 
instruction  committee  to  carry  out  the 
Act ;  therefore,  Dublin,  Cork,  Belfast  and 
every  other  county  borough  could 
appoint  as  many  artisans  as  they  thought 
fit  to  carry  out  the  scheme. 

Mr.  MADDISON :  I  follow  that,  but  the 
principle  is  the  same.  If  the  principle 
has  proved  so  good  in  the  instances  I  have 
mentioned,  surely  it  is  not  unreasonable 
to  argue  that  it  would  prove  equally  good 
in  regard  to  the  Board  to  be  set  up  by 
this  Bill  in  Ireland.  Therefore,  I  am 
quite  certain  the  Chief  Secretary  has 
made,  and  is  making,  a  great  mistake. 
Ireland,  more  than  any  other  part  of  the 
kingdom,  ought  to  have  a  thorough 
system  of  technical  education,  and  I  am 
quite  certain  that  unless  you  get  the 
active  sympathy  of  the  organised  workers 
and  trades  unions,  you  will  have  diffi- 
culties placed  in  your  way  that  you  would 
not  have  if  you  had  their  co-operation  on 
this  Board.  There  is  one  trades  council 
I  know  more  about  than  any  other 
in  Ireland,  and  that  is  that  of  Belfast. 
Really,     the     Chief    Secretary     cannot

have  made  himself  acquainted  with 
the  trades  councils  of  Ireland,  or  if 
he  has,  he  must  certainly  have  omitted 
the  Belfast  Trades  Council.  With, some 
little  knowledge  of  these  bodies^ 
I  am  able  to  say  there  is  not  a  trades 
council  in  the  entire  United  Kingdom 
that  displays  more  intelligence  than  that 
of  the  City  of  Belfast.  They  own  an  organ 
of  their  own,  and  they  show  in  many  way^ 
just  those  qualities  which  are  absolutely 
imperative  if  this  Technical  Instruction 
Board  is  to  be  a  success.  However,  tha 
Grovemment  have,  as  I  think,  unwisely,, 
used  the  Lords  in  this  instance  to  undo- 
the  work  of  the  Grand  Committee; 
and,  not  for  the  first  time,  we  have  to- 
regret  that  the  lack  of  knowledge  and 
sympathy  in  the  Upper  House  with  these 
great  industrial  movements  has  again 
resulted  in  a  very  useful  measure  being 
made  less  useful  than  it  would  otherwise 
have  been. 

Mr.  STEADMAN  (Tower  Hamlets, 
Stepney) :  I  rise  to  support  my  hon. 
friend  in  as  few  words  as  possible.  Tha 
London  County  Council  has  a  Technical 
Education  Board.  The  composition  of 
that  Board  is  twenty  members  elected  by* 
the  Council  itself,  and  the  London  Trade* 
Council,  which  is  in  a  similar  posi- 
tion to  that  of  the  trades  councils 
of  Belfast  and  Dublin,  has  three  di- 
rect representatives  upon  that  Board. 
The  Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland  has  said 
that  this  proposal  would  make  the  Board 
too  large  and  unwieldy,  but  that  is  not 
my  experience  of  the  Technical  Education 
Board  in  London.  We  halve  three  repre- 
sentatives upon  that  Board,  and  I  can 
assure  the  Chief  Secretary  that  some  of 
the  most  energetic  of  the  members  of 
that  Board  are  elected  by  the  London 
Trades  Council.  We  are  often  told  that 
Germany  is  driving  this  country  out  of 
the  markets  of  the  world.  I  served  my 
time  at  a  trade,  and  I  suffered  from  the 
want  of  technical  instruction,  which  I  was 
unable  to  get  in  the  workshop.  My  expe- 
rience goes  to  prove  that  if  you  want  the 
British  workman  to  maintain  his  position, 
you  must  give  him  the  same  technical  in- 
struction as  the  workmen  are  able  to  get 
in  Germany,  and  then  they  can  hold  their 
own  with  any  nation  in  the  civilised 
world.  Therefore,  I  consider  that  the 
direct  representation  of  the  working 
classes  on  the  Technical  Instruction  Boara 
now  to  be  established  for  Ireland  is  esaeor 
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whole  of  the  country,  I  fail  to  see  why 
the  same  principle  should  not  be  extended 
to  Ireland.

Mr.  G.  W.  BALFOUR:  It  will  be 
perfectly  competent  for  the  Board  to  elect 
representatives  of  the  trades  councils  if 
they  so  desire. 

Mr.  YOXALL  (Nottingham,  W.):  I 
think  it  is  highly  desirable  that  there 
should  be  some  representation  of  the 
working  -  classes  in  Ireland  upon  this 
Technical  Instmction  Board.  The  chief 
influence  on  the  council  will  be  that  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Education,  and  they 
are  responsible  for  the  very  worst  system 
of  elementary  education  in  all  Europe. 
This  Bill  will  be  sure  to  fail  to  develop 
technical  education  in  Ireland,  because 
of  the  very  bad  system  of  elementary 
education  which  at  present  exists  in. 
Ireland. 

Mr.  speaker  :  Order,  order !  That, 
is  not  the  question  before  the  House. 

Mr.  YOXALL :  I  was  going  to  say 
that  if  working-men  were  placed  on  this^ 
Board  they  would  see  that  elementary^ 
education  was  developed  to  such  an 
extent  as  would  enable  it  to  be  supple- 
mented by  technical  instruction.

♦Sir  H.  H.  FOWLER  (Wolverhamp- 
ton) :  Not  being  a  Scotch  Member,  I  am 
•quite  willing  to  be  guided,  as  regards  the 
Bill  generally,  by  hon.  Gentlemen  repre^ 
»8enting  Scotch  constituencies,  but  I  must 
state  that  the  House  of  Lords  has  done 
a  most  extraordinary  thing  in  striking 
out  clause  9  and  inserting  a  new 
clause.      The  objection  I  take  to    this 


clause  is  that  it  is  absolutely  novel,  and  is, 
I  think,  a  somewhat  dangerous  interfer- 
ence with  the  privileges  of  Parliament 
— using  the  phrase  not  in  its  tech- 
nical, but  in  its  ordinary  sense. 
The  House  of  Commons  has  ever  been 
jealous  of  any  interference  in  its  internal 
procedure,  and  it  has  always  kept  it  in 
ts  own  hands.  The  House  will  recollect 
that  in  Clause  5  and  other  clauses  the 
improvements  in  connection  A^-ith  Private 
Bill  legislation  are  "subject  to  Standing 
Orders."  The  Government  recognised  that 
the  House  was  the  judge  of  its  own 
procedure,  and  should  itself  decide 
whether  any  change  was  or  was  not 
necessary.  As  the  Bill  left  this  House  it 
provided  that  if  a  petition  were  pre- 
sented against  the  oraer  contained  in  the 
Confirmation  Bill,  it  should  be  referred  te 
a  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses, 
thereby  preserving  Parliamentary  control. 
The  House  of  Lords  has  seen  fit  to 
modify  that  control,  and  has  provided 
that  it  shall  not  be  brought  into  action 
simply  on  the  petition  of  any  person  deem- 
ing himself  aggrieved,  but  that  the 
House  of  Lords  or  the  House  of  Com- 
mons must  by  Resolution  determine 
whether  the  petition  should  be  inquired 
into.  The  House  of  Lords  has  in- 
serted a  clause  that  a  motion  on 
the  part  of  any  Member  that  the 
Bill  be  referred  to  a  Joint  Committee 
of  both  Houses  may  be  debated  on  the 
Second  Reading  of  the  Bill.  That  is  rather 
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Bill  as  it  stood  when  it  was  debated  on 
the  Second  Reading,  there  was  a  right  on 
the  part  of  an  opponent  to  demand  a  re- 
hearing of  his  case  before  a  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  the  two  Houses.  I  may  remark, 
in  passing,  that  even  that  was  what  has 
been  properiy  called  an  infringement  of 
the  rights  of  rariiament  over  its  own  pro- 
cedure. But  it  is  impossible  to  effect  a 
reform  of  Private  Bill  Procedure,  unless 
you  do  it  by  Act  of  Parliament.  At  the 
Report  stage  a  very  strong  representation 
was  made  to  me,  as  representing  the 
Government,  to  give  up  this  right  to  de- 
mand a  re-hearing.  These  appeals  came 
from  two  very  distinct  quarters.  They 
came  from  several  hon.  Members  behind 
me,  supporters  of  the  Grovernment,  who, 

loyally  voted 
with  me  upon  the  position  which  I  felt  it 
my  duty  to  take  on  that  occasion.

The  first  LORD  of  the  TREA- 
SURY (Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour,  Manchester, 
£.) :  So  far  as  I  can  judge,  the  importance 
of  the  question  brought  before  us  has 
been  considerably  exaggerated  by  the  hon. 
Gentlemen  who  have  spoken  on  the  other 
side.  They  have  done  full  justice  to  the 
intention  of  the  Government  in  having 
accepted  the  Lords  Amendment  with  the 
view  to  meet  the  trend  of  Scottish  opinion 
on  both  sides  of  the  House.  The  ques- 
tion is  whether  the  form  in  which  we 
liave  endeavoured  to  give  effect  to  that 
desire  carries  with  it  as  an  accidental 
circumstance  undue  interference  with  the 
procedure  of  the  House.  In  the  conse- 
quential issue  raised  there  is  danger  of 
confusing  the  attributes  of  the  House  as 
a  Court  of  Appeal,  as  the  House  is  in 
regard  to  Private  Bill  legislation,  and  its 
functions  as  an  independent  branch  of  the 
Legislature,  possessing,  as  it  should 
possess,  full  constitutional  right  to  criti- 
cise every  Government  action  and  every 
legislative  proposal.  It  would  be  intoler- 
able that  any  statute  should  be  allowed 
to  interfere  with  this  right,  but  I  confess 
I  do  not  see  how  it  is  possible,  without 
interfering  with  Standii^.  Orders,  to  re- 
constitute the  two  Houses  of  Parliament 
from  the  point  of  view  of  a  tribunal  deal- 
ing with  Private  Bill  legislation.  The 
Bul  as  it  left  the  House  interfered  with 
tbe  right  of  the  House  to  discuss  certain 
stages  to  a  graver  extent  than  the  Amend- 
ment to  which  exception  has  been  taken. 
Anxious  to  diminish  as  far  as  possible 
causes  of  difference  at  the  final  sta^e  of 
the  Bill,  I  propose  that  in  lieu  of  the 
rigbt  hon.

♦Sir  CHARLES  DILKE  (Gloucester- 
shire, Forest  of  Dean) :  In  the  present 
condition  of  the  House  of  Commons  any- 
one who  speaks  at  length  upon  questions, 
however  important,  wul  be  looked  upon 
as  an  enemy  of  the  human  race.  The 
present  predominance  of  the  South 
African  question  has  a  tendency  to 
prevent  people  from  thinking  of 
other  questions,  however  important  they 
may  be.  But  I  cannot  think  that 
the  question  of  the  franchise  in  the 
Transvaal  and  of  the  privileges  of  the 
Uitlanders,  however  important  it  may  be, 
and  however  much  we  are  committed 
by  our  past  action,  ought  to  prevent 
people  in  this  country  from  turning  their 
attention  to  other  matters.  There  are  a 
few  questions  which  I  want  to  put  con- 
cerning a  subject  which,  to  my  mind,  is 
more  important  than  the  South  Airican 

Juestion.  I  mean  our  relations  with 
Ihina,  and  the  future  of  that  country. 
The  arrangement  with  Russia  in  regard 
to  China,  which  was  criticised  in  the  last 
Debate  which  took  place  on  foreign 
affairs,  is  one  which,  as  was  pointed  out, 
concerns  only  the  Yang-tsze  Valley  and 
Manchuria,  and  takes  no  account  of  the 
enormously  important  portions  of  the 
Chinese  Empire  which  lie  between  the 
Yang-tsze  Valley  and  Manchuria.     Even 
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the  northern  part  of  the  Yang-tsze  Valley 
is  not  included  in  our  arrangements  for 
patrol,  and,  therefore,  they  do  not  preserve 
our  interests  in  the  Yang-tsze  Valley  as 
a  whole.     Still  less  do  they  guarantee  in 
any  way  our  position  in  the  capital.     The 
first  question  that  I  should  like  to  put  to 
the  Under  Secretai'v  is,  whiit  are  the  pre- 
sent relations  of  tLis  country  with  the 
Chinese  Grovemment  in  regara  to  the  con- 
cessions granted  in  the  Province  of  Shan-si, 
which  is  in  the  intermediate  neighbour- 
hood of  Pekin'?     The  matter  was  brought 
forward  by   Lord  Salisbury  in  another 
place  last  session,  and  both  Lord  Salisbury 
and  the  then  Under  Secretary  for  Foreign 
Affiurs  in  this  House  spoke  of  these  con- 
cessions as   most  valuable,   and  of    the 
granting  of  them  as  one  of  the  principal 
privileges  to  the  people  of  this  country 
that  the  Government    had    secured.     I 
want   to    know    whether    matters     are 
going   on    satisfactorily    in    that    direc- 
tion,    and     whether    the     Grovemment 
believe    that      we     have,      under    our 
existing    arrangements,    any    means    of 
protectmg  these  interests  against  invasion 
br  other  interests.      This  intermediate 
district  between  the  Yang-tsze  Valley  and 
Manchuria     also    includes    the    German 
sphere  of  influence.     The  noble  Lord  the 
Member  for  York,  in  his  book  and  in  his 
speech  in  this  House,  brought  forward  a 
policy  of  joint  action   in    China — of    a 
peaceful  kind  as  I  underetand  it — with 
the  United  States,  Germany  and  Japan. 
The  Grovernment  replied  that  whatever 
might  be  the  case  with  regard  to  Japan, 
as  regards  the  United  States  and   Ger- 
many they  saw  great  difficulties  in  the 
^"ay.     The  United  States  were  willing 
enough  to  act  with  us  in  regard  to  com- 
mercial rights  and  the  open  door,  but  they 
would  not,  as  the  noble  Lord  admitted, 
entangle  themselves  in  any  way  by  pro- 1 
mises  that  might  in  the  future  be  incon- 
venient   to     them.        With     regard    to  j 
CTermanv,    the  Government  said  it  was  i 
iiot  likely  that  Germany  would  entangle 
Herself  in  China,  looking  to  the  impor-  \ 
tance  to  her  of   friendly   relations  with  ! 
Hussia  in    Europe,  and  to  the  dangers  I 
which    might    menace    her     frontier    if ! 
she  adopted    an    anti-Russian  policy   in  ' 
China.      I  think,  however,  having  regard  | 
to  the  fact   that  the  German  sphere  of  j 
influence  is  in  this  intermediate  district, 
that  the  capital  is  there,  and  that  we  have 
great  interests  there,  that  without  mena- 
cing Russia  or  anyone  else,  and  without 


in  any  way  pointing  to  an  armed  occupa- 
tion of  the  country,  there  might  be 
common  action  between  Germany  and 
ourselves  merely  in  defence  of  rights 
already  acknowledged  as  existing.  I 
believe  thtt  Germany  has  already  indi- 
cated some  willingness  to  co-operate  with 
us  in  that  direction,  and  I  should  be  glad 
to  know  what  the  Grovemment  have  to 
tell  the  House  as  to  their  policy  with 
regard  to  this  important  intermediate 
district.  In  this  district  lies  the  seat  of 
any  future  Russian  railway  to  Pekin. 
I  somewhat  regret  the  advice  which  has 
been  given  to  the  Chinese  Government 
with  regard  to  that  railway,  and  the 
manner  in  which  it  has  been  referred 
to  in  this  House.  I  cannot  think 
that  our  influence  in  Pekin  is  pro- 
moted by  our  giving  advice  when  we 
are  not  likely  to  push  it  further,  and 
where  the  whole  course  of  trade  and  rail- 
way construction  in  China  seems  to  show 
for  a  certainty  that  in  the  long  run  it  will 
be  disregarded,  and  the  railway  made. 
It  seems  to  me  to  be  a  very  doubtful 
policy  to  embark  in.  I  want  to  know 
what  has  happened  on  this  subject  since 
the  last  Debate.  Statements  have  been 
made  with  some  show  of  authority — they 
may  be  true  or  false ;  I  do  not  wish  to 
commit  myself  to  them  in  any  way — that 
the  Russian  Government  have  assured 
our  Grovemment  that  they  do  not  intend 
to  press  this  scheme  ;  but  it  is  also  stated 
with  the  same  show  of  authority  that  on 
the  very  day  on  which  this  statement 
was  made  to  our  Government  pressure 
was  applied  by  the  Russian  Grovemment 
at  rekin,  insisting  in  the  most 
peremptory  way  on  the  making  of  the 
branch  line  to  the  Chinese  capital.  I 
do  not  know  whether  the  Gk>vemment 
can  give  us  any  information  on  the  sub- 
ject. I  know  that  it  is  a  delicate  one, 
but  I  think  they  will  not  be  astonished 
that  there  should  be  a  feeling  in  the 
House  in  favour  of  asking  them,  at  all 
events,  to  state  what  they  can  in  regard  to 
their  policy  in  the  matter. 


Lord  CHARLES  BERESFORD 
(York) :  I  do  not  quite  agree  with  the  right 
hon.  Baronet  as  to  the  importance  of  the 
affairs  of  China  above  those  of  the  Trans- 
vaal. I  do  not  think  there  is  any  imme- 
diate danger  of  war  in  China,  but  I  do 
think  there  is  danger  of  war  in  the  Trans- 
vaal.    The  right  hon.  Baronet  referred  to 
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a  proposal  I  made  to  take  over  the  Chinese 
army.  I  only  suggested  that  that  army 
should  be  placed  on  the  same  footing  as 
the  Maritime  Customs  in  China.  A 
British  bank  is  at  the  head  of  those 
customs,  and  I  maintain  that  with  British 
control  over  the  army  it  would  be  easy  to 
get  foreign  officers  for  it,  and  to  invite 
any  countries  to  invest  their  capital  in 
China.  When  that  step  is  taken  there 
will  be  very  little  chance  of  war.  I  can- 
not sit  down  without  reminding  my  right

hon.  friend — who  seems  to  thin! 
the  whole  of  my  remarks  were  made 
in  after-dinner  speeches  in  China — 
that  I  was  a  teetotaler  all  the  time. 
I  think  the  issue  put  before  the  public  in 
the  case  of  the  Transvaal  is  a  wrong  one. 
The  issue  put  before  the  public  is  the 
question  of  the  franchise,  and  as  far  as  I 
can  see  and  learn  I  do  not  believe  it  would 
be  possible  that  we  should  ever  be  able  to 
^o  to  war  over  the  franchise.  There  have 
been  gross  exaggerations  on  both  sides. 
My  view  is  that  the  whole  issue  at  stake 
in  this  country  is  a  question  of  our 
being  paramount  at  the  Cape.  It 
is  a  trading  and  commercial  question, 
and  one  which  also  involves  our 
strategical  position  at  the  Cape.  The 
subject  that  is  irritating  the  people  is  the 
grievances  of  the  Uitlanders,  and  we  are 
bound  as  the  suzerain  Power  to  see  those 
grievances  redressed.  There  is  no  doubt 
.a  greal  deal  of  soreness  between  the 
white  races  at  the  Cape.  On  the  British 
.»side  there  is  soreness  over  the  defeat  at 
Majuba,  and  on  the  other  side  there  is 
^soreness  about  the  infamous  Raid,  which 
both  in  design  and  execution  was  con- 
temptible. The  question  to  be  put  before 
the    coimtry    is    the    question    of    the 

grievances  of  the  Uitlanders.  The  First 
ord  of  the  Treasury  very  properly  said 
the  other  day  that  the  present  state  of 
affairs  could  not  continue.  ^Vhat  are  we 
going  to  do  1  The  Opposition  continually 
say,  "  Let  us  have  a  firm  and  friendly 
policy."  Very  well.  I  can  understand  a 
friendly  policy,  but  where  does  the  firm 
part  come  in?  If  you  havQ  an  argument 
with  a  man  and  he  says  he  won't  agree 
with  you,  how  are  you  to  be  firm  unless 
you  compel  him  to  do  so  ?  My  view  is 
that  the  Government  are  per  f ectly  right 
in  making  these  preparations,  which  are 
necessary  in  case  we  unfortunately  have 
hostilities  at  the  Cape.  For  my  part  I 
do  not  believe  that  there  will  be  any 
war  at  all,  and  I  will  give  my  reasons. 
Lord  Charles  Beresford, 


One  is  that  there  is  no  foreign  State 
or  empire  behind  the  Boers  to  back 
them  up ;  another  is  that  the  Raad 
are  certainly  in  front  of  the  President  in 
regard  to  the  reforms,  notably  the  dyna- 
mite concession ;  and,  thirdly,  there 
has  not  been  a  single  meeting  of  Boers 
which  has  demanded  war  with  England. 
They  have  all  said,  "  Let  the  President 
settle  it."  I  do  not  believe  in  war  my- 
self, but  I  do  believe  in  taking  steps  to 
prevent  it,  in  having  troops  sent  out  to 
South  Africa,  and  in  showing  the  Boers 
that  this  country  has  taken  up  a  firm, 
strong,  and  clear  attitude.  The  right 
hon.  Gentleman  the  Member  for  Bodmin 
said  the  Colonial  Secretary  had  made 
threats.  He  has  never  made  any  threat 
at  all,  and  his  speech  was  most  clear  and 
courteous.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is 
no  real  opposition  against  what  the 
Government  are  doing,  but,  unless  this 
Transvaal  question  is  settled  on  the  lines 
laid  down  by  the  Government,  there  is 
very  great  danger  to  the  Empire.  Our 
Empire  is  too  large.  We  have  not  enough 
soldiers  to  police  it  properly,  especially  if 
we  have  disturbances  and  difficulties  with 
other  nations.  I  hope  that  the  Transvaal 
question  will  be  settled  on  peaceful  lines, 
which  I  believe  will  be  the  case  if  the 
Grovemment  continue  the  policy  they  are 
now  pursuing. 


♦Mr.  GEOFFREY  DRAGE  (Derby) : 
As  the  question  of  the  Transvaal  has 
been  raised,  I  desire  to  express  my  warm 
support  of  the  Government.  I  believe  the 
speeches  of  the  right  hon.  Gentlemen  the 
(x)lonial  Secretary  and  the  First  Lord  of 
the  Treasury  have  given  the  utmost 
satisfaction  to  the  country.  I  may  say 
that  no  less  than  sixty  meetings  have 
been  held,  attended  by  40,000  people, 
and  at  each  meeting  a  resolution  of  con- 
fidence in  Sir  Alfred  Milner  has  been 
passed  Sir  Alfred  Milner  is  worthv  of 
the  warmest  support  not  only  of  hon. 
Members  on  both  sides  of  the  House,  but 
also  of  the  country  at  large.  He  has 
filled  a  most  important  position  during  a 
time  of  exceptional  difficulty,  and  has 
shown  on  more  than  one  occasion  how 
much  can  be  done  by  a  High  Commis- 
sioner in  South  Africa  merelv  through 
force  of  character.  I  should  like  to  refer 
the  House  to  the  White  Paper  recently 
published  on  Basutoland.  The  words  are 
80  remarkable,  I  should  like  to  read  them 
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and  to  ask  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  the 
Under  Secretary    of   State  for  Foreign 
Affairs  whether  he  could  give   us  any 
information  as  to    the  attitude  of    the 
Government  with  regard  to  that  party. 
Hitherto  the  reform  party  has  been  little 
known  in  this  country.  But  a  new  reform 
party  has  arisen  during  the  present  year 
which  is  supported  all  over  the  provinces; 
it  is,  in  fact,  far  stronger  in  the  provinces 
than  in  Pekin,  and   whereas  in  former 
times  it  was  opposed  by   the  Dowager 
Empress,  information  has  reached   me  to- 
day that  the  Dowager  Empress  has  been 
converted,   and  is  willing    to   give  her 
support  to  the  reform  movement.     This 
reform  movement  is  also  supported  by 
Japan,  and  it  is  extremely  necessary  to 
know  what  will  be  the  attitude  of  Her 
Majesty's  Government  on  the  question. 
Information  has    reached   me    that  the 
Japanese  are  being  solicited  by   China, 
through    a    secret    mission    which    left 
Shanghai    for    Tokio    on    July   8th,   to 
enter  into  an    oflfensive    and    defensive 
alliance  on    certain    conditions.      Japan 
demands  the  reform  of  the  civil  service, 
including,  perhap,  maritime  customs,  that 
the  administration  should  be   reformed, 
with  Japanese  either  as  head  or  second 
in  command  in  the  departments,  includ- 
ing   a    new   Board    of  Works — ^in    fact 
that    the     Japanese    model    of    admini- 
1  stration   should   be  adopted  throughout 
the  Chinese  Empire.     The  great  difficulty, 
,  as  the  House  is  aware,  in  getting  reforms 
promoted  by  the    Japanese  in  China  is 
that  the   Dowager  Empress,     who    has 
hitherto  been  extreraelv  hostile,  has  sur- 
rounded    herself     with     a     number    of 
advisers  who  are  strong  supporters  of  the 
Russian  Power.      Now,  however,  if  the 
information  which  has  reached  me  is  even 
approximately  correct,  we  shall  find  our- 
selves face  to  face  with  the   rivalry   of 
Japan  or  China.     Therefore  the  question 
j  which  arises  in  my  mind  is  whether,  in 
the  sphere  of  influence  which  has  been 
marked  out  for  us,  we  are  going  to  under- 
take the  role  which  Japan  propose  to  play 
I  in  other  portions  of  the  Chinese  Empire. 
First  and  foremost,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
demarcate  our  sphere,  and  secondly,  now 
that  this  country  has  undertaken  to  police 
the  waterways  of  the  Yang-tsze  Valley, 
we  must  organise  a  system  of  land  police 
as  well.     Then  again,  our  commerce  will 
not  expand  in  China  unless  there  is  a  re- 
organisation of  the  law   courts  and  the 
commercial  code,  for  the  present  courts 


to  the  House.  Mr,  Lagden  says,  speak- 
ing of  the  resolution  of  Sir  Alfred 
Miiner: 

! 

"  It  was  no  less  a  strength  to  me  than  a  ; 
maniiestation  to  the  natives,  who  began  to 
realise,  for  the  lirst  time,  perhaps,  in  recent  i 
yean,  that   constitutional   oiders   would    be 
«amed  out,  and  that  the  advice  of  the  Queen's  | 
representative  was  intended  to  be  obeyed."       | 

The  case  of  the  Uitlanders  has  been  laid  ! 
before  the   House  more   than  once.     It 
IS  not  necessary,  so  late  in  the  session,  , 
to  go  into  facts  which  are  common  know- 
ledge.    But  the  details   should  not  be  ! 
forgotten ;    they  should    be  kept   before  ' 
the  country.     It  is  almost  incredible  that 
citizens  of  an  empire  like  our  own  should 
be  subject  to   these  grievances,  and   no 
redress  found  for  them.     Another  point 
in  regard  to  this  Transvaal  trouble  is  that ; 
these  grievances,  and  the  spirit  of  con- 1 
tention  and  disorder  that  is  engendered, 
are  preventing  the   realisation  of  what 
seems  to  me  to  be  one  of  the  greatest 
hopes  of  Great  Britain  in  South  Africa, 
viz.,  the  federalisation  of  all  the  States  of 
South  Africa.     I  am  one  of  those  who  are 
€anguine  enough  to  believe  that  if  the 
Colonial  Secretary  remains  in  office  it  will 
be  given   to  him,  as   the  crown  of   his 
policy  in  South  Africa,  to  see  the  realisa- 
tion of  the   federation  of  the  different 
countries  making  up  South  Africa,  as  it 
has  been   his  ^ood  fortune  to  see  the 
federation  of  the  whole  of  what  will  be 
tiie  Australian  Dominion.     The  question, 
which  has  been  raised  by  the  right  hon. 
Baronet  is  one  of  great  importance.     It 
is   too    frequently    the    case,    as    Lord 
Randolph  Churchill  once  said,  that  public 
attention  is  only  directed  to  one  great 
subject  at  a  time.     It  is  almost  impossible 
to  focus  public  attention  on  more  than 
«ae  great  question.     It  seems  to  me  we 
should  try  to  concentrate   the  Imperial 
activities  as  far  as  possible,  but  there  is  a 
danger  that  what  has  been  going  on  in 
China  might  be  forgotten.  In  South  Africa 
there  are  two  elements  of  strong  foreign 
poUcy;  first,  the  material  interest,  and, 
secondly,  what  appeals  to  democrats  more 
than  anything  else — the  larger  ideal  of 
h'berty  and  justice.     So,  too,  with  China. 
We  are  now   finding  not  only  that  we 
have  material  interests  at  stake,  but  that 
we  are  able  to  promote  liberty  and  justice 
among  the  people.      I  particularly  rose 
for  the  purpose  of  directing  the  attention 
of  the  House  to  the  new  reform  party, 
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are  corrupt  and   there   are   no  general 

Erinciples  of  commercial  law  in  the 
Ihinese  system.  With  that,  of  course, 
there  must  also  be  a  reorganisation  of 
the  Chinese  system  of  finance.  Under 
the  present  system  it  is  calculated  there 
is  a  leakage  of  something  like  twenty-five 
millions  sterling  a  year.  It  may  not  be 
possible  for  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  to 
make  a  statement  on  these  subjects.  I 
merely  submit  these  facts  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  House,  and  ask  the 
House  to  recollect  that  it  is  not  a 
question,  so  far  as  China  is  concerned, 
of  anyone  desiring  to  annex  any 
more  territory.  The  right  of  this 
country  to  rule  rests  not  on  conquest, 
but  on  the  moral  administration  she  has 
been  able  to  produce  in  the  countries 
under  her  sway.  I  think  the  noble  Lord, 
the  Member  for  York,  referred  to  the  crux 
of  the  question  with  regard  to  China.  It 
is  absolutely  impossible  for  us  to  carry  on 
the  Empire  we  have  unless  administrators 
are  to  be  found  in  sufficient  quantity.  On 
the  other  hand,  may  I  remind  the  noble 
Lord  that  there  is  another  necessity  of 
Empire,  and  that  is  bringing  the  electorate 
into  touch  with  the  Gfovernment  on  all 
these  foreign  questions.  On  all  the  big 
foreign  questions,  at  any  rate,  there  must 
be  something  like  what  was  once  called 
"  a  Fashoda  atmosphere."  I  do  not  mean 
an  atmosphere  of  excitement ;  I  mean  an 
attitude  of  determination  founded  on 
knowledge.  I  should  like  to  point 
out  that  both  from  the  noble  Lord's 
point  of  view  and  from  my  own  there 
appears  good  reason  for  those  who  are 
engaged  in  conducting  foreign  affairs 
and  for  those  officers  who,  like  Sir 
Alfred  Milner  and  Sir  Claude  Mac- 
donald,  are  conducting  the  business  of 
the  country  abroad,  to  do  their  work 
in  the  confidence,  not  only  that  others 
will  be  found  to  carry  it  on  when  they 
have  done,  but  that  the  country  here  at 
home  will  go  with  them  in  what  they  do. 
The  two  great  movements  which  are  so 
strong  at  the  end  of  this  present  century 
are  little  understood  in  foreign  countries 
and  little  studied  here  at  home.  The 
public  school  system  is  giving  us  the 
administrators  for  which  the  noble  Lord 
asks,  and  those  great  organisations  of  the 
working-classes  are  bringing  the  attention 
of  the  country  to  bear  on  the  great  trade 
and  labour  problems  both  on  this  side 
and  on  the  other  side  of  the  ocean.  It 
is.  Sir,  because  I  believe  that  the  coimtry

will  be  able  to  undertake  with  full 
confidence  both  the  task  in  the  Transvaal 
and  the  task  in  China  that  I  have  ventured 
to  occupy  the  time  of  the  House. 

♦Sir  E.  ASHMEAD  -  BARTLETT 
(Sheffield,  Eccleshall) :  I  think  the  House 
will  agree  that  the  hon.  Gentleman  who- 
has  just  sat  down  has  made  an  exceed- 
ingly interesting  speech,  and  given  the 
House  some  information  which  we  hope 
may  prove  to  be  well  founded  I  was 
rather  surprised  to  hear  the  noble  Lord, 
the  Member  for  York,  with  most  of 
whose  remarks  I  agree,  say  that  the 
British  Empire  was  too  large,  and 
express  some  doubt  as  to  whether  capable 
administrators  would  be  found  for  any 
fresh  demand  that  might  be  made  upon 
the  English  people.  I  think  the  noble 
Lord  will  admit  that  there  has  no  occasion 
yet  arisen  in  which  this  country  has  not 
been  able  to  produce  the  man  and 
the  men — and  thoroughly  capable  men — 
necessary  for  administrative  work  in 
distant  countries.  This  country  is  fortu- 
nate in  possessing  what  no  other  country 
in  the  world  possesses — namely,  a  highly 
educated,  highly  patriotic,  and  highly- 
intelligent  upper  middle  class  ;  and  from 
that  upper  middle  class  there  have  been, 
drawn,  and  is  being  drawn,  and  will  bo- 
drawn  the  administrators  of  the  vast 
Empire  of  which  this  country  is  the 
centre,  even  though  that  empire  by 
force  of  circumstances  and  of  commerce 
be  extended.  I  do  not  share  the  fear  of 
the  noble  Lord  upon  that  point.  The 
question  of  China,  which  was  raised  by 
the  right  hon.  Baronet,  the  Member  for 
the  Forest  of  Dean,  has  not  lost  its. 
importance  because  it  has  less  occupied 
the  public  eye  of  late.  The  Transvaal 
question  has,  indeed,  occupied  the  whole 
of  the  public  attention ;  but  the  answer  to  ■ 
the  right  hon.  Baronet  is  that  the  Trans- 
vaal crisis  is  imminent  and  must  be  dealt 
with.  The  Chinese  danger  is  great>  and 
more  or  less  acute,  but  it  can  and  must 
wait.  One  of  the  main  reasons  for  the 
necessity  of  settling  the  Transvaal  crisis 
is  that  if  it  is  allowed  to  go  on  we  may 
next  year  be  confronted  with  a 
Chinese  crisis  at  the  same  time  as  we 
are  dealing  with  the  Transvaal  crisis. 
For  the  last  two  months  the  Transvaal 
crisis  has  filled  the  air,  and  there  has  been 
little  heard  of  the  Chinese  peril.  This, 
silence  is  unfortunately  not,  as  in  some 
cases,  a  gpod  sign.     The  danger  is  still 
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Aere,  and  is  increasing.     The  aggressive 
advance  of  the  Russian  Power  upon  the 
independence  of  China  still  continues,  and 
the  resistii^  power  of  the  Chinese  Gro- 
vemment  does  not  increase.     Russia  is 
augmenting  and  consolidating  her  military 
and  political  strength  in  Manchuria,  while 
we  look  on  with  folded  arms,  encouraging 
ourgelves  with  the  fond  delusion  that  the 
^here  of  the  Yang-tsze-Kian^  valley,  un- 
defended and  indefensible  as  it  is,  will  not 
be  affected  by  the  iron  grip  which  Russia 
n  fastening  upon  the  rich  provinces  and 
teeming  population  of  Northern  China. 
In  the  mst  five  years  there  have  been  four 
stages  in  the  advance    of  the  Russian 
Power,  or  rather  in  the  surrender  of  the 
British  Grovemment.      First,   there  was 
the  pitiful   abandonment  of  our  sallant 
Mends  the  Japanese  in  1894-5  by  the  late 
fiadical  Grovernment.    The  sufferance  by 
England  of  the  expulsion  of  the  Japanese 
from  Port  Arthur  was  the  source  of  all 
oar  misfortunes  since,  the  fons  et  origo 
maU,    It  was  one  of  the  biggest  and  most 
ooetly   blunders  ever  committed    by    a 
British  Government.     It  deprived  us  of 
a  splendid  and  natural  bulwark  against 
the  Southern  advance  of  Russia,  and  left 
Port  Arthur    and    all    Manchuria,   and 
indeed,    as     we    are    now   discovering, 
all    Chi-li    and    Pekin    itself    open    to 
Russian    encroachment    and     conquest. 
Next  came  the  extraordinary  "ice  free 
port"  speech  of  the  First  Lord  of  the 
Treasury  at  Bristol,  in  December,  1897,  in 
which,  without  any  apparent  cause,  he  in- 
vited the  Russians  to  occupy  an  "  ice  free 
port"  in  the  Yellow  Sea,  an  invitation  they 
responded  to  with  an  alacrity  and  com- 
pleteness   which    much    astonished    the 
platonic  inviter.      The  "ice  free  port" 
first  became  the  fortress  and  arsenal  of 
Port  Arthur  with  a  railway  through  Man- 
churia^ and    then  became  the  practical 
annexation  of  Manchuria  and  Niuchwang, 
and  control  over  China  up  to  the  Great 
Wall,  with  infinite  capacity  for  extension. 
The  third  blunder  was  the  pusillanimous 
withdrawal  of  our  squadrom  from  Port 
Arthur  in  April,    1898,  when  it  should 
rather  have  been  reinforced — one  of  these 
inemlicable  proceedings  which  it  is  im- 

Kisible  to  defend,  or  even  to  understand, 
e  fourth  blunder  was  the  extraordinary 
railway  convention  with  Russia  of  June 
last,  by  which  the  Russian  railway  sphere 
was  wantonly  extended  by  Her  Majesty's 
Government  up  to  the  Great  Wall,  and 
without  any  necessity  or  any  apparent 


Sid  pro    quo.       This    was    immediately 
[lowed  by  the  Russian  demand  for  a 
direct  railway  to  Pekin,  a  demand  which 
still  remains,  and  which  Russia  intends 
to  enforce.     This  railway,  if  made,  will 
mean  the  absolute  control  and  absorption 
by  Russia  of  Pekin  and  all  Northern 
China,     There  has,  however,  quite  of  late 
appeared  one  ray  of  brightness  and  com- 
fort in  this  ever-blackening  horizon.  This 
relief  comes  from  the  east,  and  not  from 
the  west.      The  keen  and    progressive 
people  of  Japan  are  moving  for  the  pro- 
tection of  China>  and  moving  in  the  right 
direction.     The  visit  of  that  able  states- 
man, the  Marquis  of  Ito,  to  Pekin  has 
borne  fruit.     The  Japanese  are    doing 
exactly  what  we  should  have  been  doing 
for  the  past  four  years.    Let  us  hope  Her 
Majesty's  Government  at  last  realise  that 
co-operation  with  Japan  is  our  main  lever 
and  hope  in  the  East.    With  Japan  we 
can    do    exactly    as  we  please    in    the 
Northern  Pacific,  whereas  without  Japan 
our  task  will  be  arduous,  and  even  mffi- 
cult.     For  five  years  I  have  been  ureing 
this  Anglo-Japanese  entente  as  the  best 
and    almost    the  only  means  of  saving 
China  and  of  upholding  British  interests 
in  those  regions.     I  trust  that  at  last  Her 
Majesty's  Gt)vemment  have,   even  with 
slow  and  halting  feet,  realised  this  vital 
principle  of  politics,  and  that  Japan  will 
have  all  our  support  in  her  useful  and 
beneficent  efforts.     All  that  is  needed  is 
that  the  British  fleet  should  hold  the  ring 
for  the  Japanese.     On   land  Japan  can 
easily   deal    with     Russian     aggression. 
There  is  only  one  policy  for  this  country, 
and  that  is  the  maintenance  of  the  inde- 
pendence of  China  and  the  absolute  exclu- 
sion   of  Russian  military  and    political 
control.     A  question  was  raised  on  Friday 
upon  which  I  wish  to  sav  a  few  words. 
Some  hon.  Members,  and  even,  I  regret 
to  say,  one  or  two  on  this  side  of  the 
House,  advocated  the  barefaced  confisca- 
tion of  the  Cyprus  tribute  in  a  way  which 
a  few  years  ago  would  have  been  scouted 
by  every  honest  politician.      The  tribute 
paid  by  Cj^rus  to  Turkey  is  based  on  a 
solemn  convention  and  treaty,  which  we 
have  no  more  right  as  a  nation  to  disre- 
gard    than    the      hon.      Member      for 
Northamptonshire  would  have  to  tear  up 
a  mortgage  deed  and  repudiate  the  loan 
based  upon  it.     I  was  glad  to  find  that  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  gave 
no   encoiu*agement   to  this  international 
freebooting.     But  I  wish  to  ask  a  ques- 
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tion  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
regarding  the  proposed  conversion  of  the 
Cyprus  tribute,  which  was  arranged  some 
time  back,  and  which  would  be  advanta- 
geous to  all  parties.     Why  has  not  that 
conversion  been  completed  1  Is  it  because 
the  Foreign  Office  have  been  seeking  to 
deductfrom  thepayment  that  would  be  due 
to  Turkey  under  that  conversion  certain 
claims  against  Turkey  which  arise  from 
wholly  (Efferent  matters,  and  which  have 
no  relation  whatever  to  the  Cyprus  tribute? 
If  this  be  so,  it  must  be  considered  as  most 
unfortunate,   and  can  only  cause    great 
irritation  without  doing  any  good.     The 
country  would  be  relieved  if  the  Colonial 
Secretary  would  make  some  definite  state- 
ment regarding  the  negotiations  between 
Her  Majesty's  Grovernment  and  President 
Kruger,  and  as  to  the  actual  relations  be- 
tween the  Suzerain  Power  and  the  Trans- 
vaal before  Parliament  rises.     The   fran- 
chise concession  has  been  made  by  the 
Colonial     Secretary    the     key     of    the 
position,  but  the  difficulties  of  the  Trans- 
vaal will  be  by  no  means  settled,  even  if 
the  full  demands  of  Sir  Alfred  Milner  are 
accepted  by  the  Volksraad.     Such  ques- 
tions as  the  independence  and  honesty  of 
the  Transvaal  High  Court,   the  impartial 
and  uncorrupt    administration     of    the 
country,   the    removal   of    religious  dis- 
abilities,the  equal  benefits  of  education  and 
language,  and  the  just  incidence  of  taxa- 
tion are  almost,  if  not  quite,  as  important 
as  that  of  the  franchise — a  rather  dodri- 
naire  remedy,  which,  after  all,  is  only  a 
means  to  an  end,  and  a  means  that  a  great 
number  of  the  Transvaal  Uitlanders  do 
not  ardently  desire.     Moreover,   the  bare 
gift  of  the  franchise    by  the  Volksraad 
can  be   easily  neutralised  by    those    re- 
strictive    conditions      and     artifices    in 
which  the  Boers  have  proved  themselves 
quite  past  masters,  and  which  would  pre- 
vent any  effective  addition  of  Uitlanders 
to  the  electoral  power  of  the  Transvaal. 
These  are  details,    and  very  important 
details.    The    main    thing,  however,   is 
that  Her  Majesty's  Gk)vernment  should 
make  it  plain  to  President  Kruger  and  to 
the  Boer  Executive  and  Volksraad — that 
is,   to  the  thirty-three  persons  who  are 
absolute  masters  of  the  Transvaal,  with 
more  than  a  Venetian  absolutism — that  no 
evasion  or  shuffling  will  be  permitted,  and 
that  the  settlement  made  now  must  becom- 
plete,  final,  and  must  be  honestly  observed. 
There  has  been  too  much  palaver  and  too 
much  "  soft  sawder  "  in  all  this  Transvaal 
Sir  E.  Ashmead-Bartlett, 


business.  The  result  has  been  that  for 
eighteen  long  years  the  Boer  President  has 
played  a  successful  game  of  boimce,  and 
England  and  British  interests  and  the 
rights  of  the  Uitlanders  have  been 
steadily  driven  down  hill.  No  subject 
has  been  the  centre  of  so  many  myths,  of 
such  huge  humbug,  and  of  so  much  pseudo- 
glorification  as  the  Boer  government  of 
the  Transvaal.  The  Boers  are  not  even 
the  original  proprietors  of  the  country. 
They  are  only  interlopers  of  some  forty- 
seven  years'  standing,  who  have  oppressed 
the  real  aborigines  in  the  most  barbarous 
and  cruel  way.  They  are  not  the 
majority  of  the  white  population,  nor  the 
best  part  of  it,  nor  the  most  industrious. 
They  number  less  than  two-fifths  of  the 
white  population,  they  pay  less  than  one- 
sixth  of  the  taxation,  ana  they  have  not 
one-tenth  part  of  the  education  of  their 
Uitlander  neighbours.  The  Boer  Re- 
public is  a  sham,  and  a  republic  only  in 
name.  It  is  in  fact  a  corrupt  oligarchy, 
worked  by  a  handful  of  clever  and 
designing  persons  for  their  own  benefit, 
dependent  for  its  existence  upon  pre- 
judice and  race  hatred,  and  employing  all 
the  worst,  most  venal,  and  most  tyrannical 
methods  of  the  most  unscrupulous  auto- 
cracy in  the  world,  in  order  to  maintain 
its  power.  The  Kruger  regime  is  in  fact 
avast  extortion  machine.  The  present 
Boer  resistance  to  our  just  demands  is  not 
a  struggle  for  liberty  or  justice,  for  there 
is  neither  liberty  nor  justice  under  the 
Transvaal  Government.  It  is  simply  a 
struggle  for  unjust  and  monstrous 
speculation — a  last  effort  of  a  most  corrupt 
oligarchy  to  keep  its  hold  over  a  rich  and 
promising  field  of  exploitation.  I  have 
heard  a  number  of  persons,  even  some 
Conservative  Members  of  Parliament, 
say,  "  Oh,  but  a  determined  policy  means 
war,  and  a  war  about  such  a  question  as 
the  Uitlanders'  franchise  would  not  be 
popular."  This  kind  of  statement,  which 
has  been  very  common  of  late,  involves 
three  fallacies — gross  fallacies.  First,  a 
firm  attitude  womd  not  mean  war.  It  is 
the  only  way  to  preserve  the  peace  and 
to  avoid  war.  We  found  this  the  case  in 
the  Fashoda  question,  where  Enghuid  had 
to  deal  with  a  highly  ciWlised  and  power- 
ful country.  Since  Fashoda  our  reuitions 
with  France  liave  steadily  improved,  and 
I  trust  may  continue  to  be  most 
friendly.  How  much  more  is  a  firm 
and  strong  policy  necessary  in  dealing  with 
an  ignorant  and  prejudiced  government 
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like  the   Kruger   oligarchy.     I   entirely 
agree  with  Mr.  Rhodes  that  there  is  no 
danger    of   war  if    only   Her   Majesty's 
Government  give  up  trying  to  put  salt  on 
President  Kruger's  tail,  and  avoid  senti- 
mental and  misleading  periphrases,  and 
stand    to    their  guns   with   unequivocal 
tenacity.     It  may  be  necessary  to  have  a 
(ffrps  d^ami6e  under  orders  for  the  Cape ; 
but  there  will  be  little  risk  of  war.     The 
second  fallacy  is  that  the  franchise  is  the 
only  question   at  issue.     The  real  ques- 
tion at  issue  is  the  future  of  South  Africa, 
the  establishment  of  British  predominance 
in  South  Africa  on  a  lasting  and  unshake- 
able  basis,    or  the  probable  loss  of  our 
rich  and   splendid  colonies  in  that  vast 
r^on.     The  Afrikander  Bond,   now  so 
powerful,  is  not  a  loyal  society.     It  is  an 
Anti-British  combination  subsidised  by  the 
Krager  oligarchy,  and  labouring  to  set  up  a 
United  States  of  South  Africa,  wholly  in- 
dependent of  the  British  Crown  and  with 
the  Boer  element  predominant.     Now  is  ' 
the  critical  moment.     The  real  question 
is  whether  this  free  and  mighty  Empire 
of  England   shall   allow  scores  of   thou- 
sands   of    her    children,    who    are   resi- 
dent in  the  Transvaal,  who  have  made  its 
prosperity,  and  who  pay  nine-tenths  of  its 
taxation,  to  be  denied  all  civil  and  politi- 
cal rights,  to  be  treated  as  helots  by  an 
oligarchy   inferior  in  every  way,  and  to 
be  subject   to   every   kind   of  injustice, 
abuse,     extortion,     and    even    violence. 
These  are   the   questions    which  are  at 
issue,  and  not  a  paltry  dispute  about  the 
franchise,    as   some  of   my   hon.   friends 
have  seemed  to  think.      They   are   the 
greatest  issues  for  which  a  nation  or  an 
empire   can    undertake    a    struggle — do- 
minion and  justice.  The  Colonial  Secretary 
has  at  last   risen  to  the  height  of  the 
occasion,  and   in    his  speech  of    Friday, 
the  28th  July,  showed  a  complete  grasp 
of  the  situation.     He  then,  for  the  first 
time,  put  the  issue  on  its  real  basis,  viz., 
the  maintenance  or  the  loss   of  British 
supremacy  in  South  Africa.     I  may  be 
allowed  a  little  pardonable  satisfaction  in 
feeling  that  the  views  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man now  so  elgquently  advocates  are  pre- 
cisely   those    which    I    urgtd    in    more 
moderate  language  upon  this  House  three 
years  ago,  and  even  five  years  ago,  and 
which  he  then  contemned.     But  I  do  not 
wish  to  be  captious.   If  the  deeds  of  the 
Colonial  Secretary  are  as  resolute  as  his 
words  are  reassuring,  the  result  must  be 
satisfactory.     And  I  should  like  also  to 


pay  a  warm  tribute  to  the  declaration 
the  Prime  Minister  made  on  the  same 
day,  which  was  of  a  most  admirable  and 
satisfactory  nature.  But,  Sir,  the  third 
fallacy  involved  in  this  statement,  about  a 
war  for  the  franchise  being  probably 
unpopular,  is  the  worst  of  all.  It  is  to 
base  the  decision  of  war  upon  the  phrase 
"popular."  I  cannot  imagine  a  more 
pernicious  or  more  discreditable  criterion, 
A  war  must  be  entered  upon,  not  because 
it  is  for  the  moment  popular  or  un- 
popular, but  because  it  is  necessary  for 
great  national  or  imperial  interests, 
or  because  it  is  demanded  by 
vital  claims  of  justice.  Such  a  '  war, 
undertaken  of  necessity  and  carried 
through  with  vigour  and  success^ 
is  bound  to  be  popular.  The  result  of 
foreign  policy  is  judged  by  its  ultimate 
success  or  failure,  and  not  by  the  breezes 
of  the  moment ;  least  of  all  bv  the  out- 
cries of  an  artful  and  unscrupulous  Oppo- 
sition, who  will  be  the  first  to  denounce 
the  Government  for  the  disastrous  results 
of  that  very  weakness  which  the  Oppo- 
sition itself  has  encouraged.  But  I  will 
tell  those  timid  gentlemen  who  have  been 
prating  about "  unpopularity,"  what  would 
be  really  unpopular,  what  would  lose 
them  their  seats  at  the  General  Election,^ 
and  what  would  cause  the  certain  fall  of 
the  present  Government.  It  would  be  a 
continuance  of  the  present  crisis,  through 
the  possible  weakness  of  Her  Majesty's 
Ministers.  It  would  be  a  period  of  drift 
and  surrender,  to  be  followed  with  abso- 
lute certainty  by  a  worse  Transvaal  crisis 
next  year,  and  a  crisis  most  probably  syn- 
chronous with  a  far  more  dangerous  crisis 
in  the  Far  East.  That  is  the  alternative 
to  a  decisive  policy  now,  and  it  is  an 
alternative  which  even  the  most  faint- 
hearted will  hardly  desire  when  they 
realise  what  it  means.  Parliament  has  been 
most  liberal  in  its  subsidies  for  national 
defence  to  the  present  Government.  The 
country  cheerfully  accepts  the  expendi- 
ture of  ^51,000,000  a  year  in  order  to 
accomplish  great  national  and  Imperial 
results.  But  the  English  people  wiU 
never  endure  such  expenditure  unless  it 
is  accompanied  by  security,  by  success, 
by  the  effective  maintenance  of  British 
interests  and  of  British  rights  wherever 
they  are  imperilled.  The  country  expecta 
that  the  Transvaal  crisis  will  be  Settled 
promptly,  effectively,  permanently,  and 
with  honour  to  the  British  flag.  If  that 
be     done    the    Government    will    have 
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nothing  to  fear  from  the  criticisms  of  the 
Opposition.  A  long-standing,  dangerous, 
and  aggravating  question  will  be  laid  at 
rest,  a  humiliating  stain  upon  British 
credit  will  be  effaced,  and  British  pre- 
dominance in  South  Africa  will  be 
rendered  unchallengeable. 

♦Mr.  W.  F.  LAWRENCE  (Liverpool, 
Abercromby) :  I  think  the  Government 
are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  amount 
of  appreciation  which  they  have  received 
from  the  various  speakers  with  regard  to 
their  foreign  policy,  and  I  entirely  asso- 
ciate myself  with  those  views.  With 
regard  to  the  Transvaal,  the  question  is 
very  simple  and  may  be  kept  within  a 
very  short  compass.  There  should  be 
equality  of  treatment  for  all  our  English 
subjects  in  the  Transvaal,  and  the  suze- 
rainty and  supremacy  of  this  country  in 
South  Africa  is  clearly  a  policy  which 
must  be  maintained.  While  other 
speakers  have  dwelt  at  length  upon  the 
propriety  of  extending  our  Empire  in 
South  Africa  and  China,  I  wish  to  draw 
attention  to  certain  parts  of  our  old 
Empire  which  I  think,  in  the  present 
excitement,  have  every  chance  of  being 
overlooked  and  neglected.  The  hon. 
Member  for  Derby  said  the  democracy 
were  animated  by  high  ideals  of  justice, 
but  it  seems  to  me  that  with  regard  to 
the  West  Indies  and  also  with  regard  to 
the  sugar  refining  industry  at  home,  the 
democracy  of  this  country  have  not  been 
sufficiently  educated  by  Her  Majesty's 
Grovemment.  A  year  ago  the  Brussels  Con- 
ference wascalled  together  by  Her  Majesty's 
Government  with  a  view  that  their  deli- 
berations would  relieve  the  Government 
of  the  necessity  of  having  to  take  any 
other  steps  to  procure  justice  towards  our 
colonies,  but  nothing  has  been  done  to 
carry  the  propositions  made  to  any 
definite  result.  So  far  back  as  May, 
1898,  Lord  Salisbury  affirmed  : 

"  That  the  bounties  on  sugar  were  prejudi- 
cial to  the  general  interests  of  the  British 
Empire." 

But  what  has  his  Lordship  done  since 
ihen  to  do  away  with  those  bounties  ? 
Only  a  few  months  previously  the  Report 
of  the  Royal  Commission  affirmed  : 

**  That  the  rehabilitation  of  the  sugar  indus- 
try is  the  only  remedv  that  would  completely 
avert  the  dangers  which  now  threaten  your  l 
Majesty's  West  Indian  possessions."  j

And  yet,  after  the  strong  statements  on 
the  part  of  very  impartial  witnesses  with 
regard   to  the  bounty  system  and  the 
refining  industry  at  home.  Her  Majesty's 
Government  have  not  taken  those  firm 
and  decided  steps  which  they  know  in 
their  hearts  they  should  have  taken,  and 
which    would   have    been    immediately 
effective.     It  is  quite  true  that  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Colonies  has  done  all 
he  could  with  that  energy  of   which  he 
is    the     master    to    reouce    this    evil 
by  providing  palliating  remedies  which 
may      possibly      do      a      considerable 
amount  of  good    for  the    time    being, 
but    which     are     quite     inadequate,    as 
the    right  hon.    Gentleman    knows  full 
well,  to  bring  about  the  absolute  recupera- 
tion of  those    ancient  colonies    of    the 
Crown.     The   only  way  to  do  this  is  to 
put  them   in   the    position   which   they 
formerly  occupied.     Last  year  our  policy 
was  that  of   paying  off"  debts,  and  this 
year  we  have  a  policy  of  granting  loans. 
As  everybody  knows,  when  you  desire  to 
assist  a  poor  relation   it   is  not  merely 
enough   to  pay  his  debts  and  lend  him 
money,  but  you  want  to  put  him  in  a 
position  in  which  he  will  be  able  to  main- 
tain himself  in  the   future,  and  not  be 
continually  falling   back  upon  you.     It 
seems  to   me  that  this  policy  which  the 
Government  have  adopted   contains  an 
inherent  weakness,  for  there  can  be  no 
finality   about  paying  debts  or  lending 
money,  and  if  the  British  democracy  is 
animated  by  those  high  ideals  of  justice, 
they  ought  not  to  neglect  their  duty  to 
their  fellow-subjects  beyond  the  seas,  and 
they  should  see  that  they  have  a  free  en- 
trance to  our  market  here  at  home.     As 
long  as   Her   Majesty's  Government  neg- 
lect to  take  the  only   steps  which    can 
be  effective  to  brin^  about  this  result,  so 
lonff  will  they  fail  \i\  their  duty  towards 
their  fellow  subjects  in   the  West  Indies 
and     other     colonies.       For     the     last 
few  days  we  have  1)een  considering  the 
question  of  loans  to  the  West  Indies,  and 
some  hon.  Members  think  they  are  doing 
something  very  handsome  when  they  re- 
commend that  the  funds  of  this  country 
should  be  voted  for  the  development  of 
our  colonies.     This  countr}'^  is  now  receiv- 
ing,    through     the     surtax     on     rum, 
•£250,000  a    year  from    these    colonies, 
and,  according  to  the  Royal  Commission, 
this  is  an  undue  tax  upon  the  industries  of 
the  West  Indies,  and,  consequently,  it  is 
just  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  now 
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propose  to  lend  money  to  these  islands. 
With  regard  to  the  continuance  of  the  rum 
tax,  this  is  another  instance  of  the  great 
injustice  which  the  British  democracy  is 
inflicting  upon  the  people  of  the  West 
Indies.  The  House  may  or  may  not 
know  that  this  rum  tax  of  4d.  per  gallon 
is  put  upon  the  rum  made  in  the  West 
Indies  distinctly  as  a  countervailing  duty 
to  protect  British  spirits  subject  to  excise 
here.  I  am  glad  to  see  that  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Colonies  has  agreed  that 
there  should  be  a  Return  issued  showing 
what  the  local  excise  regulations  are. 
When  this  Report  is  printed  I  think  it 
will  be  seen  that  these  colonies  have  them- 
selves local  excise  regulations  on  the 
manufacture  of  rum  which  are  quite  as 
bad  and  as  heavy  as  those  imposed  in  this 
country  on  the  manufacture  of  British 
spirits.  From  all  the  information  I  can 
cet,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  British  spirit 
distillers  are  perfectly  alive  to  all  these 
facts,  and  do  not  object  to  the  abolition 
of  the  surtax  on  rum.  This  matter 
also  is  under  the  direct  control  of 
Downing  Street.  The  House  will, 
therefore,  see  that  the  whole  system 
of  excise  in  these  colonies  is  entirely 
nnder  the  control  of  this  House  inas- 
much as  it  is  regulated  by  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman  who  sits  below  me.  It  seems 
to  me  that  this  is  one  of  those  crying 
injustices  which  are  so  seldom  brought 
before  this  House.  I  appeal  to  the  right 
hon.  Gentlemen  who  form  Her  Majesty's 
'Govenmieiit  that  they  should  during  the 
next  six  or  seven  months  do  more  than 
they  have  done  in  the  past  in  order  to 
bring  about  the  abolition  of  these  boun- 
ties, which  press  so  hardly  on  the  industry 
of  these  ancient  colonies.  I  noticed  in 
this  morning's  Times  an  interesting  article 
written  by  a  gentleman  who  knows  well 
what  he  is  writing  about,  and  he  says 
that  it  is  quite  certain  that  all  these 
various  schemes  of  which  we  have  heard 
to  rehabilitate  the  West  India  Islands 
▼ill  avail  us  little  unless  these  sugar 
bounties  are  abolished  and  proper 
markets  established.  The  Secretary  for 
State  for  the  Colonies  has  brought  about 
within  the  last  few  days  some  recipro- 
city treaties,  but  I  should  prefer  a  closer 
imion  between  the  mother  country  and 
our  colonies  rather  than  reciprocity 
between  the  West  India  Islands  and 
the  United  States.  This  latter  policy 
is  bv  no  means  wholly  beneficial  to  the 
mother  country.  It  is  said  that  the  Islands 


will  gain  verv  considerably  by  this  treaty 
with  the  United  States,  but  these 
Islands  possess  very  important  harbours 
on  the  route  to  Panama;  and  it  is, 
to  my  thinking,  very  prejudicial  to 
the  interests  of  the  mother  country 
that  their  sympathies  should  be  alien- 
ated from  us  and  handed  over  to  a 
foreign  Power,  although  that  Power  may 
happen  to  speak  the  same  language  as  we 
do.  When  it  is  remembered  that  owing 
to  those  bounties  the  lack  of  credit  to 
these  Islands  prevents  the  development  of 
enormously  rich  areas,  I  think  that  is  a 
reason  why,  without  further  delay,  Her 
Majesty's  Government  should  take  some 
steps  in  the  matter,  and  if  they  are  afraid 
of  the  electorate  in  this  country  let  them 
go  and  point  out  to  them  how  absolutely 
necessary  it  is  that  these  bounties  should 
be  abolished.  If  only  the  present  price 
of  sugar  is  maintained  I  believe  the  sugar 
planter  in  the  West  Indies  would  be  con- 
tent, and,  at  the  same  time,  by  abolishing 
these  bounties,  you  will  rehabilitate  the 
sugar-refining  industry  of  the  mother 
country,  and  in  doing  so  you  will  do 
much  to  benefit  a  large  mass  of  the  work- 
ing population  of  this  coimtry. 

♦Mr.  WYLIE  (Dumbartonshire) :  I  wish 
to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Leader  of  the 
House  to  the  present  position  of  the 
Sugar  Bounty  question.  I  supported 
the  Indian  Tarifi"  Act  not  only  in  the 
interests  of  India  but  also  in  the  interests 
of  Free  Trade  throughout  the  world.  I 
was  very  much  surprised  at  the  opposi- 
tion of  my  right  hon.  friend  the  Member 
for  Wolverhampton,  because  I  believe 
that  it  is  a  continuation  of  his  own 
policy.  In  1893  the  Grovernment  in 
which  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  acted  as 
Secretary  of  State  for  India,  with  much 
benefit  to  that  country,  closed  the  Mints 
against  the  free  coinage  of  silver 

♦Mr.  speaker  :  Order,  order !  The 
hon.  Member's  observations  will  be  more 
in  order  to-moiTow,  when  the  Indian 
Budget  is  discussed,  than  to-day. 

♦Mr.  WYLIE :  I  bow  to  your  ruling. 
As  to  the  general  aspect  of  this  question, 
notwithstanding  the  influence  of  State 
subsidies  the  sugar  grown  in  tropical 
countries  can  still  be  produced  cheaper 
than  in  European  countries.  Cane  sugar 
can  now  be  produced  at  a  cost 
considerably  under  ^9  per  ton,  whilst  in 
the     case     of     beet      sugar     the     cost 
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is  over  £10  a  ton.  The  opponents 
of  the  bounty  system  thought  that  the 
present  would  be  a  very  opportune  time  at 
which  to  renew  the  meetings  of  the  inter- 
national conference  which  was  adjourned 
in  June  last  year,  and  for  that  purpose 
they  requested  an  interview  with  the 
Prime  Minister.  For  domestic  reasons 
which  we  all  regret,  and  I  am  sure  the 
whole  House  sympathises  with  the  Prime 
Minister  upon  this  matter,  Lord  Salisbury 
was  unable  to  give  the  deputation  the 
interview  which  he  had  intended.  I  now 
desire  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
Leader  of  the  House  and  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Colonies  to  the  position  of 
this  question.  They  have  behind  them 
the  very  large  Vote  which  the  House 
gave  upon  this  question  in  connection 
with  the  Indian  Tariff  Act,  and  I 
think  they  should  take  steps  for  having  a 
meeting  of  the  International  Conference 
on  the  sugar  question  at  a  very  early 
date.  Hitherto  at  these  International 
Conferences  we  have  appeared  as  a  peace- 
at-any-price  party,  and  with  as  little 
chance  of  making  our  influence  felt  as 
we  should  have  had  in  the  Valley  of  the 
Nile  if  we  had  not  had  force  behind  our 
diplomacy.  It  is  generally  believed  that 
if  our  delegates  had  been  able  to  state 
definitely  that  India  would  impose 
countervailing  duties,  we  should  have 
carried  our  point,  and  it  is  almost 
certain  that  if  this  country  had  stated 
our  intention  of  taking  up  the  much 
more  powerful  weapon  lying  ready  to  our 
hand,  the  whole  system  of  bounty  fed 
attack  on  our  sugar  industries  would 
have  disappeared.  But  at  that  conference 
we  had  only  a  sword  of  lath,  in  the  shape 
of  indefinite  hints,  as  to  what  might  be 
done ;  but  India  has  now  grasped  a 
weapon  of  steel,  wherewith  she  has 
rendered  herself  invulnerable  to  the 
attacks  of  our  bounty-fed  rivals  and  made 
it  quite  sure  that  she  will  now  retain 
within  the  domain  of  the  British 
Empire  a  very  large  and  important  in- 
dustry ;  and  we  who  are  at  the  centre  of 
the  Empire,  and  hold  the  reins  which 
guide  its  colonies,  and  to  whom  they  have 
a  right  to  look  for  light  and  leading  and 
support,  should  not  hesitate  to  give  the 
decision  which  we  have  arrived  at  in 
connection  with  India  a  wide-world 
significance.  In  doing  this  we  should  be 
holding  out  our  right  hand  of  support 
to  those  who  have  suffered  so  much  and 
borne  up  so  bravely  in  the  struggle 
Mr.  IFylie.

*The    under     secretary     of 
STATE  FOR  FOREIGN  AFFAIRS  (Mr. 
Brodrick,   Surrey,   Guildford) :    As    so 
many  questions  have  been  raised,  it  would 
be    perhaps    convenient    that    I  should 
rise  at  this  moment,  in  order  to  reply  to  a 
few  of  the  questions  which  have  been  put 
to  me.     First  of  all,  I  will  allude  to  the 
subject  which  was  introduced  by  my  hon. 
friend  the  Member  for  the  Abercromby 
Division    of     Liverpool,    and    the    hon. 
Member      for      Dumbartonshire,      with 
regard  to  the  sugar  bounties.     I  think 
both  my  hon.  friends  who  have  spoken 
have   complained    that  the  question  in 
which    they    are    interested    has    made 
comparatively   little   progress   since    the 
Brussels  Conference,  and  my  hon.  friend 
the  Member  for  the  Abercromby  Division 
was  inclined  to  attribute  some  supineness 
to  the  Government  for  not  having  taken 
more  definite  steps.     It  is  impossible  for 
me  to-night  to  make  any  statement  in  the 
direction  which  both  these  hon.  Members 
desire ;  but  at  the  same  time  I  think  it 
would  be  wrong  to  suppose  that  although 
negotiations,  as  I  said  this  afternoon,  are 
not  now  proceeding,  although  the  Belgian 
Government,  to   whom  the  negotiations 
were  entrusted  through  diplomatic  chan- 
nels, have  not  hitherto  been  able  to  report 
any  success  in  their  negotiations  with  the 
French  Government,  at  the  same  time  I 
think  it  would  be  wrong  to  suppose  that 
the  question  has  altogether  stood  still.  In 
the  first  place,  I  think  the  mere  fact  that 
the    conference    showed    an    undoubted 
general  feeling,  on  the  part  of  the  nations 
concerned,  that  the  time  had  come  when 
bounties  should  be  done  away  with,  was  a 
great  step  in  advance,   and   I  might  go 
further  and  say  that,  with  regard  to  the 
French  Government,  there  are  not  wanting 
indications  that  the  events  of  the  last  six 
months  have  not  been  thrown  away  upon 
them.     It  is  quite  possible,  having  regard 
to  the  feeling  pervading  other  nations,  and 
the  possible  extension  of  the  system  of 
countervailing  duties  already  adopted  by 
the  United  States,  that  the  French  Govern- 
ment may  modify  its  views  in  the  same 
direction.    My  hon.  friend  the  Member  for 
Dumbartonshire,  when  he  alluded  to  the 
events  of  last  October,  did  not,  of  course, 
mean  to  suggest  that  other  force  should  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  a  commercial  opera- 
tion like  this.     I  assure  my  hon.  friends 
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that  there  has  been  no  want  of  earnest  at- 
tention on  the  part  of  Her  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernment. A  variety  of  questions  have  been 
raised  in  regard  to  China,and  the  right  hon. 
Baronet  has  brought  forward  the  question 
of  our  present  position  in  regard  to  certain 
concessions,  remarking  that,  although  by 
a  recent  agreement  with  Russia  Manchuria 
is  left  a  Russian  sphere  of  concessions, 
and  the  Yang-tsze  remains  our  sphere, 
there  is  a  large  and  important  strip  of 
territory  between  as  to  which  no  agree- 
ment has  been  come  to.  Looking  at  it 
simply  as  a  question  of  concessions, 
and  leaving  the  political  side  over  for  a  few 
moments,  I  do  not  think  there  is  any 
reason  to  complain  of  concessions  in  that 
sphere.  A  general  agreement  in  regard 
to  that  sphere  would  be  extremely  difficult, 
for  undoubtedly  the  Pekin  Government 
will  desire  to  control  concessions  in  the 
comitry  immediately  adjoining  the  capital. 
So  far  as  Her  Majesty's  Government  are 
aware,  negotiations  are  proceeding  satisfac- 
torily with  the  powerful  syndicate,  which 
has  been  much  encouraged  by  surveys 
made,  and  bas  decided  to  extend  its  opera- 
tions along  the  line  of  the  Yang-tsze,  and 
Her  Majesty's  Gt)vernment  will  be  glad 
if  they  are  able  to  persuade  the  Chinese 
Government  to  facilitate  their  operations. 
Our  difficulty  in  making  a  report  upon 
the  other  concessions  which  have  been 
^ven  up  to  this  time  is  that  the  conces- 
sionaires have  hardly  got  to  work  yet. 
A  great  deal  has  been  promised  on  paper, 
but  at  present  the  actual  results  are  com- 
paratively inconsiderable ;  but  I  would 
say,  there  is  no  reason  whatever  why  we 
should  regard  concessions  which  happen 
to  be  given  to  some  other  Powers,  in 
provinces  with  which  we  are  not  par- 
ticularly concerned,  with  mistrust.*  I  was 
asked  just  now  what  was  our  attitude 
with  regard  to  the  reform  party  in  China. 
A  reform  of  the  administration  in  China 
will  probably  commend  itself  to  every 
man  in  this  country.  One  thing  is  quite 
certain,  however,  and  that  is  that  we 
cannot  expect  to  remove  in  a  few  weeks 
the  encrusted  traditions  of  centuries,  with 
r^rd  to  official  action  in  China.  I  think 
we  are  lucky  if  we  find  other  nations,  in 
provinces  with  which  we  are  not  imme- 
diately connected,  will  bear  their  share 
in  opening  up  China,  which  is  not  likely 
to  be  a  work  of  great  ease  or  one  un- 
accompanied by    danger  to  those    who 


undertake  it.  A  much  more  important, 
point  which  has  been  raised  is  that  of  our 
possible  cooperation  with  Germany  in 
regard  to  provinces  which  are  not  in  the 
special  sphere  of  any  Power.  The  whole 
question  of  alliances,  as  regards  China, 
is  one  which  is  always  cropping  up,  and 
on  which  those  who  advocate  alliances 
take  different  views.  My  noble  friend 
I  wished  an  alliance  of  four  Powers,  and  he 
I  has  made  eloquent  speeches 


Lord  CHARLES  BERESFORD  :  May 
I  interrupt  1  I  never  said  anything  of 
the  sort.  I  never  wished  for  an  alliance 
between  four  Powers,  but  for  an  under- 
standing on  the  same  basis  as  the  Maritime 
Customs  are  carried  out  now. 


♦Mr.  BRODRICK  :  I  am  bound  to  say 
that  the  general  impression  caused  by  my 
noble  friend's  representation  for  several 
months,  until  he  visited  America,  was 
that  he  was  strongly  in  favour  of  an 
alliance  of  fojir  Powers  to  keep  the  open 
door,  and  to  preserve  the  integrity  of 
China.  My  noole  friend  complained  that 
I  have  said  that  his  speeches  are  always 
made  after  dinner.  That  is  the  last  thin^ 
I  should  venture  to  suggest.  What  I 
said  was  that  my  noble  friend's  speeches 
were  as  genial  before  dinner  as  I  should 
expect  them  to  be  after  dinner,  which  I 
think  was  hardly  an  impeachment  on  any 
man.  The  right  hon.  Baronet  opposite 
prefers  an  alliance  with  Germany. 


I      *SiR  CHARLES  DILKE  :  I  have  never 

I  used  such  a  word  as  "  alliance  "  at  all,  and 
.  I  do  not  think  it  represents  the  policy  that 

I I  have  suggested. 


♦Mr.  BRODRICK :  Everybody  is  now 
I  anxious  to  discard  the  word  alliance,  and 
I  agree.  I  think  that  very  often,  with 
regard  to  alliances,  we  may  say  what  the 
Greeks  said  of  women,  that  the  best  are 
those  that  are  the  least  talked  about. 
My  hon.  friend,  the  Member  for  the  Eccle- 
sail  Di^ision,  did  speak  of  an  alliance  with 
Japan.  In  all  these  questions  I  think  we 
may  say,  as  regards  Germany,  that  we  may 
look  forward  in  many  parts  of  the  world,, 
in  more  than  one  part  anyhow,  to  good 
results  from  the  friendly  co-operation 
with  Germany.  I  do  not  see  what  is  the 
divergent  interest  between  Germany  and 
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•ourselves  in  these  matters.  No  doubt  we 
are  both  great  manufacturing  nations, 
And  we  are  rivals  in  that  respect,  but  on 
the  other  hand  we  are,  or  ought  to  be, 
partners  in  the  desire  to  open  up  and  keep 
open  all  parts  of  the  globe  to  our  manu- 
facturers. We  have  a  great  identity  of 
interests.  The  point  which  must  divide 
us  with  regard  to  China  is  that  we  our- 
selves have  a  comparative  immunity  in 
any  co-operation  we  may  agree  upon, 
because  we  have  no  land  frontier  on 
which  our  enemies  can  co-operate,  whereas 
in  the  case  of  any  Continental  Power,  which 
enters  into  agreements  and  arrangements 
of  this  character  in  China,  it  has  to  con- 
sider that  even  if  it  is  not  intended  as  a 
menace  to  any  particular  Power  it  might 
be  taken  so.  In  the  case  of  a  Power  99  out 
of  100  of  whose  interests  lie  in  Europe,  it  is 
almost  impossible  for  that  Power  to  say 
that  for  the  hundredth  interest,  which 
lies  in  Asia,  it  will  engage  in  hostilities 
in  any  eventuality  ;  tnerefore  I  think 
while  we  may  appear  very  often  to  be 
proceeding  alone  in  these  matters  we  are 
often  voicmg  the  opinion  of  more  Powers 
than  appear  on  the  surface.  In  that 
respectj  I  should  like  to  say  one  word 
witn  regard  to  the  slight  censure  which 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  pronounced  on 
the  Government,  both  for  the  advice 
which  we  have-  tendered  to  the  Chinese 
Government  in  respect  to  the  possibility 
of  a  railway  to  Pekin  from  Manchuria,  and 
also,  as  he  put  it,  to  the  way  in  which  it 
was  announced  in  this  House.  All  that 
we  have  said  is  this  :  we  cannot  look 
without  concern  upon  the  predominance 
of  any  Power  at  Pekin,  and  I  think  it  is 
not  impossible  that  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man will  find  that  other  rowers  who  may 
not  speak  in  the  same  tongue,  will  not 
be  backward  in  showing  that  they  share 
our  opinion  should  the  occasion  arise. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  present  posi- 
tion of  the  Chinese  Government  is  a  most 
phenomenal  one.  They  are  protected 
not  merely  by  the  vast  bulk  of  the 
Empire,  some  of  which  are  not  altogether 
under  their  control,  but  also  by  tradition, 
which  forbids  them  hastily  taking  up 
many  measures  of  reform,  which  would 
probably  save  the  Government  very  much 
difficulty.  They  are  also  none  the  less  in 
the  position  that  they  are  too  weak  to 
resist  the  assault  of  any  great  European 
Power;  or,  as  has  been  proved,  still 
more  of  Japan.  Under  those  circum- 
stances,   the    position    of    the     Chinese

Government  must  remain  a  matter  of 
doubt  and  uncertainty,  and  in  some  re- 
spect of  peril,  but  1  would  venture,  on 
one  of  the  last  days  of  the  session,  to  call 
attention  to  the  immensely  improved  tone 
and  confidence  which  prevailed  both  in  re- 
gard to  the  position  of  the  Government 
m  China  and  to  the  operations  of  the 
Government  which  has  been  shown  by  the 
discussions  in  this  House  during  the  pre- 
sent session.  When  we  parted  last  year 
the  air  was  full  of  alarms  and  rumours,  and 
there  was  a  general  impression  that  Eng- 
land had  lost  all  along  the  line  either 
through  supineness  or  want  of  nerve.  I 
do  not  think  there  is  any  evidence  of  that 
feeling  in  the  speeches  which  have  been 
delivered  this  evening.  I  think  it  has 
been  realised  that  if  progress  has  been 
slow  it  has  been  sure,  and  that  we  have 
not  fallen  behind,  certainly  in  the  com- 
mercial race,  and  I  hope  also  in  the  politi- 
cal race,  in  China.  There  is  no  doubt  my 
noble  friend  thinks  that  we  have  not 
taken  sufficiently  strong  steps  to  observe 
the  open  door,  and  that  our  agreement 
with  Russia  is  useless.  I  would  remind 
my  noble  friend  that  we  still,  as  we  ever 
did,  take  our  stand  as  regards  the  open 
door  on  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty  of 
Tientsin,  to  which  the  Chinese  Govern- 
ment was  a  party,  and  my  noble  friend 
cannot  point  out  any  case  in  which  up  to 
the  present  the  provisions  of  that 
treaty  have  been  disregarded  as  against 
us.  The  open  door  remains  open, 
and  although  it  is  clear  to  any  of  those 
who  have  watched  the  course  of  events 
that  we  cannot  undertake  to  protect 
British  commerce  if  it  is  pushed  into  the 
uttermost  provinces  of  China,  to  some  of 
which  the  power  of  th  e  Chinese  Government 
itself  hardly  extends,  yet  we  have  not 
allowed  any  operations  to  take  place  which 
would  pre j  udice  the  ei  i  try  of  our  trade.  On 
the  other  hand,  we  have  made  it  clear  that 
if  new  interests  are  to  be  created  it  is 
desirable  they  should  be  in  the  Yang-tsze 
Valley,  where  our  gunboats  offer  pro- 
tection as  far  as  it  is  possible  for 
an  external  Government  to  proceed. 
Under  these  circumstances  I  hope  the 
House  will  recognise  that  the  Govern- 
ment are  fully  alive  to  the  responsibilities 
which  lie  upon  them.  I  know  perfectly 
well  that  it  would  be  infinitely  more 
agreeable  to  the  country  and  more  effec- 
tive on  the  platform,  to  make  vigorous 
statements  of  our  claims,  based  on  our 
long  commercial  predominance.     But  the 
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position  taken  up  by  the  Government  is 
far  safer  and  surer.  Our  policy  in  China 
at  this  moment  is  one  of  patience  and 
watchfulness.  Patience,  which  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  in  dealing  with  a  country 
which  has  so  many  centuries  of  lethargy 
to  make  up  for;  and  watchfulness, 
which  has  already  produced  good 
results.  I  hope  that  the  tone  which  has 
characterised  this  discussion  will  continue, 
And  that  the  House  will  give  to  the  Gov- 
enmient  in  this  matter  that  confidence 
which  it  deserves. 


*Mr.  BEOADHURST  (Leicester):  I 
desire  to  make  one  last  appeal  to  the 
Government  to  suspend,  if  they  can,  the 
proceedings  with  regard  to  the  prosecution 
of  the  Leicester  Guardians.  There  are  no 
more  enlightened  citizens  in  the  country 
than  the  Poor  Law  Guardians  of  Leicester. 
They  desire  to  carry  out  all  reasonable 
and  {Hracticable  law,  but  they  object  to 
the  appointment  of  a  vaccination  officer, 
on  the  ground  that  it  will  be  a  useless 
expense  to  the  ratepayers  of  the  borough, 
and  that  it  would  be  entirely  unnecessary, 
and  theref are  a  waste  and  an  extravagant 
appointment.  I  have  here  the  last 
Jeport  of  the  medical  officer  of  the 
borongh — a  man  of  great  eminence  in  his 
Jjrofeasion.  He  says,  under  the  heading 
of"SmaU-pox": 

"No  cases  of  this  complaint  were  notified  ; 
two  aospicioas  -eases  were  brought  to  my 
flotice  by  a  medical  man  in  the  borongh,  but 
the  ^tients  were  eventually  proved  to  be 
soffering  from  other  diseases.  There  are 
several  complaints  which  have  a  rash  re- 
sembling small-pox,  but  one  of  the  two  men- 
tioned above  proved  to  be  suifering  from 
rheumatism." 


There  was  not  a  single  case  of  small-pox 
in  the  borough  during  1898,  and  I  there- 
fore think  there  is  good  cause  why  the 
Guardians  of  Leicester  should  not  appoint 
a  public  official  when  there  is  no  work  for 
him  to  do.  Forty-five  out  of  the  forty- 
eight  guardians  have  been  specially 
^tppointed  for  the  purpose  of  opposing 
and  combating  vaccination.  They 
do  not  prevent  people  being  vaccinated 
who  desire  it,  but  they  oppose 
as  far  as  they  can  compulsory 
vaccination  in  the  case  of  those  who  do 
not  wish  to  be  vaccinated.  For  this  step 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  the  President 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  has  pro-

secuted  these  guardians,  and  if  he  carries 
his  policy  to  the  bitter  end  he  will  have 
forty-five  guardians  to  accommodate  in 
prison,  six  of  them  being  ladies ;  and  if 
another  election  should  follow,  forty-five 
other  guardians  will  go  to  prison  also, 
and  before  the  matter  is  finisned  practi- 
cally the  whole  of  the  population  of 
Leicester  will  have  to  be  accommodated- 
in  Her  Majesty's  prisons.  I  wish  to  ask 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  whether  he  hag 
seen  a  report  of  a  case  at  Derby,  in  which 
a  legal  decision  was  given  that  under  the 
Act  of  last  year  compulsion  was  illegal, 
and  that  the  vaccination  officer  might  not 
vaccinate  except  by  the  consent  and  order 
of  the  guardian.  This  is  a  very  important 
decision,  and  if  it  is  good  law,  as  I  have 
no  doubt  it  is,  the  proceedings  initiated 
against  the  Guardians  of  Leicester  are 
altogether  >vrong,  and  the  steps  which 
have  been  taken  will  have  to  be  retraced. 
I  would  ask  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
whether  the  proceedings  against  the 
Leicester  Guardians  should  not  be  stayed 
until  a  final  decision  is  given  in  the  Derby 
case.  I  think  that  is  a  reasonable  request, 
and  I  hope  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
will  be  able  to  answer  it  in  the  affirma- 
tive. If  he  persists  in  this  he  will  have 
a  tremendous  task  before  him,  be- 
cause the  whole  of  the  borough 
will  prefer  to  go  to  prison  rather  than 
submit  to  compulsory  vaccination. 
The  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury  made  a 
speech  on  the  30th  of  July  last  year,  which 
showed  that  he  foresaw  the  exact  position 
which  now  obtains  in  Leicester,  and  he 
warned  the  House  against  adopting  any 
legislation  that  would  have  the  effect 
of  putting  the  whole  community  at 
variance  with  the  law.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  put  the  case  of  the  Leicester 
Guardians  in  more  excellent  language, 
and  I  am  indebted  to  the  right  hon# 
Gentleman  for  it.  You  cannot  imprison 
a  whole  community,  and  you  cannot 
coerce  local  authority.  I  hope  the  right 
hon.  Gentleman  will  now  adopt  the  policy 
enunciated  last  July,  and  that  he  will 
rescue  his  Party  from  its  present  impossible 
position,  and  which  will  prevent  large 
public  demonstrations  which  may  lead  to 
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I  make  this  appeal  in  the 
hope,  and  I  might  also  say  the  assurance, 
that  where  common-sense  ruled  so  supreme 
twelve  months  ago  it  will  assert  itself 
now,  and  stay  the  proceedings  which  have 
been  brought  against  the  Leicester 
Guardians. 

Mr.  HAZELL  (Leicester) :  I  desire 
to  associate  myself  with  what  my 
hon.  friend  has  just  said  with  reference  to 
the  gravity  of  the  situation  in  Leicester. 
Among  the  forty-five  ladies  and  gentle- 
men to  whom  my  hon.  friena  has 
referred,  there  is  one  guardian  who  is 
eighty  years  of  age,  and  who  is  deter- 
minea  to  go  to  prison  with  his  colleagues. 
I  think  it  is  possible  that  the  House  does 
not  fully  understand  how  deeply  rooted 
feeling  on  this  matter  is  in  Leicester. 
Leicester  practically  suspended  the  com- 
pulsory clauses  of  the  Vaccination  Act 
half  a  generation  ago,  and  therefore  found 
no  relief  from  the  measure  of  last  year. 
Whether  it  is  wise  or  unwise,  there  is  no 
doubt  of  the  earnestness  and  intensity  of 
feeling  of  the  people  on  this  subject. 
They  do  not  feel  it  a  matter  of  joke. 
They  are  not  anxious  to  go  to  prison,  but 
they  would  do  so  if  they  believed  it  to  be 
their  duty.  They  are  the  stuff  of  which 
martyrs  are  made.  I  am  not  here  to 
defend  the  guardians,  but  I  warn  the 
President  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
that  if  he  persists  in  his  present  course 
he  will  bring  disaster  to  the  cause  he  has 
at  heart — namely,  the  extension  of  vac- 
cination. He  told  us  on  Friday  that  the 
increase  of  vaccination  for  the  six  months 
of  this  year  over  the  corresponding  six 
months  of  1898  was  27  per  cent.  That 
was  not  done  by  coercing  guardians  and 
sending  them  to  prison ;  it  was  done  by 
the  free  operation  of  the  Act  under  which 
the  doctor  goes  to  the  parents'  houses  and 
uses  his  legitimate  influence  to  induce 
them  to  have  their  children  vaccinated. 
While  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  is  thus 
coercing  the  guardians,  he  is  arousing  all 
over  the  country  a  sense  of  antagonism 
among  the  people,  and  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  that  antagonism  will  beat  him, 
however  long  he  perseveres.  The  guar- 
dians have  had  hundreds  of  letters  of  sym- 
pathy. The  question  is  further  complicated 
at  the  present  moment  by  a  vaccination 
officer  beingappointed,  whom  the  guardians 
will  have  to  pay,  but  over  whom  they  will 
have  no  control.  This  is  not  only  a 
vaccination  question,  it  is  a  question  of

local  self-government.  We  Londoners, 
I  who  know  so  little  of  self  -  government, 
can  hajrdly  appreciate  the  intense  earnest- 
,  ness  and  zeal  for  local  government  which 
'  these  men  of  Leicester  have.  I  beUeve 
sincerely  that  if  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
pursues  his  present  course  there  is  the 
very  gravest  danger  of  the  public  peace 
being  broken.  I  know  that  the  people  of 
Leicester  are  a  very  law-abiding  people, 
but  no  power  which  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
I  man  can  use  in  Leicester,  not  one  regi- 
ment of  soldiers,  or  two,  or  more,  will 
force  the  people  against  their  conscien- 
tious convictions  to  have  their  children 
vaccinated.  While  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man is  pursuing  this  course  and  rousing 
antagonism  all  over  the  country,  he  is 
seriously  setting  back  the  development  of 
the  system  of  vaccination. 

Mr.   J.   G.    TALBOT  (Oxford    Uni- 
versity) said  he  would  like  to   ask  the 
right  hon.   Gentleman  the   President  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  whether  he 
intended  to  enforce  the  law  as  laid  down 
by  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act  on  the 
Guardians  of  South  Shields  Union.    What 
happened  there    was    this :    a   Noncon- 
formist service  was  held,  to  which  all  the 
children  in  the  union  were  taken.     That 
service     was     held,    as    the     guardians 
themselves  say,   by   the   Sunday  School 
Union.     There  was  singing  of  what  were 
'  known  as  Sankey's  hymns,  the  reading  of 
a    Bible    lesson,    and    a  short    address, 
generally  on  the  subject  of  temperance. 
He   had   not   the   slightest  objection  to 
their  giving  any  form   of  service  they 
pleasea  which  was  not  a  contravention 
of  the  regulations  of  the  guardians.     But 
'  if  these   services  were  conducted  by  a 
I  Nonconformist  body   which    professedly 
I  represented   the  Nonconformists   of   the 
town,   the   strong   probability  was  that 
I  they  would  have  a  very  strong  Noncon- 
I  formist  flavour.      What  he    maintained 
was  that  it  was  an  infraction  of  religious 
I  liberty  and  of  the  spirit  of  the  law  that 
I  the    children    of     Cnurch    of     England 
parents,  or  the  children  who  were  visited 
by  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England, 
I  should  be  compelled  to  attend  these  ser- 
vices.    The  vicar  who  acted  as  chaplain 
I  at  South  Shields  wrote  a  letter,  in  which 
I  he  said,  speaking  of    the    clerk  to  the 
I  guardians : 

"  He  admits  that  the  Church  of  England  chil- 
[  dren  are  not  placed  on  the  same  footmg  as  the 
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Roman  Catholic  children,  nor  are  they  placed  \ 
"On  an  equal  footing  with  the  Nonconformist  | 
•children,  tor  the  latter  arestudioosly  withdrawn  | 
from  all  Church  services. "  1 

The  Church  of  England  was  supposed  to 
he  the  onl  v  body  which  had  no  conscience 
and  no  nghts.  The  vicar  went  on  to 
say: 

••  The  service  in  question  is  described  by  the 
guardians  as  quite  of  a  colourless^  nature.  I 
am  quite  willing  to  admit  that  that  is  the  inten- 
tion of  those  who  conduct  it,  but  I  am  equally 
sure  that  it  is  impossible  to  maintain  any 
regular  service  colourless,  where  particular 
people  conduct  it  from  time  to  time. ' 


Even  if  it  were  possible  to  secure 
lute     undenominational     teaching,    that 
could  not  be  regarded  as  acceptable  to 
Churchmen.     He  asked  for  a  very  mode- 
late  amount  of  justice,  and  he  hoped  his 
light  hon.   friend  would  not  give  a  non 
posmmus    answer    to  his  petition.      He 
trusted  that  this  matter  would  receive 
the  attention  of  the  Local  Grovemment  | 
Board  during    the    recess,   and   that  if  | 
necessary  the  President  would  take  the  I 
opinion  of  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  | 
as  to  whether  this  case  did  not  come 
vHhin  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Thb  president  op  the  LOCAL 
GOVERN'MENT  BOARD  (Mr.  Chap- 
UN,  Lincolnshire,  Sleaford) :  In  reply  to 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  the  Member 
for  Oxford  University,  I  am  sure  he 
▼ill  remember  that  in  an  earlier  part  of 
the  session  I  ^ave  him  an  undertaking, 
when  he  talkeaof  the  Church  of  England 
having  no  conscience  and  no  rights,  that 
I  would  make  it  my  business  to  see  that 
the  Church  of  England  should  not  be 
unfairly  treated,  and  so  far  as  I  am 
aware  I  have  acted  up  to  that  statement. 
My  right  hon.  friend  says  that  the 
Church  of  England  has  no  conscience  and 
no  rights,  but  that  is  a  somewhat  ex- 
aggerated statement  when  we  consider 
that  out  of  640  unions  500  employ 
clergy  of  the  Church  of  England  at  the 
present  moment.  In  regard  to  this 
particular  case,  I  stated  in  answer  to  a 
question  this  afternoon  that,  so  far  as  we 
were  aware,  the  services  to  which  my 
right  hon.  friend  referred  were  not 
reugious  services  in  which  the  doctrines 
of  any  particular  creed  were  advocated. 
I  am  told  that  there  is  no  question  of  the 
children  being  obliged  to  attend  these 
services,  and    that    the  children  like  to 


attend  them,  but  I  shall  be  perfectly 
ready  to  make  further  inquiry  if  it  be 
necessary.  So  far  as  I  know,  the  services 
consist  of  singing  Sankey's  hymns,  the 
reading  of  a  chapter  of  the  Bible,  and  an 
address  on  temperance.  If  that  is  all 
there  is  to  complain  of,  I  frankly  admit 
I  do  not  see  that  I  am  called  upon  to 
interfere  with  a  practice  which  has  gone 
on  for  thirty-five  years  and  of  which  com- 
plaint is  now  made  for  the  first  time. 
However,  I  will  examine  further  into  the 
matter  and  ascertain  if  there  is  anything 
in  the  services  which  reflects  on  the  treat- 
ment meted  out  to  the  children  of  the 
Church  of  England.  If  there  are  any 
grounds  for  interference  in  the  direction 
desired  by  my  right  hon.  friend,  I  shall 
know  how  to  act.  With  regard  to  the 
speech  of  the  hon.  Member  for  Leicester, 
I  confess  that,  having  listened  very 
carefully  to  it,  I  am  at  some  loss  as  to 
what  was  his  real  object,  but  at  the 
close  I  rather  gathered  that  he  intended 
to  appeal  to  me  to  stay  all  further  pro- 
ceedings in  connection  with  the  Guardians 
of  Leicester.  Yes,  but  those  proceedings 
have  passed  out  of  my  hands.  I  under- 
stand the  Board  of  Guardians  of  Leicester 
have  not  yet  agreed  to  obey  the  order  of 
the  High  Court.  That  is  a  matter  with 
which  I  have  nothing  to  do.  It  is  a 
matter  now  between  the  High  Court  and 
the  Board  of  Guardians  of  Leicester. 

Hon.  Members  :  No ! 

Mr.  CHAPLIN:  That  is  a  matter 
between  the  High  Court  and  the  Board 
of  Guardians.  The  hon.  Member's  speech 
does  not  add  much  to  my  knowledge  of 
the  subject.  I  was  glad  to  hear  that  the 
hon  Member's  colleague  did  not  support 
the  guardians,  and  that  he  did  not  approve 
of  the  action  of  the  guardians  m  this 
instance. 

Mr.  HAZELL  :  I  do  not  profess  to  be  an 
anti- vaccinationist,  but  what  I  urged  upon 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  was  the  danger 
of  the  course  he  is  pursuing  at  present. 

Mr.  CHAPLIN:  At  all  events,  the 
hon.  Gentleman  said  he  did  not  pose  as  a 
supporter  of  the  guardians  in  these  pro- 
ceeaings,  and  I  was  very  glad  of  it,  and 
for  this  reason.  What  is  the  position 
which  the  guardians  have  taken  up  in 
regard  to  this  question  ?      This  is  not  a

question  of  compulsory  vaccination, 
because  that  question,  we  know,  was 
decided  last  session.  There  is  no 
compulsion  at  this  moment  m  Leicester  in 
regard  to  vaccination  with  anv  person 
who  chooses  to  comply  >vith  the  law.  The 
real  question  at  issue  is  this — that  the 
Guardians  of  Leicester,  by  their  refusal 
to  appoint  the  necessary  officers,  are  doing 
their  best  to  prevent  facilities  being  given 
to  those  people  who  desire  vaccination. 
The  hon.  Gentleman  says  the  Board  of 
Guardians  have  had  a  great  many  letters 
of  sympathy.  Well,  I  have  haa  a  great 
many  letters,  too,  from  people  in  Leices- 
ter, entreating  me  to  adhere  to  my 
position  and  give  them  the  advantages 
enjoyed  in  every  other  town  in 
England.  Leicester  is  the  only  town 
which  has  refused  to  comply  with  the 
law  and  appoint  the  necessary  officer. 
The  hon.  Member  who  began  this  Debate 
said  there  was  no  necessity  whatever  to 
appoint  the  medical  officer,  as  there  had 
been  only  two  cases  of  small-pox  in 
Leicester. 

♦Mr.  BROADHUEST  :  What  I  said 
was  that  in  the  last  report  of  the  medical 
officer  there  was  not  mentioned  a  single 
case  of  small-pox  in  1898. 

Mr.  CHAPLIN:  But  that  is  not  a 
reason  why  there  should  not  be  small-pox 
in  Leicester.  The  danger  is  that  at  any 
moment  there  may  be  an  outbreak  of 
small-pox  where  so  many  are  unvacci- 
nated.  In  all  probability  if  there  was  an 
outbreak  it  would  equal  in  its  disastrous 
character  that  which  took  place  in  Glou- 
cester. Then,  in  regard  to  Leicester 
itself,  he  says  that  nobody  desires  vaccina- 
tion. 
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'  difficult  to  drive,  but  such  a  remark  is  out 
of  date  altogether.     No  one  is  attempting 
:  to  drive   them  now.     The  plain  fact  is 
!  that  the  Leicester  Guardians    have  de- 
I  liberately  set  themselves  in  defiance  of 
the  law,  and  in  doing  this  they  are  doing 
I  all  that  rests  within  their  power,   not 
I  simply  to  free  people  from  vaccination  wha 
are  opposed  to  it,  but  to  impede  and  pre- 
vent the  thousands  of  people  who  desire 
vaccination     from     availing    themselves 
of  it. 


♦Mr.  BROADHURST  :  I  did  not  say 


so. 


Mr.  CHAPLIN:  The  hon.  Member,  or 
the  hon.  Member  near  him,  said  so.  In 
the  first  six  months  of  1898  the  vaccina- 
tions in  Leicestershire,  in  which  the  town 
is  included,  were  234,  but  in  the  first  six 
months  of  1899  the  vaccinations  were 
1,977,  although  it  is  supposed  to  be  against 
vaccination.  Moreover,  the  Board  of 
Guardians  have  not  thought  it  necessary 
to  appeal  against  the  decision  of  the 
High  Uourt  of  Queen's  Bench.  The  hon. 
Member  said  that  the  English  people  are

♦Adm[RAL  FIELD  (Eaatboume) :  W& 
have  had  a  very  interesting  discussion  on 
vaccination,  and  on  foreign  and  colonial 
policy.  It  must  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Government  to  feel,  when  the  House 
adjourns,  that  their  hands  have  been 
strengthened  by  this  Debate,  and  that  the 
position  of  the  country  has  been  greatly 
strengthened  as  a  first-class  sea  Power.  I 
wish  to  apologise  for  interposing  on  the 
Appropriation  Bill.  Nothing  but  a 
burning  sense  of  duty  would  have  led  me 
to  trespass  now  on  the  indulgence  of  the 
House.  I  tried  to  raise  the  question  I  am. 
now  about  to  touch  upon  in  Committee  of 
Supply  on  the  Naval  Estimates,  but  I  waa 
ruled  out  of  order  by  the  intervention  of 
an  hon.  Member  on  this  side  of  the 
House.  We  have  had,  a^  all  the  world 
knows,  a  disastrous  explosion  at  Toulon^ 
in  France,  of  a  powder  magazine.  That 
is  a  matter  of  momentous  importance^ 
although  the  country  knows  very  little 
about  it.  No  information  has  been  pub- 
lished in  the  Press.  I  ventured  to  put  a 
question  to  the  Under  Secretary  for 
Foreign  Afiairs  in  order  that  I  might  set 
some  information  through  our  Ambassaaor 
in  Paris,  but  the  answer  I  received  was 
that  the  information  was  confidential. 
On  July  7th  I  put  a  question  in 
regard  to  the  policy  of  magazine  exten- 
sion, because  the  Government  have  taken  a 
Vote  in  the  Naval  Works  Bill  of  nearly- 
half  a  million  for  that  purpose.  I  feel 
most  strongly  that  rash  action  is  being 
taken  in  regard  to  this  magazine  exten- 
sion. I  have  had  communications  on  the 
subject  from  the  Mayor  of  Portsmouth, 
and  the  local  authorities  on  the  other  side 
of  the  harbour.  Some  foolish  people 
think  that  I  am  taking  this  action  because 
I  live  in  the  locality.  People  who  talk 
this  nonsense  do  not  know  me.  My  life 
is  of  no  value  to  anyone.  I  care  not 
whether  my  life  is  lost  in  an  explosion, 
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but  I  care  a  very  great  deal  as  to  whether 
Portsmouth  Dockyard  is  to  be  jeopar- 
dised.    If  there  was  a  repetition  at  Ports- 
mouth of  the  Toulon  explosion  it  would 
mean  that  the  Empire  would  be  jeopar- 
dised, the  total  destruction  of  the  Dock- 
yard, and  of  all  the  buildings  and  bar- 
racks in  the  harbour,  to  say  nothing  of 
the    dreadful    loss    of    life    among    the 
soldiers,  marines,  and  inhabitants  gene- 
rally.    As  a  naval  officer,  I  admit  that 
'  our  first  duty  is  to  care  for  the  efficiency 
of  the  Fleet,  and  in  order  to  maintain 
that  efficiency  we  must  have  supplies  of 
cordite  ammunition  at  hand.     In  the  old 
war  period   the  heaviest  charge  known 
was  16  lbs.  of  powder,  but  now  there 
is  a    charge    of    167^   lbs.    of    cordite 
on   board   Imttleships,     and     cordite    is 
nearly    six    times    as     destructive    as 
the  old  gunpowder.      I  admit  that  the 
conditions  of  the  problem  are  altered,  and 
the  necessity  for  increasing  our  magazine 
accommodation  is  urgent.     But  what  I  do 
object  to  is  that  the  Admiralty  is  extending 
the  magazine  accommodation  at  Priddy's 
Hard.      Now,  that  ought  to  be  only  a  re- 
cehing  magazine,  and  ought  not  to  be  con- 
verted into  a  great  store-house,  from  which 
a  whole  mobilised  fleet  could  be  supplied. 
No  hasty  decision  ought  to  be  come  to  in 
regard  to   this   matter,  but  it  should  be 
inquired  into  by  a  strong  committee — not 
a  committee  of  two  naval  officers  and  two 
colonels  of  Royal  Engineers ;  that  is  not 
strong  enough  for  me.     When  a  question 
was  put  to  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  the 
First  Lord   of  the   Admiralty  upon  the 
subject  he  did  not  answer  it,  but  asked 
the    House   to    have  confidence    in  the 
Administration  of  the  Navy.     Everybody 
had  most   unbounded  confidence  in  the 
Administration  of    the  Navy,   but   that 
is  not  the  question.     The  yoimgest  Mem- 
ber of    the    House    is  as  competent  to 
jndge  whether    a    magazine   should    be 
extended    in  such  a  manner.      I  quite 
admit  that  the  Admiralty  ought  to  have 
supplies  near  at  hand,  but  in  my  opinion 
they  should   not  be  stored  at  the  place 
proposed.     There  is  a  harbour  running 
six  miles  up,  with  land   on  either   side, 
from  which  sites  might  be  selected ;  yet 
the  Government  prefer  to  store  all  their 
cordite  in  this  small  magazine,  which  they 
are  going  to  extend.     From  rough  calcu- 
lations I  have  made  I  tave  arrived  at  the 
conclusion  that  for  mobilisation  purposes 
some  1,000  tons  of  cordite  are  required, 
and  in  my  opinion  the  store-house  required 


for  such  a  quantity  should  be  built  five 
miles  up  the  creek.  Neither  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief nor  the  Admiral  of  the 
Dockyard  is  in  favour  of  the  new  policy 
of  the  Government ;  on  the  contrary,  both 
are  opposed  to  it,  and  outside  the 
Admiralty  there  is  not  a  single  officer  in 
the  country  who  approves  of  it.  The  effect, 
of  the  explosion  of  the  magazine  at  Toulon 
was  felt  thirteen  miles  away,  and  hun- 
dreds of  houses  were  levelled  to  the 
dust,  and  we  in  this  country  do  not 
want  a  repetition  of  such  a  disaster.  No* 
doubt  the  House  will  be  told  that  cor- 
dite is  perfectly  stable,  but  that  is 
no  justification  for  its  being  stored  near 
the  dockyard.  I  feel  that  I  am 
justified  in  urging  this  question  upon 
the  Government.  The  Admiralty  is  per- 
haps the  best  administered  Department 
of  the  Government,  but  on  this  matter 
they  have  gone  mad.  It  is  a  question 
which  ought  to  be  referred  to  a  ku'ge 
Conunittee  of  ten  or  twelve  Members, 
and  not  to  a  Committee,  contemptible 
in  point  of  numbers,  of  four.  I  feel 
certain  in  that  case  the  verdict  would  be 
against  the  policy  of  the  Government, 
but  at  any  rate  I  have  delivered  my  soul,^ 
and  though  I  may  be  called  an  antiquated 
officer,  an  ancient  fossil,  or  a  piece  of  old 
seaweed  flung  up  upon  the  beach,  I  may 
remind  the  House  that  there  are 
also  antiquated  politicians,  and  though 
I  may  be  an  ancient  fossil,  there  ia 
some  kick  left  in  me  yet.  I  hope 
that  the  Government  will  reconsider 
their  policy  and  reverse  it. 

The  civil  LORD  of  the 
ADMIRALTY  (Mr.  Austen  Chamber- 
lain, Worcestershire,  E.)  said  the  House 
could  not  spare  his  hon.  and  gallant  friend 
so  long  as  he  criticised  the  conduct  of  the 
Admiralty  with  so  much  vigour  and 
humour.  Although  his  hon.  and  gallant 
friend  was  alarmed  on  account  of  what 
the  Admiralty  was  doing  at  Portsmouth,, 
he  thought  he  could  show  that  they  did 
not  merit  such  strong  condemnation.  It 
was,  of  course,  absolutely  impossible  that 
he  should  describe  to  the  House  in  detail 
the  magazines,  or  the  exact  amount  of 
cordite  or  powder  which  was  to  be  stored 
in  them.  If  his  hon.  and  gallant  friend 
really  reposed  any  confidence  in  the 
Board  of  Admiralty,  he  thought  he  might 
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well  do  so  in  coi>nection  with  delicate 
matters  of  this  kind.  It  was  perfectly 
true  that  if  they  did  the  wrong  thing  and 
a  disaster  ensued  the  dockyard  and  the 
Navy,  for  which  they  were  responsible, 
would  be  the  first  to  suflfer.  But  was  it 
conceivable  that  they  would  do  anything 
which  they  thought  would  cause  grave 
risk  to  the  Navv  ?  This  was  the  second 
time  his  hon.  and  gallant  friend  had  tried 
to  extract  this  information,  but  the  Board 
of  Admiralty  in  a  matter  of  this  kind 
must  take  the  whole  responsibility,  and 
they  were  absolutely  unable  to  lay  before 
the  House  documents  which  of  necessity 
must  be  of  a  confidential  nature.  The 
main  object  of  the  arrangements  which 
•were  now  being  carried  out  at  Portsmouth 
was  to  abolish  the  floating  hulks  which 
"had  existed  for  many  years,  and  which  he 
did  not  hesitate  to  say  were  a  source  of 
great  danger;  for  them  would  be  sub- 
stituted much  safer  and  properly  con- 
istructed  magazine  accommodation  ashore. 
The  result  of  the  changes  they  were 
making  at  Portsmouth  would  be  to  make 
the  dockyard  and  town  very  much  safer 
than  they  had  been  hitherto.  These 
magazines  were  constructed  in  the  light 
of  me  latest  discoveries  of  science  and  on 
the  most  approved  principles  ;  every  pre- 
caution for  secimty,  both  in  their  con- 
struction and  in  the  arrangements  for  the 
storage  of  explosives,  was  being  taken. 
Everything  had  been  done  which  could 
1)6  done  to  prevent  accidents.  His  hon. 
and  gallant  friend  based  his  attack  on  the 
fact  that  a  certain  amount  of  cordite  was 
to  be  stored  in  the  neighbourhood  of  a 
great  naval  port  like  Portsmouth.  But 
they  must  have  an  arsenal  there,  and  in 
that  arsenal  they  must  have  such  stores 
iis  were  needed  for  the  immediate  mobili- 
sation of  our  ships.  Cordite  was  not  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  which  sat  many 
years  ago,  and  of  which  his  hon.  and 
gallant  friend  was  a  member,  and  there- 
fore his  hon.  and  gallant  friend  had  no 
confidence  in  cordite,  or  in  the  arrange- 
.ments  that  were  made  for  its  storage. 

Admiral  FIELD  said  he  had  perfect 
<X)nfidence  in  the  arrangements  that  it 
was  proposed  to  make ;  his  point  was 
that  the  storage  was  in  the  wrong  place, 
and  that  it  ought  to  be  five  miles  off. 


Mr.  AUSTEN  CHAMBERLAIN  said 
his  hon.  and  gallant  friend  thought  there 

Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain, 
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was  great  risk  of  an  explosion  from  this 
cordite ;  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  cordite 
for  all  purposes  of  storage  was  very  much 
safer  than  was  the  old  black  powder. 
They  had  considered  the  matter  most 
carefully,  and  taken  expert  opinion  on 
the  subject.  His  hon.  and  gallant  friend 
thought  a  committee  of  two  Naval  officers 
and  two  Royal  Engineers  was  a  con- 
temptible committee 

Admiral  FIELD ;  Only  as  to  numbers 
— not  contemptible  so  far  as  the  members 
are  concerned. 


Mr.  AUSTEN  CHAMBERLAIN 
denied  that,  and  maintained  that  it  was  a 
most  competent  committee.  His  hon. 
and  gallant  friend  apparently  desired  a 
committee  composed  mainly  of  people 
who  knew  nothing  about  the  matter,  and 
who  had  no  experience  of  cordite  and  its 
management.  He  thought  there  was  no 
reason  whatever  to  anticipate  any  danger. 
He  would  like  to  say  that  the  Mayor  of 
Portsmouth  had  written  to  the  First 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty  to  ask  for  inform- 
ation on  this  subject,  in  order  to  allay 
the  excitement  and  fears  which  had  been 
created — he  believed  mainly  by  his  hon. 
and  gallant  friend's  question  in  that 
House — and  his  right  hon.  friend  the 
First  Lord  had  sent  a  reply  which  the 
Mayor  had  said  would  enable  him  to 
remove  the  apprehensions  which  prevailed. 
He  hoped  his  hon.  and  gallant  friend 
would  not  be  more  difficult  to  satisfy  in 
this  matter  than  was  the  Mayor  of  Ports- 
mouth, and  that  the  same  answer  would 
relieve  his  apprehensions. 

*Mr.  PICKERSGILL  (Bethnal  Green, 
S.W.)  :  The  President  of  the  Local  Go- 
vernment Board  said  that  the  case  with 
regard  to  the  Leicester  Guardians  had 
now  passed  out  of  his  hands.  The  right 
hon.  Gentleman  spoke  as  if  the  Queen's 
Bench  were  a  kind  of  automatic  machine. 
It  is  not  an  automatic  machine,  and  if  the 
Leicester  Guardians  are  committed  to 
prison,  they  can  only  be  so  committed 
upon  a  motion  made  to  the  Court.  That 
motion  will  be  made  at  the  instance  of 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman.  Therefore,  if 
the  Leicester  Guardians  are  committed,  I 
hope  the  people  of  Leicester,  and  all  whom 
it  may  concern,  will  very  clearly  under- 
stand that  the  responsibility  lies  at  the 
door  of  the.  right  hon.  Gentleman.     I  am 
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very  much   surprised,   after    the    brave 
words  he    has  used,  he  seems  to  shrink 
from  that  responsibility.     The  right  hon. 
Gentleman  also  said  that  the  action  of 
the  Leicester  Guardians  impeded  people 
who  desired  to  have  their  children  vacci- 
nated.   I  cannot  for  the  life  of  me  under- 
stand what  he  meant  by  that  statement. 
He  seems  to  be  confusing  the  functions 
of  a  vaccination  officer  with  those  of  a 
medical  officer.     As  a  matter  of  fact,  all 
the  Leicester  Guardians,   at  the  worst, 
have  done,  is  to  decline  to    appoint    a 
vaccination   officer  ;    but  it  is   perfectly 
open  to  the  people  of  Leicester  to  be 
vaccinated.     Therefore  it  is  a  little  unfair 
of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  to  say  that 
the  action  of   the  Leicester  Guardians  is 
in  any  way  inimical  or  unfavourable  to 
those  people  in  Leicester  who  desire  to 
have  their  children  vaccinated.    The  right 
hon.    Gentleman    also    referred    to    a 
recent    decision    of    a    petty    sessions 
at  Derby,  and  taunted  the  Member  for 
Leicester  with  a  desire   to  set  up  the 
authority    of     the     Derby     magistrates 
aminst    that    of    the     Queen's     Bench. 
Nothing  of  the  kind.     The  point  raised 
hy  the  Derby  magistrates  is  quite  dis- 
tinct from  the  point  which  the  Queen's 
Bench  settled  the  other  day.     The  point 
raised  by  the  former  is  whether  or  not  a 
vaccination  officer   can  take  out  a  sum- 
mons to  prosecute  a  parent  for  neglect 
without  the  authority  of  the  Guardians. 
The  Derby     magistrates    dismissed  the 
summons  because  that  authority  had  not 
been  given,  and  if  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man feels   so  sure  of  his  ground,  I  am 
surprised  he  has  not  asked  for  a  case  to  be 
stated,  so  that  the  decision  of  the  Queen's 
Bench  may  be  obtained.     But  I  did  not 
rise  mainly  to  deal  with  the  vaccination 
question,  but  to  call  attention  to  an  im- 
portant matter    affecting  London.     The 
First  Lord   of  the  Treasury  announced 
the  other  day  that  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  Government  to  confer  upon  the  new 
borough    of    Westminster    the    title   of 
"  City,"  and  he  added  that  that  title  was 
originally  conferred  by  Henry  VIII.     I 
should  strongly  demur  to  the  accuracy  of 
that  statement.     I    have    grave    doubts 
whether,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  Henry  VIII. 
did  confer  that  title  upon  anybody  or 
anything,    because    I    have     taken    the 
trouble  to  go  through  the  Record  Office, 
and  I  can  find  no  trace  of  these   alleged 
Letters  Patent,  and  I  am  beginning  to 
think  that  the  whole  story,  at  all  events 
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so  far  as  Henry  VIII.  goes,  is  either  a 
fiction  or  a  forgery.  But  if  he  did  con- 
fer the  title,  he  certainly  did  not 
confer  it  upon  the  area  of  the  new 
borough  of  Westminster.  The  so- 
called  City  of  Westminster  has 
never  had  a  municipal  organisation,  it 
has  not  a  rag  of  municipal  tradition,  and 
if  there  ever  was  a  City  of  Westminster 
in  the  time  of  Henry  VIII.,  the  bounds 
of  its  jurisdiction  did  not  exceed  the  pre- 
cincts of  the  Abbey.  Therefore,  I  say 
that  the  alleged  historical  basis  for  this 
grant  is  absolutely  gone.  But  I  desire  to 
call  attention  to  what  has  been  said  by 
Ministers,  and  to  what  has  been  deter- 
mined by  this  House  with  reference  to 
this  very  question.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that,  whilst  the  London  Govern- 
ment Bill  was  passing  through  this  House, 
considerable  dissatisfaction  was  expressed 
with  the  position  assigned  to  the  new 
borough  of  Westminster,  and  fears  were 
expressed  that  there  was  an  intention  on 
the  part  of  the  Government  to  confer  a 
special  v  dignity  and  distinction  upon 
Westminster  which  the  other  boroughs 
would  not  enjoy.  No  less  a  considerable 
person  than  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition 

five  expression  to  those  fears,  but  the 
irst  Lord  interposed,  and  said  ;  "  I  must 
have  expressed  myself  badly.  There  is 
no  such  intention;  they  are  all  on  an 
absolute  equality."  Nothing  could  have 
been  more  definite  than  that  state- 
ment, and  having  been  made  by  so 
high  an  authority,  implicit  confidence 
was  placed  in  it.  I  regard  that 
as  a  pledge,  and  I  am  much  surprised, 
after  that  pledge,  at  the  action  which 
Her  Majesty's  Government  now  propose 
to  take.  But  the  matter  does  not  rest 
there.  The  matter  came  expressly  before 
the  Committee  of  this  House.  The 
question  was  raised  by  the  hon.  Member 
for  Westminster,  who  moved,  That  the 
newly  constituted  area  of  Westminster 
should  be  called  "  the  City  of  Westmin- 
ster." How  was  that  met  by  the  Leader 
of  the  House  1  He  resented  the  motion, 
and  in  doing  so  used  language  quite  as 
strong  as  anything  I  should  desire  to  gay 
with  reference  to  this  matter.  On  the 
16th  May  he  said: 

"  My  hon.  friend  asks  nie  to  wn^le  out  the 
borough  of  Westminster  and  give  it  a  distinc- 
tive name,  different  from  that  given  to  all  the 
other  borongh  councils  which  this  Bill  proposes 
to  establish.  It  appears  to  me  that  that  is  ask- 
ing me  to  take  a  course  which  would  be  greatly 
resented  by  the  other  boroughs." 
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Yet  now  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  in- 
forms us  that  he  and  his  colleagues  mean 
to  use  the  Royal  prerogative  to  do  the 
very  thing  against  which  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman  himself  protested  in  the  lan- 
guage I  have  given  to  the  House.  That 
it  may  be  done  by  the  Royal  prerogative, 
in  spite  of  this  House,  I,  as  a  constitutional 
lawyer,  do  not  for  a  moment  deny ;  but  I 
am  sorry  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  is  not 
present,  because  I  desire  to  put  it  to  him 
whether  it  is  wise  to  bring  the  Royal 
prerogative  into  direct  conflict  with  the 
deliberate  determination  of  this  House. 
I  forgot  to  say  that  the  hon.  Member  for 
Westminster  persisted  in  his  motion,  and 
the  House  rejected  it.  Is  it  chivalrous  to 
use  the  name  of  the  Crown  to  do  this 
most  invidious  act,  which  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman  himself  has  said  will  justly 
arouse  the  great  resentment  of  the 
other  metropolitan  boroughs  —  an  act 
which  Her  Majesty's  Ministers  did  not 
dare  to  ask  this  House  to  do?  I  am 
sorry  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  is  not  in 
the  House,  because  undoubtedly  I  do 
charge  him  with  having  broken  a  pledge 
whicn  he  gave  to  the  House,  and  I  should 
have  been  glad,  therefore,  to  have  made 
the  charge  m  his  presence  ;  but  the  fault 
is  not  mme,  because  he  had  distinct  notice 
that  I  intended  to  raise  the  question. 


The  solicitor -general  (Sir 
R.  B.  FiNLAY,  Inverness  Burghs) :  I 
confess  I  listened  with  very  great  surprise 
to  the  attack  which  has  been  made  upon 
the  Leader  of  the  House.  My  hon.  friend 
says  there  is  something  in  the  nature  of  a 
breach  of  a  pledge.  I  venture  to  think 
that  no  one  in  the  House  who  listened  to 
the  hon.  Member  when  he  read  those 
extracts  could  see  the  slightest  founda- 
tion for  the  charge.  Every  word  that  he 
read  from  the  speeches  of  my  right  hon. 
friend  related  to  the  framework  of  the 
Bill,  and  in  the  passage  quoted  the 
Leader  of  the  House  was  dealing  with 
the  question  whether  or  not  it  was  right 
and  proper  that  in  the  Bill  there  should 
be  a  provision  introduced  creating  the 
Borough  of  Westminster  a  city.  The 
very  reading  of  those  passages  is  enough 
to  demonstrate  that ;  and  if  the  hon. 
Member  thinks  the  passages  are  inconsis- 
tent with  what  is  proposed  to  be  done,  he 
is  probably  the  only  person  in  the  House 
who  entertains  that  idea.  The  hon. 
Gentleman  went  on  to  say  that  it  was 


not  right  that  the  prerogative  of  the 
Crown  should  be  used  to  undo  what 
the  House  had  done,  or  in  such  a 
way  as  to  come  into  conflict  with  any 
decision  of  the  House.  I  really  cannot 
see  that  that  proposition  has  the  slightest 
relevancy  to  the  subject  which  the  hon. 
Gentleman  was  discussing.  The  House 
has  never  decided  that  Westminster  was. 
not  to  be  a  city.  What  the  House  deter- 
mined, as  far  as  it  detemained  anvthing 
at  all,  was  that  it  was  not  desirable  that 
any  such  provision  should  be  introduced 
into  the  Bill,  and,  if  I  mistake  not,  a 
similar  view  was  taken  in  another  place. 
To  give  the  title  of  "  city  "  to  any  borough 
is  a  matter  for  the  Royal  prerogative,  and 
it  is  much  more  in  accordance  with  con- 
stitutional usage  that  that  prerogative 
should  be  exercised  by  the  Crown,  and 
that  Parliament,  except  under  very  special 
and  extraordinary  circiunstances,  should 
not  seek  to  do,  by  means  of  an  Act  of 
Parliament  upon  which  the  Legislature 
is  engaged,  that  which  may  be  done  by 
the  simple  exercise  of  the  Royal  will.  I 
thought  it  right,  in  the  absence  of  my 
right  hon.  friend,  to  make  these  observa- 
tions. I  feel  quite  certain  that  the  view- 
that  there  is  any  conflict  between  the 
Royal  prerogative  in  this  matter  and  the- 
House  of  Commons  is  one  which  i& 
peculiar  to  the  hon.  Grentleman  who 
expressed  it,  and  I  venture  to  think  that 
a  more  unfounded  suggestion  was  never 
made  than  that  anything  is  about  to  take 
place  which  in  the  slightest  degree  in- 
volves a  breach  of  faith. 


^Mr.  HEDDER wick  (Wick  Burghs). 
I  wish  before  the  close  of  the  session  to 
draw  attention  to  a  condition  of  affairs^ 
in  the  Hinterland  of  Sierra  Leone,  which 
may  well  occasion  serious  misgivings  as. 
to  the  prudence  of  the  policy  pursued  by 
Her  Majesty's  Government.  It  may  be 
that  the  Colonial  Secretary  may  be  able 
to  make  a  satisfactory  statement  on  the^ 
subject;  in  that  case  he  can  scarcely 
regret  this  opportunity  of  reassuring  the 
country.  It  will  be  within  the  recollection 
of  the  House  that  early  last  summer 
there  was  a  rising  of  the  natives  in  the 
Protectorate  of  Sierra  Leone,  followed 
by  a  hideous  massacre  of  British  sub- 
jects. The  news  of  these  events  created 
a  profound  and  painful  impression  at  the 
time,  and  that  impression  was  not 
rendered      less     painful     by     an     un- 
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easy  suspicion  ivy  the  public  mind 
that  the  policy  pursued  by  the 
Colonial  Office  had  been  a  contributing, 
if  not  the  exciting  cause  both  of  the  in- 
surrection and  of  its  deplorable  incidents. 
It  was  under  these  circumstances  that  the 
Colonial  Secretary  resolved  to  appoint  a 
Commission  to  inquire  into  the  whole  of 
the  circumstances.  That  was  a  step,  the 
wisdom  of  which  must  have  approved 
itself  generally.  It  was,  however,  nardly 
less  important  than  the  Commission 
itself,  that  the  person  selected  to 
conduct  the  inquiry  should  be  so  quali- 
fied by  experience  and  knowledge 
as  to  command  the  confidence  of 
the  country.  No  one  could  have 
been  appointed  more  likely  to  satisfy 
that  condition  than  Sir  David 
Chalmers,  upon  whom  the  choice  of  the 
right  hon.  Gentleman  fell.  Sir  David 
Chalmers  had  had  a  long  and  profound 
acquaintance  with  affairs  in  that  part  of 
AMca.  In  1867  he  was  a  magistrate  of 
Gbimbia  with  judicial  powers ;  in  1872  he 
became  Queen's  Advocate  of  Sierra 
Leone,  and  in  1876  he  was  appointed  first 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Gold  Coast.  I  sup- 
pose there  is  no  man  living  who  has  spent 
so  many  years  in  the  service  of  the  Queen 
io  that  part  of  the  Empire,  and  survived 
to  claim  one  of  those  pensions  which  are 
the  illusory  inducements  to  Colonial  ser- 
vice on  those  fever-stricken  shores.  Nor  can 
it  be  said  that  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
failed  with  regard  to  the  instructions 
which  he  drew  up  for  the  guidance  of  his 
Commissioner.  The  terms  of  reference 
were  of  the  most  comprehensive  character. 
Sir  David  Chalmers  was  instructed  to 
inquire  into  the  cause  of  the  insur- 
rection and  massacre;  and  his  atten- 
tion was  specifically  directed,  not  only 
to  the  imposition  and  effect  of  the  hut- 
tax,  but  also  to  the  operations  of 
secret  societies  in  the  colony  and  in  the 
Protectorate ;  and  f  luijher  to  alleged  incite- 
ments by  the  Press  and  by  traders.  It 
was  perhaps  natural  that  those  who  were 
responsible  for  the  tax  should  look 
elsewhere  for  the  cause  of  the  catas- 
trophe.    The  Commission  issued  in  June, 

1898,  and  irpon    the   21st    of  January, 

1899,  Sir  David  Chalmers  made  ms 
Rei>ort.  It  is  somewhat  remarkable  that 
that  Report  should  have  been  in  the 
hands  of  the  Colonial  Secretary  for 
five  months  before  it  was  presented 
to  this  House.  But  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman  was  not  idle  in  the  interval. 


He  re-transmitted  the  Report  to  the 
Gk)vemor-G^neral  of  Sierra  Leone  for 
his  observations  upon  it,  and  finally  he 
penned  a  despatch  upon  the  situation* 
The  delay  in  any  case  ceases  to  be  a 
matter  for  wonder  when  one  considers  the 
tenour  of  the  Report.  What  does 
the  Report  amount  to  1  It  is  an 
absolute  condemnation,  root  and  branchy 
of  the  policy  pursued  by  the  Gk>vemment. 
Sir  David  Chalmers  paid  the  most  care- 
ful attention  to  every  article  of  his  in- 
structions, and  the  conclusion  he  comes  to 
is  that  the  whole  and  the  sole  cause  of  the 
insurrection  and  massacre  was  the  imposi- 
tion of  the  hut  tax.  These  are  his 
words: 

''The  hat  tax, together  with  the  measures 
used  for  its  enforcement,  were  the  moving 
causes  of  the  insurrection.  The  tax  was 
obnoxious  to  the  customs  and  feelings  of  the 
people.  A  peremptory  and  rogulariy  recur- 
ring impost  IS  unknown  to  their  own  practices 
and  traditions.  The  English  GU)vemment  has 
not  as  yet  conferred  any  such  benefits  as  to 
lead  to  a  burden  of  a  strange  and  portentous 
species  being  accepted  willingly." 

That  conclusion  was  not  hastily  or  rashly 
come  to;  it  was  arrived  at  with  the 
greatest  reluctance,  a  reluctance  which  is 
not  surprising ;  but  I  shall  quote  Sir 
David  Chalmers'  own  words,  because  they 
show  how  imwillingly  he  finds  himself 
driven  by  the  evidence  to  his  conclusion. 
He  says  : 

"It  has  been  my  duty  to  point  out  many 
grave  errors — errors  which  oy  their  joint 
operation  have  been  the  cause  of  this  deplor- 
aole  insurrection.  I  have  done  so  with  much 
regret.  If  I  could  have  found  that  the  insurrec- 
tion was  the  result  of  an  inevitable  conflict  be- 
tween ancient  barbarism  and  an  advancing 
civilisation,  I  would  willingly  have  taken  this 
view;  but  to  have  done  this  would  not  have  been 
consistent  with  the  faithful  discharge  of  the 
Commission  with  which  I  have  been  en- 
trusted." 

That  conclusion  may  be  said  to  be  more 
or  less  confirmed  by  the  views  which  have 
been  expressed  both  by  the  Governor- 
General,  Sir  Frederick  Cardew,  and  by  the 
Colonial  Secretary  himself,  for  although 
neither  of  those  two  gentlemen  admits 
that  the  hut  tax  was  the  sole  cause  of  the 
insurrection,  Sir  Frederick  Cardew  ac- 
knowledges that  it  was  "the  exciting 
cause,"  and  the  Colonial  Secretary,  in  his 
despatch,  says  the  hut  tax  "  clearly  was 
the  immediate  and  exciting  cause  "  of  the 
rising.  It  may  not,  perhaps,  be  irrelevant 
to  the  matter  at  issue  to  mquire  into  the 
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origin  of  this  tax.  It  dates  from  an  ordin- ' 
ance  which  was  passed  in  1896,  but  it 
was  postponed  in  its  operation  until 
January,  1898,  in  order,  I  presume,  to 
give  an  opportunity  to  the  authorities  to 
familiarise  the  minds  of  the  chiefs  in  the 
Protectofate  with  the  terms  of  the  pro- 
posal, and  to  ascertain  their  feelings  to- 
wards it.  At  all  events,  in  October,  1896, 
copies  of  the  Ordinance  were  scattered  far 
and  wide  throughout  the  Protectorate, 
and  found  their  way  into  the  hands  of  the 
chiefs.  What  was  the  nature  of  the  re- 
ception accorded  to  the  Ordinance  'i, 
It  was  wholly  imfavourable.  The  hut 
tax  was  specifically  objected  to.  Many 
petitions  against  it  were  presented.  The 
chiefs  of  the  Mendis  actually  sent  a 
representative  to  the  Gk)vemor-General 
to  protest  against  it  in  person. 
Meetings  were  held  to  denounce 
it.  Petitions,  protests,  and  appeals 
continued  to  flow  in  month  after 
month  until  the  end  of  1897 — that  is,  up  to 
the  time  when  it  came  into  operation.  It 
is  much  to  be  regretted  that  to  all  those 
appeals  a  deaf  ear  was  turned  by  the 
Governor-General.  The  grounds  of  ob- 
jection were  of  a  nature  that  ought  to 
commend  them  to  his  consideration.  The 
chiefs  stated  again  and  again  that  they 
objected  to  the  tax  on  account  of  the 
poverty  of  the  people.  They  were  unable 
to  pay.  But  there  was  another  ground. 
They  had  never  been  used  to  direct  taxa- 
tion. Most  unfortunately,  too,  the  manner 
in  which  the  tax  was  promulgated  in- 
spired the  chiefs  with  the  idea  that  pay- 
ment involved  the  question  of  the  owner- 
ship, not  only  of  their  huts,  but  of  their 
lands  as  well.  Now,  it  is  not  without 
some  bearing  on  the  consideration  of  the 
case  to  remember  that  the  Governor- 
General  did  not  stumble  blindly  upon 
this  tax.  He  was  quite  aware  that  it 
would  be  most  obnoxious  to  the 
natives.  On  page  25  of  the  Commis- 
sioner's Report  this  is  expressly  stated. 
Writing  to  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the 
21st  November,  1896,  Sir  Frederick  Car- 
dew  said : 

'*The  West  African  has  a  traditional  dislike 
to  direct  taxation,  such  as  a  hat  tax.  This 
dislike  is  probably  owing  to  the  harsh  manner 
in  which  such  tax  has  been  levied  in  this 
colony  in  former  days  ;  and  ever  since  it  was 
swept  away  by  a  former  governor,  the  people 
have  always  evinced  great  impatience  at  the 
idea  of  its  oeing  reinforced." 

Mr,  Heddenvick, 


Yet,  notwithstanding  this  knowledge, 
with  a  confidence  so6n  to  be  dreadfully 
belied,  he  goes  on  to  say : 

**  I  do  not  apprehend  much  troable  when  the 
time  comes  in  1898  to  impose  this  tax,  but  the 
sure  way  to  prevent  such  troable  is  to  have  the 
necessary  show  of  force." 

Such  was  his  view  in  1896.  How  short- 
sighted, how  misleading  it  was  destined 
to  prove,  and  that  before  long,  let  Sir 
Frederick  Cardew  himself  bear  witness. 
"  I  do  not  apprehend  much  trouble,"  he 
writes  in  1896  ;  in  1899  this  is  what  he  has 
to  say: 

"  The  thonffht  of  the  many  valaable  lives 
which  have  been  lost,  of  the  gallant  officers 
and  men  who  have  fallen,  and  the  devoted 
missionaries  who  have  been  sacrificed,  of  the 
Sierra  Leonians  who  had  been  massacred,  and 
of  the  many  natives  who.  have  been  killed,  most 
ever  remam  a  sad  regret,  the  recollection 
of  which  will  never  pass  away." 

The  tax  was  known  to  be  most  obnoxious 
before  it  was  imposed,  and  one  cannot 
help  feeling  tempted  to  inquire  what  was 
the  reason  for  imposing  it  at  all.  I 
believe  its  origin  is  to  be  traced  to  the 
financial  condition  of  the  colony  of  Sierra 
Leone.  The  colony  is  in  what  may  be 
called  a  state  of  insolvency.  For  some 
years  there  have  been  annual  deficits  in 
its  balance  sheet,  and  I  cannot  help 
thinking  that  this  hut  tax  was  imposed 
upon  the  Protectorate  to  enable  the 
colony  to  p.y  its  way  and  to  keep  up 
its  expensive  establishment.  It  was 
a  blunder,  even  if  it  had  been  found 
necessary  to  impose  the  tax  at  all,  that 
it  should  have  been  imposed  upon  the 
Protectorate  alone,  and.  not  also  upon 
the  colony.  The  blunder  seems  the 
more  extraordinary  when  it  is  remem- 
bered that  the  greater  part  of  the 
revenue  of  Sierra  Leone  is  derived 
from  the  Protectorate.  I  believe  that, 
out  of  £87,000,  roughly  speaking, 
£49,000  is  derived  from  the  Protec- 
torate, as  against  some  £15,000  from  the 
colony.  Well,  but  the  tax  has  been  im- 
posed, and  it  is  pertinent  to  ask,  with 
what  profit  ?  Apart  altogether  from  the 
lamentable  loss  of  life  that  has  ensued, 
confidence  has  been  destroyed,  and  the 
trade  of  the  country,  for  the  time  being, 
has  been  ruined.  There  has  been,  we  are 
told,  a  falling  off  in  the  value  of  exports, 
owing  to  these  disturbances,  of  over 
£47,000.  That  is,  more  than  half  the 
total  revenue  of  the  colony  has  been  loet 
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— a  sum  almost  exactly  equal  to  the  con- 
tribution from  the  trade  of  the  Protecto- 
rate.    But,  however  ill-advised,  impolitic, 
and  obnoxious  the  tax  may  have  been  in 
itself  the  mode  in  which  it  was  sought  to 
be  CEiorced  rendered  it  a  thousand  times 
worse — made  it,  in  fact,  more  than  the  flesh 
and  blood  of  even  the  much-enduring  negro 
could  endure.     The  Report  of  the  Royal 
Commission  is  full  of  instances.     Take 
the  eases  of  Bai  Kompah  and  Pa  Nembana, 
two  of  the  chiefs  of  Kwaia.     They  were 
summoned  before  Dr.  Hood.     **  Not  pre- 
senting themselves  immediately, "  so  runs 
the  Report,  "  an  assistant  officer  of  police 
(Captain   Warren),   with    about    twenty 
poKcemen,  were  sent  to  bring  them.     Pa 
Nembana    was    first    apprehended,    and 
brought    in     handcuffs    to    where    Bai 
Kompah  was.    Bai  Kompah,  who  was  an 
old  man,  and  then  in  bed  with  a  cough, 
was  dragged  out  of  bed  and  from  his 
room  by  the  officer  and  two  or  three  of 
his  men,  in  spite  of  his  struggles.     He  is 
said    by      a     native     witness,    and    by 
himself,     to    have    been    kicked,  and    a 
revolver     held    to    his    head.       Captain 
Warren  admits  giving  him  a  shove  with 
his  knee,   and  Chief  Smart,  who  was  an 
nnidlling^  witness  in  this  matter,  said  that 
Bai  Kompah,  when  brought  out  of  the 
room,  complained  of  having  been  kicked, 
and  afterwards  he    repeated  this    com-  j 
plaint.     Bai  Kompah  objected  very  much  | 
to  being   taken  to   Kwalu,  and,  after  a 
long  contention.  Captain  Warren  allowed 
him  to    go    to   Freetown    to    represent  | 
matters  to  the  Governor ;  but  virtually,  ; 
as    a    prisoner,    putting  him   in   charge ' 
of  two  Frontier    policemen.      He    went  | 
to  Freetown,  saw  Sir  Frederick  Cardew,  , 
made    his    complaint,    asked     that    the  I 
stipend     which     the     Government     had ' 
been   used  to  pay  to  him  should  be  re- 
tained  as    a^nst  the  hut   tax  claimed 
from  him.     He  was  referred  to  the  Dis- 
trict    Commissioner     at     Kwalu,     and 
threatened  with  arrest  if  he  remained  in 
Freetown.    He  wrote  to  Sir  Samuel  Lewis, 
passionately  representing  his  grievances, 
and  asking  him  to  intercede   with    the 
Governor  on  behalf  of  himself  and  his 
people.     A  charge  of  resisting  with  arms 
the  authority   of  the   Government    was 
made  against  him  by  the  District  Com- 
missioner of  the  Ronietta  district,   and 
the  Grovemor  informed  him  (10th  March, 
1898)  that  he  would  hold  no  communica- 
tion with  him,  and  that  he  must  surrender 
himself  to  the  District  Commissioner  at 
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Kwalu ;  otherwise  he  would  be  arrested. 
Bai  Kompah,  after  a  time,  returned  to  his 
country,  and  shortly  afterwards  died. 
Bai  Kompah  had  been  a  very  loyal  chief, 
and  all  the  Kwaia  country  (which  abuts 
upon  the  colony  of  Sierra  Leone)  had 
been  very  loyal.  Amongst  his  country- 
men he  was  considered  a  special  friend  of 
the  English.  Pa  Nembana,  who  was 
next  in  rank  to  Bai  Kompah  in  the 
Kwaia,  was  taken  as  a  prisoner  to 
Kwalu,  and  put  upon  his  trial  on  the 
information  of  Chief  Smart.  The  charge 
was  (1)  Intimidating  Chief  Smart,  in 
that  he  unlawfully  conspired  with  other 
chiefs  to  prevent  Chief  Smart  in  paying 
his  lawful  dues,  *the  House  Tax,'  and 
using  his  influence  with  other  chiefs  to 
do  the  same.  (2)  Not  obeying  the 
orders  of  the  Acting  District  Commis- 
sioner, contained  in  a  letter  of  31st  De- 
cember, 1898.  The  sentence  awarded  by 
Captain  Moore,  Acting  District  Commis- 
sioner, was  (1)  deprivation  of  his  chief- 
tainship— an  order  the  District  Commis- 
sioner had  no  jurisdiction  to  make  ;  (2),. 
twelve  months'  imprisonment  with  hard 
labour — the  hard  labour  being  also  outside 
of  the  District  Commissioner's  jurisdic- 
tion ;  and  (3)  thirty-six  lashes.  Fortu- 
nately, the  Governor  remitted  the  lashes. 
It  will  be  seen,  on  looking  at  the  evi- 
dence, which  is  printed  in  the  Appendix, 
that  there  is  no  evidence  of  conspiracy  or 
of  intimidation,  what  was  said  by  Pa 
Nembana  not  being  a  threat  but  a  warn- 
ing of  danger.  The  second  count  in  the 
charge  expresses  no  offence  ;  the  duty  of 
paying  the  hut  tax  is  under  the  Pro- 
tectorate Ordinance  a  civil  liability 
(Section  43-49).  No  order  or  warning  to 
pay  could  convert  the  non-payment  into 
a  crime.  The  District  Commissioner's 
letter  is  simply  in  the  position  of  a  tax- 
gatherer's  notice."  It  only  remains,  to 
complete  the  comment  upon  these  out- 
rages in  the  name  of  law,  that  Chief 
Smart,  upon  whose  information  they 
were  perpetrated,  was  a  chief  "  who  mucn 
desired  to  stand  well  with  the  Govern- 
ment," and  who  was  subsequently  con- 
victed of  suborning  false  evidence.  It  is 
needless  to  multiply  cases  ;  all  through 
the  Report  it  is  the  same  story  of  arrests, 
handcuffing,  penal  imprisonment,  sen- 
tences of  the  lash,  acts  of  violence,  cul- 
minating sometimes  in  death  or  murder, 
and  robbery.  Even  the  less  shocking 
incidents  of  the  treatment  are  aggravated 
by  the  fact  that  the  indignities  heaped  upon 
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the  Chiefs  were  inflicted  often  by  Frontier 
policemen  who  had  been  the  slaves  of  the 
chiefs  whom  they  maltreated.  Now,  let 
us  hear  what  the  High  Commissioner  and 
late  Chief  Justice  has  to  say  upon  this 
part  of  the  matter.  This  is  what  he  says 
on  page  34  of  his  Report  : 

"Apart  altogether  from  the  law  of  the 
matter,  the  broad  fact  that  these  chiefs  were 
arrested,  sentenced,  and  afterwards  dealt  with 
in  gaol  as  malefactors  in  connection  with  the 
attempt  to  collect  this  hut  tax,  was  of  the 
.gravest  si^ificance.  It  aroused  wonder  and 
bitter  indignation.  I  am  tempted  to  quote  a 
few  of  the  very  expressive  words  used  by 
Bokari  Bamp  himself  in  reference  to  his  posi- 
tion :  *  Since  the  time  of  our  ancestors  up  to 
the  present  time  there  has  never  been  such  dis- 
grsuce  to  one  of  our  chiefs  as  this  prison  dress 
which  I  wear.  You  can  find  our  character  in 
the  records.  No  chief  crowned  by  the  Queen 
has  been  put  into  prison  without  disobeying 
the  law  except  this  year.  .  .  .  We  have 
had  to  break  stones.  As  I  am  telling  you 
now,  my  heart  is  bleeding  with  tears.  .  .  . 
We  have  been  brought  to  prison  through  the 
hut  tax,  and  our  country  is  being  destroyed.' 
As  matter  of  construction  of  the  Ordinance 
[adds  the  Commissioner],  and  as  matter  of  in- 
ference from  the  manner  in  which  the  Govern- 
ment is  wont  to  deal  with  aboriginal  races,  I 
am  satisfied  that  it  never  was  intended  that 
those  who  neglected  or  delayed,  or  even  re- 
fused, to  pay  the  hut  tax  should  be  treated  as 
felons.     Yet  this  is  what  was  done." 

I  remember  during  the  Debate,  a  week 
a^o,  upon  the  Colonial  Vote,  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman  opposite  spoke  of  outrages 
committed  upon  British  coloured  subjects 
by  the  burghers  of  the  Transvaal,  and 
declared  with  an  indignation  which,  I 
thought,  did  him  credit,  that  no  other 
country  in  the  world  would  tolerate  such 
outrages.  I  could  not  help  wondering  at 
the  time  whether  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man could  have  in  his  mind  this  Report, 
which  had  been  in  his  hands  for  months 
when  he  made  that  statement.  Have 
any  outrages  been  committed  on  British 
subjects  in  the  Transvaal  which 
exceed  in  cruelty  those  to  which  I  have 
referred,  and  which  are  to  be  found 
scattered  all  over  this  Report  of  the  High 
Commissioner  1  And  it  is  to  be  remem- 
bered that  all  these  things  took  place  be- 
fore the  rising  of  the  ^lendis  which  cul- 
minated in  the  massacre  of  so  many 
British  subjects,  white  and  coloured,  men 
and  women.  In  answer  to  a  question 
this  afternoon  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
shortly  described  Bai  Bureh  as  a  tur- 
bulent chief,  but  at  least  it  ought  to  be 
recalled  to  his  credit  that  he  had  been  our 
ally,  and  had  fought  side  by 
Mr,  Hedderwick, 


side  with  us  in  former  years.  But, 
suppose  the  accusation  well  founded, 
what  has  Bai  Bureh's  turbulence  of  char- 
acter to  do  with  the  question?  The 
point  is.  Was  he  legally  or  illegally 
treated  in  connection  with  this  tax  % 
Upon  this  question  the  opinion  of  Sir 
David  Chalmers  leaves  no  doubt  what- 
ever.    He  says,  page  38  : 

"  It  ought  to  emphasised  that  the  arrest  of 
Bai  Bureh  which  teas  intended,  and  the  attempt 
to  effect  which  led  to  the  collision^  was  aggres- 
sion pure  and  simple  on  the  part  of  the  autho- 
rities. Even  if  it  were  thought  that  refusal  to 
pay  the  tax  would  justify  arrest,  the  evidence 
clearly  shows  that  when  Captain  Sharpe 
marched  against  Bai  Bureh  no  demand  had 
reached  him,  and  that  he  had  not  refused  to 
pay.  In  Sir  F.  Cardew's  minute  of  15th  Feb- 
ruary there  are  allusions  to  chai^ges  against 
Bai  Bureh,  of  which  he  is  expected  to 
be  convicted,  whilst  as  yet  he  had  committed 
no  offence." 

The  story  of  the  "Timinis  "  is  of  a  piece 
with  all  the  rest.  It  is  a  tale  of  expedi- 
tions, attacks,  destruction  of  villages, 
sinking  of  boats,  and  shooting  and  slay- . 
ing  of  natives,  while,  so  far  as  our 
Frontier  Force  was  concerned,  not  a 
soul  seems  to  have  received  a  scratch — 
a  fact  which  throws  a  world  of  light 
upon  the  alleged  hostility  of  the 
tribe.  Such,  in  short,  is  the  lamentable 
history  of  this  farce  of  civilisation  and 
benignant  rule  that  has  been  carried  on 
in  the  name  of  the  Queen  in  the  hinter- 
land of  Sierra  Leone.  It  is  a  story  which 
must  make  every  man  who  takes  a  just 
pride  in  the  name  of  England,  and  the 
traditions  of  his  race,  sick  at  heart  to 
ponder  over.  It  may  be  said  that  all 
this  belongs  now  to  the  past — what  of 
the  future?  So  far  as  I  can  see  from 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman's  despatch, 
we  have  learned  little  or  nothing  by  so 
terrible  and  costly  an  experience.  The 
High  Commissioner,  in  his  Report,  recom- 
mends an  amnesty,  in  order  to  give 
pause  and  peace  to  the  distracted  Protec- 
torate, and  he  urgently  counsels  the 
repeal  of  this  odious  hut  tax.  But  the 
right  hon.  Gentleman  the  Colonial  Sec- 
retary throws  the  High  Commissioner 
over,  approves  of  the  tax,  and  sanctions 
its  continuance.  He  does  this  on  the 
recommendation  of  Sir  Frederick  Cardew, 
who  calmly  sets  aside  the  Report  on  the 
ground  that  the  Commissioner  has  been 
misled  by  the  evidence,  and  has  been 
imposed  upon ;  that  is  to  say,  the  man 
who  has  spent  many  years  of  his  life 
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00  the  Gold  Coast,  daily  hearing 
and  trying  native  cases  and  in 
the  sifting  of  native  evidence — this 
man's  Report  and  his  conclusions  are 
calmly  waived  aside  by  Sir  Frederick 
Cardew,  a  man  whose  career  has  been 
mainly  spent  in  military  service  in  India. 
Sir  Frederick  Cardew  says,  as  if  in 
triumph,  that  the  tax  is  now  being 
paid ;  and  no  doubt  the  Colonial  Secre- 
tary, upon  this  statement,  founds  his 
sanction  for  its  continuance.  But  the 
Commissioner  points  out  in  his  Report 
that  the  tax  in  many  cases  was  paid  by 
means  of  borrowed  money,  and  he  also 
states  that  no  doubt  the  tax  might  con- 
tinue to  be  paid  for  some  time  with 
money  borrowed  at  ruinous  rates.  The 
right  hon.  Gentleman  finds  a  further 
defence  for  the  policy  he  is  pursuing,  in 
the  fact  that  the  French  are  imposing  a 
similar  tax  in  the  interi6r.  We  know 
Kttle  or  nothing  of  the  conditions  of  life  in 
the  interior,  but  I  should  have  thought  that 
the  last  person  in  the  world  to  hold  up  to 
this  country  as  a  model  for  our  colonial 
enterprise  the  methods  adopted  by 
France  would  have  been  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman  opposite.  We  have  little  to 
learn  from  the  French  in  the  art  of 
successful  colonisation.  Their  ideas 
differ  very  widely  from  ours.  So 
far  as  I  can  gather  from  the  despatch 
of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  these  are 
his  only  reasons  for  continuing  this  ob- 
noxious tax.  In  my  opinion  they  are 
▼holly  inadequate.  I  have  endeavoured 
to  present  this  case  to  the  House  with 
studious  moderation.  It  is  a  case  which 
would  readily  lend  itself  to  the  use  of 
strong  language  and  picturesque  adjec- 
tives. I  have  preferred  to  let  the  facts 
speak  for  themselves.  I  think  they  do 
so  with  an  eloquence  to  which  rhetorical 
Art  could  add  little  or  nothing.  From 
the  evidence  in  this  Report,  I  think  it  is 
proved  that  the  hut  tax  was  the  main 
And  sole  cause  of  the  insurrection.  In 
my  opinion  it  is  a  cruel  tax,  because  it 
equals,  if  it  does  not  exceed,  the  value  of 
the  property  upon  which  it  is  levied,  and 
it  has  been  illegally  and  barbarously  en- 
forced. It  is  an  impolitic  tax,  for  it  has 
destroyed  the  trade  of  the  Protectorate 
for  the  time  being. 


The  SECRETARY  of  STATE  for 
THE  COLONIES  (Mr.  J.  Chamberlain, 
Birmingham,  W.)  dissented. 


♦Mr.  HEDDERWICK  :  The  right  hon. 
Gentleman  shakes  his  head,  but  I  have 
quoted  a  statement  of  Sir  Frederic  Car- 
dew's  to  the  effect  that,  owing  to  these 
disturbances,  the  value  of  exports  de- 
creased by  £47,000,  which  is  almost  the 
total  amount  of  the  revenue  derived  from 
the  trade  in  the  Protectorate  of  Sierra 
Leone.  I  say  it  is  an  impolitic  tax,  because 
it  has  destroyed  the  trade  of  the  Protec- 
torate for  the  time  being,  estranged  the 
confidence  of  a  loyal  people,  and  driven 
some  of  them,  at  all  events,  into  insur- 
rection and  savage  acts  of  revenge.  I 
acknowledge  the  great  value  of  the  right 
hon.  Gentleman's  conduct  of  colonial  affairs 
in  the  main.  I  admit  frankly  that  he 
has  exhibited  a  firmness  of  mind 
which  is  in  strange  contrast  with  the  in- 
firmity of  purpose  exhibited  by  the 
Government  in  other  directions  which  it 
might  be  invidious  to  mention.  He  has 
made  a  great  office  of  what  has  too  often 
been  a  perfunctory  post.  But  every 
virtue  has  the  defect  of  its  own  quality, 
and  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  in  this 
instance  the  right  hon.  Gentleman's  firm- 
ness has  degenerated  into  opinionativeness. 
Upon  the  evidence  of  tne  right  hon. 
Gentleman's  own  Commissioner^  Report, 
the  imposition  upon  the  Protectorate  of 
this  tax  was  an  error.  It  is  sometimes 
wise,  though  it  may  always  be  disagree- 
able, to  confess  an  error  and  to  make 
reparation  where  reparation  is  possible. 
In  this  case  reparation  is  impossible ;  yet 
if  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  cannot  repair 
the  mischief  of  the  past,  he  may  at  least, 
by  declining  to  continue  this  tax,  avoid  a 
recurrence  of  calamity  and  certainly 
relieve  the  people  of  the  Protectorate 
from  a  burthen  they  can  hardly  bear. 

♦Sir  WILFRID  LAWSON  (Cumber- 
land, Cockermouth) :  I  should  like  to 
make  a  few  observations  upon  the  Second 
Reading  of  this  Bill.  After  all  the 
Second  Reading  of  the  Appropriation  Bill 
is  an  occasion  which  we  are  entitled  to 
take  advantage  of,  because  we  shall  not 
be  able  to  speak  in  Parliament  upon  these 
subjects  probably  for  another  six  months. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  enormous  sums 
of  money  which  we  are  asked  to  appro- 
priate to-day  arise  in  consequence  of  the 
policy  which  the  Government  have 
adopted.  The  large  sums  voted  for 
military  purposes  show  by  their  very 
nature  that  the  policy  adopted  is  not  a 
sound  one.      Any  policy  which  requires 
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£50,000,000  to  be  expended  on  arma- 
ments to  keep  it  going  is,  in  my  opinion, 
by  that  very  fact,  proved  to  be  a  bad  policy. 
This  does  not  seem  to  do  us  any  good, 
for  the  more  money  you  spend  the  more 
scares  you  have.  Since  the  Government 
came  into  office  we  have  had  the  American 
scare,  the  Russian  scare,  the  French  scare, 
and  now  we  have  the  Transvaal  scare. 
I  think  we  ought  to  have  a  parting  word 
about  the  latter  scare,  although  some  hon. 
Members  think  enough  has  been  said 
already.  I  remember  on  one  occasion,  when 
there  was  some  trouble  with  Russia,  we 
were  told  before  we  departed  that  no 
change  of  policy  would  be  made,  but  a 
fortnight  after  that  the  Indian  troops 
were  sent  to  attack  the  Russians.  There- 
fore we  ought  to  be  very  cautious  in 
giving  the  Government  an  entirely 
free  hand,  and  we  ought  to  get  all 
the  information  we  can  out  of  them 
as  to  their  intentions  before  we  break  up. 
We  have  been  told  that  the  honour  and 
integrity  of  the  Empire  depends  upon 
what  we  do  in  the  Transvaal,  and  I  agree 
with  that.  I  do  think  that  the  honour 
and  integrity  of  the  Empire  is  very  much 
at  stake  in  matters  of  this  kind,  and  I 
will  just  take  this  opportunity  to  read  to 
the  House  a  few  sentences  from  the 
Spectator  newspaper,  which  says  : 

"Let  our  leaders  never  forget  to  tell  the 
people  that  an  Empire  can  only  continue  when 
It  has  a  moral  basis.  Once  try  to  base  an 
Empire  on  greed  or  self-interest  and  it  must 
perish." 

That    is  different  to  the    idea    of    the 
hon.  Member  for  the  Ecclesall  Division 
of    Sheffield.     I   quote  it   because   that 
is    the    position    of    the    "Little    Eng- 
lander,"  who  believes  that  morals  ought 
to  influence  politics  and  not  simply  greed. 
I  consider  that  our  Boer  policy  is  based 
upon  a  most   immoral  basis.      The  pro- 
posal is  that  we  should  break  a  solemn 
Convention   which   we  made    with    the 
Boers,  under  which  they  were  to   have 
perfect    independence  to    manage  their 
own  afiairs,  with  the  exception  that  we 
were  to  have  a  veto  upon  their  Treaties 
with  Foreign  States.    That  was  the  whole 
thing  as  far  as  I  understand  it.   The  First 
Lord  of  the  Treasury  in  a  speech  the  other 
day  said  that  he  thought  the  whole  of 
this  trouble  arose  on  account  of  what 
Mr.  Gladstone  did  in  the  matter. 

Sir  JVUfrid  Lawson. 


The  first  LORD  of  the  TREA- 
SURY (Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour,  Manchester, 
E.) :  I  never  said  that. 

♦Sir  WILFRID  LAWSON  :  Well,  the 
right  hon.  Gentleman  said  something  very 
like  that,  at  any  rate.  When  the  late 
Lord  Randolph  ChurchiD  went  out  to 
that  country  he  recanted  all  he  had 
ever  said  about  it,  and  declared  that 
he  was  convinced  that  if  Mr.  Glad- 
stone had  not  adopted  the  policy  he 
did  the  Cape  would  have  been  lost. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  question  of  the 
franchise  is  a  question  which  an  inde- 
pendent country  has  entirely  in  its  own 
hands.  And  yet  for  this  we  have  the 
honour  of  England  trailed  in  the  mud, 
furious  despatches  written,  troops  moved, 
and  cowardly  threats  of  war.  Never  before 
has  this  country  been  so  humiliated  by 
any  policy  as  by  that  of  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman.  Putting  aside  all  question 
of  abstract  right,  what  justification  have 
we  at  all  for  interfering  1  It  appears  to 
me  the  grounds  put  forward  are  abso- 
lutely rimculous.  First  of  all,  it  is  said 
that  the  registration  is  badly  attended 
to,  that  people  do  not  get  registered  at  a 
sufficiently  early  period.  That  is  exactly 
what  is  done  here.  The  whole  object 
of  our  registration  laws  is  to  prevent 
people  getting  on  the  register — to  keep 
them  off  as  long  as  possible.  Then  we 
are  told  that  the  Boer  Government  is  an 
oligarchy.  Fancy  this  country  com- 
plaining of  an  oligarchy  when  we  have 
the  House  of  Lords  !  I  see  the  hon. 
Member  for  South  Tyrone  sitting  oppo 
site,  and  when  he  speaks  one  may 
suppose  he  speaks  for  the  Government. 
He  said  not  many  years  ago  that  no- 
body outside  a  lunatic  asylmn  defends  the 
House  of  Lords.  Yet  there  is  a  great 
outcry  against  the  Boers  because  their 
Government  is  an  oligarchy  1  Then  we 
are  told  they  will  not  let  people  hold 
public  meetings.  You  will  not  let  people 
have  public  meetings  in  Ireland. 

An  Hon.  Member  :  Quite  right ! 

♦Sir  WILFRID  LAWSON:  It  may 
be  right  or  it  may  be  wrong,  but  why 
cry  out  against  the  Boers  for  doing  the 
same  thing  1  Then  there  is  the  liquor  traffic. 
We  are  told  that  President  Kruger  does 
not  put  down  the  liquor  traffic  as  he 
ought  to  do.  Put  down  the  liquor 
trfSic  1    Why  do  you  not  put  it  down 
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here  \i  jou  really  object  to  it?  Here 
the  country  is  getting  ^30,000,000, 
nearly  one-third  o?  its  revenue,  from 
selling  drink,  and  although  you  cannot 
keep  even  this  House  free  from  drink, 
you  say  you  are  going  to  war  upon  Oom 
raul  because  he  will  not  put  down  the 
liquor  traffic  !  I  never  heard  anything 
more  absurd.  Then  it  is  said  that  the 
Government  is  corrupt.  The  Govern- 
ment corrupt  1  WTiat  have  we  been 
doing  for  the  last  four  years  1  Pouring 
out  the  people's  money  like  water  for  the 
benefit  of  private  individuals — English 
landowners,  Irish  landowners,  Church 
schools  and  churches.  And  then  we  say 
we  will  go  to  war  with  Oom  Paul  because 
he  is  corrupt  !  Then  it  is  said  the 
people  are  very  much  oppressed.  I 
should  like  to  know  why  they  go  there. 
Nobody  told  them  to  go.  They  went  there 
to  make  money,  and  they  are  making  it 
fast  enough.  Because  of  these  grievances, 
the  same  as  we  endure  in  this  country, 
the  war-druna  is  beat,  and  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman  makes  speeches  full  of  sound 
and  fur}'',  but,  I  hope,  signifying  nothing. 
For  this  the  colonies  send  offers  of 
assistance — what  for  1  To  crush  30,000 
Boers.  I  really  do  not  know  which 
country  appeai-s  the  more  ridiculous — the 
country  which  oflfers  or  the  country 
which  is  ready  to  receive  the  assistance. 
These  people  think  it  a  fine  thing  to 
offer  to  send  troops  to  help  us,  knowing 
that  we  are  so  strong  that  in  a  war  there 
could  be  no  question  of  what  the  result 
would  be.  The  right  hon.  Gentleman  often 
reminds  me  of  a  French  statesman  who 
when  he  died  had  this  epitaph  written  upon 
him — "  He  spent  his  life  in  going  to  the 
rescue  of  the  strongest."  All  I  can  say 
is  that  I  do  not  believe  public  opinion  will 
endorse  the  policy  of  that  trinity  of  mis- 
chief—The Colonial  Secretary,  Sir  Alfred 
Milner,  and  Mr.  Rhodes,  and  I  hope  that 
during  the  recess  there  will  be  'such  a 
demonstration  of  feeling  as  to  prevent 
this  shameful  and  cowardly  policy  having 
any  chance  of  success. 

Mr,  C.  p.  SCOTT  (Lancashire,  Leigh) : 
I  think  it  would  be  useful  to  hear  from 
the  Government  on  what  grounds  we  pro- 
pose to  settle  this  controversy  with  the 
Transvaal  Do  we  intend  to  settle  it  on 
the  ground  of  right,  or  on  the  ground  of 
force,  and  what  is  called  national  inteiest  ? 
The  hon.  Member  for  the  Ecclesall  Divi- 
sion was  very  frank  ^vith  us.     He  told  us 
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that,  so  far  as  he  was  concerned,  he  put 
the  question  of  interest  first  and  duty 
second.  Will  he  dispute  that  it  is  our 
duty  to  observe  the  principles  of  justice  % 
He  frankly  confessed  he  would  place  the 
interest  of  this  country  before  any  con- 
siderations of  justice  or  right,  and  we 
should  be  glad  to  know  whether  or  not 
that  view  is  shared  by  the  Government. 
Until  we  are  told  that  this  question  is  ta 
be  settled  simply  by  right  and  might,  we 
are  entitled  to  assume  that  the  Govern- 
ment will  endeavour  to  settle  it  upon 
grounds  of  justice  and  policy. 

Sir  E.  ASHMEAD  -  BARTLETT  : 
Policy ! 

Mr.  C.  p.  SCOT'T  :  I  would  remind 
the  hon.  Member  that  no  policy  can  be 
sound  which  is  not  based  upon  justice, 
and  no  policy  with  any  other  foundation 
can  in  the  end  redound  to  the  credit  or 
honour  of  the  country.  It  must  be 
admitted,  even  by  the  hon.  Member  for 
the  Ecclesall  Division,  that  as  far  as  the 
treaty  is  concerned  we  have  absolutely  no 
right  whatever  to  insist  upon  settling  this 
question  of  the  franchise  or  any  other 
domestic  question  in  the  Transvaal 
according  to  our  pleasure.  But  we  are 
told  there  is  something  beyond  the 
treaty,  there  is  something  called  a  suzer- 
ainty— some  great  and  wide  power  which 
is  over  and  above  any  expressed  consider- 
ations in  the  treaty.  In  that  connection 
I  would  quote  the  instructions  which 
were  given  by  Lord  Kimberley  before 
the  Convention  of  1881.  That  was  the 
treaty  in  the  preamble  of  which  the 
suzerainty  was  expressly  established. 
Lord  Kimberley  explained  the  suzerainty 
with  perfect  fairness  in  the  despatch  of 
the  31st  March  to  Sir  Herculei  Ik>binson^ 
and  again  in  his  negotiation  with  regard 
to  this  treaty.     He  said  : 

"  Entire  freedom  of  action  will  be  accorded 
to  the  Transvaal  Government,  so  far  as  is  not 
inconsistent  to  the  rights  expressly  reserved 
to  the  suzerain  power." 

Then  he  goes  on  to  say  : 

"  The  term  *  suzerainty '  has  been  chosen  as 
most  conveniently  describing  superiority  over 
a  State  possessmg  independent  rights  of 
Government,  subject  to  reservation  with  refer- 
ence to  certain  specified  points.'* 

You  cannot  have  the  matter  more  clearly 
or  precisely  explained   than  is  done  in 
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those  instructions  of  Lord  Kimberley  to 
Sir  Hercules  Robinson.     He  says  that  the 
only  reservation  which  is  to  be  made  in 
respect  to  the  suzerainty  is  as  to  matters 
which  are  specified  in  the  treaty.     Even 
in  the  Convention  of  1881,  although  many 
matters  were  specified  as  reserved,  there 
was  no  mention  whatever  of  the  franchise 
or  any  other  domestic  question.     There- 
fore, even  supposing  that  the  Convention 
had  remained  intact,  and  the  suzerainty 
had  remained  intact,  which  is  a  disputed 
point,  it  only  entitles  us  to  interfere  in 
regard     to     certain     specified    matters, 
Among  which   the  franchise  is  not  one. 
That    Convention,    however,    has    been 
abrogated,    and   in  place  of  it  another 
Convention  was  substituted  which  also 
specified  certain  matters  reserved  to  the 
authority  of  the  Queen ;  and,  even  if  the 
suzerainty    survives,    it     gives     us    no 
right    to    interfere    in     the     domestic 
Affairs  of  the    Transvaal,  but  only   the 
right  of  interference  in  certain  specified 
matters.     Nothing  can  be  plainer  than 
that  the  contention  that  over  and  above 
the  matters  which  are  reserved  to  you 
by  the  first    or   the    second  Convention* 
you  have  certain  general  powers  of  inter- 
ference   as     suzerain,   is    absolutely   in- 
capable of  proof.       It   is  disproved  by 
this  despatch  of  Lord  Kimberley's.     We 
have  been    told  that  we    have   certain 
rights,  not  in  respect  of  the  treaty,  but 
of  the  protocol.  I  think  the  speech  of  the 
First  Lord  of  the  Treasury  a  short  time 
Ago,  in  which  great  stress  was  laid  upon 
it,  was  the  first  time  the  protocol    had 
been  disinterred.     But  is  it  not  a  mis- 
description to  speak  of  these  shorthand 
writer's  notes  as  a  protocol  of  the  treaty  ? 
By  referring  to  the  Blue  Book,  I  find  that 
there  were  meetings  between  the  Com- 
missioners   of     this     country    and    Mr. 
Kruger,  extending  over  twenty-two  days. 
They   discussed  all  manner  of  roatterS) 
And  these  discussions  were  taken  down 
by  the  shorthand  writer,  and  are  embodied 
in  this  Book  [exhibiting  Blue  Book].     In 
the  whole  course   of    those    discussions 
there  was  only  one  brief  reference  to  this 
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question    of     the     franchise,    and    that 
reference  was  quoted    by   the   Colonial 
Secretary  the  other  night.     Sir  Hercules 
Robinson  had  been  contending  for  free- 
dom of  trade,  and  Mr.  Kruger  said  there 
was  not  the  slightest  intention  of  inter- 
fering with  the  freedom  of  trade,  and 
that  there  would  be  equal  freedom  for 
everybody.    Then  Sir  Evelyn  Wood  said, 
"  And  equal  privileges  ?  "     To  which  Mr. 
Kruger  replied,  "  We  make  no  difference 
so  far  as  burgher  rights  are  concerned. 
There  may,  perhaps,  be  some  slight  dif- 
ference in  the  case  of  a  young  person  who 
has  just  come  into  the  country."    It  was 
afterwards  explained  that   "young  per- 
son "  is  mistranslated   from  the   Dutch ; 
it    should    really     be     "  new      comer." 
Sir    Hercules     Robinson,   who   was    the 
responsible    person,   did    not    take   the 
question  up;    on   the  contrary,   he  im- 
mediately    changed      the     conversation. 
There  was  no  reference  to  the  question  in 
the    treaty    or    convention,  and  simply 
because  of  that  casual  statement  of  Mr. 
Kruger's  this  allegation  of  bad  faith  is 
brought  forward.    An  accusation  on  more 
flimsy  grounds  was  never  made.     More- 
over, circumstances  changed.     So  long  as 
the  Boers  remained  in  a  passive  state, 
and  those  who  came  in  were  comparatively 
few,  and  presented   no    danger   to    the 
State,  the  old  franchise  law  remained.    It 
remained  for  several  years ;  but  then  came 
this  great  influx  of  new  comers,  and  it 
was  absolutely  necessary  that  there  should 
be  some  more  stringent    provision  with 
regard  to  aliens  and  the  naturalisation  of 
aliens.     The  period  was  raised  from  one 
to  five  years,  and,  while  I  think  the  Boers 
went  too  far,  no  protest  whatever  was  made 
by  this  country.  Even  when  the  period  was 
raised  to  fourteen  years  no  protest  was 
made,   and  twelve   or  more  years  have 
elapsed  without  the  slightest  protest  or 
objection.     Now  the  Colonial  Secretary 
comes  forward  and  is  prepared  to  make 
it  a  ground  for  war.     Anything  more  pre- 
posterous cannot  be  imagined,  in  point  of 
right,   equity,  or    international  decency, 
than  this  allegation  of  bad  faith  in  regard 
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to  the  franchise.  A  great  deal  of  im- 
portance has  been  attached  to  the  despatch 
of  Lord  Ripon  in  1894.  It  has  been 
alleged  that  in  some  way  Lord  Ripon  has 
supplied  a  pretext  or  parallel  for  the 
present  procedure  of  the  Colonial  Secre- 
tary. I  say  without  the  slightest  fear  of 
<X)ntradiction  that  that  statement  is  abso- 
lutely without  foundation.  What  did 
Lord  Ripon  do  ?  In  1894  he  wrote  two 
<iespatche8 — one  was  about  the  Swazis,  and 
the  other  was  the  despatch  which  is 
quoted  in  the  appendix  to  this  Blue  Book 
and  dated  October  19,  1894,  with  re- 
gard to  certain  grievances.  Lord  Ripon 
wrote: 


"  I  now  proceed  to  deal  with  certain  q^ues- 
tioQs  which  stand  in  need  of  solution  it  the 
relations  of  this  country  with  the  South  African 
RepubUe  are  to  be  placed  on  a  satisfactoiy 


ijuite  right.  There  were  certain  consti- 
tutional changes  desired,  and  Lord  Ripon 
l)^ed  Sir  Hercules  Robinson  to  urge  on 
the  Transvaal  Government  the  need  of 
tW  changes — but  he  did  it  in  connection 
wiA  the  Swazi  question.  He  did  not  put 
forward  a  threat ;  what  he  proposed  was 
^  l>areain.     He  said  : 


"President  Kruger  wants  something  from 
us  with  regard  to  Swaziland  ;  we  want  some- 
thing from  President  Kruger  in  connection 
^h  the  franchise.  I  beg  you  to  bring  this 
^natter  under  his  attention,  point  out  what  we 
want  and  why  we  want  it." 

There  was  not  the  slightest  suggestion  of 
the  use  of  force  or  threats  of  any  kind.  We 
wish  to  deal  with  this  matter  on  the 
broad  grounds  of  equity,  and,  above  all, 
we  wish  treaty  rights  to  be  respected,  and 
just  as  we  insist  on  the  treaty  obligations 
of  other  countries  towards  us  being 
carried  out,  we  have  a  right  to  ask  that 
the  executive  of  this  country  should  not 
themselves  infringe  the  treaty  which  they 
have  made,  and  that  the  honour  of  this 
nation  should  not  be  soiled  by  the  inflic- 
tion of  a  gross  injustice  upon  a  free  State 
by  the  use  of  the  overwhelming  forces  of 
this  country  in  a  cause  which  the  Govern- 
ment have  not  been  able  to  and  cannot 
defend. 

.  Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN :  After  listen- 
ing to  the  speech  of  the  hon.  Gentleman 
who  has  just  sat  down  and  of  the  hon. 


Baronet  who  preceded  him,  I  confess  I  can- 
not honestly  congratulate  President  Kruger 
on  his  advocates  in  this  House.  It  is  not 
that  they  are  not  wanting  in  enthusiasm. 
There  is  plenty  of  enthusiasm  for  the 
cause  which  they  have  undertaken — or 
rather  for  any  cause  which  is  not  the 
cause  of  their  own  country  or  their  own 
countrymen.  But  I  venture  to  think 
that  their  enthusiasm  is  not  accom- 
panied with  much  discretion.  The  speech 
of  the  hon.  Gentleman  who  has  just 
sat  down  appeared  to  me  to  be  really 
an  argument  between  the  Manchester 
Gnardtan  and  the  Daily  Nev:Sy  with  which 
I  really  have  no  concern.  I  do  not  think 
that  either  of  the  two  hon.  Gentlemen  or 
the  House  will  expect  that  at  this  time  of 
the  session  I  should  enter  into  a  belated 
sequel  of  the  Debate  of  Friday  week  last, 
when  there  was  a  full  discussion  of  every- 
thing that  concerned  all  our  differences 
with  the  Transvaal.  On  that  occasion 
I  Her  Majesty's  Government  explained  as 
j  clearly  as  possible  what  was  their  policy 
I  and  what  were  the  grounds  of  that  policy. 
I  Nothing  has  happened  since  to  change 
our  view.  Nothing  has  changed  in  the 
situation,  and,  therefore,  I  have  nothing 
to  add  to  and  nothing  to  withdraw  from 
the  statement  which  was  then  made  on 
behalf  of  the  Government.  I  cannot 
account  for  the  action  of  the  hon. 
Members  in  thus  seeking  to  re-open  a 
Debate  which  came  to  a  satisfactory 
conclusion. 


An  Hon.  Member  :  No. 


Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN  :  On  Friday 
week  neither  of  these  hon.  Members  had 
the  courage  to  divide  the  House  and 
challenge  that  policy  which  the  hon. 
Member  who  has  just  sat  down  described 
as  involving  injuriously  the  honour  of 
this  country. 


Mr.  a.  J.  BALFOUR:  "Soiled  the 
honour  of  this  country." 

Mr.  J. CHAMBERLAIN:  Yes,  "soiled 
the  honour  of  the  country."  The  hon. 
Member  was  here  on  Friday  week.  Why 
did  he  not  then  divide  the  House  and  test 
the  feeling  of  the  House  with  regard  to 
the  soiling  of  the  honour  of  the  country  ? 
He  did  not  divide  the  House,  because  he 
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knew  he  could   not   have  taken  twenty  | 
Members  of  the  House   into   the  lobby 
with  him. 


Hon.  Members  :  Oh,  oh  ! 

An  Hon.  Member  :  It  is  not  true.         , 

Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN :  After  that, 
it  is  ridiculous,  at  this  time  of  the  session, 
for  the  hon.  Member  to  get  up  and  now 
challenge  what  he  then  refused  to  diiide 
upon.  I  come  now  to  a  much  more 
important,  a  much  more  serious  question, 
and  that  is  the  question  raised  with  great 
moderation  hy  the  hon.  Member  for 
Wick.  I  do  not  blam*^  him  in  the  least 
for  raising  a  matter  of   very  great  im- 

Eortance,  on  which  there  may  very  well 
e  two  opinions  in  the  House.  It  is  a 
question  which  involves  policy  in  respect 
to  the  future  as  well  as  in  the  past.  I 
can  take  no  exception  to  the  language  in 
which  he  introduced  the  subject,  except 
for  the  complaint  he  has  made  that  it  was 
a  very  remarkable  fact  that  the  Report 
of  Sir  David  Chalmers  should  have  been 
in  the  hands  of  the  Colonial  Secretary  for 
^ve  months  before  it  was  presented  to 
the  House.  I  do  not  suppose  that  the 
hon.  Member  intended  it,  but  that  remark 
conveyed  the  imputation  that  the  Report 
was  withheld.  That  would  be  unfair, 
and  I  do  not  think  the  hon.  Member 
intended  to  convey  that.  I  will  tell  the 
House  exactly  what  the  facts  were.  The 
Report  was  delivered  in  the  first  in- 
stance in  an  unofficial  form.  I  desired 
to  communicate  with  Sir  David  Chalmers 
on  the  subject,  and  I  asked  him  to  give 
me  an  interview.  Unfortunately,  owing 
to  illness,  which  was  very  much  due  to 
his  labours  in  this  matter,  Sir  David 
Chalmers  was  unable  to  see  me,  and 
I  had,  therefore,  to  put  in  the  Report 
without  the  opportunity  of  first  discussing 
it  with  him.  That  caused  a  delay  of,  per- 
haps, a  fortnight.  The  Report  contained 
accusations  against  officials.  Now,  as 
Colonial  Secretary,  I  have  a  serious  re- 
sponsibility with  reference  to  all  officials 
in  the  colonial  service.  They  are  not 
able  to  speak  for  themselves;  they 
speak  through  me.  They  are  bound  to 
keep  quiet,  to  keep  silent,  and,  of  course, 
I  am  responsible  for  their  action  if  I  en- 
dorse it.  But  when  their  conduct  is  in 
any  way  impugned  it  is  my  first  duty  to 
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give    them    an     opportunity    to    reply. 
Accordingly,     before     presenting      this 
Report  of  Sir  David  Chalmers,  I  thought 
it  necessary  to  inquire  of  Sir  Frederick 
Cardew.     He  necessarily  took  some  time 
to  consider  so    important  a  document^ 
and  the  moment    his   reply   came   into 
my  hands  it    was    investigated   by   the 
Department     and     by    myself.     Not    a 
moment  was  lost,  and  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble   after    anything   like    an     impartial 
judgment  was  come  to  the  whole  of  the 
Papers    were   presented    to   the  House. 
Now,  Sir  David  Chalmers  was  selected 
by  me  to  make  an  inquiry  into  the  diffi- 
cult situation  which  had  arisen  in  Sierra 
Leone.       I  have  not  one  word    to  say 
against  him.     He  was  recommended  to 
me  by  his  long  experience  of  his  work 
and    his   most  valuable  public  services. 
He  had  been  Chief  Justice,  and  he  was 
therefore    naturally  supposed    to    have, 
and  rightly  supposed  to  have,  a  judical 
and  impartial  mind,  and  he  most  patrio- 
tically agreed  to  go  out  to  a  country  of 
whose  climate  he  had  had  some  ej-perience. 
It  was  there,  I  am  afraid,  that  he  con- 
tracted the  seeds  of  new  disease,  and  he 
has  suff'ered  very  severely  in  consequence. 
Sir  David  Chalmers  was  selected  as  the 
most  impartial  and  judicious  man  I  could 
find,  and  I  am  most  thankful,  most  grate- 
ful, to  him  for  the  very  valuable  inquiries 
he   made.     I    think    he    has    placed    a 
most  valuable  number  of  facts  before  us ; 
and  although  I  have  not  found  myself 
able  to  agree  with  all  the  conclusions  at 
!  which  he  arrived,  I  am  none  the  less  sen- 
sible of  the  obligations  I  am    under  to 
him  for  the  inquiry  and  for  the   services 
he  has  done.     The  hon.  Member  seems  to 
have  made  a  mistake  at  the  outset.     He 
seems   to   think  that  in    appointing   Sir 
David  Chalmers  to  make  this  inquiry,  I 
was  bound  to  accept  the  result  of  his  iii- 
j  quiry.     No,  Sir ;  that  is  not  my  position 
,  at  all.     My  position  is  that  of  a  judge.     I 
employ  a  Commissioner  to  ascertain  as 
1  far  as  possible  the  facts,  and  I  have   to 
compare    those  facts  with    other    state- 
t  ments  in  my  possession,  and  eventually, 
to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  ability, 
i  to  do  justice  as  between  all   concerned. 
To  take  the  opinion  of  a  Commissioner 
,  appointed     to      make      inquiry,     with- 
out making  a  separate    inquiry    of   my 
i  own,  would  be  to  devolve  upon  this  Com- 
i  missioner  the  responsibility  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State.     I  cannot  get  rid  of  that 
I  responsibility  even  if  I  wisned  it  ;  but  let

me  point  out  that  if  I  had  accepted  every 
word  of  the  Report  of  the  Commissioner 
I  should  have  been  properly  open  to 
blame  from  those  who  would  say  that  I 
had  not  myself  investigated  the  subject- 
matter  of  this  Report.  Now,  in  doing 
justice  to  Sir  David  Chalmers,  who  was 
appointed  an  independent  and  impartial 
judge,  and  whose  character  is  not  in  the 
slightest  degree  called  in  question  in 
regard  to  this  business,  let  us  at  the  same 
time  not  forget  to  do  justice  to  Sir 
Frederick  Cardew.  He  is  a  gentleman  who 
has  spent  a  large  portion  of  his  life  in  the 
public  service,  witn  great  credit  to  himself, 
in  many  different  parts  of  the  world.  He 
was  appointed  to  his  present  position  by 
my  predecessor.  I  am  not  responsible  for 
that  appointment,  although  I  readily 
endorse  it.  But  I  think  Sir  Frederick 
Cardew  has  done  more  than  any  other 
Governor  of  Sierra  Leone  has  done  in 
inv^tigating  and  going  to  the  bottom  of 
Ae  circumstances  without  any  regard 
to  the  trouble  or  risk  to  himself. 
At  great  inconvenience  he  has  travelled 
in  every  part  of  what  is  after  all  a  wild, 
c&vage,  and  almost  an  untrodden  country. 
In  the  course  of  his  investigations,  which 
were  more  thorough  than  ever  made 
before,  this  is  what  he  found.  The  colony 
iA  Sierra  Leone  is  practically  little  more 
than  a  coast  strip,  which,  of  course,  has 
been  under  British  law  for  a  long  period. 
Behind  that  there  is  a  huge  ifinterland 
with  a  very  considerable  though  scattered 
population,  and  in  that  district  for  cen- 
wries  there  has  been  going  on  what  is 
usual  in  wild  tropical  parts  of  Africa — 
that  is,  the  brutal  customs  of  slavery  of 
the  worst  kind,  and,  what  is  worse  than 
slavery,  slave  raiding.  In  the  latter,  in 
slave  raiding,  a  husband  is  torn  from  his 
wife  and  from  his  family  to  be  carried  to 
another  part  of  the  country,  to  be  brutally 
treated  until  a  master  has  been  assigned 
to  Mm.  That  is  the  state  of  things  in  the 
Hinterland  of  Sierra  Leone,  as  in  all  parts 
of  our  West  African  possessions.  Was 
that  to  continue  ?  I  do  not  say  that  any- 
body was  to  blame.  After  all,  we  cannot 
do  more  than  is  in  our  power. 
The  progress  of  civilisation  must  be 
sradual.  When  the  boundaries  of  Sierra 
Leone  were  settled  for  us  by  the  treaty 
with  the  French  within  definite  limits, 
then  at  the  moment  when  we  undertook 
responsibilities  with  regard  to  our 
European  neighbours,  and  when  with  an 
increase  of  our  resources  it  became  within 


our  means  to  deal  with  such  a  state  of 
things  as  I  have  described,  it  became 
our  duty  to  take  the  steps  I  have  stated. 
Lord  Ripon,  writing  in  1 894,  said  that 
"  slave  raiding  has  been  the  root  of  the 
disturbances  in  the  Hinterland  of  Sierra 
Leone,  and  the  obligations  of  the  Brussels 
Act  bound  us  to  take  all  possible  steps  to 
put  this  practice  down."  It  was  certainly 
the  duty  of  the  British  Government  to 
take  all  possible  steps  to  secure  a  moderate 
amount  of  peace  and  order  in  the  Hinter- 
land, and,  above  all,  to  put  down  the 
abominable  practice  of  slave  raiding  and 
the  endless  tribal  wars.  With  that  object 
the  frontier  police  was  established.  It  is 
a  native  force,  and  let  me  say  at  once  a 
native  police  has  always  the  same  virtues 
and  weaknesses.  Its  virtues  are  loyalty 
to  its  officers  or  leaders,  hardiness  and 
endurance,  and  ability  to  perform  their 
work  under  most  difficult  circum- 
stances with  very  little  grumbling. 
Probably  a  cheaper  or  braver  force  never 
existed  than  some  of  these  African  forces 
under  British  officers.  But  its  weakness 
is  that  you  cannot  trust  the  West  African 
negro  by  himself.  He  is  a  most  excellent 
servant,  but  when  he  becomes  a  master, 
even  among  his  own  people,  he  is  tyran- 
nical, arbitrary,  and  cannot  be  depended 
upon.  So  it  is  with  these  people  of  Sierra 
Leone.  It  is  a  fact  that  bodies  of  district 
police  were  sent  out  without  white  officers 
to  control  them,  and  they  were  guilty 
occasionally  of  offences,  and,  without 
pressing  any  accusation  against  them,  at 
all  events,  their  presence  alone  without 
'  white  men  was  most  irritating  to  the 
I  chiefs  and  to  the  natives ;  and  that  was  to 
a  certain  extent  the  cause  of  the  troubles 
we  have  had  to  deal  with.  I  have  said  it 
is  absolutely  necessary,  if  this  country  is 
to  deal  with  the  question  of  slave  raiding 
in  the  Hinterland,  that  we  should  have  this 
frontier  police  and  some  sort  of  district 
jurisdiction.  Stepping  aside  for  one 
moment,  I  may  say  that  I  am  continually 
appealed  to  from  both  sides  of  the  House, 
as  my  predecessors  have  been,  to  put 
down  slavery  in  Africa.  My  own  sjrm- 
pathies  are  entirely  with  those  who 
make  this  appeal,  but  do  let  them 
recollect  that  if  this  policy  is 
insisted  upon,  as  I  think  it  ought  to 
be,  it  cannot  be  carried  out  without 
bloodshed.  You  cannot  have  it  both 
ways.  In  my  opinion  the  evil  caused  by 
slave  raiding  is  so  great  that  the  few  lives 
lost  in  putting  it  down  are  well  shed  in 
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comparison  with  the  numberless  lives 
which  are  lost  in  keeping  it  up.  Only,  do 
not  let  us  be  accused  of  making  wars  at 
the  same  time  as  we  are  appealed  to  to 
put  down  slavery.  You  cannot  make 
omelettes  without  breaking  eggs  ;  you 
cannot  put  down  slavery  without  having 
occasional  wars  and  bloodshed  in  West 
Africa.  There  was,  therefore,  a  necessity 
for  a  frontier  force.  That  costs  money — 
a  great  deal  of  money — and  district  juris- 
diction, even  of  an  imperfect  kind,  and 
the  spread  of  civilisation,  also  costs  money, 
and  we  had  to  raise  funds.  We  raised 
these  funds  by  a  hut  tax.  We  are  told  it 
was  \iTong,  but  nobody  has  suggested  an 
alternative.  Neither  by  the  hon.  Mem- 
ber opposite  nor  by  anybody  else  can  an 
alternative  be  suggested.  I  defy  anyone 
to  suggest  any  alternative  to  this  direct 
taxation,  if  the  money  is  to  be  found 
which  is  required  in  order  to  put  down 
slavery. 


♦Mr.  HEDDERWICK  :  Sir  Frederick 
Cardew  himself  suggests  an  increase  of 
the  duty  on  salt  and  tobacco. 


Mr.  J.  CHAMBEELAIN:  I  did  not  hear 
the  hon.  Gentleman  in  his  interruption, 
because  I  confess  I  have  been  shocked  by 
the  information  conveyed  to  me  since  I 
sat  down  that  Sir  David  Chalmers  died 
on  Saturday.  I  confess  I  am  glad  that 
in  the  earlier  portion  of  my  remarks  I 
said  nothing  derogatory  to  the  deceased 
gentleman's  character.  Groing  back  to 
the  argument  of  the  hon.  Gentleman,  the 
only  other  taxes  that  have  been  suggested 
are  those  suggested  to  me  by  the  Liver- 
pool and  Manchester  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce, but  the  income  from  these  sources 
would  be  totally  insufficient  to  pay  the 
cost  of  the  frontier  police.  I  should  be 
very  glad  to  be  assisted  in  carrying  out 
any  schemes  for  developing  the  colony, 
but  they  will  be  totally  inadequate  to  pro- 
vide the  money  which  is  necessary  for  the 
frontier  force.  That,  I  hope,  the  hon. 
Member  will  take  from  me,  and  I  am 
certain  that  without  increasing  the  taxes 
upon  imports — which  are  already,  if  any- 
thing, too  high,  and  which,  if  it  were 
done,  would  very  materially  lessen  the 
amount  of  trade — we  cannot  rely  upon 
securing  a  sufficient  revenue  without 
adopting  some  direct  taxation.  There  is 
this  advantage  in  a  hut  tax— it  has  nothing

to  do  with  the  value  of  the  hut;  it  i& 
like  a  poll  tax,  which  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  value  of  the  men ;  it  is  a  plan  of 
direct  taxation  very  cheap  in  its  collec- 
tion; it  is  not  excessive  m  amount;  it 
only  amounts  really  to  one  shilling  per 
head  of  the  population.  It  is  impossible 
to  conceive  of  any  direct  taxation  more 
moderate  in  extent  than  that.  And, 
further,  it  is  a  tax  with  which  the  natives 
are  fully  acquainted,  and  which  has 
been  hitherto  universally  successful.  It 
has  been  said  by  Miss  Kingsley,  a  traveller 
in  the  country,  that  the  hut  tax  is  par- 
ticularly objectionable  to  the  people  of 
the  Hinterland,  inasmuch  as  they  hold 
that  any  periodic  tax  in  the  shape  of  a 
hut  tax  constitutes  an  infringement  of 
their    right    of    property.     I    have    the 

freatest  respect  for  Miss  Kingsley  and 
er  investigations,  but  when  I  find  that 
her  views  are  not  shared  by  other 
travellers  in  the  Hinterland,  then  I  come 
back  to  the  pure  light  of  reason,  and  I 
wonder  whether  really  the  natives  are 
such  fools  as  Miss  Kingsley  thinks.  A& 
a  matter  of  fact  they  are  very  shrewd 
people  where  their  own  direct  interests- 
are  concerned,  and  I  am  quite  clear  they 
will  never  believe  that  their  proprietorship 
of  their  houses  is  in  any  way  infringed  by  a 
tax  of  this  kind,  when  experience  shows 
them  it  does  not  carry  with  it  any  other 
direct  or  indirect  interference  with  their 
property.  In  Liberia,  which  is  a  neigh- 
bouring country  similar  in  many  of  its 
circumstances,  there  is  a  poll-tax  of 
6s.  3d.  per  head,  six  times  at  least  the 
tax  which  we  are  levying  now  in  the 
Sierra  Leone  Hinterland.  In  the  French 
Soudan  there  is  a  tax  of  2f.  per  head,, 
nearly  twice  as  much  as  we  are  levying ; 
in  French  Guinea,  which  is  next  door  to 
ourselves,  there  is  actually  a  hut  tar^ 
which  has  been  levied  without  the  slightest 
difficulty,  of  lOf.  per  hut,  whereas  our 
tax  is  only  5s.  per  hut.  The  hon.  Mem- 
ber for  Wick  referred  to  a  case  of  a 
certain  chief ;  I  think  he  represented  him 
as  a  murdered  chief.  The  only  thine  I 
know  about  this  chief  is  that  he  levied  a 
hut  tax  of  lOs.  It  is  true  he  levied  10s. 
per  head  to  make  wb.t  against  us,  but  I 
do  not  think  that  shows  that  the  prin- 
ciple of  a  hut  tax  is,  at  all  events,  un- 
familiar or  altogether  unwelcome  to  tho 
natives  of  the  mnterland. 

♦Mr.  HEDDERWICK :    Was  that  a. 

fixed  tax  ? 
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Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN:  No,  certainly  ( 
it  was  not  a  fixed  tax.  That  is  the  beauty  ; 
of  it.    In  the  ease  of  any  tax  levied  by  ! 
British  authorities,  whether  in  the  Hin- 
terland of  Sierra  Leone  or  in  Egypt,  it  is 
a  fixed  tax.    Every  man  knows  what  he 
has  got  to  pay,  and  when  he  has  paid 
he  is  not  asked  to  pay  more.     When  he 
has  paid  he  knows  that  he  is  free.     But 
iu  the  case  of  these  chiefs,  as  in  the  case 
of  the  old  Pashas  of  the  Soudan,  the 
moment  the  tax  is  levied  the  people  who 
collect  it  double  or  treble  it,  and  there  is 
no  end  to  the  extortion.  A  hut  tax  levied 
by  a  chief  in   the   Hinterland  of  Sierra 
Leone  is  in  the  nature   of  an  irregular 
extortion ;  a  hut  tax  levied  by  us  is  in 
the  nature  of  a   local  rate.     Everybody 
knows  exactly  what  he  has  to  pay,  why 
he  has  to  pay  it,  what  he  gets  in  return 
for  it,  and   that  he  is  perfectly  safe  as 
soon    as  he   has  paid  it.     Under  these 
circumstances,     in     my     opinion,      Sir 
Frederick  Cardew  was  perfectly  justified, 
when  he  had  to  find  a  fund  to  establish 
a  frontier  police  force   and  enforce  the 
jurisdiction   we  instituted  in  the  Hinter- 
i^id,  to  look  to  a  hut  tax  in  order  to  give 
hhu  the  money.     We  are  told  that  the 
hut  tax  was   the  cause  of  the  war,  and 
ttat  was  no  doubt  the  view  of  Sir  David 
Chalmers.     After  all,   I    do    not    think 
the  difference  between  us  is  very  great, 
and  in  one  sense  I  agree  with  Sir  David 
Chalmers  and  those  who  take  this  view. 
The  hut  tax  was  the  spark  that  fired  the 
mine,  no  doubt ;  but  what  I  want  to  repre- 
sent to  the  House  is,  I  am  absolutely  con- 
vinced that  the  mine  was  there,  and  that 
it  must  have  exploded  with  or  without 
rhe  hut  tax  some  day  or  another.     I  find 
that  one  of  the  chiefs,  in  speaking  to  Dr. 
Bartley,  the    medical   officer,  used  some 
rather    characteristic    expressions.       He 
said  the  pot  of  soup  already  contained 
vegetables  and  meat,  by  which  he  meant 
slavery  and  the  interference  of  the  traders 
with    the   natives,  but    the    pepper,  by 
which   he   meant  the   hut  tax,  gave  the 
SL'asoning  to  set  the  pot  on  the  fire.   That 
native  view  I   believe  to  be  absolutely 
tnie.    In  the  same  way,  there  was  another 
chief  who  said   it  was   not  the  hut  tax 
that  start^  the  war,  but  the  belief  of  the 
chiefs  that  if  they  were  united  they  would 
Ih)  able  to  expel  the  British  and  return  to 
the  native  customs—  not  so  much  the  bar- 
barous  customs,   the   fetish  customs,   to 
which,    no   doubt,   many  of  the  savages 
are    attached,    but    principally    to    the 


custom  of  slavery       In   respect  to  the 
question  of   slavery,   one  of   the  chiefs, 
when  he  was  brought  up  for  trial  in  con- 
nection  with   one   of  the   murders  that 
took  place,  declared  that  what  he  com- 
plained   of   was    interference    with    his 
domestic    slaves  —  that  the    slaves  ran 
away,   and  that  they  had  no  means  of 
recovering  them.     That  was  to  destroy^ 
of  course,  a  great  property,  the  privileges 
of  the  chiefs,  and  naturally  they  were  all 
rendered  very  uneasy  by  the  progress  of 
civilisation  in  this  respect.     As  far  as  the 
chiefs    are    concerned,   it   seems  to   me 
certain    that    when     they    came   before 
Judge   Bonner,   who    was   appointed  to 
try      them — and     who     was    specially 
sent   out    for    that    purpose     as    abso- 
lutely   impartial    and  well    qualified — 
not  one  of  them  alleged  the  hut-tax  as  the 
cause  for  the  insurrection.   That  is  a  very 
remarkable  fact  which  I  think'  may  be  set 
against  the     opinion    expressed  by  Sir 
David  Chalmers.     I  also  in  this  matter 
attach  considerable    importance   to     the 
opinion   of    the  missionaries.     The   mis- 
sionaries in  Sierra  Leone  especially  have 
done  most  admirable  work.    I  have  never 
heard  a  word  said  against  them  ;  they  are 
largely  Americans,  and  the  American  mis- 
sionaries are  always  very  practical  people. 
They  try  to  civilise  the  people  by  con- 
ferring direct  benefits  upon  them;  they 
are  doctors,  and  they  cure  them  in  their 
illnesses;    they   are  carpenters  and  me- 
chanics of  various  kihds,  and  they  teach 
them     trades,   and    in  that    way  they 
endeavour  to  gain  their  confidence,  and 
then  they  teach  them    religion.      I  do 
attach  importance  to  the  views  the  mis- 
sionaries expressed  on  this  subject,  and, 
as  far  as    1    know,   without    exception, 
the    missionaries    declare  that   the    hut 
tax     was     not     the     sole    cause  —  was 
not      really     anything     more     than     I 
have  said,  a  spark  that  lit  the    mine. 
Mr.  Evans  said  that  what  caused  the  war 
was  the  interference  of  civilisation  with 
savage  customs.     This   view,  I  think,  is 
confirmed  by  the  fact  that  when  the  in- 
surrection broke  out  the  districts  where 
no  tax  whatever  had  been  imposed,  and 
where  there  had  been  no  attempt  to  col- 
lect a  tax,  rose   simultaneously  with  the 
others,   in   accordance,  evidently,  with  a 
generaJ  understanding.     The  belief  which 
often  prevails  among  a  savage  people  that 
they  can  throw  off  the  power  which   has 
obtained  control  over  their  affairs,  and 
the  belief  that  they  could  defeat  the  Eng- 
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lish  and  expel  them  from  the  country, 
was  widespread,  and  was  only  corrected 
by  the  results  of  the  insurrection.  I 
think,  then,  I  have  shown  that  some  tax 
was  necessary,  that  the  hut  tax  was  a  tax 
which  naturally  suggested  itself,  and  that 
the  hut  tax  was  certainly  not  the 
<»use  of  the  war,  although  it  may 
have  been  the  immediate  provocative. 
The  hon.  Member  appealed  to  me  to 
withdraw  this  tax.  That  was  Sir  David 
Chalmers'  view,  although  I  think  he  put  it 
forward  rather  diffidently,  and  suggested 
some  alternative.  But  since  Sir  i)avid 
Chalmers'  report  was  written  we  have 
had  a  good  deal  of  fresh  experience.  The 
tax  has  been  collected  with  the  greatest 
ease,  it  has  come  in  perfectly  well,  the 
natives  are  becoming  accustomed  to  it, 
and  there  does  not  seem  the  slightest 
probability  of  any  further  objection  being 
taken.  If  we  withdraw  it  now  it  will  be 
interpreted  as  a  confession  of  weakness, 
and  as  a  justification  of  rebellion,  and  will 
seriously  impair  the  influence  for  good  of 
the  Government  of  Sierra  Leone.  I  find 
that  the  chambers  of  commerce,  who  were 
opposed  to  the  tax  in  the  first  instance, 
without  necessarily  altering  in  any  way 
their  view  as  to  its  inception,  are  now  of 
opinion  that  it  would  not  be  desirable  or 
necessary  to  remove  it.  The  hon.  Mem- 
ber quot^  some  figures  of  Sir  Frederick 
Cardew's.  I  think  he  must  have  mis- 
understood them,  because  the  facts  of  the 
case  are  quite  different  from  the  inference 
he  has  drawn.  Sierra  Leone  appears  to 
be  entering  upon  another  period  of  great 
prosperity.  The  revenue  for  the  year 
1897  was  £106,000,  in  1898  it  was 
XI  17,000,  and  in  1899,  speaking  from 
the  experience  of  the  first  half  of  the 
year,  it  is  at  the  rate  of  £191,000. 
That  is  to  say,  it  is  almost  double 
what  it  was  two  years  ago.  The  im- 
ports, which  were  £451,000  in  1897, 
were  £561,000  in  1898  —  imports 
chiefly  of  British  produce  —  and  are 
at  the  rate  of  £685,000  for  the 
present  year.  I  think  in  these  circum- 
stance we  may  be  pretty  confident  that 
the  effects  of  this  disastrous  insurrection 
have  now  almost  passed  away,  and  that 
the  country  is  not  only  recovering  its  old 
prosperity,  but  is  very  much  improving 
its  position.  I  have  spoken  of  points — 
all  of  them  are  very  important  points — 
on  which  I  most  reluctantly  had  to  differ 
from  Sir  David  Chalmers  and  to  support 
Sir  Frederick  Cardew.  But  there  are 
Mr.  J.  Chamberlain. 


many  points  in  the  report  of  Sir  David 
Chalmers    with  which    I  entirely  agree, 
and  I  have  taken  action  in   consequence. 
I. believe,  for    instance,  if  this  tax  is  to 
be  collected  in  the  future,  that  the  chiefs 
should  be  interested  in  its  collection,  and 
an  increased  commission  will  accordingly 
be  given  to  those  who  are  engaged  in  the 
collection  of  the  tax.     I  believe  it  is  very 
desirable  that  the  frontier  police  should 
be  under  more  strict  European  control,  and 
I  have  given  instructions  that  the  police 
shall  be  concentrated  in  districts  accord- 
ing to  the  suggestion  of  the  Special  Com- 
missioner, and  that  they  are  not  to  under- 
take any  executive  duty  without  being 
accompanied  by  a  white  officer.      I  have 
also  agreed,  where  a  dispute  arises  about 
titles  of   land   between   natives,   that  it 
should  be  settled  by  the  chiefs,  because  I 
agree  with  the  Special  Commissioner  that 
the  authority  of  the  chiefs  should  as  far 
as  possible  be  maintained,    and  that  we 
should  endeavour    to  rule  the    country 
through  the  chiefs,  and  to  increase  and 
not    diminish    their    influence,  provided 
that  influence  is  used  for  good.      I  have 
ordered    that   the  Ordinance   should  be 
altered  in  a  particular  to  which  reference 
has  been  made,  which  seemed  to  authorise 
the  flogging  of  chiefs  for  not  collecting 
the  tax.     That  was  never  intended,  but 
by  a  distortion  of  the  Ordinance  it  might 
have    been  possible.     I.  have   given  in- 
structions that  nothing  of  the  kind  should 
in  any   circumstances  be  allowed.     We 
also  propose  to  remove  a  great  injustice 
of  which  the    chiefs    have    complained, 
which  is  that  the  hut  tax  has  been  col- 
lected in  the  Hinterland  and  not  in  the 
colony.     I  quite  agree   with   Sir  David 
Chalmers  in  that  matter,  and  an  Ordinanca 
will  be  passed  extending  the  hut  tax  to 
the  colony  as  well  as  to  the  Hinterland. 
I  assure  the  hon.  Gentleman  opposite  that 
I  appreciate  his  motives,  and  1  hope  he 
will  appreciate  mine.      I   have   a   very 
difficult    position    between    the    Special 
Commissioner,  in  whose  impartiality  and 
high  sense  of  justice  I  have  the  utmost 
confidence,   and,  on  the  other  hand,  an 
old  public  servant,  who  had  deserved  the 
confidence  of  all  his  former  chiefs.     No 
doubt  it  was  an  extremely  difficult  task 
to  estimate  exactly  the  rights  of  the  case 
when    these  two   unfortunately   differed 
upon  important  points  of  policy.     I  have 
not  given  a  judgment  on  one  side  or  the 
other,   but  having  given   to  the  whole 
subject  many  hours  of  most  careful  con-

and  having  consulted  every- 
body who  had  any  experience  of  the 
colony,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that,  while  on  some  points  of  very  im- 
portant policy  I  am  bound  to  support  Sir 
Frederick  Cardew,  and  while  1  feel  no 
blame  attaches  to  him  for  his  conduct  in 
this  matter,  on  the  other  hand,  I  am 
greatly  indebted  to  Sir  David  Chalmers 
for  the  recommendations  he  has  made, 
and  I  have  been  very  glad  to  adopt  many 
of  those  recommendations. 


Mr.  WILLIAM  JONES  (Carnarvon- 
shire, N.)  called  attention  to  the  con- 
dition and  the  administration  of  mines 
and  quarries  in  Wales,  and  wished  to 
bow  whether  the  recommendations  of 
Dr.  Foster  were  to  be  translated  into 
special  rules,  and  whether  they  had  been 
brought  under  the  notice  of  the  inspectors. 
He  pointed  out  that  some  of  them  would 
require  special  legislation  to  carry  them 
into  effect.  Although  there  had  been 
*Mne  unprovement  in  the  condition  of 
&e  mines,  many  of  them  still  showed  a 
sbamefol  state  of  affairs  in  respect  of  the 
ventilation,  defective  gear,  roofing,  and 
other  points,  which  tended  to  make  the 
life  and  health  of  workmen  insecure.  The 
^ntilation,  or  rather  the  absence  of  it, 
'"^  scandalous,  and  he  hoped  the  right 
ion.  Gentleman  the  Home  Secretary 
w^ould  be  able  to  give  some  satisfactory 
reply. 

*Thk  secretary  of  STATE  for 
THE  HOME  DEPARTMENT  (Sir  M. 
^.  Ridley,  Lancashire,  Blackpool)  was 
glad  to  say  that  some  progress  had  been 
niade  since  this  question  was  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  House  on  a  former 
occasion,  and  agreed  that  the  non-fatal  acci- 
dents in  metalliferous  mines  were  far  too 
numerous.  The  Home  Office  were  aware 
of  this,  and  had  done  their  best  with  the 
powers  at  their  disposal.  Every  credit, 
too,  was  due  to  Dr.  Foster,  who  had 
greatly  exerted  himself,  and  whose  life 
had  heen  endangered  by  descending  a 
number  of  mines.  He  held  in  his 
hand  a  copy  of  special  rules  which  had 
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been  accepted  by  all  the  large  proprietors 
of  mines  in  Wales,  and  they  were  nego- 
tiating with  others,  and  it  was  the 
intention  of  the  Home  Office,  pending 
further  legislation,  to  try  and  get  some 
rules  of  the  sort  as  far  as  possible 
accepted.  A  Bill  had  been  prepared  for 
some  time,  which  contained  a  provision, 
analogous  to  that  contained  in  the  Goal 
Mines  Acts,  that  there  should  be  proper 
certification  of  managers  in  metalliferous 
mines.  The  Home  Office  were  fully 
alive  to  the  importance  of  the  matter. 


Mr.  T.  p.  O'CONNOR  (Liverpool, 
Scotland)  rose  to  call  attention  to  the 
suppression  of  Mr.  W.  O'Brien's  tele- 
gram to  Mr.  Kilbride  in  reference  to  the 
Mulrany  forgery  case.  He  said  he 
would  endeavour  to  be  very  brief,  but  he 
was  compelled  to  refer  to  one  or  two 
antecedent  events  in  order  to  explain  the 
circumstances  of  the  case.  There  was  a 
very  powerful  and  important  organisation 
in  the  West  of  Ireland,  which  was,  he  was 
glad  to  say,  now  spreading  over  the  other 
provinces,  the  object  of  which  was  to  form 
a  combination  of  the  tenants  for  the 
improvement  of  their  position.  The 
organisation,  which  was  not  only  bene- 
ficent, but  also  thoroughly  legal,  had 
been  the  subject  of  a  good  deal  of  quiet 
police  persecution.  One  incident  that 
occxured  in  connection  with  this  organisa- 
tion was  this.  A  certain  Sergeant 
Sullivan,  who  was  a  very  able  and 
energetic  opponent  of  the  League,  was 
accused  of  forging  a  letter  in  the  name  of 
a  man  named  McHale,  who  was  president 
of  a  branch  of  the  United  Irish  League. 
This  letter,  which  was  an  incitement  to 
commit  a  moonlighting  outrage  on  a  man 
who  was  boycotted,  was  sent  to  a  member 
of  the  League  and  purported  to  be  signed 
by  McHale,  who  was  president.  The 
charge  was  made  that  Sullivan  had 
written  that  letter,  and  he  was  prosecuted 
by  the  Crown  authorities  at  Sligo  Assizes^ 
and  acquitted.  Immediately  afterwards, 
McHale  sought  another  means  of  vindi- 
cating his  character,  and  brought  an  action 
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for  libel  against  this  man  Sullivan.  Now, 
it  was  in  connection  with  this  action  that 
the  question  occurred  to  which  he  (Mr. 
O'Connor)  desired  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Secretary  to  the  Treasury.  Mr. 
William  O'Brien,  who  is  the  parent  of  the 
United  Irish  League,  was  in  communica- 
tion with  Mr.  Valentine  Kilbride,  the 
solicitor  for  McHale,  the  plaintiflf  in  the 
case  against  Sullivan.  In  connection  with 
the  preparation  of  the  trial  Mr.  O'Brien 
sent  a  telegram,  of  which  he  himself  has 
given  the  fullest  description,  and  which 
was  certainly  of  a  most  important  cha- 
racter. Mr.  McHale  was  fighting  for  his 
whole  character,  and  practically  for  his 
life,  and  this  telegram  was  practically  in- 
tended to  decide  whether  the  action  was 
to  go  on  or  not.  He  (Mr.  O'Connor) 
dwelt  upon  the  importance  of  the  tele- 
gram. He  held  he  was  entitled  to  the 
request  he  was  going  to  make  in  connec- 
tion with  the  matter,  even  if  the  telegram 
was  of  the  most  trivial  character.  His 
interpretation  of  the  duty  of  the  Tele- 
graph Department  was  that  every 
message  given  in  by  a  member  of  the 
public  became  a  sacred  charge  and  trust 
in  the  hands  of  the  Department — as 
sacred,  to  his  mind,  as  the  confessional. 
Simultaneously  with  handing  in  this 
telegram  Mr.  O'Brien  wrote  to  the 
solicitor  in  Dublin,  and  in  the  course  of 
the  day  he  handed  in  at  the  same  post 
office  other  telegrams  which  were  acknow- 
ledged to  have  duly  arrived;  but  for 
some  mysterious  reason  this  particular 
telegram  did  not  arrive  in  Dublin.  With 
regard  to  the  main  facts  of  the  case  there 
was  no  dispute.  The  matter  was  brought 
before  the  Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  who 
gave  a  perfectly  candid  answer,  and  in  some 
respects  a  satisfactory  answer.  He  said 
that  very  careful  inquiries  had  been 
made;  that  no  explanation  could  be 
given  of  the  circumstance,  that  although 
the  telegram  had  been  duly  despatched 
from  Westport  it  did  not  arrive  in 
Dublin.  There  was  another  important 
matter  in  connection  with  this  telegram 
to  which  attention  should  be  directed. 
Mr,  T.  P.  ffConnor, 


Everybody  knew  that  it  was  a  wise  and. 
proper  rule  of  the  Telegraph  Department 
that  when  a  telegram  was  sent,  and  when, 
for  some  reason  or  other,  the  Department 
found  it  impossible  to  deliver  it,  whether 
from  insufficiency  of  address  or  the 
absence  of  an  individual  from  a  particular 
address,  the  department  promptly  and 
immediately  supplied  the  sender  with 
notice  that  the  telegram  oould  not  be. 
delivered.  That  was  a  most  satisfactory 
rule,  and  one  that,  so  far  as  his  ex- 
perience went,  had  been  invariably  fol- 
lowed, except  in  connection  with  the, 
case  to  which  he  now  called  attention. 
This  extraordinary  thing  occurred,  that 
not  only  was  the  telegram  not  delivered, 
but  no  notice  whatever  was  sent  to  Mr. 
O'Brien  about  the  non-delivery  of  it.  If 
it  had  not  been  for  the  fact  that  Mr. 
O'Brien  wrote  to  Mr.  Kilbride  ahnoflt 
simultaneously  with  the  despatch  of  the 
telegram,  Mr.  O'Brien  would  have  remained 
to  this  day,  so  far  as  the  Department  is 
concerned,  without  any  knowledge  of 
the  fact  that  this  most  important  telegram 
was  never  delivered.  He  (Mr.  O'Connor) 
said  that  his  case  for  a  most  rigid  inquiry 
had  been  made  out,  and  the  Postmaster- 
General  was  bound  to  pursue  this  inquiry 
vmtil  he  had  probed  the  matter  to  the 
bottom.  There  could  be  only  two  or 
three  individuals  involved.  Here  was  a 
small  country  post  office  with  a  very 
small  staff,  and  yet  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man came  down  and  told  the  House  that 
although  careful  inquiries  had  been  made 
this  simple  transaction  remained  unex- 
plained. Now  he  had  to  deal  with 
another  point.  Mr.  Dillon  asked  the 
right  hon.  Gentleman  had  the  Post  Office, 
authorities  inquired  whether  Sergeant 
Sullivan  was  in  Westport  at  the  time  the 
message  was  handed  in,  and  the  right, 
hon.  Gentleman  said  the  postmaster  of 
Westport  believed  Sergeant  Sullivan  was 
not  in  Westport  at  the  time  the  message 
was  handed  in.  His  (Mr.  O'Connor's) 
information  was  that  Sergeant  Sullivan 
and  Mr.  Bobertson,  the  clerk  to  whom, 
the  message  was  handed  in,  were  in  corn- 
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pany  in  Westport  the  night  before  the 
telegram  was  handed  in. 

The  financial  SECRETARY  to 
THE  TREASURY  (Mr.  Hanbury,  Pres- 
ton): Is  it  the  fact  that  Robertson 
was  the  derk  to  whom  it  was  handed  ? 


Mr,  T.  p.  O'CONNOR  said  that  was 
the  information  which  he  had  received — 
"  Were  seen  drinking  in  Westport  late  on 
ihe  night  before  the  despatch  of  the  tele- 
gram, and  that  they  lodged  in  the  same 
toase  in  Westport  that  same  night." 
Wag  it  the  fact  that  Robertson  was  the 
flame  of  the  clerk,  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
nan  asked.  Well,  it  seemed  to  show 
that  there  had  not  been  much  inquiry, 
when  that  fact  came  to  him  as  a  surprise. 
It  was  a  matter  that  should  be  probed  to 
the  bottom.  There  was  distrust  in  Ire- 
land with  regard  to  public  Departments, 
and  the  feeling  there  was,  that  in  the  case 
of  the  United  League  forgery  had  been 
employed  against  it,  and  that  in  the  case 
of  a  great  public  Department  the  trust 
which  lay  upon  it  had  not  been  fulfilled. 
On  the  contrary,  it  had  grossly  neglected 
its  duty,  which  was  to  penetrate  to  the 
heart  of  this  mystery  and  punish  the 
people  who  were  responsible  for  so  gross 
a  breach  of  public  duty.  Englislhmaen 
were  scandalised  at  the  revelations  in  the 
I^yfus  case,  but  the  value  of  their 
declarations  on  that  subject  was  greatly 
discounted  when  forgery  and  unfair  deal- 
ing were  allowed  to  go  unquestioned  so 
Iwig  as  they  were  committed  for  political 
pMpcees  in  Ireland.  Under  these  circum- 
ttances  the  country  had  a  right  to  demand 
that  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  would  go  a 
great  deal  further  than  he  had  abeady 
done,  80  that  the  public  confidence  in  the 
I^epartment  might  be  restored. 

Mr.  HANBURY:  I  do  not  think  I 
^wodgo  into  the  earlier  history  of  this 
^;  I  may  start  with  the  day  on 
"Which  the  telegram  was  handed  in  at  the 


Westport  post  office,  and  not  delivered 
in  Dublin.  With  regard  to  the  facts 
there  is  no  dispute  between  the  hon. 
Gentleman  opposite  and  myself.  It  is 
admitted  that  this  telegram  was  handed 
in  at  Westport,  and  it  is  also  beyond 
dispute  that  there  is  no  record  of  its 
having  been  received  at  Dublin.  The 
hon.  Gentleman  has  given  a  fair  version 
of  my  answer  to  the  question  put  to  me 
by  the  hon.  Member  for  East  Mayo  with 
reference  to  this  case,  and  he  has  rather 
criticised  that  reply  as  if  I  had  tried  in 
some  way  to  shirk  answering  the  question 
in  principle,  but  merely  followed  its  exact 
wording.  Let  me  assure  him  that  that 
certainly  was  not  my  intention. 

Mr.  T.  p.  O'CONNOR:  May  I  inter 
pose  ?  That  was  not  so.  If  I  gave  that 
impression  it  was  not  what  I  meant 
to  convey.  When  I  referred  to  the 
question  whether  Sergeant  Sullivan  was 
in  Westport  when  the  message  was 
handed  in,  the  point  I  laid  stress  upon 
was  that  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  said 
Sullivan  was  not  in  Westport  on  the  day 
the  telegram  was  handed  in — which  was 
quite  true — but  he  did  not  take  notice  of 
the  fact  that  he  was  in  Westport  the  night 
before. 


Mr.  HANBURY:  Then,  again,  lean 
assure  the  hon.  Gentleman  that,  in  my 
opinion,  and  I  may  venture  to  say  also  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Postmaster-General, 
the  suppression  of  a  telegram  is  a  very 
serious  Post  Office  offence.  I  do  not  care 
who  may  have  sent  the  message,  or  what 
the  politics  of  the  sender  may  have  been, 
he  had  a  perfect  right  to  have  that  message 
respected  and  treated  with  confidence,  and 
delivered  in  Dublin.  Therefore,  I  hope 
the  hon.  Member  will  not  believe  for  a 
single  moment  that  there  is  any  idea  of 
party  feeling  on  the  part  of  anybody  con- 
nected with  the  Post  Office,  or  that  the 
politics  or  feelings  of  the  sender  of 
the  message  had  anything  to  do 
with  its  non-delivery.      The  man    who 
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neglects  to  forward  a  telegraphic 
message  which  has  been  put  into  his 
hands  is  a  great  offender  against  the  Post 
Office  laws  and  regulations,  no  matter 
who  may  be  the  sender  of  the  message, 
and  I  am  quite  sure  the  Post  Office  are 
most  anxious  to  find  out  where  the  fault 
lies  in  this  case.  I  was  asked  a  question 
as  to  whether  Sergeant  Sullivan  was  known 
to  have  been  in  W  estport  at  the  time  the 
message  was  handed  in.  The  postmaster 
at  Westport  had  no  information  regarding 
him,  and  stated  most  positively  that  it 
would  be  quite  impossible  for  anybody 
to  have  entered  the  post  office  and  pre- 
vented in  any  way  the  transmission  of 
the  message.  I  was  asked  whether  it 
was  possible  to  have  a  sworn  inquiry  in 
regard  to  this.  That  is  entirely  outside 
the  power  of  the  Postmaster-General. 
He  has  no  power  to  order  a  sworn  in- 
quiry. But  I  fully  agree  with  the  hon. 
Gentleman  opposite  that  the  most  rigid 
investigation  ought  to  be  made  into  the 
facts  of  this  case,  and  when  I  replied  to  the 
hon.  Member  for  East  Mayo  I  went  so  far 
as  to  ask  him  to  give  the  rost  Office  and 
mvself  any  information  in  his  possession 
which  would  throw  light  on  the  true  facts 
of  the  case.  No  imormation  has  been 
forthcoming  until  to-day,  and  I  am  bound 
to  say  that  if  what  the  hon.  Member  says 
in  his  speech  is  correct  there  is,  for  the 
first  time,  brought  forward  some  evidence 
which  I  think  is  of  considerable  import- 
ance. He  has  not  only  named  the  Post 
Office  official  to  whom  this  telegram  was 
handed  in,  but  he  has  told  us  that  this 
particular  Post  Office  official  was  not  only 
seen  in  the  company  of  Sergeant  Sullivan 
on  the  preceding  evening,  but  that  he 
was  also,  as  I  understood  the  hon.  Member, 
lodging  in  the  same  house.  That  is  very 
important  evidence,  and  I  can  promise,  on 
the  part  of  the  Post  Office,  that  there 
shall  be,  and  there  ought  to  be, 
the  fullest  investigation  with  regard 
to  it.  It  is  perfectly  monstrous 
that  such  a  thing  should  happen. 
The  Post  Office  is  a  public  Depart- 
ment, bound  to  do  its  duty  irrespective 
of  politics,  and  when  any  message  is 
handed  in  to  it,  it  is  bound  to  see  that 
the  message  is  duly  delivered.  If  anv  of 
its  servants  fail  to  carry  out  their  duty 
in  that  respect,  or  if  telemms  are  sup- 
pressed, the  Post  Office  is  Dound  to  find 
cut  where  the  fault  lies,  and  punish  the 
officials  who  so  grossly  neglect  their 
duty.    The    Post    Office    ought    to    be

obliged  to  anybody  who,  when  a  case  of 
the  kind  happens,  will  give  information 
which  will  enable  the  persons  at  fault  to 
be  detected.  As  I  have  said,  up  to  to- 
day, no  such  information  has  been  forth- 
coming. The  Postmaster-General  is  not 
in  a  position  to  order  a  sworn  inquiry ; 
he  is  practically  only  able  to  get  such 
information  as  may  be  placed  at  his  dis- 
posal hy  those  possessing  the  informa- 
tion. It  is  very  difficult  without  a  sworn 
inquiry  to  get  any  such  information,  and 
I  am  obliged  to  the  hon.  Member  for  that 
which  he  has  given  us  to-night.  I  will 
undertake  for  myself  and  promise  for  the 
Post  Office  that,  having  this  clue  afforded 
by  the  hon.  Gentleman,  every  inquiry 
shall  be  made,  and  if  the  offence  can  be 
traced  home  to  anybody,  the  Post  Office 
will  do  its  duty  to  the  public,  and 
punish  that  servant  for  what  I  consider 
to  be  a  gross  breach  of  duty. 


Mr.  PIRIE  (Aberdeen,  North) :  I  de- 
sire to  allude  to  a  topic  connected  with 
the    Army    to    which    I     have    always 
attached  a  great  deal  of  importance,  viz., 
the  extreme  youth  at  which  we  obtain 
most  of  our  soldiers.       I  think   if    the 
House    will    look   into    this    matter    of 
enlistment  they  cannot  but  admit  that  on 
the  classes  who  give  their  sons  to  our 
Army  a  great  fraud  and  a  great  cruelty 
are  very   often   inflicted.     The    present 
system  lays    down    the    age    at   which 
recruits  can  join  the  Army  as  eighteen 
years,  which  is  already  two  or  three  years 
younger  than  in  any  other  foreign  army. 
Instances  have  been  repeatedly  brought 
out  by  Members  of  this  House  proving 
conclusively  that  this  age  is  nothing  more 
nor    less    than   a  merely    nominal   age. 
There  was  a  recent  experiment  to  verify 
the  ages  of   18,000  men  in  the  British 
Army,  and  45  per  cent,  were  unable  to  be 
verified,  15   per  cent,  were  doubtful,   so 
that  practically  out  of  those  18,000,  9,000 
were  unable  to  stand  verification.     This 
proves  conclusively  that  these  men  had 
some  reason  to  represent  themselves  as 
older  than  they  really  were.     If  it  were 
really  desired  to  obtain  satisfactory  proof 
of  age  you  ought  at  least  to  hold  out  some 
threat  of  punishment   to  a  recruit    for 
giving  a  wrong  age ;  but  the  very  reverse 
IS  the    case    m    the    Army.    The   new 
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system  which  has  come  into  force  with 
regard  to  the  a^e  of  recruits,  instead  of 
providing  a  punishment  for  the  falsifica- 
tion of  age  ofifers  an  additional  incentive 
to  the  recruit  to  make  himself  out  older 
than  he  really  is,  for  the  simple  reason 
that  at  nineteen  years  of  age  if  he  proves 
himself  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  medical 
officer  he  gets  an  increase  of  3d.  per  day. 
Therefore  the  system  is  becoming  worse 
rather  than  better,  and  that  is  why 
I  am  so  anxious  to  induce  the 
authorities  to  seriously  consider  the 
matter,  and  if  possible  put  a  stop 
to  it.  I  do  not  approach  this 
matter  as  a  purist.  I  have  had  a  good 
deal  of  experience,  and  no  one  can  expect 
boys  who  become  soldiers  to  be  able  to 
withstand  the  temptations  and  keep  clear 
of  the  vices  and  evils  which  present  them- 
selves in  all  garrison  towns.  It  is  quite 
soon  enough  for  a  soldier  to  become 
acquainted  with  those  things  when  he  is 
a  man,  and  he  should  not  be  exposed  to 
them  while  he  is  yet  a  boy.  That  is  why 
I  say  the  present  system  inflicts  a  cruel 
wrong.  There  are  two  courses  open, 
either  of  which  would  meet  my  views.  I 
say  you  should  verify  all  ages  and  make 
the  nominal  age  of  eighteen  a  reality. 
The  Under  Secretary  of  State  for  War 
has  often  said  it  is  impossible  to  obtain 
the  correct  ages  of  recruits.  I  cannot  see 
the  difficulty.  The  age  of  every  workman 
in  the  Government  arsenals  and  dock- 
yards is  ascertained  without  difficulty, 
and  when  an  old  age  pension  scheme 
comes  into  force,  ages  will  have  to  be  very 
accurately  determined.  A  stop  should  be 
put  to  the  practice  of  bringing  undue 
influence  to  bear  on  school  boys  of  fifteen 
or  sixteen,  and  inducing  them  to  enter 
the  Army  against  their  parents'  wish; 
while  theclose  alliancewhich  issoprevalent 
between  the  public-house  and  recruiting 
should  be  brought  to  an  end.  The  next 
<!our8e  is  to  t^e  the  boys  as  you  have 
been  doing,  verify  their  ages,  but  treat 
them  as  boys,  and  remember  that  you 
make  yourselves  responsible  for  these 
lads'  lives  when  you  enlist  them  in  the 
Army.  I  believe  the  great  secret  of  the 
difierence  between  the  Navy  and  the 
Army,  of  the  better  reputation  of  the 
Navy,  and  the  hold  it  has  upon  the  confi- 
dence of  the  working  classes,  is  found  in 
ihe  fact  that  you  take  the  boys  for  the 
Navy  as  boys,  and  treat  them  as  such. 
They  have  cUfferent  hours  from  the  able- 
bodied  seamen ;  they  are  not  allowed  to 


smoke  or  drink  or  go  on  shore  at  night 
until  they  reach  an  age  at  which  they 
may  be  called  able-bodied  seamen.  Every 
boy  has  to  have  the  written  consent  of  his 
parent,  and  to  satisfy  the  authorities  that 
he  has  a  decent  moral  character.  If  a 
similar  system  were  followed  in  the  Army 
I  should  be  perfectly  content,  and  I  feel 
quite  confident  you  would  very  soon  have 
a  very  different  state  of  affairs  in  the 
Army.  Barrack-room  life  is  bad  enough 
for  men,  but  when  boys  are  exposed  to  it, 
it  means  the  demoralisation  and  ruin  of  a 
great  many  lives.  There  is  also  this 
point.  You  send  these  boys  out  to  India 
at  the  nominal  age  of  twenty,  but  the 
false  age  continues  all  through  the  ser- 
vice. The  Under  Secretary  of  State  told 
me  that  the  boys,  before  they  go  to  India, 
undergo  a  very  strict  medical  examina- 
tion. What  is  the  value  of  this  medical 
examination  when  9,000  out  of  18,000 
are  wrong  as  to  age  ?  The  system  is 
telling  on  the  Army  in  the  most  injurious 
way,  and  is  going  from  bad  to  worse.  In 
1898  there  were  2,000  discharged  out  of 
the  Anny  for  bad  conduct — a  number 
which  has  only  twice  been  exceeded  in 
the  last  twenty  years.  In  1898  there 
were  482  more  courts-martial  than 
in  1897  ;  the  number  of  minor 
punishments  was  higher  than  in  any 
of  the  previous  ten  years,  and  there  were 
over  4,100  desertions.  Can  that  be  said 
to  be  satisfactory  1  Can  we  rest  content 
with  a  system  which  yields  such  results 
as  those  1  We  ought  to  strain  every 
nerve  until  we  get  a  system  which  gives 
more  satisfactory  results.  If  our  Army 
system  was  a  sound  one,  the  greatest 
punishment  should  be  to  dismiss  a  man, 
just  as  in  the  Irish  Constabulary  the  highest 
punishment  a  man  can  suffer  is  dismissal ; 
but  in  the  Army  a  great  many  men  are 
only  too  anxious  to  get  dismissed.  The 
Gk>vemment  may  say  that  the  adoption 
of  my  principle  would  mean  shortness  of 
numbers,  and  therefore  they  are  deterred 
from  following  my  advice.  I  think  that 
is  a  misconception.  You  will  never  im- 
prove the  Army  until  you  do  something 
to  induce  competition  to  get  into  the 
Army.  If  you  restrict  the  entrance  to 
the  Army  you  will  increase  its  popu- 
larity. The  impression  prevails  amongst 
the  classes  who  provide  our  recruits  that 
a  large  proportion  of  our  permanent 
casuals  are  ex-soldiers.  I  do  not  say  the 
impression  is  well  founded,  but  until  you 
eradicate  that  idea  you  will  never  get  the 
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parents  as  anxious  as  they  should  be  that 
their  sons  should  go  into  the  Army.  I 
Am  only  pleading  for  truth  and  straight- 
forwardness on  this  question,  and  I  do 
not  believe  that  by  doing  wrong,  as  you 
•Are  at  present,  you  can  ever  get  a  satis- 
factory or  right  result.  Another  excuse 
put  forward  to  prevent  my  suggestion 
being  adopted  is  that  of  expense.  On 
ijhat  I  would  merely  ask  the  House  to 
remember  that  if  my  advice  were  followed, 
*he  expenditure  on  both  hospitals  and 
prisons  must  be  greatly  reduced.  The 
Inspector  -  General  of  Prisons,  and 
the  Chaplain  of  the  Forces,  bear  out 
i;hat  view.  I  trust  that  during  the  recess 
the  War  Office  will  really  give  this 
matter  serious  attention,  or  pubhc  opinion 
will  force  them  in  the  long  run  to  bring 
about  a  change.  There  is  one  other 
matter  I  wish  to  refer  to,  and  that  is  the 
Eeturn  which  was  printed  the  other  day 
regarding  commissions  from  the  ranks.  I 
do  not  think  any  ffreater  inducement  to 
enlist  could  be  held  out  than  the  prospect 
of  a  commission,  but  according  to  this 
Return  the  percentage  of  commissions 
from  the  ranks  has  shown  a  steady  dimi- 
nution, having  fallen  in  ten  years  from 
6*5  to  1*9  last  year.  In  other  words,  had 
the  percentage  of  ten  years  ago  been  kept 
up,  instead  of  fifteen  commissions  from  the 
ranks,  as  was  the  case  last  year,  no  less 
than  fifty  would  have  been  given.  I 
think  when  we  are  reduced  to  talking  of 
conscription,  we  ought  at  least  to  increase 
instead  of  lessen  the  inducements  offered 
•to  men  to  join  the  Army. 


♦Sir  J.  COLOMB  (Great  Yarmouth) : 
We  must  all  agree  as  to  the  necessity  of 
maintaining  the  efficiency  of  the  Army, 

.  and  if  the  necessary  number  of  soldiers 
in  the  ranks  is  to  be  obtained  something 
very  much  more  serious  in  the  way  of  ex- 
penditure on  the  Army  will  have  to  be 
incurred.  But  before  we  talk  of  conscrip- 
tion we  have  got  to  be  very  sure  that  in 
some  department  of  the  War  Office  you 

vare  not  wasting  money.  By  this  Bill  we 
Are  going  to  appropriate  £87,000,000,  of 
which  sum  £48,500,000  are  for  Army 
and  Navy  effective  purposes.  That  is 
quite  exclusive  of  the  £1,000,000  given 
the  other  day  offhand  for  defence  works 

'to  be  put  up  we  know  not  where, 
Mr,  Pirie, 


and     of      the      large     loans    of    naval 
works  of  which  everybody  must  approve. 
In  1871    the  amount    appropriated  for 
Imperial    defence    was    altogether   only 
£26,250,000,   so    that    in    twenty-eight 
years  since  the  inauguration  of  a  new  de- 
fence policy  your  annual  expenditure  has 
jump^  up  by  £22,250,000,  or  an  increase 
of  90  per  cent.     The  most  striking  fact, 
when  you  look  below  the  surface,  of  these 
figures  is  that,  as  far  as  the  Navy  goes, 
you  have  been  forced  by  your  geographi- 
cal position  and  by  the  action  of  other 
nations  to  keep  up  a  certain   standard. 
That  accounts    for   the  increase  in  the 
Fleet,  and  you  can  count  exactly  whether 
you  have  your  money's  worth  for  that 
increase.     But  when  you  turn  to  the  War 
Office  you  can  do  no  such  thing.    In  spite 
of  all  the    wordy    emlanations    of   the 
representatives  of  the  War  Office,  you  are 
still  in  utter  confusion  as  to  how  it  is  that 
while  the  War  Office   expenditure   has 
increased,  there  are  less,  rather  than  more, 
men  to  put  into  the  field.     I  think  the 
cause  of  that  is  that  the  War  Office  have 
got  the  idea  that  the  more  the  power  of 
the  Fleet  is  increased  the  more  military 
defence  works  are  necessary  ;  that  means 
that  in  the  War  Office  view  the  greater 
the  power  of  the  Fleet  the  more  liable 
are  your  ports  to  attack.      There  is  no 
other  construction  to  be  placed  upon  it^ 
and  certainly  some  examination  is  required 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  country 
has  to  pay  for  it,  and  that  the  expendi- 
ture is  so  much  taken  from  the  money 
that  would    otherwise    be   available  for 
increasing    the    attractions    to    recruits. 
Whenever  this  has  been  mentioned  to  the 
Under  Secretary  of  State  the  reply  has 
been  that  the  expenditure  on  works  and 
garrisons  is  forced  upon  the  War  Office 
by  the  Navy.      That    is    their  excuse, 
but  I  want  to  know  why   if  that  conten- 
tion be  true  they    cannot    say  to    the 
Navy,   "Very   well,   if  you  want  these 
things  you  must  pay  for  them  "1     I  con- 
tend that  it  is  not  accurate  to  say  that 
this  policy  of  ever-increasing  armaments 
has  been  forced  upon  you  by  the  naval 
authority.     This  policy  did  not  originate 
at  the  Admiralty,  but  in  plans  proposed 
in  1888  by  the  Engineers'  Department  of 
the  War  Office,  and,  those  plans  having 
been  prepared,  a  confidential  committee 
was    appointed    to  approve    and    ratify 
those  plans  so  as  to  induce  the  House 
of  Commons  to  vote  the  money.     The 
report  of  that  Committee  is  a  very  re- 
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stations  that  have  been  established  are  now 
under  the  command  of  Royal  Engineers^ 
and  I  see  it  stated  that  the  Gibraltar  com- 
mand is  to  go  to  a  Royal  Engineer.  Could 
anything  be  more  unsound  than  the  policy 
of  puttmg  those  who  have  the  recom- 


markable  document  and  was  not  laid 
down  by  the  Admiralty  at  all.  K  my 
hon.  friend  will  look  at  that  Report  he 
will  see  that  the  whole  proposal  as 
regards  this  expenditure  rested  upon  an 
assumption,  the  assumption  being  that 
certain  forts  were  liable  to  be  at- 
tacked by  great  squadrons — that  Malta 
was  liaole  to  be  attacked  by  a 
squadron  and  a  large  expeditionary 
force,  and  that  your  commercial  ports 
would  be  liable  to  the  attack  of  two 
cruisers  and  so  many  small  craft.  When 
the  matter  was  under  discussion,  I  asked 
Mr.  Stanhope  a  question  which  elicited 
a  very  remarkable  answer.  These  were 
all  naval  assumptions ;  and  I  asked  him 
whether  the  Committee  inquired  into  the 
strength  and  composition  of  the  war 
fleets  and  the  distribution  of  the  mili- 
tary ports  of  Continental  Powers,  and 
into  the  sufficiency  of  our  war  fleet  to 
cany  out  in  the  event  of  war  the  tradi- 
tional naval  policy  of  England,  that  the 
prompt  assertion  of  naval  superiority  over 
the  enemy's  ports  is  the  most  efiectual 
means  of  seciuing  the  safety  of  our  own. 
The  answer  was  that  this  Committee  had 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  questions 
affecting  the  Fleet !  The  whole  policy  of 
tiiis  expenditure  on  armaments  rests  on  a 
naval  assumption,  and  yet  we  have  the 
authority  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
War  himself  that  that  naval  assmnption 
was  not  founded  on  any  inquiry  with 
r^pGUxl  to  fleets  !  When  we  look  at  the 
ever-increasing  expenditure  on  this  head 
I  think  it  is  time  to  make,  and  to  keep 
making,  a  protest  against  it.  But  the 
cost  of  works  and  armaments  is  not 
the  only  expense.  Does  the  Under 
Secretary  of  State  realise  what  this 
policy  means  as  regards  the  increase 
of  the  salaries?  In  1889,  under  the 
head  of  "  Salaries  and  Allowances  to 
Royal  Engineers  for  Works  and  Build- 
ings," the  expenditure  was  £90,000,  this 
year  it  has  gro^m  to  £126,000.  That 
increase  represents  what  might  have  been 
sixpence  a  day  for  4,000  men.  I  cannot 
imagine  that  it  is  justifiable  in  the  face  of 
all  the  known  facts  to  go  on  piling  up 
this  expenditure  on  works,  armaments 
and  garrisons,  and  reducing  the  mobility  of 
your  Army  to  a  fixed  force  cowering 
behind  works.  But  the  War  Office  are 
80  determined  that  the  officers  who 
design  these  works  should  have  a  free 
han^  that  they  have  now  commenced  an 
entirely  new  policy.    The  two  new  naval 


mendation  of  expenditure  without  any 
check  at  those  very  places?  It 
is  a  false  policy,  and  ought  to  be  stopped. 
I  have  shown  that  the  increase  of  military 
and  naval  expenditure  since  1871  has 
been  90  per  cent.  In  the  same  period 
your  trade  has  increased  by  only  34  pec 
cent,  and  your  revenue  by  only  38  per 
cent.  That  policy  cannot  possibly  con-^ 
tinue.  You  must  proceed  with  the  naval 
and  military  necessities  of  the  Empire, 
but  you  cannot  go  on  piling  up  naval  and 
military  expenditure  when  your  trade 
and  your  revenue  are  not  keeping  pace 
with  it.  We  all  want  to  preserve  our 
Empire,  but  what  are  we  going  to  do  with 
regard  to  organising  that  Empire  to  bear 
this  ever-increasing  burden  ?  Have  we 
advanced  in  that  matter  in  any  appreci-^ 
able  degree  since  1871  ?  Has  the  United 
Kingdom  got  any  substantial  relief  from 
the  growing  wealth  and  resources  of  the 
Empire  outside  ?  Can  any  Minister  get 
up  and  show  me  that  there  is  a  real- 
attempt  being  made  to  grapple  with  this 
question  ?  I  do  not  think  he  can ;  but  it. 
is  time  he  could,  because  while  we  have 
been  increasing  our  expenditure  for  the 
military  and  naval  necessities  of  the  Empire 
by  90  per  cent.,  the  revenue  of  the  self- 
governing  colonies  has  increased  by  185  per 
cent.,  and  their  trade  also  has  enormously 
increased  by  1 1 6  per  cent.  The  aggregate 
revenue  of  your  outlying  Empire  is  now 
close  upon  £50,000,000,  and  yet  you  are^ 
bearing  the  whole  of  this  ever  increasing. 
Imperial  burden.  It  ie  no  good  talking  about 
the  greatness  of  our  Empire.  Recollect 
the  responsibilities  of  the  Empire,  and  that 
those  responsibilities  cannot  be  for  ever 
borne  by  that  portion  of  the  Empire  the 
population  of  which  is  increasing  beyond 
the  increase  of  trade  and  beyond  the  ratio 
of  increase  of  revenue.  As  the  Appropri- 
ation Bill  is  the  only  occasion  when  one 
can  deal  with  the  whole  matter  in  its 
Imperial  aspect,  the  House  will  forgive  me 
for  trespassing  upon  its  time. 
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The  under  -  SECRETARY  of 
STATE  FOR  WAR  (Mr.  Wyndham, 
Dover)  said  that  on  those  wider  ques- 
tions which  governed  the  whole  policy 
of  the  War  Office  in  its  relations  with 
the  Admiralty  he  had  had  his  say  during 
the  session,  and  he  could  not  at  that 
eleventh  hour  either  adduce  more  facts  or 
find  fresh  arguments  which  would 
convince  the  hon.  and  gallant  Member. 
He  had  spoken  of  troops  "cowering 
behind  works,"  but  the  House  should 
recollect  that  out  of  153  battalions  only 
seventeen  and  a  half  were  at  present  sta- 
tioned at  garrisons  as  distinct  from  forces 
in  occupation.  To  take  one  example, 
there  were  in  South  Africa  in  respect  of 
naval  stations  two  battalions,  and  every- 
thing else  was  on  the  same  scale.  Could 
the  hon.  and  gallant  Member  convince  the 
country  that  there  should  be  less  than 
two  battalions  there  ? 


*SiR  J.  COLOMB :   I  think  the  Cape 
ought  to  pay  for  them. 


Mr.  WYNDHAM  contended  that  that 
was  another  question  altogether.  The 
hon.  Member  for  North  Aberdeen  had 
raised  the  question  of  recruiting,  but  the 
standard  on  which  the  hon.  Member  in- 
sisted was  so  rigid  that  he  (the  speaker) 
would  under  it  be  ineligible  to  be  a  recruit 
for  the  British  Army,  because  he  really 
could  not  say  in  which  church  he  was 
baptized,  and  the  only  documentary 
evidence  of  his  age  that  he  could 
produce  at  a  mementos  notice 
would  be  the  paragraph  in  "Dodd*s 
Parliamentary  Companion."  As  to 
verifying  the  attestation  papers,  in  the 
recent  examination  of  18,000  soldiers,  it 
was  found  there  were  a  very  large 
number  of  men  of  the  same  name  bom  in 
the  same  town  in  the  same  year.  The 
hon  Member  also  ridiculed  the  idea  of 
the  medical  examination  with  a  view  to 
the  verification  of  age ;  but  he  (the 
speaker)  defied  him  to  arrive  at  a  better 
result  under  the  circumstances.  With 
regard  to  the  number  of  commissions 
given  to  men  from  the  ranks,  the  Return 
was  asked  for  in  such  a  shape  as  to  be 


bound  to  support  the  conclusion  at  which 
the  hon.  Member  had  arrived.  To  give 
the  percentage  of  commissions  given  to 
men  raised  n'om  the  ranks  as  compared 
with  all  the  commissions  given  in  one 
year  was  most  fallacious.  The  number  of 
men  raised  from  the  ranks  was  very 
small,  and  therefore  more  variable  than  a 
large  number.  It  depended  greatly  on 
the  number  of  non-commissioned  officers 
who  were  eligible  for  that  distinction. 
K  all  the  tables  in  the  Return  were 
studied  and  analysed,  it  would  be  seen 
that  the  explanation  of  the  decreased 
percentage  was  that  many  more  commis- 
sions were  given  now,  because  of  the 
colonial  forces,  the  army  in  Egypt,  and 
the  addition  of  nine  battalions  to  the 
Army,  and  therefore,  naturally,  when 
700  or  800  commissions  were  given 
instead  of  550,  the  proportion  of  rankers 
to  those  from  Sandhurst  or  the  uni- 
versities was  very  much  smaller.  It  was 
true  that  in  1885  a  great  number  of 
commissions  were  given  to  men  from  the 
ranks,  but  the  reason  of  that  was  that 
in  that  year  the  country  was  engaged 
in  two  campaigns  in  which  solely 
British  forces  were  employed.  The 
War  Office  were  most  anxious  to  give 
commissions  to  all  non-commissioned 
officers  who,  in  the  opinion  of  their 
advisers,  were  likely  to  emulate  such 
great  public  servants  as  Sir  Hector 
MacDonald,  or  even  to  fulfil  their  avoca- 
tions on  a  lowlier  but  no  less  useful  level. 


Mr.  PIRIE  explained  that  it  was  per- 
fectly clear  from  the  Return  that  the 
numoer  of  commissions  to  men  from  the 
ranks  was  forty-one  in  1888,  and  only 
nine  last  year  and  fourteen  the  year 
before.

Majesty's  Government  and  the  Irish

DEVONPORT     DOCKYARD     AUTHORI- 
TIES AND  THE  PRESS. 

Mr.  K  J.  C.  MORTON  (Devonport^ : 
I    beg   to    ask  the  First  Lord  of  tne 


Admiralty  whether  he  is  aware  that 
representatives  of  the  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  Devonport  and  Plymouth  are 
now  refused  admission  to  the  Devonport 
Dockyard ;  whether  he  is  aware  that  the 
representatives  of  these  newspapers  had 
enjoyed  the  privilege  of  entering  the 
dockyard  for  thirty  years  previous  to 
about  a  year  ago ;  and  by  what  regula- 
tion and  on  what  grounds  they  are  now 
excluded. 

The  SECRETARY  to  the  ADMI- 
RALTY :  (Mr.  Macartney,  Antrim,  S.) : 
The  Admiralty  have  no  information  on  the 
subject  referred  to  in  the  hon.  Member's 
question,  and  there  has  been  no  time  to 
make  the  requisite  enquiries. 

UNDER  AGE  RECRUITS. 
Mr.  WILLIAM  ABRAHAM  (Cork 
County,  N.E.) :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Under 
Secretary  of  State  for  War  if  his  atten- 
tion has  been  directed  to  the  case  of 
Michael  Healey,  serving  in  the  Provisional 
Battalion  at  Shomcliffe,  who  enlisted  in 
January  last,  and  is  under  eighteen  years 
of  age ;  and  whether  he  will  bring  this 
matter  under  the  notice  of  the  general 
officer  commanding  the  district  with  a 
view  to  Michael  Healev's  discharge,  to 
assist  in  the  support  of  his  father  (who 
is  in  feeble  health),  mother,  and  a  fmily 
of  five. 

♦The  under  SECRETARY  of 
STATE  for  war  (Mr.  Wyndham, 
Dover)  :  When  a  soldier  makes  a  false 
statement  of  age  on  enlistment,  and  is 
subsequently  shown  to  be  under  seven- 
teen years  of  age,  he  is  forthwith  dis-^ 
charged.  When  he  is  shown  to  be  be 
tween  seventeen  and  eighteen  the  case  is 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Greneral 
Officer  conmianding,  upon  the  ground 
that  he  is  best  qualified  to  judge  of 
special  circumstances.  I  cannot,  there- 
fore, undertake  to  make  enquiry  into  the 
circumstances  of  such  cases. 

CARTAGE  OF  AMMUNITION. 
Mr.  BRYN  ROBERTS  (Carnarvon- 
shire, Eifion^ :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Under 
Secretary  of  State  for  War  whether  he 
has  now  received  information  that  1  ton 
2  cwt.  3  qr.  22  lb.  of  live  shells  were  on 
the  10th  of  May  delivered  to  Mr.  Thomas 
Roberts,  of  Aber,  Bangor,  for  cartage  by 
his  teams  from  the  station  to  the  Aber 
Battery,  with  a  carrier's  note  describing 
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them  as  ordinary  stores;  and  that,  in 
consequence,  the  tilled  shells  were  handed 
to  farm  labourers  to  be  carted  to  the 
battery  without  any  warning  as  to  the 
dangerous  nature  of  the  goods  and  the 
necessity  for  great  care  in  handling  the 
same ;  and  who  is  responsible  for  an  error 
involving  so  much  risk  to  the  public. 

*Mr.WYNDHAM:  a  Report  has  been 
received  from  the  General  Officer  com- 
manding the  District  that  the  shells  re- 
ferred to  were  correctly  packed  and 
described;  but  the  word  "explosives" 
was  accidentally  omitted  from  the  Advice 
Note,  which,  however,  gave  a  full  descrip- 
tion of  the  stores  to  be  moved. 

ASSAM.— CULTIVATION    AND      COLO- 
NISATION. 

Mr.  J.  H.  ROBERTS  (Denbighshire, 
W,):  I  beg  to  ask  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  India  whether  out  of  6 J  million 
acres  of  land  capable  of  cultivation  in 
Assam,  not  more  than  If  millio'i  acres 
are  under  cultivation;  whether  he  will 
state  what  was  the  area  of  land  and  what 
were  the  main  conditions  under  which  it 
waa  proposed  to  offer  it  for  cultivation 
under  the  scheme  for  opening  up  a  large 
twct  of  this  province  recently  submitted 
to  the  Government  of  India  by  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Assam ;  whether  he  will 
further  state  to  what  extent  and  under 
what  conditions  the  Government  of  India 
have  seen  their  way  to  sanction  this  ex- 
periment ;  and  whether,  in  view  of  the 
pressing  importance  of  finding  new  outlets 
for  Indian  capital  and  labour,  he  will 
present  Papers  in  reference  to  the  ques- 
tion alluded  to. 

The  secretary  of  STATE  for 
INDIA  (Lord  G.  Hamilton,  Middlesex, 
EaUng) :  The  areas  mentioned  in  the  fii-st 
clause  of  this  question  are,  I  believe,  cor- 
rectly stated.  The  Chief  Conunissioner 
of  Assam  has  laid  certain  proposals  for 
the  colonisation  of  that  district  before  the 
Government  of  India,  who,  though  not  in 
complete  accord  with  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner, have  agreed  to  consider  any 
scheme  which  he  may  submit  for  the 
colonisation  of  a  lar^e  tract  in  Assam  on 
the  general  lines  which  he  advocated.  At 
present  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  give  any 
detailed  information  on  the  subject,  but, 
if  the  scheme  assumes  a  practical  shape,  I 
shall  no  doubt  receive  a  communication 
from  the  Gk)vemment  of  India,  and  shall 


then  be  prepared  to  consider  whether 
Papers  dealing  with  this  question  can  be 
presented. 


INTERNATIONAL  TELEGRAMS. 

Sir  CHARLES  DILKE  (Gloucester- 
shire, Forest  of  Dean) :  I  beg  to  ask  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  India,  if  it  is 
possible  to  lay  before  Parliament  any 
agreements  and  correspondence  between 
the  Government  of  India  on  the  one  side, 
the  Eastern  Telegraph  Company,  the 
Indo-European  Telegraph  Company,  and 
the  Eastern  Extension  Australasia  and 
China  Telegraph  Company,  or  any  of 
them  on  the  other  part,  relating  to  the 
establishment  or  subsequent  modifications 
of  a  joint  purse  agreement  for  dealing 
with  international  telegrams  and  settle- 
ment of  accounts  between  the  parties  to 
the  joint-purse  agreement.  What  is  the 
actual  cost  at  which  the  Indian  Govern- 
ment transmit  telegrams  over  their  lines 
from  Karachi  to  Bushire  and  Fao.  And, 
what  transit  rate  under  the  existing  joint- 
purse  system  the  Indian  Government 
would  charge  over  the  same  portion  of 
their  lines  for  messages  to  or  from  Eng- 
land handed  to  them  by  any  British  com- 
pany not  represented  in  the  joint-purse 
agreement. 

Lord  G.  HAMILTON :  It  would  be 
necessary  to  obtain  the  consent  of  several 
companies  mentioned  before  the  agree- 
ments referring  to  the  joint-purse  arrange- 
ments could  be  made  public,  and  I  am 
therefore  at  present  unable  to  undertake 
to  lay  Papers  on  the  Table.  The  transit 
rates  over  the  Indian  Government  cables 
between  Karachi  and  Bushire  or  Fao  are 
as  follows : — On  messages  exchanged  with 
India — between  Karachi  and  Bushire 
l-455f.;  between  Karachi  and  Fao,  r905f. 
on  messages  exchanged  with  countries 
beyond  India — between  Karachi  and 
Bushire,  l*09f. ;  between  Karachi  and 
Fao,  l*39f.  These  rates  are  laid  down  in 
the  International  Telegraph  Convention, 
and  are  the  same  for  all  classes  of 
messages,  whether  handed  over  by  any 
English  company  belonging  to  the  joint- 
purse  agreement  or  by  any  other  com- 
pany or  foreign  Gk)vemment  Administra- 
tion. The  rates  can  only  be  altered  with 
the  consent  of  the  States  interested  who- 
are  parties  to  the  International  Conven- 
tion. 
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CABLE  COMMUNICATION   WITH   THE 
EAST. 

Sir  CHARLES  DILKE :  I  beg  to  ask 
Mr.  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  if  it  is 
possible  to  lay  before  Parliament  any 
-agreements  and  correspondence  between 
Her  Majesty's  Grovemment  on  the  one 
side,  and  the  Eastern  Extension,  Austra- 
lasia, and  China  Telegraph  Company,  and 
the  Great  Northern  Telegraph  Company, 
on  the  other  side,  relating  to  the  sub- 
marine telegraph  cables  which  land  at 
Woosung  (for  Shanghai),  Hong  Kong, 
Liabuan,  Singapore,  and  Penang. 

The  SECRETAEY  of  STATE  for 
THE  COLONIES  (Mr.  J.  Chamberlain, 
Birmingham,  W.) :  Perhaps  I  may  be 
flowed  to  answer  this  for  my  right  hon. 
friend.  The  latest  agreement — that  of 
1893 — can  be  laid  before  Parliament  if 
desired,  but  the  earlier  correspondence  is 
not  only  in  part  of  a  confidential  nature, 
but  is  also  very  voluminous,  and  extends 
over  many  years.  I  fear,  therefore,  that 
it  could  not  be  given. 

CONTAGIOUS    DISEASES    ACTS    IN 
SOUTH    AFRICA. 

Mr.  H.  J.  WILSON  (Yorkshire,  W.R., 
Holmfirth) :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Colonies  whether  he  is  aware 
that  girls  of  twelve  and  fourteen  years  of 
Age  have  undergone  examination  several 
times  in  Cape  Town  under  the  Contagious 
Diseases  Acts;  whether  he  can  state 
under  what  Acts  of  the  Cape  Legislature 
such  examinations  can  be  enforced  in 
regard  to  girls  of  these  ages ;  whether  a 
magistrate  suggested  that  criminal  prose- 
cutions should  be  instituted  against 
persons  who  would  pass  such  children; 
and  under  what  Act,  if  any,  such  criminal 
jprosecutions  could  be  instituted. 

Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN:  The  hon. 
Member  has  called  my  attention  to  a  report 
in  a  Cape  newspaper  of  a  case  in  which  two 
girls  of  the  ages  of  twelve  and  fourteen  were 
charged  with  soliciting,  and  it  was  stated 
that  they  had  been  several  times  examined 
at  the  Lock  Hospital.  The  magistrate  is 
reported  to  have  made  the  remark  quoted 
in  the  question.  The  Contagious  Diseases 
Prevention  Act  of  the  Cape  Colony 
(No.  39  of  1885)  does  not  specify  any 
limit  of  age  for  persons  to  be  examined. 
I  do  not  know  whether  any  such  prosecu- 
tion as  the  magistrate  suggested  could  be 
instituted.

S(R  EDWARD  SASSOON  (Hythe) : 
I  beg  to  ask  the  Under  Secretary  of  State 
for  Foreign  Affairs  whether,  in  view  of 
the  agitation  in  this  country  for  a  reduc- 
tion of  foreign  telegraph  rates.  Her 
Majesty's  Grovemment  would  request  Her 
Majesty's  Ambassador  in  Constantinople, 
Lord  Cromer,  and  Her  Majesty's  Minister 
in  Teheran,  to  procure  from  the  Turkish, 
Egyptian,  and  Persian  Governments,  re- 
spectively, copies  of  all  concessions 
granted  to,  and  all  agreements  made  with, 
either  the  Eastern  Telegraph  Company, 
the  Indo-European,  or  the  Telegraph  Con 
struction  and  Maintenance  Company,  or 
the  agents  of  all  or  any  of  them,  and  the 
Indian  Grovernment.  I  beg  further  to 
ask  the  Under  Secretary  of  State  for 
Foreign  Affairs  whether,  in  view  of  the 
efforts  now  being  made  for  a  reduction  of 
Foreign,  Colonial,  and  Indian  telegraphic 
charges.  Her  Majesty's  Grovemment  would 
request  Her  Majesty's  Ambassador  at 
Constantinople,  Her  Majesty's  Minister 
at  Teheran,  and  Lord  Cromer  to  procure 
from  the  Turkish,  Persian,  and  Egyptian 
Governments,  respectively,  copies  of  all 
concessions  granted  to,  and  all  agreements 
made  with,  either  the  Eastern  Telegraph 
Company,  the  Indo-European,  or  the 
Telegraph  Construction  and  Maintenance 
Company,  or  the  agents  of  all  or  any  of 
them,  and  with  the  Indian  Government. 

The  under  SECRETARY  of 
STATE  FOR  FOREIGN  AFFAIRS  (Mr. 
Brodrick,  Surrey,  Guildford) :  In  reply 
to  the  two  questions  of  my  hon.  friend, 
I  have  to  say  that  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment would  not  feel  justified  in  pubhsh- 
ing  or  in  obtaining  for  publication,  as 
seems  to  be  suggested,  from  one  of  the 
parties  without  the  consent  of  the  other, 
copies  of  the  arrangements  referred  to. 
The  arrangements  between  Her  Majesty's 
Government  and  Turkey  and  Persia  have 
already  been  published. 


MUZZLING    ORDER     IN 
METROPOLIS.

Mr.  perks  (Lincolnshire,  Louth) :  I 
beg  to  ask  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  whether  he  can  state  when  the 
existing  Orders  for  the  muzzling  of  dogs  in 
the  Metropolitan  area  will  be  modified  or 
repealed  ;  and  if  he  can  state  the  number 
of  persons  who  have  been  summoned 
under  these  Orders  within  the  Metropolis, 
and   the  return  to   the  revenue  arising 
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from  fines  and  costs  imposed  upon  persons 
80  simunoned. 

The  PEESIDENT  of  the  BOAED 
OF  AGRICULTURE  (Mr.  Long,  Liver- 
pool, West  Derby)  :  With  regard  to  the 
withdrawal  of  the  Order  to  which  the  hon. 
Member  refers,  I  cannot  add  anything  to 
the  full  statement  which  I  made  in  reply 
to  the  question  put  to  me  by  my  hon. 
friend  the  Member  for  Chelsea  on  Thurs- 
day last.  I  have  been  in  communication 
with  the  Home  Office  with  a  view  to 
obtaining  the  information  asked  for  in  the 
second  paragraph  of  the  question,  but  I 
find  that  adl  that  can  be  stated  is  that 
5,137  persons  were  proceeded  against  for 
oifences  relating  to  dogs  within  the 
Metropolitan  Police  District  during  the 
year  1897.  The  returns  for  the  year 
1898  are  not  yet  made  up,  and  no  infor- 
mation is  available  as  to  the  amount  of 
the  fines  and  costs  imposed. 

WALES  AND  THE  LICENSING  COM- 
MISSION'S REPORT. 

Mr.  J.  H.  ROBERTS:  I  beg  to 
«lt  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Home  Department  whether  he  is  aware 
of  the  great  interest  taken  by  the 
Wdsh-speaking  population  of  Wales  in 
the  recently-published  Report  of  the 
Eoyal  Commission  on  Liquor  Licens- 
ing Laws ;  and  whether  he  will  authorise 
a  translation  of  the  Report  into  the 
Welsh  lan^iage,  or  a  translation  of  those 
portions  of  the  Report  which  contain  the 
recommendations  together  with  certain 
additional  necessary  matter  impartially 
selected. 

*The  secretary  of  STATE  for 
THE  HOME  DEPARTMENT  (Sir  M. 
White  Ridley,  Lancashire,  Blackpool) : 
Ihave  seen  the  Chairman  of  the  Commis- 
sion, and  after  considering  the  matter 
car^lly,  I  am  afraid  I  must  say  that  I 
cannot  see  my  way  to  adopting  the  sug- 
^ion  of  the  hon.  Member.  I  do  not 
think  that  portions  only  of  the  Report 
could  usefully  be  translated,  nor  would 
^y  portions  be  satisfactory  without  the 
evidence,  and  to  translate  the  whole 
would  involve  an  expense  which  I  should 
not  feel  justified  in  asking  the  Treasury 
to  allow. 

PENSIONS  FOR  THE  AGED  DESERVING 
POOR. 
Sir  HOWARD  VINCENT  (Sheffield, 
Central)  :  I  beg  to  ask  the  President  of 


the  Local  Gk)vernment  Board  if  it  is  pos- 
sible to  form  any  approximate  estimate  of 
the  total  annual  cost  to  the  country  of 
the  proposals  of  the  Select  Committee 
upon  the  Aged  Deserving  Poor,  or  from 
what  source  it  may  be  practicable  to  raise 
the  required  millions. 

The  SECRETARY  to  the  LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT  BOARD  (Mr.  T.  W. 
Russell,  Tyrone,  S.)  :  It  is  only  a  very 
few  days  since  the  Report  of  the  Select 
Committee  was  issued,  and  I  can  only 
refer  my  hon.  friend  to  paragraph  58  of 
their  Report,  in  which  the  ^4ews  of  the 
Committee  are  stated  upon  the  question 
which  he  puts  to  me.  Nothing  has 
occurred  since  then  to  enable  me  to  add 
anything  to  the  statements  they  made. 

Sir  HOWARD  VINCENT:  May  I 
ask  my  hon.  friend  if  he  will  move  the 
President  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
to  cause  the  calculations  to  be  made  as 
soon  as  possible,  in  order  that  the  country 
may  judge  what  additional  taxation  is 
necessary  ? 

Mr.  T.  \V.  RUSSELL  :  That  is  a 
question  for  the  President  of  the  Local 
Government  Board. 

Sir  HOWARD  VINCENT  :  But  will 
my  hon.  friend  move  him  in  the  matter  ? 

(No  answer  was  given.) 

Mr.  LEWIS  (Flint  Boroughs) :  I  beg  to 
ask  the  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury  whether 
a  Committee  of  competent  experts  will  be 
appointed  to  inquire  during  the  recess 
into  the  number  of  applicants  who  would 
be  eligible  for  pensions,  and  the  cost  that 
the  pensions  would  entail,  on  the  basis  of 
the  proposal  recommended  by  the  Select 
Committee  on  the  Aged  Deserving  Poor. 

Mr.  T.  AV.  RUSSELL :  The  Govern- 
men t  fully  intend,  to  examine  the  statis- 
tics connected  with  this  subject  during 
the  recess. 

GLYCERINATED  CALF  LYMPH. 

Mr.  LABOUCHERE  (Northampton) : 
I  beg  to  ask  the  President  of  the  Lociil 
Government  Board  whether  he  has  re- 
ceived complaints  from  public  vaccinatoi-s 
with  reference  to  the  effect  of  the  glyce- 
rinated  calf    lymph    supplied  from  the 
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laboratory  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  what  action  he  proposes  to 
take  in  the  matter ;  whether  his  attention 
has  been  called  to  the  decision  of  the 
magistrates  in  Derby,  who  have  dismissed 
summonses  against  defaulters  under  the 
Vaccination  Act  in  consequence  of  the 
prosecutions  not  having  been  sanctioned 
by  the  guardians;  and  whether,  under 
tnese  circumstances,  he  will  reconsider 
his  position  in  respect  of  the  powers  of 
vaccination  officers  to  institute  proceed- 
ings without  this  sanction. 

Mr.  T.  W.  RUSSELL:  The  Local 
Gk)vernment  Board  have  received  many 
statements  as  to  the  satisfactory  results 
of  the  glycerinated  calf  lymph  issued  by  j 
them,  but  during  the  present  hot  weather 
there  have  been  some  communications  as 
to  want  of  uniformity  in  the  results  ob- 
tained. There  is  reason  to  believe  this 
want  of  uniformity  is  largely  due  to  soiae 
change  which  the  lymph  has  recently 
undergone  owing  to  the  great  variation 
between  the  temperature  at  which  it  is 
kept  in  the  laboratory  and  that  to  which 
it  is  exposed  after  issue.  The  occurrence, 
which  is  believed  to  be  temporary  only,  is 
receiving  very  careful  investigation  with 
a  view  to  its  prevention.  My  attention 
has  been  called  to  the  decision  of  the 
Derby  magistrates  referred  to  in  the 
second  paragraph.  The  magistrates  do 
not  seem  to  have  had  before  them  the 
circular  issued  by  the  Board  to  the  guar- 
dians, in  which  it  was  explained  that  the 
power  and  the  duty  of  taking  such 
proceedings  are  vested  in  the  vaccination 
officer  under  the  Vaccination  Acts  passed 
prior  to  the  Act  of  1898  without  any 
order  of  the  Board  or  direction  from  the 
guardians,  and  they  appear  to  have  given 
their  decision  under  a  misapprehension. 
I  see  no  reason  for  reconsidermg  the  posi- 
tion in  respect  of  the  powers  of  vaccina- 
tion officers  to  institute  proceedings. 

Sir  WALTER  FOSTER  (Derbyshire, 
Ilkeston) :  I  beg  to  ask  the  President  of 
the  Local  Government  Board,  whether  his 
Department  has  been  able  regularly  to 
meet  the  demand  for  glycerinated  calf 
lymph  during  the  past  half  year ;  whether 
the  demand  has  increased  from  month  to 
month;  whether  the  public  vaccinators 
have  been  satisfied  with  the  efficacy  of  the 
lymph  supplied ;  and,  whether  he  is  likely 
at  an  early  date  to  be  able  to  supply  the 


Ijrmph    for    the     use    of    private    prac- 
titioners. 

Mr.  T.  W.  RUSSELL :  The  reply  to 
the  first  paragraph  is  in  the  affirmative. 
It  was  onginally  estimated  that  a  supply 
of  1,000  tubes  of  l3rmph  would  meet  the 
requirements  of  public  vaccinators,  but 
the  demand  steadily  increased,  until  in 
one  week  it  reached  2,287  a  day.  During 
the  last  two  months  the  daily  issue  has 
averaged  1,790  a  day.  I  have  replied  to 
the  third  paragraph  in  the  answer  I  have 
given  to-day  to  the  question  put  to  me  by 
the  hon.  Member  for  Northampton.  I 
cannot  at  present  make  any  promise  as  to 
the  supply  of  the  lymph  for  the  use  of 
private  practitioners. 

PARISH  COUNCIL   EXPENDITURE. 

Sir  WALTER  FOSTER :  I  beg  to  ask 
the  President  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  whether  the  parish  of  Poulton,  in 
the  district  of  Fylde,  Lancashire,  has 
been  surcharged  as  regards  expenditure 
in  repairing  stiles  in  connection  with  a 
parish  footpath ;  and  whether  there  was 
any  appeal  in  this  case  to  the  Local 
Government  Board ;  and,  if  so,  whether 
the  case  is  an  exceptional  one,  or  to  be 
taken  as  an  iUustration,  a  policy  to  dis- 
allow similar  expenditure  by  parish 
councils  even  for  stiles  necessary  to  main- 
tain footpaths  in  a  condition  for  con- 
venient use  by  the  public. 

Mr.  T.  W.  RUSSELL  :  In  the  case  to 
which  I  presume  the  hon.  Member  refers, 
the  auditor  disallowed  in  the  accounts  of 
the  parish  council  the  cost  of  ten  wicket- 

Eites  placed  upon  public  footpaths.  The 
ocal  Government  Board,  on  appeal,  held 
that  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
the  auditor  was  not  shown  to  be  vrvong  in 
his  view  that  the  expenditure  was  ille^ 
They  therefore  confirmed  the  disallow- 
ance, but  relieved  the  persons  surcharged 
from  the  effect  of  the  auditor's  decision. 
As  regards  the  general  question,  the 
Board  consider  that  if  it  is  necessary  for 
the  public  convenience  in  the  use  of  a 
public  footpath  that  a  stile  or  gate  across 
the  path  should  be  repaired,  or  that  a 
gate  should  be  substituted  for  a  stile,  the 
parish  council  may  do  the  work  required, 
if,  however,  an  enlargement  of  the  public 
rights  of  way  is  involved,  the  Board  are 
advised  that  the  consent  of  the  owner  of 
the  soil  must  be  obtained. 
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LLANDUDNO   FORESHORE— OUTDOOR 
RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

Mr.  perks  :  I  beg  to  ask  the  First 
lord  of  the  Treasury  whether  his  atten- 
tion has  been  directed  to  a  judgment  de- 
livered by  Mr.  Justice  Cozens3lardy  on 
Wednesciay  last,  concerning  the  right  of 
pablic  outdoor  worship  upon  the  seashore 
2X  Llandudno,  in  which  the  learned 
Judge  stated  that  the  Llandudno  Urban 
Distaict  Council  were  asserting  rights 
which  the  Crown  would  never  have 
thought  of  putting  forward,  and  which 
were  in  no  way  necessary  for  the  peace 
4Dd  good  order  of  the  town  of  Llandudno 
ind  whether,  in  any  future  lease  of  the 
fwwhore  of  Llandudno,  which  lease  ex- 
pires in  two  years*  time,  and  also  in  any 
leasee  of  foreshore  which  may  be  granted 
tythe  Crown  elsewhere,  clauses  may  be 
ii»erted  securing  to  the  public  the  right 
of  holding  religious  services  if  conducted 
in  an  orderly  manner. 

Thi  solicitor-general  (Sir 
R.  R  FiNLAY,  Inverness  Burghs) :  Yes, 
Sir ;  I  have  seen  a  report  of  the  judgment 
referred  to.  The  attitude  of  the  Crown 
in  any  similar  case  would  depend  upon 
the  special  circumstances.  I  understand 
that  the  Commissioners  of  Woods,  in 
dealing  with  future  applications  for 
leases,  will  consider  the  questions  which 
have  been  raised  by  these  occurrences. 

CHATHAM  DOCKYARD. 
Mr.  woods  fEssex,  Walthamstow) : 
I  beg  to  ask  the  Secretary  to  the  Trea- 
sury if  he  will  explain  fully  to  the  House 
the  object  of  the  rrovisional  Order  issued 
from  the  Admiralty  on  12th  Mav  hy  the 
Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  and  addressed  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  Chatham  Dockyard,  which 
«tates  that  the  question  of  periods  of 
absence  without  pay  of  the  workpeople 
is  to  be  taken  into  account  in  awarding 
pensions ;  that  a  record  is  to  be  kept  of 
the  number  of  days  in  each  year  that  the 
workpeople  are  absent  ^over  twelve  days 
per  annum) ;  whether  it  is  proposed  to 
take  into  account  the  days  lost  through 
sickness,  accidents,  or  days  when  the 
yards  are  closed  by  order ;  also  the  over- 
time worked  as  counter-balancing  the  lost 
days ;  whether  he  is  aware  that  this  new 
Older  is  causing  considerable  irritation 
among  the  workpeople;  and  if  he  will 
state  whether  the  Oraer  is  to  be  pressed. 


The  FINANCIAL  SECRETARY  to  thb 
TREASURY  (Mr.  Hanbury,  Preston) : 
This  subject  is  still  under  consideration 
by  the  Departments  concerned,  and  I  am 
therefore  unable  to  give  the  hon.  Member 
a  definite  reply  on  the  points  raised  in 
his  question. 

CENTRAL  TELEGRAPH  OFFICE  STAFF. 
Mr.  STEADMAN  (Tower  Hamlets, 
Stepney)  :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Secretary  to 
the  Treasury,  as  representing  the  Post- 
master-General, whether  he  is  aware  that 
the  telegraphists  of  the  K  Division,  Cen- 
tral Telegraph  Office,  have  their  dinner- 
times  greatly  delayed  through  insuffi- 
ciency of  staff ;  and  that  the  privilege  of 
being  allowed  two  hours  off  on  every 
fourth  Saturday  is  being  withheld  for  the 
same  reason;  and  whether  the  Post* 
master-General  will  take  steps  to  concede 
to  telegraphists  the  same  privileges  as 
other  civil  servants  with  respect  to  the 
Saturday  half-holiday. 


Mr.  hanbury 
very  great  pressure 


There  has  been 
of  business  in  the 
Central  Telegraph  Office,  and  the  Post- 
master-General regrets  to  find  that  there 
has  been  in  consequence  occasional  delay 
in  providing  for  absence  at  dinner.  Every 
effort  is  being  made  to  release  the  staff 
for  dinner  at  the  times  fixed.    The  indul- 

§ence  of  an  occasional  short  duty  on 
aturday  has  also  been  interfered  with 
to  some  extent  from  the  same  cause ;  but 
the  staff  have  no  claim  to  any  such  con- 
cession as  of  right. 

Mr.  STEADMAN :  I  beg  to  ask  the 
Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  as  representing 
the  Postmaster-General,  whether  he  can 
state  the  number  of  hours*  overtime  per- 
formed by  telegraph  clerks  in  the  Cen- 
tral Telegraph  Office,  London,  on  Satur- 
day, 22nd  July  ;  whether  the  Controller 
has  applied  for  additional  men ;  and 
whether,  in  view  of  the  serious  delay  of 
public  work  owing  to  insufficiency  of  staff, 
steps  will  be  taken  to  increase  it. 

Mr.  HANBURY:  2,541  hours  of 
extra  duty  were  performed  in  the  Central 
Telegraph  office  on  Saturday,  July  22, 
There  was  exceptional  pressure  on  that 
day,  caused  by  the  Queen*s  Prize  compe- 
tition at  Bisley  and  other  special  events. 
An  addition  to  the  staff  has  recently  been 
authorised  by   the    Treasury,    and    the 
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question  of  a  further  addition  is  under 
consideration.  The  Postmaster-Gtenerai 
is  not  aware,  however,  of  any  serious 
delay  having  occurred  to  the  public  work. 

IRISH  MAIL  SERVICE. 
Mr  ARTHUR  MOORE  (Londonderry) : 
I  beg  to  ask  the  Secretary  to  the  Trea- 
sury, as  representing  the  Postmaster- 
Greneral,  could  he  state  how  often  the 
mails  from  England  have  missed  the  con- 
nection at  Limerick  Junction  during  the 
last  two  weeks ;  on  how  many  occasions 
has  this  been  due  to  the  London  and 
North- Western  train  being  late  arriving 
at  Holyhead ;  on  how  many  occasions 
this  delay  has  been  owing  to  the  company 
attempting  to  carry  a  large  number  of 
passengers,  and  duplicating  their  trains  ; 
what  powers  have  the  Post  Office  to  com- 
pel the  company  to  keep  time;  and 
whether  they  will  put  these  powers  in 
force,  and  not  allow  the  mail  service  to  be 
disorganised  by  the  exigencies  of  transit 
traffic. 

Mr.  HANBURY:  The  mails  from 
England  have  missed  the  connection  at 
Limerick  Junction  seven  times  during  the 
last  two  weeks.  On  six  of  these  occasions 
the  failure  has  been  altogether  due  to  the 
London  and  North- Western  train  being 
late  in  arriving  at  Holyhead.  On  the 
other  occasion  there  was  fog  at  sea  in 
addition  to  delay  in  arriving  at  Holyhead. 
On  six  occasions  the  delay  appears  to 
have  been  owing  to  the  company  dupli- 
cating their  trains.  There  are  no  penalty 
clauses  in  the  contract,  but  the  Post- 
master-General can,  in  case  of  a  serious 
breach  of  the  contract,  sue  the  company 
upon  the  bond  contained  in  the  contract, 
or  put  an  end  to  the  contract.  It  is  only 
fair,  however,  to  the  company  to  say  that 
their  difficulties  arise  largely  from  their 
having  yielded  to  the  pressure  brought  to 
bear  upon  them  to  carry  third  class 
passengers  by  the  Irish  mail  trains.  The 
duplication  of  the  train  appears  abso- 
lutely necessary  if  passengers  are  not  to 
be  left  behind,  and  when  the  train  is 
duplicated,  a  large  amount  of  delay  is 
unavoidable,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
first  train  must  be  unloaded  and  drawn 
off  the  pier  at  Holyhead  before  the  second 
train  can  get  alongside  the  boat. 

MEMBERS'   CORRESPONDENCE. 
Sm  HOWARD  VINCENT:  I  beg  to 
ask   the  Secretary   to    the  Treasury,  as 


representing  the  Postmaster-General,  if 
instructions  can  be  issued  that  unpaid 
correspondence,  evidently  of  a  circular 
nature,  addressed  to  Members  of  either 
House  of  Parliament,  may  be  sent  to  the 
Returned  Letter  Office  for  disposal  instead 
of  being  re-addressed  and  the  surcharge 
collected  at  the  private  residences  of 
Peers  and  Members  of  the  House  of 
Commons. 

Mr.  HANBURY:  The  Postmaster- 
Greneral  is  advised  that  he  has  no  power 
to  withhold  letters  from  delivery  because 
they  are  unstamped ;  but  hon.  Members 
are,  of  course,  at  liberty  to  refuse  any 
letter  of  the  kind  referred  to.  If  any 
Member  requests  that  all  unpaid  corre- 
spondence, evidently  of  a  circular  nature, 
addressed  to  himself  at  the  House,  shall 
not  be  redirected  to  his  private  residence, 
the  Postmaster  of  the  House  on  receiving 
such  request  will  act  accordingly. 

BELMULLET  POLICE  STATION. 
Mr.  CRILLY  (Mayo,  N.)  :  I  beg  to 
ask  the  Chief  Secretary  to  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant of  Ireland  if  any  criminal  cases  in 
the  locality  have  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  police  who  were  drafted,  in  Decem- 
ber last,  to  form  a  new  police  station  at 
Elly  Bay,  Belmullet ;  and  whether  the 
authorities  can  now  see  their  way  clear  to 
withdraw  the  police  from  this  new  station 
as  being  unnecessary  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  peace  of  the  locality. 

The  CHIEF  SECRETARY  for  IRE- 
LAND (Mr.  G.  W.  Baltour,  Leeds, 
Central)  :  The  station  was  formed  for  the 
better  protection  of  life  and  property,  and 
the  fact  that  no  criminal  acts  have  been 
reported  since  its  formation  shows  that 
the  main  object  of  this  precautionary 
measure  has  been  attained.  The  station 
will  be  discontinued  when  the  authori- 
ties consider  it  may  be  dispensed  with.

EAST  INDIA  REVENUE   ACCOUNTS. 
Order  for  Committee  read. 

Motion  made,  and  Question  proposed, 
"That  Mr.  Speaker  do  now  leave  the 
Chair." 

*The  secretary  of  STATE  for 
INDIA  (Lord  G.  Hamilton,  Middlesex, 
Ealing) :  The  statement  I  have  to  make 
to-ni^t  refers  to  a  triennial  period  which 
is  one  of  financial  oscillation  and  contrast, 
and  I  think  it  will  be  admitted  of  excep- 
tional interest.  A  comparison  of  the 
figures  of  the  separate  years  is  not  only 
fml  of  financial  and  statistical  interest, 
but  it  is  a  clearer  index  than  any  Budget 
statement  I  have  previously  made  of  the 
economic  and  material  condition  of  India 
under  British  rule.  The  first  year  deals 
with  the  closed  accounts  of  1897-98  ;  this 
was  the  last  year  in  which  the  effects  of 
the  great  famine  disturbed  the  equili- 
brium of  Indian  finance.  But  famine  was 
not  the  only  disturbing  element.  Plague, 
earthquake,  and  a  great  frontier  distur- 
bance all  contributed  to  diminish  the 
revenue  account  and  to  augment  the 
general  expenditure  of  the  country.  I 
estimated  last  year,  on  the  revised  figures 
before  me,  that  the  deficit  would  be 
Rx.  5,283,100.  The  closed  accounts  give 
a  somewhat  larger  sum  —  namely, 
Rx.  5,359,211 — the  net  income  being  less 
by  Rx.  214,191  and  the  net  expenditure 
less  by  Rx,  138,000  than  was  anticipated. 
We  now  know  the  total  cost  of  the  famine 


of  1896-97  and  1897-98,  both  direct  and 
indirect,  to  the  revenues  of  India,  and  it 
is  estimated  to  amount  to  Rx.  16,649,399. 
This  is  a  somewhat  lower  estimate  than 
that  which  I  gave  in  June,  1898,  and  of 
this  amount  no  lessthan  Rx.  9,313,987  may 
be  estimated  as  chargeable  in  the  accounts 
of  the  year  with  which  I  am  dealing.  But 
this  was  not  the  only  extraordin- 
ary charge.  Frontier  operations  cost 
Rx.  3,887,000,  and  the  cost  of  com- 
bating the  plague  and  the  effects  of 
earthquake  put  on  the  revenues  of  that 
year  further  charges,  all  of  which  fell 
on  the  shoulders  of  this  hapless  financial 
year.  I  appointed,  shortly  after  the  con- 
clusion of  the  famine  operations,  a  Com- 
mission, for  which  I  was  fortunate  enough 
to  secure  the  services  of  Sir  James  Lyall 
as  chairman,  to  inquire  into  and  report 
upon  the  result  of  the  procedure  adopted 
to  meet  the  famine.  That  report,  which 
was  issued  at  the  beginning  of  this  year, 
showed  that,  though  here  and  there  a 
mistake  had  been  made,  the  campaign  as 
a  whole  against  famine  was  devised  and 
carried  through  with  prescience,  vnth.  re- 
source, and  with  success.  Yet,  notwith- 
standing all  the  exertions  of  the  Govern- 
ment, seconded  as  they  were  by  private 
effort  and  voluntary  subscriptions,  there 
was  very  heavy  mortality  arid  widespread 
privation  and  misery  over  a  vast  tract  of 
country  affected  by  the  scarcity  of  food 
and  employment  consequent  upon  the 
drought  and  its  attendant  evils.  There 
are  two  theories  current  as  to  the  cause 
and  origin  of  this  distress.  There  is  a 
small  but  active  body  of  propagandists 
who  are  never  tired  of  complaining  that 
British  rule  is  bleeding  India  to  death ; 
that  owing  to  our  system  of  taxation  the^ 
people  are  so  reduced  in  their  resources,, 
that  independent  of  any  abnormal  visita- 
tion they  are  dying  off ;  and  that  the  dis- 
tress of  recent  years,  culminating  in  the 
creat  famine  of  1896-98,  was  not  primarily 
due  to  natural  causes,  but  that  it  is  the 
result  of  persistent  over-taxation  and 
heavy  assessment  which  has  so  reduced 
the  condition  of  the  mass  of  the  people, 
and  that  they  are  expiring  of  inanition. 
There  is  another  school  who  maintain  a 
wholly  contrarj'  opinion.  They  assert 
that  from  time  immemorial  famine,  due 
to  want  of  rain,  has  been  a  regular 
and  periodical  scourge  of  India,  and 
that  under  our  rule,  decade  by  decade, 
the  effects  of  famine  when  it  occurs 
are    being   narrowed  and  arrested,    not 
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only  by  the  increased  resources  of  the 
people  assailed,  but  by  a  systematic  and 
progressive  scheme  of  famine  protection 
which  the  British  Government  has 
created  and  is  continuously  improving. 
The  figures  I  am  about  to  cite  will,  I 
think,  conclusively  show  which  of  those 
two  theories  is  right.  If  it  be  true  that, 
quite  independently  of  famine,  our  system 
of  taxation  is  levied  in  such  a  way  that  the 
people  are  so  reduced  and  so  near  the  end 
of  their  resources  that  they  are  ready  to 
-collapse  at  the  first  touch  of  any  abnormal 
visitation,  then  it  is  clear  their  recovery 
when  that  visitation  was  passed  would  be 
80  slow  and  their  recuperative  power  so 
small  that  for  years  to  come  it  would  be 
scarcely  appreciable.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  it  be  true  that  British  rule  has 
ygreatly  increased  the  resources  of  the 
community,  and  that  the  suffering  and 
failure  in  revenue  of  the  famine  years 
were  entirely  due  to  the  exceptional 
magnitude  of  the  visitation  itself, 
then,  so  soon  as  the  visitation  had 
passed  away,  the  community  at  large 
would  at  once  show  signs  of  recuperation 
and  rapidly  make  good  the  losses 
caused  by  the  abnormal  phenomena.  If 
no  recuperation  is  shown,  then  the  bleed- 
ing to  death  theory  may  have  some 
suDstance  in  it ;  but  if  the  recuperation 
"be  immediate,  rapid  and  continuous,  then 
I  think  even  the  most  perverse  of  mortals 
must  admit  that  the  theory  is  based  on 
imagination  alone.  Now,  Sir,  let  us  test 
the  merits  of  the  two  theories  by  turning 
to  the  year  succeeding  the  last  year 
of  the  famine.  In  March,  1898,  Sir 
James  Westland  estimated  his  surplus 
for  the  year  ending  April,  1899, 
at  Rx.  891,000.  A  few  months  later, 
with  fuller  data  before  me,  I  expressed  my 
•own  view  that  this  figure  would  be  largely 
exceeded.  We  have  now  the  revised 
figures  before  us,  and  the  surplus  has 
grown  to  Rx.4,759,400.  The  first  fact  I 
wish  to  impress  on  the  House  is  that  this 
is  the  largest  surplus  ever  realised  in 
India  in  one  year  since  our  rule 
has  been  established  there;  but  side 
by  side  with  this  fact  there  is  an- 
other, scarcely  less  significant,  to 
which  I  have  already  alluded — namely, 
that  the  year  which  immediately  pre- 
ceded this  surplus  was  the  worst  famine 
year  of  the  century.  The  House  will,  I 
am  sure,  appreciate  the  significance  of 
this  juxtaposition  of  extreme  depression 
and  of  exuberant  recuperation,  for  it  is 
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the  annihilation  of  the  bleeding  to  death 
theory.  I  know  statistics  are  dull, 
especially  at  this  time  of  the  session,  but 
the  figures  of  this  financial  year  are  really 
so  remarkable  that  they  are  well  worthy 
of  examination  and  analysis,  both  on  the 
expenditure  and  on  the  revenue  side. 
This  surplus  is  due  not  only  to  an  aug- 
mentation of  revenue,  but  also  to  a  large 
reduction  in  expenditure.  We  took  the 
exchange  value  of  the  rupee  at  15fd. 
The  actual  rate  at  which  we  were  able  to 
sell  rupees  was  15*978d.,  or  approximately 
16d.,  and  this  rise  in  the  rate  of  exchange 
diminished  by  Rx.  1,070,600  the  amount 
of  rupees  which  had  to  be  remitted.  The 
rise  in  exchange  is  always  a  satisfaction, 
but  the  rise  this  year  was  associated  with 
some  unusual  facts.  I  had  calculated  that 
I  should  be  able  to  draw,  in  the  course  of 
the  year,  bills  equivalent  to  £16,000,000 
sterling,  the  rupee  being  taken  at  15|d., 
and  a  good  many  thought  I  was  too 
sanguine.  The  actual  amount  I  was 
able  to  draw  was  £18,695,200,  or 
£2,695,200  in  excess  of  my  estimate. 
It  may  be  laid  down  as  a  general 
rule  that  the  larger  the  number  of 
bills  drawn  in  the  year  the  lower 
becomes  the  rate  of  exchange  at  which 
the  individual  rupee  is  exchangeable ;  but 
this  year  we  drew  the  whole  of  this  larger 
sum  at  a  higher  rate  of  exchange  than 
that  which  we  assigned  to  the  lesser 
sum  we  had  calculated  on  drawing, 
and  the  sum  remitted  for  the  year  is  the 
largest  amount  ever  sent  from  India, 
and  it  has  enabled  us  to  reduce 
our  estimated  gold  liabilities  in 
this  country  by  £2,695,000  in  the 
course  of  the  vear.  In  addition  to 
the  reduction  of  the  gold  debt  here  we 
were  able  during  the  year  to  exchange 
rupees  for  gold  to  the  amount  of  Rx. 
2,616,000  in  the  currency  reserve.  The 
next  great  item  on  the  expenditure  side  is 
that  connected  with  the  railway  and  irriga- 
tion account.  The  receipts  from  both 
sources  of  productive  works  were  the 
largest  ever  recorded  in  India,  and  they 
improve  the  railway  account  by  Rx. 
848,000  and  the  irrigation  account  by 
Rx.  226,900.  There  was  also  a  saving 
on  Army  expenditure  of  Rx.  520,800. 
This  was  due  to  the  cessation  of 
frontier  operations,  and  there  were  a 
number  of  other  minor  savings  and 
certain  increases  under  other  heads, 
the  aggregate  result  of  which  was 
a     tvtal   net  reduction,    independent  of 
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exchange,  on  the  expenditure  side, 
wnounting  to  Rx.  1,973,000.  On  the 
revenue  side  it  is  noteworthy  that  there  is 
an  increase  under  every  head  of  revenue, 
except  for  a  small  falling  off  in  stamps 
and  registration,  and  the  total  increase 
amounts  to  Rx.  1,658,200.  Those  who 
are  ^onihar  with  Indian  finance  are  aware 
tiiat  there  is  an  elaborate  arrange- 
ment between  the  provincial  governments 
and  the  Imperial  Government  under 
which  the  provincial  governments  are 
qoinquennially  assigned  certain  portions 
of  certain  revenues,  and  as  these  re- 
venues increase,  so  does  the  amount 
the  provincial  governments  are  en- 
titled to  claim  increase  also.  For 
these  and  other  automatic  reasons  the 
provincial  governments  receive  out  of  the 
augmented  surplus  Rx.834,700  more  than 
▼as  anticipated  ;  and  if  Members  of  the 
House  will  deduct  this  amount  from  the 
^  in  revenue  and  the  reduction  in 
expenditure  and  exchange  it  will  bring 
the  surplus  down  to  the  figure  I  orign- 
ally  gave — namely,  Rx.4,759,400.  The 
Oovemment  of  India,  however,  having 
had  a  successful  financial  year,  naturally 
took  into  consideration  the  exceptionally 
heavy  burden  which  recently  had  been 
laid  upon  the  provincial  governments, 
who  have  simultaneously  had  to  face 
increased  expenditure  with  revenues 
either  curtailed  or  whose  expansion 
tad  been  arrested  by  the  very  evils 
requiring  this  additional  expenditure. 
The  Indian  Government,  therefore,  made 
them  free  grants  which  in  the  aggregate 
amount  to  Rx.700,000,  thus  bringing  down 
the  available  surplus  to  Rx.4,059,400. 
Then  the  trade  and  treasure  statistics  of 
this  remarkable  year  are  also  noteworthy. 
The  exports  from  India,  including  trea- 
sury exceed  the  figure  of  Rx.  120,000,000, 
heing  a  crore  and  a  half  over  the  highest 
amount  of  exports  ever  before  recorded. 
The  imports,  including  treasure,  amount 
to  upwards  of  Rx.90,000,000,  an  amount 
«^hich  has  only  been  exceeded  in  two 
years.  The  surplus  of  exports  over 
imports  was,  therefore,  upwards  of 
Rx.30,000,000,  a  figure  which  has  only 
previously  been  exceeded  in  three  years. 
The  net  imports  of  treasure  amoimted  to 
Rx.  10,484, 192,  a  figure  which  has  often 
been  exceeded,  but  of  that  amount  no 
less  than  Rx.6,500,000  represented  gold, 
the  highest  amount  of  gold  ever  absorbed 
by  India  in  one  year.  I  quote  these 
figures  to  the  House,  first,  because  I  think 
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they  are  interesting,  and,  secondly,  be- 
cause they  show  that  from  whatever 
standpoint  we  view  the  past  year,  whether 
from  a  financial,  a  commercial,  or  an  in- 
dustrial standpoint,  the  results  are  far 
more  satisfactory  than  the  most  sanguine 
could  have  anticipated  last  year.  We 
have  faced  and  have  succeeded  in  over- 
coming a  great  cumulative  series  of  diffi- 
culties with  far  less  loss  of  vitality  than 
I  could  have  believed  possible  ;  scars  that 
I  feared  were  indelible  are  being  rapidly 
obliterated,  and  if  we  can  only  depend  on 
normal  phenomena  for  a  few  years  I 
think  a  period  of  great  development 
and  great  prosperity  will  dawn  on 
the  great  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of 
India.  But  there  is  one  side  to  our  rule 
in  India  which  alwavs  causes  anxiety  to 
the  Government  of  that  country,  and  that 
is  the  enormous  increase  in  the  population, 
a  growth  which  is  so  abnormal  that  in 
many  districts  it  presses  heavily  on  the 
means  of  subsistence.  Some  time  back  I 
appointed  Sir  James  LyalFs  Famine  Com- 
mission. I  thought  that  in  the  course  of 
their  inquiries  and  wanderings  they  would 
have  very  special  opportunities  of  examin- 
ing into  the  industrial  and  economic  con- 
ditions of  the  populations  through  whose 
country  the  drought  had  passed ;  and  I 
thought  that  a  general  opinion  from  a 
Commission  so  exceptionally  circum- 
stanced, with  the  traces  of  the  recent 
disaster  displayed  before  their  eyes,  would 
be  of  the  greatest  value  in  enabling  us  to 
decide  how  far  during  the  last  twenty 
years  that  have  elapsed  since  the  last 
great  famine  we  have  improved  the 
material  condition  of  the  mass  of  the 
people  and  their  powers  of  off'ering  resist- 
ance to  exceptional  distress.  The  most 
important  of  the  conclusions  which  Sir 
James  Lyall  and  the  Commission  arrived 
at  are  stated  in  the  last  paragraph  of  his 
report.  It  is  somewhat  lengthy,  but  I 
daresay  the  House  will  excuse  my  going 
into  it  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the 
subject.     Sir  James  Lyall  says  : 

"  The  general  conclusions  we  are  cli8po««e!l  to 
draw  are  that  it  may  be  said  of  Inaia  an  a 
whole  that  of  late  years,  owin^  to  high  prices, 
there  has  been  a,  considerable  increase  iq  the 
incomes  of  the  landholding  and  cultivating 
classes,  and  that  their  standard  of  comfort  and 
of  expenditure  has  alfo  risen.  With  a  ris^e  in 
the  transfer  value  of  their  tenures  their  credit 
hasaUo  expanded.  Daring  the  recent  famine 
these  classes,  as  a  rule,  have  therefore  shown 
greater  power  of  resisting  famine,  either  by 
I  dra\ring  on  saving,  or  by  borrowing,  or  by  re- 
>  duction  of  expenditure,  than  in  any  previous 
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period  of  scarcity  of  like  severity.  Whether  it 
can  be  safely  said  that  they  have  much  im- 
proved in  thrift — that  is,  in  the  accumulation 
of  capital — seems  open  to  doubt.  There  is 
some  evidence  to  the  effect  that  the  export 
trade  and  the  improvement  of  communications 
have  tended  to  diminish  the  custom  of  storing 
grain  as  a  protection  against  failure  of  harvest, 
which  usea  to  be  general  among  the  agricul- 
tural classes." 

I  may  here  state  that  the  landowing  and 
cultivating  classes  constitute  57  per  cent, 
of  the  rural  population  of  India.  Sir 
James  then  passes  on  to  the  artisan  class, 
as  to  which  he  says  : 

"The  skilled  artisans,  excepting  weavers, 
have  also  greatly  improved  their  incomes  and 
their  style  of  living,  and  very  few  of  them  re- 
quired relief.  The  commercial  classes,  whose 
numbers  are  relatively  small,  are  not  generally 
injuriously  affected  by  famines  of  short 
duration.  Beyond  these  classes  there  always 
has  existed,  and  there  does  exist,  a  lowersection 
of  the  community  living  a  hand-to-mouth 
existence,  with  a  low  standard  of  comfort 
and  abnormally  sensitive  to  the  effects  of 
inferior  harvests  and  calamities  of  season. 
This  section  is  very  large  and  includes  the 
great  class  of  day  labourers  and  the  least 
skilled  of  the  artisans.  So  far  as  we  have  been 
able  to  form  a  general  opinion  upon  a  difficult 
Question  from  the  e\'idence  we  have  heard  and 
the  statistics  placed  before  us,  the  wages  of 
these  people  have  not  risen  in  the  last  twenty 
years  m  due  proportion  to  the  rise  in  prices  of 
their  necessaries  of  life.  The  experience  of  the 
recent  famine  fails  to  suggest  that  this  section 
olF  the  community  has  snown  any  larger  com- 
mand of  resources  or  any  increased  power  of 
resistance.  Far  from  contracting,  it  seems  to 
be  gradually  widening,  particularly  in  the  more 
counted  *  districts.  Its  sensitiveness  or 
liability  to  succumb,  instead  of  diminishing,  is 
possibly  becoming  more  accentuated,  as  larKcr 
and  more  powerful  forces  supervene  and  make 
their  effects  felt,  where  formerly  the  result  was 
determined  by  purely  local  conditions." 

It  is  estimated  that  the  labourers  of  all 
sorts  constitute  17  per  cent,  of  the  rural 
population,  and  it  is  only  with  a  portion 
of  this  body  that  this  Report  deals. 
The  problem  before  us  is  not  one  to  be 
solved  by  the  reduction  of  taxation  or 
the  cheapening  of  food.  These  poor 
people  practically  pay  no  taxes,  and  food 
is  cheaper  in  India  than  in  any  known 
civiUsed  country  in  the  world.  Even  at 
the  height  of  the  late  famine  prices  never 
rose  to  a  level  to  make  the  impor- 
tation of  food  into  British  India,  ex- 
cept from  Burma,  remunerative.  We  are 
face  to  face  with  the  consequences  of  the 
long  establishment  of  the  pax  BrUarmka. 
India  is  the  most  prolific  human  nursery 
in  the  world.  We  have  removed  or  re- 
strained all  the  influences  by  which  in  the 
past  this  prolificness  has  been  counter- 
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acted.  War  and  plundering  are  no  longer 
permitted,  and  all  the  energy  of  modern 
science  and  civilisation  is  devoted  to  the 
arresting  and  stamping  out  of  those  epi- 
demic diseases  which  in  the  past  played 
such  havoc  with  human  life.  Sir  Robert , 
Giffen  the  other  day  estimated  that  since 
1871  the  population  of  British  India  had 
increased  seventy  millions,  and  that  the 
increase  of  our  territory  since  that 
period  accounted  for  but  a  small  part 
of  this  increase.  It  is  the  one  un- 
natural law  of  nature  that  when  popu- 
lation rapidly  increases,  that  section  in 
which  the  increase  is  quickest  is  the  one 
nearest  to  the  brink  of  destitution.  I 
am  afraid  that  this  residuum  in  India  is 
expanding,  and  will  continue  rapidly  to 
expand  under  our  rule.  We  cannot  re- 
verse our  past  humane  policy  of  protec- 
tion to  life,  and  we  must  therefore  try 
and  see  how  far  we  can  otherwise  ease 
the  new  economic  and  social  difficulties 
we  have  ourselves  created.  I  see  no« 
other  solution  but  in  opening  up  the 
country  by  railroads  and  canals,  encourag- 
ing private  enterprise  to  develop  the 
native  resources  of  India,  and  notably  the 
practically  untouched  mineral  wealth  of 
the  country,  attracting  capital  from  this 
country  to  multiply  and  augment  the 
great  stable  industries  of  India,  and 
associating  with  this  policy  of  industrial- 
development  a  more  technical  and  utili- 
tarian system  of  education.  Such  a 
policy  belongs  to  the  future,  and  I  will 
therefore  turn  to  the  Budget  year  of 
1899-1900,  as  it  is  associated  with  these 
ideas.  For  this  year — the  Budget  year — 
our  revenue  is  estimated  at  Rx.62,477,000' 
and  the  expenditure  at  Rx.58,544,400, 

fiving  a  surplus  of  Rx.3,932,600.      The 
gures  of  this  Budget  closely  approximate 
to  the  revised  figures  of  last  year,    the 
aggregate  revenue  being  taken  at  a  reduc- 
tion of  Rx.599,600,  and  the  expenditure 
also  showing  a  reduction  of  Rx.  47 2, 800. 
There  are  also  sundry  adjustments  in  the 
receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  provincial 
governments  which  affect  the  total,  but 
there  is  nothing  specially  noteworthy  in 
the  various  items  of  expenditure  of  the 
revenue  which  necessitates  my  detaining 
the  House,  unless  it  be  the  estimate    of 
railway  receipts.      The  railway  net  re- 
ceipts for  the  preceding  year  were  excep- 
tionally high;  Sir  James  Westland  put 
them  somewhat  higher  for  this  year.     On 
the  other  hand,  he  took  a  low  rate    <j 
exchange  for  the  remittance  of  rupees — 
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namely,  15|d.  I  have  recently  received 
further  information  as  to  the  prospects  of 
the  financial  year.  It  is  now  estimated 
that  the  railway  revenue  will  be  consider- 
ably less  than  the  Budget  estimate,  but 
this  loss  is  more  than  counteracted 
by  the  improvement  under  the  prin- 
cipal heads  of  revenue  and  by  a  reduction  of 
frontier  expenditure.  It  is  now  estimated 
that  the  rate  of  exchange  may  be  taken 
at  16d.  This  will  give  an  improvement 
of  more  than  40  lakhs.  The  surplus  this 
year  may  therefore  be  taken  at 
Rx.4,400,000.  This  is  the  last  year  for 
the  finance  of  which  Sir  James  Westland 
will  be  responsible.  His  tenure  of  office 
has  been  one  of  exceptional  anxiety,  for 
he  has  had  to  contend  with  unprecedented 
difficulties,  both  as  regards  exchange  and 
currency;  and,  in  addition,  he  has  had  to 
find  the  ways  and  means  of  simul- 
taneously combating  a  great  frontier 
outbreak,  famine,  and  plague.  .  He  has 
throughout  this  trying  ordeal  shown 
perspicuity,  courage,  and  judgment  of  a 
very  high  order,  and  it  must  be  a  gratifi- 
cation to  him  and  his  friends  to  know 
that,  when  he  resigned  his  responsibilities 
to  hds  successor,  he  was  able  to  associate 
with  his  retirement  the  two  highest 
surpluses  of  the  century,  and  he  has 
also  the  gratification  of  knowing,  by 
the  approving  Keport  of  the  Currency 
Committee,  that  his  efforts  for  the 
establishment  of  a  gold  standard  and 
currency  in  India  are  within  measurable 
distance  of  being  fulfilled.  I  am  glad  to 
add  that  his  services  will  not  be  lost  to 
the  public,  for  Her  Majesty  has  approved 
of  lus  appointment  to  the  vacancy  in  the 
Secretary  of  State's  Council.  Those 
interested  in  India  are  aware  that  during 
the  past  few  days  there  has  been  con- 
siderable anxiety  with  regard  to  the 
monsoon.  I  requested  the  Viceroy  to 
inform  me  periodically  whenever  he  had 
rehable  and  comprehensive  information, 
smd  the  latest  telegram  I  have  is  dated 
August  3.     It  is  : 

"Ctot  prospects.  Rainfall  in  Northern 
India,  Bengal  and  Burma  has  been  above  the 
average,  and  agricultural  prospects  are  satis- 
factoi^^.  On  West  Coast,  in  Central  India, 
and  in  parts  of  Madras  there  has  been  a  keen 
deficiency  of  rain,  and  there  is  some  cause  for 
anxiety,  althoush  a  heavy  rainfall  in  present 
month  wotdd  atul  arrest  serions  scarcity." 

The  latest  telegram  through  the  Press 
announces  that  rain  has  fallen  in  Bombay 
and  other  parts  of  Western  India  during 


the  last  few  days.  At  this  time  of  the 
year  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  forecast 
if  the  monsoon  partially  fails  what  may 
be  the  scarcity  consequent  upon  that 
failure,  because  the  area  contracts  or 
expands  owing  to  the  accidents  of  the 
rainfall  with  extraordinary  rapidity.  I  am 
hopeful,  as  the  weather  all  over  the  world 
has  been  abnormal,  that  there  may  be  a 
heavy  rainfall  this  month,  but  I  am  afraid 
that  in  any  case  there  will  be  some 
scarcity.  The  famine  organisation,  how- 
ever, is  in  excellent  order,  and  I  can 
hardly  think  that  Nature  will  so  fail 
again  as  to  seriously  disturb  the  financial 
arrangements  of  the  year.  It  will  be 
seen  tnat  we  have  not  remitted  taxation. 
Independently  of  the  partial  failure  of 
the  monsoon,  we  desired  to  make  good 
the  financial  losses  of  the  two  preceding 
years ;  and  as  we  were  about  to  advance 
another  stage  in  our  currency  policy  we 
were  desirous  of  occupying  during  that 
phase  as  strong  a  financial  position  as  was 
permissible.  But  in  addition  to  these 
reasons,  sufficient  and  valid  as  they  are 
in  themselves,  there  was  a  further  wish  to 
carry  on  the  prosecution  of  our  public 
works  policy  with  as  little  addition  to  our 
gold  debt  as  is  consistent  with  reasonable 
progress,  and  perhaps  I  might  there- 
fore just  explain  to  the  House  what 
is  the  system  under  which  capital  is  sup- 
plied for  public  works.  The  practice  of 
the  Indian  Grovemment  is  to  charge  4  per 
cent,  interest  on  the  whole  capital  supplied 
for  reproductive  public  works,  and  this 
interest  is  charged  against  the  railway 
and  irrigation  portion  of  the  account. 
The  capital  so  supplied  comes  partly 
from  loans,  partly  from  revenue.  When 
it  is  supplied  from  revenue  the  amount  so 
obtained  is  deducted  from  the  ordinary 
debt,  which,  but  for  this  expenditure, 
would  to  that  extent  have  been  duninished. 
Under  this  system  the  larger  the  surplua 
the  less  the  amount  borrtJwed  in  the  year 
for  public  works,  and  we  shall  for  the 
forthcoming  year  be  able  to  devote  a 
considerable  proportion  of  the  siu*- 
pluses  of  the  last  two  years  to  capital 
expenditure  on  public  works,  thus 
avoiding  borrowing.  All  sums  borrowed 
for  public  works  by  the  Government  are 
raised  upon  the  general  security  of  the 
revenues  of  India;  and  though  the 
strictest  account  is  kept  of  the  sums  so 
obtained,  they  are  not  earmarked  so  as 
to  enable  any  outsider  to  distinguish 
between  the  debt  liabilities  incurred  oil 
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railways  and  irrigation,  and  those  incurred 
for  other  purposes.  Every  year  in  the  ex- 
planatory memorandum  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  there  is  a  table  of  assets  and 
liabilities  of  the  Indian  Government,  and 
this  table  will  be  found  at  page  10  of  my 
memorandum  of  this  year.  The  assets 
include  the  capital  value  of  the  railways 
and  irrigation  works  ccmstructed,  amounts 
lent,  and  cash  balances.  The  liabiHties 
include  the  debt,  and  other  obligations 
of  the  Indian  Government.  For  this  year 
our  excess  of  liabilities  in  Great  Britain  is 
estimated  at  £53,029,000.  But  in  India 
we  have  an  excess  of  assets  over  liabilities 
to  the  amount  of  Rx.32,010,000.  Taking 
the  rupee  at  16d.,  this  sum  is  the  equiva- 
lent of  £21,330,000.  Therefore  the 
total  amount  of  what  I  may  call  the  un- 
remunerative  debt  of  India  at  the  present 
moment  only  amounts  to  £31,699,000. 
I  doubt  if  any  other  great  Govern- 
ment in  the  world  could  show  so 
small  an  jamount  of  indebtedness. 
The  question  naturally  arises — does  our 
policy  of  public  works  annually  tend  to 
improve  tnis  balance-sheet,  and  are  we 
better  off  from  this  point  of  view  than 
we  were  five  years  or  ten  years  back? 
I  therefore  propose  to  compare  the 
l>alance  -  sheet  of  this  year  with  the 
balance-sheet  of  ten  years  back — namely, 
the  vear  1889.  The  decade  since  1889 
has  been  one  which  has  severely  tried  the 
finances  of  India.  We  have  had  a  heavy 
fall  in  the  exchange  value  of  the  rupee, 
and  we  have  had  all  the  disturbing  influ- 
ences and  elements  of  war  and  famine 
with  which  to  contend  in  India  itself,  and 
therefore  it  might  be  assumed,  taking 
these  untoward  events  into  consideration, 
ithat  our  balance-sheet  at  the  end  of  the 
ten  years  would  be  worse  than  it  was  at 
the  Deginning.  But  such  is  not  the  case. 
In  1889  there  was  an  excess  of  liabilities 
over  assets  in  India  of  Rx.  4, 500,000.  This 
at  16d.  is  equivalent  to  £3,000,000,  and 
the  excess  of  liabilities  over  assets  in  this 
country  was  £36,844,000.  Adding  these 
two  sums  together,  we  get  a  total  Lability 
of  £39,844,000,  or  a  balance-sheet 
£8,200,000  less  favourable  than  that 
which  we  can  show  this  year,  and  if  we 
can  only  continue  for  tne  next  thirty 
years  at  this  rate  to  annually  show  such 
.an  improvement  in  our  assets,  at  the  end 
of  that  period  there  will  be  practically 
no  unremunerative  debt  left.  We  are, 
therefore,  able  gradually  to  diminish  by 
.our  public  works  policy  the  dead-weight 
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interest  charged  on  borrowed  money,  and 
side  by  side  with  this  annual  reduction 
to  showan  improvingannual  balance-sheet 
Putting  these  two  facts  together  seems 
to  me  conclusive  justification,  on  financial 
grounds  alone,  for  a  vigorous  prosecution 
of  reproductive  public  works  in  India. 
Some  three  years  ago  I  sanctioned  a  pro- 
gramme of  railway  extension  amounting 
to  nearly  Rx.30,000,000  to  be  spread  over 
the   period  named.     Owing  to  financial 
exigencies  and  the  heavy  expenditure  con- 
nected with  famine  and  frontier  opera- 
tions the  GU)vemment  found  it  necessary 
to  reduce  this  amount  to  Rx. 27,600,000. 
The  new  three  years'  railway  programme 
is  estimated  to  cost  Rx.  20, 3  2  2, 000,  but 
owing  to  lapses  through  the  engineering 
strike  and  other  causes  in  1898-99,  there 
are  arrears  to  be  added  to  the  extent  of 
Rx. 2,050,000.     The  total   for  the  three 
years  is,  therefore,  raised  to  Rx.22,372,000, 
and  of  this  amount  Rx.8,822,000  is  com- 
prised in  the  Budget  for  the  present  year. 
This  includes  all  railway  construction  for 
which  the   Government  undertakes  the 
responsibility  or  guarantee,  whether  on 
State  lines  or  those  of  the  old  companies, 
or  branch  lines  with  a  firm  guarantee; 
but     it    does    not    include    outlay   by 
native  States  without  a  guarantee  by  the 
Government  of  India,  nor  does  it  include 
outlay  on  branch  lines  to  be  constructed 
with   conditions  of    rebate,   nor  on  un- 
guaranteed private  enterprise.    The  House 
will  recollect  that  in  the  course  of  last 
session   I  obtained  a  loan    Bill   to  the 
amount  of  £10,000,000,  and  that  at  the 
time  the  House  gave  their  sanction  to 
that  increase  in  the  borrowing  powers  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  those  powers  had 
been   reduced  to  £418,000.     The  total 
amount,    therefore,    of     the     borrowing 
powers,   which   at   this   time    last    year 
was    at   the   disposal    of   the   Secretary 
of  State  was  £10,418,000,   and   I  pro- 
posed, as  I  informed  the  House  at  the 
outset,   to  raise  a  loan   of  six   nullions 
sterling,  though  I  hoped  to  be  able,  in 
the  course  of  the  year,  to  discharge  con- 
siderable   amoimts    of    debentures    and 
other  debts  which  became  due.     This  has 
been  done,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to 
inform  the   House  that  at  the   present 
moment  my  borrowing  powers   amount 
to  £9,377,000,  or  in  other  words,  I  have 
been    abk    to    finance    the    exceptional 
requirements  of  the  Indian  Government 
and  the  capital  outlav  on  public  works 
by     adding     only     about     one     million 
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sterling  in  the  course  of  the  year  to  the 
obligations  of  India  in  this  country, 
leaving  out  of  account  the  sums  raised 
by  the  railway  companies;,  and  in 
India,  although  we  estimated  that  it 
might  be  necessary  to  raise  Rx. 3,000,000, 
the  cash  balances  stood  so  high  that  the 
loan  was  reduced  to  Rx.1,200,000.  For 
tiie  present  year  we  do  not  propose  to 
borrow  either  at  home  or  in  India,  but 
we  shall  try  to  find  ways  and  means  for 
carrying  on  public  works  out  of  surplus 
rerenues  or  cash  balances.  Whether  we 
shall  be  able  to  do  this  or  not  depends 
upon  the  rainfall  in  Western  and  Central 
India,  and  the  failure  of  the  monsoon 
may  alter  our  plans.  The  present 
Viceroy,  with  whose  powers  of  work  and 
initiation  the  House  is  well  acquainted, 
has  given  close  attention  to  the  encourage- 
ment of  private  enterprise  in  railway 
construction,  so  that  side  by  side  with 
Goremment  expenditure  railway  pro- 
motion may  be  pushed  by  private 
individuals  and  private  capital.  When 
Ms  Minister  for  Public  Works  came  home 
on  leave  he  took  that  Department  under 
his  own  supervision,  mainly  with  the 
object  of  ascertaining  whether  he  could  not 
simplify  and  shorten  the  existing  procedure 
for  dealing  with  applications  from  promo- 
ters of  railways.  It  is  not  very  easy  to  so 
dovetail  the  prosecution  of  State  railways 
and  railways  promoted  by  private  means 
into  one  great  system  of  railway  progress 
and  expansion.  In  this  House  we  know  how 
jealous  any  great  railway  company  is  of  ex- 
tensions which  might  cut  into  their  system 
and  ultimately  affect  their  local  profits ;  and 
when,  in  addition,  powers  of  purchase 
over  individual  railroads  are  conferred 
npon  the  Grovemment,  as  is  the  case 
in  India,  the  value  of  the  property  to  be 
ultimately  bought  and  sold  may  be  con- 
siderably influenced  by  such  extensions.  It 
is,  therefore,  necessary  to  proceed  with  great 
caution  and  consideration  before  assent  is 
given  to  any  private  enterprise  where  a 
railroad  to  be  constructed  might  have  such 
effects  upon  the  railways  in  its  vicinity. 
Still,  making  allowances  for  all  such  diffi- 
culties, there  is  room  for  accelerations  and 
improvement  in  the  procedure  now  in 
force  for  dealing  with  railway  promoters. 
But  it  is  not  only  in  connection  with 
railways  that  we  wish  to  encourage 
private  enterprise.  The  mineral  wealth 
of  India  has  scarcely  been  touched,  with 
the  exception  of  the  working  of  coal, 
which    is   making  great  strides.     I  ap- 


pointed an  exceptionally  strong  committee 
at  the  India  Office  some  time  back  to 
supervise  and  amend  the  existing  rules 
and  regulations.  These  regulations  were 
sent  to  India,  and  the  Viceroy  issued 
rules,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
he  received,  that  have  given  universal  satis- 
faction. What  we  have  done  as  regards 
mines  is  only  typical  of  what  we  wish  to 
do  in  connection  with  the  other  undeveloped 
resources  of  India — encourage  the  bond  fide 
promoter  and  trader,  but  try  to  exclude 
the  concessionaire,  who  looks  upon  his 
concession  only  as  something  he  can  sell 
at  a  profit  to  others.  Side  by  side  with 
this  material  development  of  India  we 
wish  to  make  the  higher  branches  of 
education  more  practical  and  utilitarian. 
At  present  we  are  annually  turning  out 
thousands  of  young  men  with  a  purely 
literary  education,  and  with  no  means  of 
employment  when  their  education  is 
finished  but  to  join  the  overcrowded  ranks 
of  the  pleader  and  pressman.  But  if  we 
wish  to  secure  the  thorough  co-operation 
of  enterprise  and  capital  from  this  country 
in  developing  India  we  cannot  more 
effectively  achieve  that  purpose  than  bv* 
establishing  a  currency  system  which  will 
closely  link  together  the  monetary  and 
the  commercial  interests  of  the  two  coun- 
tries. And  this  naturally  brings  me  to 
the  Report  of  the  Currency  Committee 
over  which  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  the 
Member  for  East  Wolverhampton  pre?ided. 
Sir,  the  special  thanks  of  this  House  are 
due  to  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  and  his 
colleagues  for  the  time  and  consideration 
they  gave  to  the  complex  subject  referred 
to  them.  And  they  have  their  reward  in 
the  almost  unanimous  approval  with 
which  it  has  been  received.  It  is  a  Report 
characterised  by  lucidity  of  arrangement 
and  language,  and  a  natural  sequence  of 
statement,  both  of  fact  and  argument, 
that  renders  it  one  of  the  most  convincing 
and  easily  digested  documents  that  I 
have  ever  read  upon  any  currency 
controversy.  The  Report  is,  moreover, 
on  all  essential  points  unanimous,  and 
this  unanimity  is,  I  think,  due  to  the 
composition  of  the  Committee.  Sir,  there 
are  some  persons  who  think  that,  when- 
ever a  difficult  and  controversial  question 
is  to  be  investigated  by  any  tribunal  of 
this  character,  the  bulk  of  the  inquiring 
body  should  be  composed  of  the  extreme 
partisans  on  both  sides  of  the  question, 
with  a  sprinkling  of  impartial  persons  to 
keep  the  peace  between  them.     Commis- 
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sions  80  constituted  invariably  result  in  a 
minority  as  well  as  a  majority  Report. 
The  whole  responsibility  for  any  chaiiges 
proposed  rests  upon  the  shoulders  of 
the  limited  few  who  do  not  take  sides.  I 
composed  this  Committee  on  the  opposite 
principle.  I  selected  the  best  men  avail- 
able who  had  not  committed  themselves 
irretrievably  to  either  one  side  or  the 
other,  and  whose  judicial  tendencies 
were  such  that  they  could  be  trusted  to 
be  influenced  by  the  evidence  before 
them.  And  not  the  least  of  the  merits  of 
the  Report  is  its  self-evident  fairness  and 
freedom  from  bias.  It  perhaps  would  be 
convenient  to  the  House  if  I  were,  very 
briefly,  to  recapitulate  the  present  condi- 
tion of  currency  in  India,  and  contrast  it 
with  the  proposals  of  the  Committee.  At 
present  the  mints  are  closed  to  the  unre- 
stricted coinage  of  silver;  gold  is  not 
legal  tender,  though  the  Government 
receive  it  in  favour  of  public  dues.  The 
rupee,  by  law,  is  the  only  coin  in  which 
payments  can  be  made,  though  the 
Government  have  declared  a  rate  at 
which  they  will  exchange  rupees  for 
gold — namely,  *a  rupee  for  16d.  The 
Committee  recommend  that  the  mints 
should  continue  to  be  closed  to  the 
unrestricted  coinage  of  silver,  but  that 
they  should  be  thrown  open  to  the  un- 
restricted coinage  of  gold  ;  that  gold  be 
made  legal  tender  and  current  coin  ;  that 
Government  be  not  bound  by  law  to  part 
with  gold  for  rupees  or  for  external 
purposes,  but  that  it  should  be  freely 
available  for  foreign  remittances  when 
foreign  exchanges  fall  below  specie  point 
— namely,  16d.  Now,  Sir,  these  recom- 
mendations, in  the  aggregate,  will  result 
in  establishing  a  ciwrency  system  in 
India  very  similar  to  that  which  prevails 
in  the  United  States  and  France,  and 
the  Committee  point  out,  in  paragraph 
37,  that  if  the  United  States  and  France 
were  ever  hereafter  to  come  to  the 
Indian  Government  with  responsible  pro- 
posals for  an  international  agreement,  as 
they  did  some  two  or  three  years  ago, 
India  will  be  in  a  better  position  to  con- 
sider such  proposals  than  she  was  before. 
But,  to  my  mind,  the  most  valuable 
portion  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
is  that  in  which  they  clearly  prove  that 
the  establishment  of  a  gold  standard  in 
India  is  as  much  for  the  interests  of  the 
Indian  people  as  it  is  for  the  Indian 
Government.  Attempts  have  been  made 
to  try  and  show  that,  although  a  gold 
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standard  might  be  beneficial  to  the  Indian 
Government  on  account  of  the  large  gold 
obligations  they  have  annually  to  meet  in 
this  country,  yet  it  would  be  detriL.entaJ 
to  the  interests  of  the  general  community; 
that  India  was  too  poor  a  country  for 
such  an  experiment  as  a  gold  standard ; 
that  it  is  an  exporting  country,  and  that 
a  fall  in  exchange  was  beneficial  to  an 
export  trade ;  and  that  if  a  gold  standard 
was  established,  India  could  not  here- 
after compete  with  the  silver-using 
countries  who  export  commodities 
similar  to  those  which  India  produces. 
I  am  glad  to  say  I  think  the  Committee 
have  finally  and  successfully  exploded 
these  fallacies.  During  the  past  few  years 
the  commercial  worla  has  been  passing 
through  a  period  of  depression  and  fall  in 
prices.  The  general  price  of  commodities 
had  fallen  simultaneously  with  the 
exchange  value  of  silver;  therefore, 
certain  individuals  argued  that  it  was 
the  demonetisation  of  suver  which  caused 
the  fall  in  the  price  of  commodities,  and 
that,  unless  silver  was  rehabilitated,  there 
could  be  no  hope  of  prices  rising. 
Argentina  was  used  as  a  familiar 
illustration  of  how  a  depreciated 
currency  benefited  a  great  exporting 
country.  Argentina  is  a  country  with 
almost  unlimited  undeveloped  agricultiu-al 
resources.  Her  Government  borrowed 
largely  to  develop  these  resources,  but 
that  Government  over-borrowed  and  was 
unable  to  pay  the  interest  on  its  debt. 
Then,  to  save  their  credit,  they  issued 
wholesale  a  mass  of  paper  money  which 
became  very  heavily  depreciated.  Almost 
simultaneously  with  this  heavy  deprecia- 
tion, the  result  of  previous  outlay  began 
to  take  effect  and  Argentina  began  to 
export  largely;  therefore  certain  gentle- 
men argued  that  this  great  expansion 
of  exports  was  due  to  a  depreciating 
currency.  For  the  last  three  years  the  gold 
premium  in  Argentina  has  continuously 
fallen,  and  her  exports  continue,  simul- 
taneously with  the  appreciation  of  her 
paper,  to  expand.  The  industrious 
statistician  will  always  find  in  the  com- 
mercial world  coincidences,  synchronisms, 
and  sequences  which,  if  he  be  not 
master  of  his  subject,  he  is  apt  to 
confound  with  cause  and  effect ;  but  the 
Committee  conclusively  demonstrate  that 
the  volume  of  exports  from  India  is  not 
associated  with,  or  governed  by,  a  rise  or 
fall  in  exchange.  I  have  more  than  once 
challenged  those  who  hold  different  views 
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irom  my  own,  to  show  how  a  depreciating 
currency  benefits  the  majority  of  the 
community  amongst  whom  it  circulates. 
Id  India  our  great  difficulty  is  that 
wages,  owing  to  the  increase  of  popula- 
tion, are  in  many  branches  of  industry 
too  low.  A  depreciating  currency  raises 
prices,  but  there  is  always  an  interval 
between  the  rise  of  prices  and  the  conse- 
quent rise  of  wages,  and  during  that 
period  the  employer  gets  the  benefit. 
There  are  no  Consular  reports  on  trade 
more  worthy  of  perusal  than  those  which 
emanate  from  the  United  States  Consuls. 
The  Consul-General  for  the  United  States 
at  Calcutta,  in  his  official  report  to  his 
Government,  puts  the  position  with  a 
terseness  which  is  my  reason  for  quoting 
it:— 

"From  the  beat  Information  obtainable,  the 
merchants  and  large  dealers  in  the  pro- 
drcts  of  the  country  would  favour  the  re- 
opening of  the  mints,  which  would  enable 
toem  to  buy  silver  at  the  present  low  prices, 
bare  it  coined  into  rupees,  and  use  them  in 
their  business  greatly  to  their  advantage ;  and 
tiw  ryots  a^nd  wage-earners  would  oe  the 
sofferers,  as  is  always  the  case  in  a  country 
with  a  debased  and  depreciating  currency." 

In  this  country  there  has  been  of  recent 
years  a  general  crusade  against  the  prac- 
tice of  what  is  known  as  "  sweating." 
Sweating  results  from  unscrupulous  em- 
ployers taking  advantage  of  a  congested 
labour  market  to  estaolish  a  system  of 
over-work  and  under-pay.  Let  everybody 
understand  who  advocates  a  depreciating 
currency  as  a  benefit  to  the  community 
that  he  is  supporting  a  system  of  cui*- 
rency  that  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  a 
legahsed  form  of  sweating.  Ceylon  is, 
as  regards  its  currency,  its  trade,  and  its 
exporting  power,  a  miniature  of  India, 
excepting  that  its  export  trade  forms  a 
much  larger  proportion  of  its  general 
trade  than  is  the  case  in  India.  I  have 
here  the  latest  official  Report  on  the  finan- 
cial and  industrial  condition  of  Ceylon.  It 
is  dated  September  27th,  1898,  and  it 
relates  to  that  year,  in  which  the  gold 
value  of  the  rupee  rose  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent than  has  occurred  for  the  last  thirty 
years.  According  to  certain  theories  this 
rise  in  exchange  should  have  had  a  de- 
pressing effect  on  an  island  which  mainly 
depends  for  its  prosperity  on  its  export- 
ing power.  This  is,  however,  the  official 
Keport : 

"The  progress  of  the  island  during  the  year 
^uwer  review  was  very  marked.     The  rise  in 


the  revenue,  amounting  to  considerably  more 
than  Rx.  2,000,000,  to  use  a  popular  phrase, 
*  broke  all  previous  records.*  Tnis  satisfactory 
increase  was  in  no  wise  due  to  increased  taxa- 
tion or  any  unexpected  windfall,  but  to  the 
general  prosperity  of  the  island,  the  people  of 
which,  in  tne  year  under  review,  imported 
more  goods,  travelled  more,  Iwught  more  Crown 
land,  ate  and  drank  more,  wrote  more  letters 
and  telegrams,  and  generally  tiourlshed  more 
tlian  in  any  previous  year,  to  the  no  small  gain 
of  themselves  and  the  Goveranient." 

I  can  say  on  behalf  of  myself  that  I  never 
should  have  taken  the  interest  that  I  have 
taken  in  this  question,  or  have  exerted 
myself  to  try  to  bring  about  the  establish- 
ment of  a  gold  standard  in  India,  unless  I 
had  satisfied  myself  that  the  establish- 
ment of  such  a  standard  would  be  one  of 
the  most  effective  instruments  by  which 
we  could  improve  the  industrial  condition 
of  the  lowest-paid  of  the  wage-earners  of 
India.  The  Uommittee  in  their  Report 
do  not  favour  the  idea  of  raising  a  great 
loan  for  the  purpose  of  buying  gold  and 
thus  accelerating  the  period  at  which  con- 
vertibility would  be  commenced.  I  admit 
the  strength  of  some  of  the  objections 
urged  against  a  policy  of  borrowing  for 
the  acquisition  and  accumulation  of  gold, 
and  we  are  ready  to  forego  for  the  present 
an^  intention  of  that  kind,  but  subject  to 
this  understanding  we  intend  to  utilise  all 
our  powers  and  opportunities  to  push  on 
the  currency  changes  proposed  by  the 
Committee  through  the  procedure  sug- 
gested by  the  Committee.  We  hoped, 
and  we  still  hope,  not  to  borrow  this 
year,  but  if  the  failure  of  crops  in 
the  central  and  western  portions 
of  India  becomes  serious  and  exchange 
with  India  in  consequence  is  upset,  either 
as  regards  the  rate  or  the  amount  of  the 
bills  tendered,  we  may  find  difficulty  in 
providing  the  ways  and  means  we  antici- 
pated, in  which  case  we  shall  be  com- 
pelled, as  on  former  occasions,  to  fall  back 
upon  the  existing  borrowing  powers. 
After  the  fullest  consideration  and  after 
an  examination  extending  now  over  many 
years  into  the  currency  system  of  India, 
we  have  deliberately  arrived  at  the  con- 
clusion that  the  attainment  of  a  gold 
standard  is  desirable  in  the  interests  of 
the  Indian  people ;  and  we  shall  not  in 
any  way  be  deterred  from  vigorously 
prosecuting  that  policy  by  all  the  means 
in  our  power  merely  because  the  next 
phase  through  which  it  has  to  advance 
may  be  coincident  with  an  abnormal  and 
temporary  failure  of  crops.     But,  while  I 
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am  quite  ready  to  forego  for  the  present 
the  idea  of  a  special  loan,  there  are  two 
aids  of  a  very  diflferent  character  to  which 
we  can  legitimately  have  recourse,  and 
which  will  undoubtedly  accelerate  con- 
vertibility. There  is  a  most  important 
suggestion  to  which  the  name  of  Mr. 
Hambro  is  appended.  Mr.  Hambro  is  a 
Governor  of  the  Bank  of  England  and  a 
financier  deservedly  occupying  a  position 
of  high  reputation  in  the  City,  and  he 
speaks  with  authority  when  he  points  out 
that  the  insufficient  banking  facilities  of 
India  will  be  an  obstacle  to  the  realisa- 
tion of  the  proposals  of  the  Committee, 
and  undoubtedly  banking  in  India  has  not 
kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  trade  and 
commerce.  The  presidency  banks  do 
their  work  very  well,  but  their  capital  is 
small,  and,  as  regards  their  available  cash 
balances,  these  are  almost  entirely  sup- 
plied by  one  account — namely,  that  of  the 
Grovemment.  In  a  paper  which  was  laid 
before  the  Committee,  Sir  James  West- 
land  points  out  that  during  the  thirteen 
weeks  of  the  busiest  part  of  the  year  90 
per  cent,  of  the  available  cash  balances  of 
the  Bank  of  Bengal  were  derived  from 
the  Government  account,  and  80  per  cent, 
of  the  cash  balances  of  the  Bank  of  Bom- 
bay were  derived  from  the  same  source. 
The  Government  account  forms  a  verv 
much  larger  proportion  of  the  cash 
balances  of  the  presidency  banks  in  India 
than  is  the  case  here,  for  at  times 
the  Bank  of  England  could  almost 
dispense  with  the  Government  account 
and  still  carry  on  their  business ; 
and  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  cash  balances  of  the  presidency  banks 
in  India  form  a  far  more  important  bank- 
ing factor  there  than  do  the  Bank  of  Eng- 
land cash  balances  here,  and  that  the  flow 
and  movement  of  cash  in  India  is  very 
much  slower  than  is  the  case  in  England. 
I  have  certainly  come  to  the  conclusion 
from  my  experience  that  we  are  endeavour- 
ing to  finance  the  export  commerce  and 
trade  of  India  on  too  narrow  a  cash  basis, 
or  perhaps  I  should  be  more  correct  in 
saying  too  narrow  a  loanable  capital  basis. 
I  believe  there  is  room  for  a  bank  such  as 
that  suggested  by  Mr.  Hambro,  but  in 
attempting  to  establish  any  such  bank  the 
legitimate  rights  of  the  presidency  banks 
must  in  no  sense  be  prejudiced  or  over- 
looked. Some  contend  that  there  would 
be  difficulty  in  finding  continuous  em- 
plo3anent  for  a  bank  with  a  large  amount 
of  capital,  but  Mr.  Alfred  de  Kothschild, 
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who  speaks  with  exceptional  authority  on 
this  point,  read  an  admirable  paper  before 
the   Committee,    which    pointed  to   an 
opposite  conclusion.     The  views  which  I 
have  expressed  are,  I  know,  held  both  by 
the  Viceroy  and  the  Finance  Minister  in 
India ;  we  are  in  conmiunication  with  the 
Indian  Government  on  this  point.     Al- 
though  I    quite   admit    that    there  are 
various  serious  difficulties  to  be  overcome 
they  do  not  seem  to  be  in  anv  sense  in- 
superable.    If  we  can  establish  in  India  a. 
great  bank  somewhat  on  the  lines  of  the 
Sank  of  England  or  the  Bank  of  France, 
we  should  have  a  most  powerful  ally  in 
effecting  ourobject — viz.,the  establishment 
of  a  gold  standard  and  currency  in  India 
But  there  is  another  method  by  which  we 
can  accelerate  convertibility,  and  the  pre- 
liminary steps  for  giving  effect  to  this 
idea  have  already  been  taken.      The  pro- 
duction of  gold  in  Southern  India  is  esti- 
mated to  amount  to  the  annual  value  of 
£1,500,000.     This  gold  is  all  shipped  to 
London,  and  freight  paid  upon  it  by  the 
exporter.      We  are   entering    into   pre- 
liminary arrangements  with  the  southern 
companies  by  which  the  Indian  Govern- 
ment will  have  the  option  of  purchasing 
this  gold  in  exchange  for  rupees,  and  thus 
we  shall  contrive  to  annually  increase  our 
store  of  gold  without  in  any  degree  inter- 
fering with  or  drawing  upon  the  stocks  of 
gold    reserve  in  this  country.       Short, 
therefore,  of  raising  a  loan,  we  utilise  all 
our  powers  and  opportunities  of  giving 
effect  to  the  policy  laid  down  by  the 
Committee,  which  is  the   consummation 
of  the  action  taken  in  1893  by  the  closing 
of  the  mints.     We  are  now  within  a  few 
months  of  the  dawn  of  a    new  century. 
I  earnestly  hope  that  we  may  be  able  to 
associate  the  commencement  of  this  new 
epoch  with  the  establishment  of  continual 
financial    surpluses    in    India    available 
either  for  the  remission  of  taxation,  or 
the    development  of    the  industrial  re- 
sources of  the  country,  and  that  we  shall 
be  further  able    to  associate   these  ad- 
vantages with    the    establishment  of  a 
currency  system  which  will  give  to  India 
the  fullest  benefit,  both  monetary  and 
commercial,  of  her  direct  connection  with 
the  cheapest,  the  largest,  and  the  most 
fructifying  money  market  in  the  world. 

Mr.  CALDWELL  (Lanark,  Mid):  I 
beg  to  move :  "  That  under  the  existing 
procedure  the  superintending  authority 
of  Parliament  over  Indian  affairs  is  not 
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effectively  exercised ;  that  the  salary  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  should 
be  placed  on  the  Estimates;  that  the 
Delate  on  the  Indian  Budget  should  be 
appointed  for  an  earlier  day  in  the 
session;  and  that,  with  a  view  to  the 
more  effectual  discharge  by  this  House  of 
its  existing  duty  to  the  unrepresented 
Indian  taxpayer,  the  East  India  Accounts 
should  each  year  be  referred  to  a  Select 
Committee,  with  instructions  to  report  on 
any  special  features  deserving  the  atten- 
tion of  the  House."  I  do  not  intend  to 
go  into  the  matters  of  detail  which  have 
been  so  ably  discussed  by  the  noble  Lord 
in  the  most  satisfactory  account  which  he 
has  given  of  the  progress  of  India,  and 
upon  which  I  may  be  allowed  to  con- 
gratulate him.  India  is  largely  dependent 
on  its  agricultural  produce  for  its  pros- 
perity. It  is  a  well-known  fact  that 
agricultural  prosperity  all  over  the  world 
has  largely  increased,  and  it  is  impossible 
that  India  should  not  be  benefited  from 
the  same.  But  if  a  depression  in  the 
prices  of  agricultural  produce  were  to 
come  this  year,  or  later,  India 
would  be  certain  to  suffer.  Another 
fact  has  to  be  borne  in  mind,  and  that  is 
the  phenomenal  increase  in  the  population. 
In  olden  times  that  increase  in  the 
population  was  kept  down  by  tribal  wars 
and  famines.  The  policy  of  the  British 
Government  has  been  to  prevent  these 
tribal  wars  and  famines,  but  that  policy 
has  increased  the  population  to  the  extent 
of  70,000,000.  What  is  necessary  for  the 
prosperity  of  India  is  irrigation  works 
and  the  extension  of  railways,  and  any 
expenditure  on  these  two  items  will 
amply  repay  the  capital  invested  in  them. 
The  noble  Lord  has  stated  that  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  Government  to  open  up 
the  mineral  wealth  of  the  country;  but 
that  will  take  a  considerable  time,  and  not 
very  much  is  to  be  expected  from  it  for 
many  years.  The  noble  Lord  also  re- 
ferr^  to  the  expansion  of  manufactures  in 
India.  We  know  quite  well  that  the 
manufactures  in  Bombay  and  Calcutta 
have  been  of  great  advantage  to  India, 
but  these  have  been  regarded  with  a 
certain  amount  of  jealousy  in  this  country, 
which  has  been  in  the  habit  of  regarding 
India  as  an  appanage  for  the  benefit  of 
our  manufactures.  The  noble  Lord  did 
not  touch  upon  one  factor  which  has  an 
important  bearing  on  the  social  condition 
of  the  people  of  India.  I  refer  to  money- 
lending  at   exorbitant  rates.      It  is  all 


very  well  in  a  country  like  this  to  have 
free  trade  in  money ;  but  that  policy  is 
not  suited  to  the  conditions  of  India,  and 
a  legal  rate  of  interest  should  be  fixed. 
Every  Member  of  the  House  of  Commons 
is  naturally  the    representative  of    the 
people  of  India,     We  profess  to  be  greatly 
interested  as    to  the    ^nting    of    the 
franchise  to  the  people  m  the  Transvaal, . 
but  what  about  the  franchise  in  India  ?    It 
is  not  sufficient  to  say  that  India  is  pro- 
gressing   under    British    rule.      If    this 
country  were  under  French  or  German 
rule,  it  would  not  be  much  comfort  to  us 
to  be  told  that  the  country  was  prosperous. 
We  would  urge  that  it  was  the  right  of 
the  inhabitants  to  have  some  voice  m  the 
government  of  their  own  country.     My 
first  point  is  that  under  the  existing  pro- 
cedure,  the  superintending  authority  of 
Parliament    over    Indian   affairs  is    not 
effectually    exercised.      Anyone  can  see 
quite  well  that  there  is  no  effective  dis- 
cussion of  Indian  affairs  in  this  House, 
and  very  little  interest  is  taken  in  these 
affaire  by  the  ordinary  Members  of  the 
House.     My   second  point   is,    that  the 
salary  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India 
should    be     placed    on     the    Estimates. 
Nothing  coula  be  more  reasonable.     The 
salary  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies  is  placed  on  the  Estimates,  and 
surely  the  salary    of  the    Secretary  of 
State  for  India,  which  is  the  most  im- 
portant appanage  and  jewel  of  the  British 
Crown,   snould  also   be    placed   on    the 
Estimates,   especially  as  we  are  dealing 
with  a  civilised  population  which   have 
no  rights  of  their    own,   and  no  direct 
representation     in     this      House.      My 
third    point    is,    that    the    Debate    on 
the  Indian  Budget  should  be  appointed 
for    an     earlier    day    in    the     session. 
The  peoples  of  India  have  no  representa- 
tion here  in  the  management  of  their  own 
affairs,    and    anyone    looking    into  this 
House  can    see  the  amount  of  interest 
taken  in   Indian  affairs,  which  are  rele- 
gated to  a  period  of  the   session   when 
everybody  is  away.     I  do  not  know  any- 
thing more  calculated  to  create  discon« 
tent  among  perhaps  the  most  contented 
people  on  earth.     We  have  often  heard 
in  this  House  that  we  ought  to  have  this 
Estimate  referred  to  a  Select  Committee 
in  order  that  we  might  have  a  Report  on 
Supply.     If    that   is    the  proper    thing 
generally,  surely  it  is  more  so  in  the  case 
of  India,  and  1  see  no  reason  why  the 
noble  Lord  should  not  accept  its  being. 
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sent  to  a  Committee.  I  think  that  the 
acceptance  of  a  resolution  of  this  kind 
would  not  only  tend  to  the  contentment 
of  the  people  of  India  when  they  felt  the 
advantage  of  it,  but  that  it  is  the  only 
•way  to  obtain  their  sympathies. 

Sir  WILLIAM  WEDDERBURN 
•(Banfifshire) :  When  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man the  Member  for  East  Wolver- 
hampton was  Secretary  of  State  for 
India  he  declared  in  this  House  that 
all  the  Members  of  the  House  were 
Members  for  India.  The  sentiment  was 
xeceived  by  hon.  Members  with  great 
enthusiasm  ;  and  I  rejoiced  that  this  was 
so,  as  showing  that  they  recognised  their 
responsibility  towards  India.  At  the 
same  time,  looking  to-night  at  the  empty 
benches,  it  must  be  confessed  that  the 
attendance  is  not  what  it  would  have 
been  if  the  vital  interests  of  British 
-constituents  had  been  in  question.  I  will, 
however,  gladly  assume  that  this  House 
sincerely  desires  to  perform  its  duty  of 
superintending  Indian  affairs  and  redress- 
ing Indian  grievances ;  and  my  remarks 
wiQ  be  of  a  strictly  practical  kind,  show- 
ing how  the  machinery  of  this  House 
fails  to  secure  the  object  in  view.  I  speak 
from  sad  personal  experience,  for  during 
the  last  six  years  I  have  striven  to  get  a 
hearing  for  the  Indian  view  of  Indian 
affairs,  but  in  no  case  have  I  been  able 
to  obtain  independent  inquiry  into  any 
complaint,  nor  the  redress  of  any  Indian 
grievance,  whether  that  grievance  is 
suffered  by  an  individual,  by  a  class,  or 
by  the  whole  Indian  people.  Even  in  this 
country  serious  grievances  arise,  although 
the  supreme  authority  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  representatives  of  the  taxpayers.  It 
will  be  readily  understood  that  grievances 
are  more  liable  to  arise  in  India,  where 
the  taxpayers  have  no  voice  whatever  in 
the  choice  of  their  rulers ;  where  the 
whole  power  is  in  the  hands  of  officials ; 
and  where  those  officials,  though  un- 
doubtedly able  and  honest,  are  foreigners, ' 
imperfectly  acquainted  with  the  people,  and 
dependent  for  information  upon  ill-paid 
and  untrustworthy^  subordinates.  Under 
this  system  senous  grievances  must 
necessarily  arise.  The  question  is, 
what  machinery  exists  by  which 
the  House  of  Commons,  as  the  ulti- 
mate Court  of  Appeal,  can  secure  the 
hearing  of  complaints  and  the  redress  of 
these  grievances  1  The  theory,  of  course, 
is  that  this  can  be  done   through   the 
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Secretary  of  State  for  India.  He  is  sup- 
posed to  be  responsible  to  Parliament, 
and  when  dealing  with  Indian  com- 
plaints he  is  supposed  to  occupy  a  posi- 
tion of  judicial  impartialitv.  But  this  is 
altogether  a  delusion.  Tne  Secretary  of 
State  for  India,  being  backed  by  the 
Ministerial  majority,  is,  in  Indian  matters, 
practically  the  master,  not  the  servant  of 
the  House  of  Commons ;  and  so  far  from 
being  an  impartial  judge,  ready  to  hear 
complaints  and  eager  to  afford  redress, 
he  IS  in  reality  the  mouthpiece  and 
champion  of  the  official  hierarchy,  against 
whom  the  complaints  are  made.  Deriv- 
ing his  views  and  information  solely  from 
the  India  Office,  he  becomes  naturally  the 
apologist  of  all  official  acts,  and  resents 
every  complaint  as  a  reflection  upon  the 
administration  of  which  he  is  the  head. 
Accordingly  the  regular  routine  is  to  refuse 
all  independent  inquiry;  to  refer  com- 
plaints for  report  to  the  official  complained 
against ;  and  when  that  official  pleads  not 
guilty,  to  assure  the  House  that  no  griev- 
ance exists.  Unfortunately  also,  this 
refusal  of  independent  inquiry  extends 
even  to  important  questions  of  fact  where 
there  is  no  personal  complaint  against  an 
official.  For  example,  for  the  last  forty 
years  I  have  specially  interested  myself 
in  the  ryots,  the  peasant  proprietors  who 
form  the  mass  of  the  Indian  population. 
Now,  there  exists  an  irreconcilable  dif- 
ference of  opinion  as  to  their  condition. 
The  India  Office  theory  is  that  the  ryot 
is  a  fat  and  comfortable  person,  increasing 
each  year  in  prosperity,  pleasantly  con- 
scious of  the  blessings  of  British  rule.  On 
the  other  hand,  all  Indian  public  opinion 
knows  and  asserts  that  he  is  a  miserable 
starveling,  hopelessly  in  debt  to  the 
money-lender ;  without  store  of  food, 
money,  or  credit ;  living  from 
hand  to  mouth,  so  that  he  readily 
dies  from  famine  if  there  is  a  failure  of 
one  harvest.  Here  is  a  clear  issue  of  fact ; 
and,  again  and  again,  I  have  asked  for  a 
detailed  village  inquiry  which  would 
settle  the  point.  No  expense  to  speak  of 
need  be  incurred.  All  that  is  wanted  is 
to  select  a  few  typical  villages  in  each 
province  and  ascertain  the  detailed  facts 
of  the  ryot's  condition,  the  inquiry  being 
conducted  by  independent  local  commit- 
tees, including  officials  and  non-officials, 
Europeans  and  Indians.  The  village 
community  is  the  microcosm  of  all  India ; 
if  we  could  find  out  how  to  make  one 
village  prosperous,  we  should  have  a  clue 
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to  make  prosperous  the  half-million  of 
villages  of  which  India  is  made  up. 
Three  times  in  the  last  three  years  I  have 
moved  resolutions  in  this  House  asking 
for  such  an  inquiry,  and  on  each  occasion 
it  has  been  refused.  I  think  I  have  said 
enough  to  show  that  the  House  of  Com- 
mons cannot  depend  upon  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  India  to  give  a  ready  hearing 
to  complaints,  to  make  impartial  inquiry, 
and  to  afford  effectual  protection  to  the 
weak  against  the  strong.  Failing  him, 
what  other  machinery  exists  in  the  House 
of  Commons  for  the  redress  of  Indian 
grievances  ?  There  is  the  official  Opposi- 
tion, and  in  all  other  Departments,  the 
ex-Minister  takes  the  lead  in  criticising 
the  doings  of  his  successor  on  the  Trea- 
sury Bench.  But  this  is  not  the  case  as 
re^rds  India.  The  ox-Minister,  during 
his  term  of  office,  has  become  so 
thoroughly  saturated  with  the  spirit  and 
traditions  of  the  India  Office  that  he 
cannot  emancipate  himself  when  he 
crosses  to  the  Opposition  side ;  so  that 
when  Indian  complaints  are  under  debate 
he  seldom  comes  forward,  and  when  he 
does  it  is  generally  to  exchange  compli- 
ments with  his  successor  in  office,  and 
denounce  the  independent  Member  who 
has  brought  forward  the  grievance.  Un- 
fortunately also  the  group  of  independent 
Members  who  try  to  redress  Indian 
grievances  get  little  support  or  encourage- 
ment of  public  opinion  in  their  uphill  battle. 
As  a  general  rule  the  Press  seems  to 
find  some  curious  satisfaction  and  amuse- 
ment in  recording  how  the  House  empties 
itself  when  India  is  discussed,  and  instead 
of  rebuking  this  neglect  of  duty  it  calls 
the  speakers  on  behdf  of  India  bores  and 
faddists,  as  if  the  "  ancient  tale  of  woe  " 
of  the  Indian  cultivator  was  a  topic  suit- 
able for  light  and  humorous  treatment. 
One  hundred  and  twenty  years  ago 
Edmund  Burke  lamented  this  corrupted 
condition  of  public  opinion  in  England, 
which,  he  said,  "  makes  all  reform  of  our 
Eastern  Government  appear  officious  and 
disgusting."  He  pointed  out  that  **in 
such  an  attempt  you  hurt  those  who  are 
able  to  return  kindness  and  resent  injiuy." 
**If  you  succeed  you  save  those  who 
cannot  so  much  as  give  you  thanks.  .  .  . 
Our  Indian  Government  is  in  its  best 
state  a  grievance.  But  it  is  an  arduous 
thiM  to  plead  against  abuses  of  a  power 
which  originates  from  your  own  country, 
and  affects  those  whom  we  are  used  to 
consider  as  strangers."    Unhappily  things 


'  are  now  much  worse  than  they  were  when 
those  words  were  spoken,  especially  in 
two  particulars.     In  those  days  India  was 
administered  in   the  name   of  the  East 
India  Company,    and    there    existed    a 
wholesome  jealousy,  both  in  the  House  of 
Commons  and  the  country,  of  a  chai-tered 
monopoly.     That  wholesome  jealousy  has 
been  lulled  to  sleep  since  the  Crown  has 
openly  assumed  the  administration.     The 
other    great    benefit    that     India    then 
enjoyed,  and  has  now  lost,  was  that  every 
twenty    years    there    was    a    full    and 
impartial  inquiry  into  the  Indian  adminis- 
tration, previous  to  the  renewal  of  the 
charter.     Out  of  those  inquiries  arose  all 
the  most  useful  and  progressive  reforms 
by  which  Parliament  has  benefited  India. 
Also,  the  East  India  Company  put  its 
house  in  order  and  redressed  grievances 
when  those  inquiries  were  in  sight.    Now 
1  all  these  benefits  are  lost.     Since  1856 
j  there  has  been  no  such  inquiry,  no  day  of 
I  reckoning  for  the  Indian  administration, 
j  and  the  Indian  people  are  quite  powerless 
'  to  obtain  that  thorough  and  independent 
I  investigation    into    facts   which  used  to 
I  come  to  them  automatically  and  without 
!  effort  once  every  twenty  years.

I  Indeed,  our  system  does  not  even  provide 

a  hearing  for  complaints.     The  question 

is,  what  are  the  remedies  ?     Our  suggcs- 

I  tions  are  of  a  mild  and  moderate  kind, 

which  need  frighten  nobody.     The  first 

'  is  that  the  Indian  Budget  Debate  should 

be  brought  on  at  an  earlier  date  in  the 

session.      An  hon.   friend   on  the  other 

I  side  has  just  put  down  an  Amendment  to 

my  motion  to  the  effect  that  the  present 

system  is  satisfactory.    But  I  hardly  think 

his  approval  will  extend  to  the  practice 
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of  postponing  to  the  last  day  of  the 
session  the  fanancial  affairs  of  our  250 
million  Indian  fellow-subjects.  I  will  not 
labour  this  point,  for  I  know  that  in  this 
matter  I  have  the  sympathy  of  the  House. 
I  have  not  yet  found  a  Member  who  did 
not  consider  this  practice,  which  is  com- 
mon to  all  Governments,  a  scandal  and  a 
discredit.  Our  next  proposal  is  that  the 
Indian  accounts  should  be  referred  to  a 
Select  Committee  to  report  on  any  special 
feature  deserving  the  attention  of  the 
House.  Surely  this  is  a  reasonable  proposal, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  the 
House,  when  it  has  to  deal  with  any 
intricate  and  important  matter.  Three 
years  ago  I  brought  forward  this  pro- 
posal, but  it  was  rejected  by  the  noble 
Lord  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  said 
that  "  he  was  convinced  that  it  would  be 
almost  impossible  to  bring  the  members 
of  a  Committee  of  this  kind  together  in 
sufficient  numbers  and  sufficiently  often  to 
enable  them  to  report  \Nnth  effect  on  a  ques- 
tion of  such  importance."  Isubmit  that  this 
is  an  undeserved  reflection  upon  the  in- 
dustry and  capacity  of  the  House.  One 
reason  why  at  present  an  Indian  financial 
Debate  is  futile  is  because  there  are  no 
clear  issues  for  decision,  and  be- 
cause no  hearing  is  given  to  the 
case  for  the  Indian  taxpayer.  This  would 
in  some  degree  be  remedied  if  independent 
members  of  the  Legislative  Council  in 
Calcutta  had  power  to  move  Amendments 
on  the  Budget  and  divide  the  Council. 
These  Amendments  would  show  the  cru- 
cial points  which  a  Select  Committee 
should  consider,  reporting  the  result  for 
the  decision  of  the  House.  Our  third 
proposal  is  that  the  salary  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  should  be  placed  on  the 
Estimates,  like  the  salary  of  the  Colonial 
Secretary.  This  would  be  a  financial 
justice  to  India,  which  ought  not  to  pay 
for  the  current  business  of  the  House  of 
Commons  ;  but  it  would  also  afford  a  con- 
stitutional opportunity  for  dealing  with 
Indian  grievances.  I  have  sometimes 
occasion  to  bring  forward  grievances  in 
other  Departments  of  the  State,  and  have 
always  received  courteous  treatment  from 
Ministers,  who  give  a  ready  hean'ng  to 
complaints,    never    refuse     inquiry,   and 

fenerally  discover  some  means  of  redress, 
cannot  say  the  same  of  Indian  Secre- 
taries of  State,  who  are  conveniently  free 
from  the  ordeal  of  getting  through  Votes 
on  the  British  Estimates,  while  their  own 
salaries  are    beyond    the    reach   of  the 

Sir  JFilliam  JP^edderhim, 


House  of  Commons,  being  taken  direct 
from  the  Indian  Exchequer.  I  am  con- 
vinced that  if  the  noble  Lord's  salary  had 
been  on  the  Estimates  such  a  grievance  as 
that  of  the  Natu  brothers  would  have 
been  redressed  long  ago,  as  in  the  case  of 
Dr.  Lamont,  who  had  to  wait  till  the  hon. 
Baronet  the  Member  for  the  Bridgeton 
Division  compelled  attention  by  moving 
a  reduction  of  the  Scottish  Secretary's 
salary.  It  is  now  more  than  two  years 
since  the  Natu  brothers  were  cast  inta 
prison,  without  trial,  and  without  ta 
this  day  knowing  the  real  cause  of 
their  imprisonment.  When  questioned 
in  the  House  the  noble  Lord  has  given 
contradictory  replies  on  this  point. 
In  August,  1897,  he  stated  that  they 
were  imprisoned  in  order  to  unravel 
a  murderous  conspiracy.  But  the  mur- 
derers of  Mr.  Rand  and  Lieut.  Ayeost 
have  been  discovered,  tried,  and 
executed ;  and  the  presiding  judge  found 
that  the  crime  was  an  isolated  act  of 
fanaticism,  and  that  there  was  no 
murderous  conspiracy  at  all.  Next,  in 
February,  1898,  the  noble  Lord  said  that 
the  Natus  were  imprisoned  because  they 
worked  against  the  plague  regulations. 
But  the  published  correspondence  shows 
that  Sirdar  Natu  acted  zealously  on  the 
Committee  for  carrying  out  the  pls^e 
regulations,  and  that  he  did  so  at  the 
personal  request  of  the  Governor  of 
Bombay.  Again,  in  April  1898,  a  third 
and  different  reason  was  given,  when  the 
noble  Lord  said  that  the  Natus  were  de- 
tained because  the  public  tranquillity  was 
endangered.  Upon  this  the  comment  of 
the  Times  of  India,  the  leading  Press  sup- 
porter of  the  Government,  is  as  follows : 

"The  time  has  come  for  the  Government 
either  to  bring  the  detention  of  these  men  U^ 
an  end,  or  to  take  the  public  more  into  their 
confidence  in  regard  to  it  than  they  have  yet 
done." 

And  referring  to  the  modified  arrange- 
ment, under  which  the  Natus  are  now 
detained  at  Belgaum  away  from  their 
homes,  this  journal  argues  that : 

"  If  80  light  a  restraint  as  confinement 
within  the  limits  of  a  epacioua  coUectorate  is 
sutficient  to  make  these  men  harmlesa  to  the 
State,  they  cannot  now  be  very  dangerous 
persons." 

We  have  heard  much  of  the  Dreyfus 
scandal,  and  rejoice  that  it  is  now  being 
dealt  with  by  the  French  Government. 
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But  in  some  respects  the  case  of  the 
Natus  is  worse,  for  Captain  Dreyfus  had 
«ome  sort  of  trial,  whereas  the  Natu 
hrothers  are  absolutely  refused  a  trial, 
and  do  not  even  know  the  reason  of  their 
imprisonment.  I  submit  that  the  good 
name  of  this  House  is  involved  in  this 
case,  and  that  the  Natu  brothers  should 
he  either  tried  or  released.  In  seconding 
this  resolution,  I  appeal  for  support  to 
independent  Members  on  both  sides  of 
the  House.  No  revolutionary  changes 
are  proposed,  but  only  constitutional 
methods  of  fulfilling  our  existing  duty 
of  superintendence  and  control  over 
Indian  affairs.  Poor  India  has  been 
suffering  in  the  last  few  years  from  war, 
famine,  and  pestilence.  This  need  not  be 
«).  On  the  contrary,  with  an  industrious 
and  docile  population,  and  a  fine  soil  and 
<&iate,  India  ought,  under  British  rule, 
to  be  the  abode  of  peace  and  of  plenty. 

Amendment  proposed — 

"  To  leave  out  from  the  word  *  that '  to  the

House  of  its  existing  duty  to  the  unrepresented 
Indian  taxpayer,  the  East  India  Accounts 
«hould  each  year  be  referred  to  a  Select  Com- 
mittee with  instructions  to  report  on  any 
special  features  deserving  the  attention  of 
the  House. '  '*-^Mr,  Ca/rfu^eW)— instead  thereof. 

Question  proposed,  "That  the  words 
proposed  to  be  left  out  stand  part  of  the 
Question." 

Colonel  MILWARD  (Warwickshire, 
Stratf ord-on-Avon) :  I  rise  for  the  purpose 
of  opposing  the  Amendment  which  has 
been  placedf  upon  the  Paper.  It  proposes 
that  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
should  be  placed  on  the  Estimates  of  this 
Kiountry,  but  I  do  not  see  any  possibility 
of  that  being  done  unless  this  country 
wishes  to  pay  that  salary  for  the  sake  of 
discussing  Indian  affairs.  I  agree  with 
that  part  of  the  resolution  which  says 
that  the  Debate  on  the  Budget  should 
take  place  on  an  earlier  day,  but  I 
presume  the  difficulty  is  that  the  accounts 
of  India  are  made  up  to  the  31st  March, 
and  that  it  is  almost  impossible  that  they 
should  be  considered  here,  and  discussed, 
much  earlier  than  is  now  the  case.     With 


reference  to  the  Select  Committee  which 
it  is  proposed  to  form  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  these  accounts,  the  House  will 
probably  agree  that  it  has  quite  enough 
accounts  of  its  own  to  consider  without 
embroiling  itself  in  the  accounts  of  India. 
The  House  has  not  forgotten  the  farce 
which  took  place  on  Thursday  evening 
last,  when  we  walked  through  the  lobbies 
about  eighteen  times  in  Divisions  upon 
the  accounts  of  our  own  country,  and 
upon  many  of  which  we  were  unable  to 
say  a  single  word.  Apart  from  that,  I  wish 
to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the 
fact  that  the  accounts  and  affairs  of  India 
are  managed  by  a  set  of  men  of  the 
very  highest  qualifications,  and  it  is  simply 
impossible  that  we  could  meddle  with  or 
effectually  superintend  those  accounts 
without  taking  away  from  the  responsi- 
bilities which  rest  quite  properly  upon 
our  Indian  Civil  Service.  Within  the 
last  few  months  I  made  a  short  tour  in 
India,  and  I  had  opportunities  of  making 
myself  acquainted  with  certain  phases  of 
Indian  official  life,  and  especially  of  fron- 
tier life.  One  of  the  first  gentlemen 
I  was  speaking  with  on  this  subject 
was  the  Colonel  commanding  the  2nd 
Goorkhas,  who  was  at  one  time  private 
secretary  to  Lord  Roberts,  and  therefore 
had  an  inner  view  of  official  life.  He 
suggested  to  me  that  the  army  we  have 
in  India  is  too  small  for  the  great  responsi- 
bilities which  are  laid  upon  it,  and  that 
our  frontier  is  so  great  that  our  troops  are 
not  sufficiently  numerous  to  guard  it  pro- 
perly. I  said,  of  course,  that  the  army 
of  India  and  the  affairs  of  India  depended 
very  largely  upon  the  politics  of 
Europe,  and  the  question  of  the  possible 
invasion  of  India  was  certainly  more  a 
question  for  us  at  home  than  for  India ; 
and  therefore  it  seemed  only  fair  and 
reasonable  that  this  country  should  con- 
tribute a  portion  of  the  cost  of  maintain- 
ing an  army  which  was  eicpressly  put 
through  for  the  purpose  of  resisting  an 
advance  from  the  north.  The  Colonel's 
reply  to  that  struck  me  very  forcibly. 
He  said,  "We  do  not  wish  Parliament  to 
direct  or  have  any  right  of  minute  inter- 
ference with  our  financial  affairs,  suoh  as 
it  would  have  if  it  made  a  grant  towards 
the  maintenance  of  the  army."  It 
occurred  to  me  at  the  time  that  that 
was  probably  the  explanation  of  what 
took  place  some  three  years  ago  when 
hon.  Members  opposite  were  very 
anxious     that     we     should     contribute 
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£2,000,000,  I  think  it  was,  towards  the 
expenses  of  the  Chitral  expedition,  and 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  on  the  part 
of  the  Indian  Government  declined  it. 
It  also  has  to  be  considered  whether  in 
dealing  with  our  colonies  with  regard  to 
finance  we  do  not  very  often  look  at 
them  through  coloured  spectacles — 
coloured  in  the  interests  of  this  country. 
In  the  West  Indies  we  have  colonies  which 
are  actually  going  into  lower  and  lower 
depths  of  ruin,  but  which  could  be  saved 
at  once  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  this 
country  is  so  wedded  to  a  system  of  its 
own  that  it  would  rather  see  these 
colonies  go  to  ruin  than  stretch  out  its 
hand  in  a  particular  direction  to  help 
them.  Then  too,  all  through  the 
recent  sugar  Debate  it  was  the  policy  of 
England  and  not  the  policy  of  India  that 
was  being  discussed.  It  was  simply  the  fear 
that  countervailing  duties  might  be  intro- 
duced in  this  country. '  Everyone  was 
looking  through  the  coloured  spectacle  of 
England  with  regard  to  the  Cotton  Duties. 
Some  three  or  four  years  ago  India  was 
obliged  to  put  a  tariff  of  5  per  cent,  on 
almost  every  article  that  came  to  India  ; 
we  forced  the  country  to  adopt  an  excise 
duty  ^r  the  sake  of  our  English 
manufacturers ;  that  is  to  say  we 
increased  the  cost — not  of  a  luxury,  but 
of  a  prime  necessity  of  life — for  the  sake 
not  of  India,  but  of  our  population  at  home. 
Under  these  circumstances  I  am  not  sur- 
prised that  India  will  not  have  more 
direct  interference  from  this  coiuitry 
than  she  can  help.  If  for  no  other 
reason,  I  should  oppose  this  motion  be- 
cause it  is  inopportune.  At  this  moment, 
as  the  Secretary  of  State  has  pointed  out, 
we  see  India  singularly  prosperous  and 
well  governed ;  she  is  using  her  prosperity 
in  the  best  possible  way,  namely,  for  the 
purposes  of  constructing  railroads  and 
developing  her  manufactures  and  com- 
merce. She  is  also  at  the  same 
time  largely  diminishing  the  military 
expenditure  which  presses  so  greatly  on 
the  people  of  India.  During  the  last  few 
days  we  have  seen  in  the  papers  that  the 
military  expenditure  on  the  north-west 
frontier  has  been  largely  reduced.  When 
I  was  in  India  I  went  through  the 
Khyber  Pass,  and  I  found  it  already 
marked  the  whole  way  where  the  new 
railway  was  to  go. 

*Mr.   speaker  :     Order,  order  !     I 
must  remind  the  hon.   Member  that  the 

Colonel  Milwanh 


only  question  before  the  House  is  the 
procedure  and  method  by  which  this- 
House  should  exercise  its  superintendence 
and  control  over  the  affairs  of  India. 
That  is  the  only  question  as  long  as  this 
Amendment  is  under  consideration. 

Colonel  MILWARD  :  With  reference 
to  that,  I  was  using  the  argument  that 
India  herself  is  at  the  present  moment 
advancing  by  the  very  means  we  desire ; 
she  is  exercising  the  very  greatest 
economy,  and  endeavouring  to  expend  her 
revenues  in  the  best  possible  way.  How- 
ever, I  might  very  easily  go  too  far  in 
that  direction,  and  I  will  merely  say  that 
I  most  strongly  oppose  the  resolution 
which  has  been  brought  forward.  Another 
reason  why  I  oppose  it  is  the  splendid 
character,  to  which  I  have  already  alluded, 
of  our  Indian  civil  servants.  I  had 
always  believed  that  we  had  sent  to  India 
to  serve  us,  both  in  the  Army  and  Civil 
Service,  men  of  the  very  highest  quahty, 
but  when  I  visited  that  country  I  was 
surprised  at  the  splendid  men  that  are  to 
be  found  there  in  every  branch  of  the 
service.  It  would  be  a  slight  upon  those 
men  to  pass  such  a  resolution  as  this,, 
which  is  really  a  reflection  upon  the  ad- 
ministration which  has  hitherto  taken 
place  in  India.  Nor  must  we  forget  the 
noble  Lord  who  left  here  last  year  to  take 
up  the  Viceroyalty  of  India.  We  could 
put  no  greater  sfight  upon  him  than  to 
choose  this  particular  opportunity  of  say- 
ing that  the  whole  accounts  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  India  should  be  controlled 
and  checked  by  this  House.  When  Lord 
Curzon  went  to  India  there  were  some  on 
both  sides  of  the  House  who  thought  he 
might  pursue  a  policy  which  was  not  only 
not  particularly  safe,  but  even  venturous 
with  regard  to  the  countries  outside 
India,  but  from  what  I  have  heard  and 
seen  in  India 

♦Mr.  speaker  :  Order,  order  !  The 

hon.    Member    is    again  travelling  into 

questions    which     are    not    before  the 
House. 

Colonel  MILWARD  :  I  will  conclude, 
Sir,  by  saying  that  I  desire  to  oppose  the 
motion. 

Mr.  HARWOOD  (Bolton) :  I  venture 
to  ask  the  House  to  look  at  this  matter 
from  the  point  of  view  of  one  who 
is     not     perhaps     very     familiar     with 
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Indian  matters,  but  one  quite  familiar 
with  the  official  presentation  of  things, 
and  if  the  noble  Lord  will  allow 
me  I  would  venture  to  congratulate  him 
on  the  rose-water  sprinkling  he  has  given 
the  House  this  afternoon.  That  official 
treatment  reminds  one  of  a  sort  of  poli- 
tical "  Badminton,"  in  which  a  shuttlecock 
of  pleasant  phrases  is  tossed  from  one 
Front  Bench  to  the  other.  Then  we  have 
those  who  speak  on  behalf  of  the  natives 
of  India,  who  have  not  many  people  to 
speak  for  them  ;  but  I  do  not  propose  to 
look  at  the  matter  from  that  point  of  view, 
because  I  think  it  may  be  pressed  too  far. 
I  am  not  at  all  disposed  to  agree  with 
everything  of  which  natives  complain, 
nor  do  I  think  it  would  be  wise  to  grant 
everything  they  desire.  But  there  is  a 
third  point  of  view — that  of  the  ordinary 
English  Member  of  Parliament  who  looks 
at  the  simple  facts  of  the  case.  What 
are  those  facts  ?  Surely  there  is  nothing 
more  wonderful  than  the  fact  of  the 
government  of  India  by  the  people  of 
England — the  government  of  a  country 
containing  a  quarter  of  the  population  of 
the  globe,  the  home  of  philosophy  and  of 
all  the  most  interesting  products  of  human 
intellect  and  human  fancy,  as  it  were  the 
very  destination  at  which  Alexander 
arrived — this  country,  containing  a 
quarter  of  the  population  of  the  globe, 
and  that  population  differing  in  race, 
tradition,  and  language,  ruled  by  the 
white-faced  people  of  a  little  island  in  the 
Northern  Sea,  more  than  8,000  miles 
away.  I  say,  this  is  a  fact  which  has 
channed  my  fancy  since  boyhood,  and 
when  I  came  to  this  House  I  thought  it 
was  a  fact  which  would  fire  the  imagina- 
tion and  stir  the  enthusiasm  of  the  House 
of  Commons.  At  all  times  I  expected  that 
that  would  be  so,  but  more  especially 
should  I  expect  it  in  these  days — days  of 
rampant  Imperialism,  when  everything 
concerning  the  Empire  seems  to 
catch  popular  interest  and  stir 
popular  enthusiasm ;  and  also  when  we 
remember  that  India  is  the  keystone 
of  the  arch  of  our  whole  Empire.  If  we 
so  misgovern  India  as  to  lose  her,  then 
farewell  to  the  British  Empire.  That 
being  so,  I  should  have  expected  that 
Indian  questions,  and  particularly  the 
great  Debate — I  will  not  call  it  the 
"  great  "  Debate,  but  the  Debate  on  the 
Indian  Budget  —would,  at  any  rate,  firstly, 
be  taken  at  a  convenient  time ;  and 
secondly,  be  attended  by  a  full  House. 


What  do  I  find  1  I  find  that  this  question 
is  relegated  to  the  last  dying  gasp  of  the 
session,  when  only  a  few  wearied  Mem- 
bers can  assemble,  with  whatever  intellect 
they  possess  pretty  well  used  up  and 
then-  physical  energy  equally  exhausted. 
There  is  an  inconsistency  somewhere,  and 
it  makes  me  doubt  all  these  fine  phrases 
about  our  Imperial  instinct  and  our 
Imperial  devotion  when  I  see  what  that 
devotion  leads  to.  Surely  it  is  a  sort  of 
insult  to  these  people  whom  you  are 
governing  not  to  care  to  give  more  atten- 
tion to,  or  to  put  more  spirit  into,  our 
consideration  of  their  affairs.  It  may  be 
said,  as  the  hon.  and  gallant  Gentleman 
opposite  remarked,  that  we  have  got 
faith  in  our  own  people.  I  would  echo 
with  the  greatest  possible  pleasure  all 
that  is  said  on  that  point.  I  do  not  think 
any  country  in  the  world  has  ever  pro- 
duced a  class  of  public  servants  of  whom 
that  country  might  be  so  proud  as  may 
this  country  be  of  its  pubuc  servants  in 
India  at  the  present  time.  I  am  quite 
prepared  to  admit  that,  but  that  is  not 
the  question.  The  question  is  a  deeper 
one  than  that.  It  is,  is  it  wise,  is  it  right 
for  us  so  to  handle  our  responsibilities 
that  we  do  not  pay  the  least  attention  to 
those  responsibilities,  but  put  all  this  load 
upon  the  backs  of  our  public  servants  ? 
In  the  first  place,  it  is  not  just  to  those 
public  servants,  because  their  services  are 
not  understood  or  appreciated  as 
they  would  be  if  they  were  fairly  dis- 
cussed in  this  House  and  fairly  known 
and  considered  by  Parliament.  Secondly, 
it  is  not  just  to  the  people  whom  we 
entrust  to  these  servants.  The  common 
teaching  of  all  hiatory  and  political 
experience  is  the  dangers  of  bureaucracy. 
That  is  the  lesson  we  are  learning  from 
the  contemporary  history  of  other  coun- 
tries in  other  parts  of  the  world,  and  yet 
we  choose  to  hand  over  a  quarter  of  the 
population  of  the  globe  to  this  bureau- 
cratic government.  However  good  or 
however  capable  that  government  may  be,, 
it  is  not  a  wise  policy  for  an  enlightened 
country  like  this  to  adopt  in  regard  to  a 
vast  Empire  such  as  ours.  Some  of  the 
papers  say  that  the  Indian  Debate  is  a 
solemn  farce.  I  question  the  accuracy  of 
the  expression.  It  is  not  dignified  enough 
to  be  solemn,  and  certainly  it  is  not 
humorous  enough  to  be  called  a  farce. 
Looking  at  the  bare  facts — the  one  fact, 
this  mighty  Empire  ;  the  other  fact,  our 
responsibility  towards  it,  and  the  atten- 
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tion  given  to  that  responsibility  —  I 
say  it  is  not  a  farce ;  it  is  a  tragedy, 
and  it  is  a  'tragedy  which  makes  me 
ashamed  of  the  pretensions  I  hear  and 
read,  ashamed  of  our  loud  boasts  of 
Empire,  when  we  care  to  do  so  little 
for  it  and  pay  so  little  attention  to  it. 
This  state  of  things  is  not  an  accident ;  it 
is  not  a  dramatic  incident  merely  ;  but  it 
is  an  indication  of  a  direct  policy  against 
which  we  are  bound  to  protest — the  policy 
'Of  bureaucratic  government.  This  Debate 
is  an  instance  of  the  way  in  which  the 
financial  statement  is  brought  forward.  It 
has  been  said  that  it  could  not  be  brought 
forward  earlier  because  the  accounts  are 
only  made  up  to  March  31st.  Surely  there 
is  no  law  of  the  Medes  and  Persians 
as  to  making  up  the  accounts  to  that 
particular  date.  Surely  if  it  is  worth 
while,  in  order  that  Parliament  might 
consider  these  accounts  at  a  proper  time, 
and  have  opportunity  of  discussing  them, 
they  could  be  made  up  to  a  cufferent 
date.  But  I  see  the  same  thing  in  re- 
gard to  India  herself.  There  is  one 
question  which  proves  that  there  is  a 
deliberate  attempt  to  do  away  with  repre- 
sentative government  of  India  as  far  as 
this  Parliament  is  concerned,  and  there 
is  also  a  deliberate  attempt  to  do  away 
with  representative  government  in  India 
as  far  as  its  local  affairs  are  concerned. 
I  would  mention  Calcutta  as  a  case  in 
point.  It  would  not  be  so  much  in  itself, 
but  it  is  one  link  of  a  chain.  What  is 
one  result  of  this  bureaucratic  govern- 
ment ?  It  is  our  daring  to  do  with  India 
what  we  should  not  dare  to  do  with  any 
other  portion  of  the  Empire.  We  are 
going  to  make  her  the  corpus  vile  of 
economic  experiments.  Sugar  bounties 
form  a  case  in  question.  That  is  probably 
too  large  a  point  to  be  discussed  here,  but 
I  say  emphatically  that  we  have  no  right 
to  make  India  the  testing  ground  for 
economic  heresies  of  that  kind  when 
India  must  pay  the  consequences.  The 
House  ought  only  to  take  such  steps  with 
its  eyes  wide  open,  and  ought  to  be  pre- 
pared to  do  in  its  own  country  all  that  it 
does  in  regard  to  other  countries  for 
which  it  is  responsible.  I  congratulate 
the  noble  Lord  upon  the  departure  which 
has  been  made  in  the  matter  of  the  cur- 
rency. Reference  has  been  made  to  the 
selfishness  of  the  county  from  which  I 
come.  I  can  only  say,  that  as  far  as  I 
know  the  feeling  of  the  county,  it  is 
unanimous  in  favour  of  the  policy  which  the 
Mr,  Harwood. 


Government  has  adopted  as  to  the  cur- 
rency. I  am  not  quite  clear  that  the 
arrangement  of  having  an  unlimited  sup- 
ply of  silver 

♦Mk  speaker  :  Order,  order !  The 
hon.  Member  is  departing  from  the 
Amendment  before  the  House. 

Mr.  HARWOOD:  I  was  only  in- 
stancing  this  as  one  illustration  of  our 
method  of  governing  against  which  I 
protest.  I  will  not  go  further,  except  to 
say  as  to  developing  the  resources  of 
India,  particularly  as  to  gold  and  iron — 

♦Mr.  SPEAKER:  Order,  order!  I 
must  again  remind  the  House  that  the 
only  question  before  it  is  whether  the 
mode  of  procedure  under  which  this  House 
exercises  its  control  of  Indian  aflfairs 
is  capable  of  amendment  or  alteration. 
The  question  of  the  affairs  of  India 
generally  and  the  policy  of  this  country 
towards  India  generally  is  not  a  matter 
for  discussion  on  this  Amendment. 

Mr.  HARWOOD:  I  quite  see  the 
justice  of  your  decision.  I  will  only  say, 
therefore,  that  I  thoroughly  support  the 
Amendment,  on  the  ground  which  you 
have  ruled  to  be  the  ground  of  discussion 
— viz.,  that  I  consider  our  system  of 
governing  India,  of  bringing  on  this  De- 
bate and  making  the  financial  statement 
so  late  in  the  session,  and  putting  the 
Secretary  of  State  without  the  purview  of 
the  criticism  of  this  House,  as  not  a  system 
which  is  wise  for  India  or  wise  for 
England. 

♦Sir  H.  H.  FOWLER  (Wolverhamp- 
ton, E.) :  I  should  not  have  interposed  in 
this  Debate  just  now  but  for  the  speech 
which  my  hon.  friend  has  just  made.  I 
feel  that  I  must  not  transgress  the  rule 
you  have  laid  down  with  reference  to  this 
Debate,  and  as  there  are  half-a-dozen  re- 
marks I  should  like  to  make  on  the  state- 
ment of  the  noble  Lord,  if  the  House  will 
allow  me  so  to  do,  I  will  submit  them 
when  we  have  disposed  of  this  Amend- 
ment. But  I  must  say  a  word  or  two  in 
defence  of  the  Government  of  India  and 
the  supervision  of  the  Government  of 
India  by  this  House,  and  also  in  defence 
of  the  House  itself,  after  the  speech  of 
my  hon.  friend  to  which  we  have 
just  listened  with  so  much  pleasure. 
My  hon.  friend  has  been  in  Parliament 
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long  enough  to  be  familiar  with  its 
recent  history  so  far  as  Indian  matters 
are  concerned,  and  I  say  with  all  respect 
to  him  that  it  is  not  correct,  or  in 
accordance  with  the  facts  of  the  case,  to 
state  here,  and  to  let  it  go  from  here  to 
India,  that  this  House — ^and  I  am  speak- 
ing of  the  House  as  a  whole — is  indif- 
ferent to  Indian  affairs.  I  venture  to  say 
that  during  the  last  few  years  there 
have  been  no  Debates  which  have 
excited  greater  interest,  and  there  have 
been  no  more  important  Divisions  than 
those  upon  Indian  affairs.  I  might 
instance  the  Debates  upon  Indian  finance, 
upon  Frontier  policy,  the  Debates  upon 
wiitral,  the  Debates  upon  questions 
which  have  been  raised  with  reference  to 
the  internal  policy  of  India,  and  the 
Debate  to  which  the  hon.  Member  him- 
self alluded  in  regard  to  the  recent  change 
in  the  fiscal  system  of  India.  All  these 
matters  have  excited  interest  in  all  parts 
of  the  House.  Members  of  all  shaaes  of 
opinion  have  spoken  upon  them,  and 
attention  has  been  drawn  to  them  in 
erery  organ  of  public  opinion  in  the 
country,  and  the  decisions  upon  them — 
it  is  not  for  me  to  say  whether  those 
decisions  were  right  or  wrong,  with 
some  of  them  I  have  agreed,  and  from 
others  I  have  differed — are  the  decisions 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  not  of  a 
bureaucracy,  but  of  the  House  of  Com- 
nwns,  representing  for  the  time  being 
the  decision  of  the  majority  of  the  con- 
stituencies of  this  country.  No  man 
has  a  right  to  imply — and  I  am  sure 
the  hon.  Member  is  the  last  man  to  wish 
to  convey  a  wrong  impression — that  this 
House  is  indifferent  to  Indian  affairs,  or 
treats  them  as  a  solemn  farce  or  tragedy. 

Mr.  HARWOOD  :  I  did  not  wish  for 
one  moment  to  convey  that  impression. 
I  wished  to  imply  that  this  House  has 
not  an  opportuity  of  showing  its  interest, 
because  of  the  date  fixed  for  the  Debate. 

*SlR  H.  H.  FOWLER :  I  am  very  glad 
my  hon.  friend  interposed,  because  I  am 
sure  he  did  not  wish  to  convey  a  wrong 
impression,  and  I  am  glad  to  nave  given 
him  the  opportunity  of  making  it  per- 
fectly clear  to  the  public,  as  it  was 
capable  of  some  misapprehension.  I  go, 
however,  to  the  gravamen  of  this  Reso- 
lution, and  I  join  issue  not  only  upon 
the  remedies  but  on  the  allegations 
therein  set  forth.     I  say  the  supenntend- 
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ing  authority  of  Parliament  over  Indian 
afi&irs  is  effectively  exercised,  and  I  say 
that,  in  my  judgment,  the  modes  pro- 
posed would  not  promote  the  more 
efficient  discharge  of  that  duty.  The 
government  of  India  is  a  statutory 
government.  It  is  a  government  pre- 
scribed and  regulated  by  Acts  of  rar 
liament,  and  Parliament  alone  has  the 
power  to  alter  or  modify  that  form  of 
government.  The  government  of  India  is 
a  government  unique  in  itself.  We  have 
no  parallel  for  it  elsewhere  in  the  British 
constitution,  and  we  are  liable  to  fall  into 
error  when  we  attempt  to  apply  to  it 
either  the  illustration  of  our  government 
at  home,  or  of  our  self-governing  colonies, 
or  of  our  Crown  colonies.  It  is  not  a 
self-governing  colony.  It  is  not  a  Crown 
colony,  which  is  practically  a  despotism 
tempered  to  a  certain  extent  by  some 
local  adminstration  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Secretary  of  State.  Par- 
liament has  constituted  for  India — 
and  it  is  not  for  me  to  say  whether  Par- 
liament was  right  or  wron^ ;  all  I  want  to 
impress  upon  the  House  is  what  Parlia- 
ment has  done,  Parliament  has  constituted 
for  India  a  legislative  authority,  and  it 
has  constituted  an  executive  authority, 
and  it  has  put  both  those  authorities 
under  the  control  of  a  Cabinet  Minister 
responsible  to  the  House  of  Commons. 
The  Secretary  of  State  for  India  is  as 
responsible  to  the  House  of  Com- 
mons for  every  act  of  Indian  policy 
as  is  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
Affairs,  or  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies,  or  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Home  Department.  I  will  not  weary 
the  House  by  quoting  what  I  quoted  a 
very  few  weeks  ago — the  lucid,  powerful, 
and  unanswerable  argument  of  Lord 
Salisburv  as  to  the  absolute  responsi- 
bility of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  every 
Department  of  Indian  affairs.  Parliament 
has  associated  with  the  Secretary  of  State 
— ^and  again  there  is  no  parallel  for  this  in 
any  part  of  the  Empire — a  CouncU  or 
Cabinet  or  Select  Committee.  In  these 
Debates  this  Council  is  generally  ignored 
or  some  offensive  remark  is  made  about 
it — as,  for  example,  that  it  is  an  official 
hierarchy — ^but  there  is  no  more  im- 
portant body  of  public  men  discharg- 
ing public  duty  in  this  kingdom  at 
this  moment  than  the  Indian  Council  of 
the  Secretary  of  State.  It  is  a  Council 
which  is  always  in  session.  It  has  no 
holidays.     It  is  bound  by  Act  of  Parlia- 
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mentto  meet  every  week.  Its  longest 
vacation  is  from  Monday  in  one  weeS  to 
Saturday  in  the  next.  It  sits  all  the  year 
round.  It  must  be  presided  over  either 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  or  by  a  Vice- 
President,  who  is  chosen  at  the  commence- 
ment of  every  year.  We  are  told  we 
want  men  of  experience  of  Indian  affairs 
— not  ignorant  Secretaries  of  State  who 
come  and  go,  and  who,  never  having  been 
there,  know  nothing  about  India.  I  will 
trouble  the  House  with  the  names  of  a 
few  of  the  men  who  constitute  that 
council.  On  the  civil  side  we  have  Sir 
Alfred  Lyall.  Will  any  man  question  Sir 
Alfred  Lyall's  knowledge  of  India  in 
every  aspect  of  its  government,  history, 
and  administration  ?  We  have  Sir  James 
Peile,  Sir  Steuart  Bayley,  Sir  Charles 
Crosthwaite,  Sir  Dennis  ritzpatrick,  and 
we  are  ^lad  to  hear  that  to  the  Indian 
Council  IS  to  be  added  that  able  financier. 
Sir  James  Westland.  These  are  all  men 
whose  names  are  written  on  the  pages  of 
the  history  of  India — who  know  all  about 
it,  who  have  governed  with  singular 
success  some  of  the  largest  provinces 
under  the  British  Crown,  men  who  have 
spent  their  lives  in  India,  and  who  are 
as  jealous  for  the  honour  of  England  in 
connection  with  India,  who  are  as  anxious 
to  promote  the  well-being  of  the  people  of 
Inoia,  rich  or  poor,  high  or  low,  as  any 
man  in  this  House  or  in  this  kingdom. 
Associated  with  these  great  adminis- 
trators you  have  two  distinguished 
judges,  the  late  Chief  Justice  of 
theNorth-West  Provinces,  and  another  dis- 
tinguished Judge  who  served  in  the  India 
Office  in  a  judicial  capacity.  Sir  John 
Edffe  and  Sir  Philip  Hutchins.  Then, 
with  a  great  military  empire  you  require 
a  military  representation,  and  I  think 
Field-Marshal  Sir  Donald  Stewart  and 
Creneral  Gterdon  well  represent  the  Mili- 
tary Department  on  the  Council.  Added 
to  these  you  have  commerce  represented 
by  one  of  the  most  distinguished  English 
and  Indian  merchants,  who  has  spent  the 
greater  part  of  his  life  in  India,  who  is 
well  known  in  the  City  of  London,  Sir 
James  Mackay,  and  you  have  also  one 
of  the  most  distinguished  bankers  in 
the  City  of  London,  Mr.  Le  Marchant, 
who  is  the  successor  of  Mr.  Bertram 
Currie.  Such  are  the  men  who  form  the 
Council  of  India,  and  I  do  not  think  the 
public  really  know  how  the  government 
of  India  is  carried  on,  and  they  cannot 
know  it  without  appreciating  the  men  by

whom  it  is  carried  on.  The  Council  is 
divided  into  committees.  There  is  the 
Finance  Department,  the  Military  De- 
partment, the  Political  Depirtment,  the 
Judicial  Department,  the  Public  Works 
Department,  and  the  Revenue  and  Statis- 
tical Department,  and  in  every  one  of 
these  great  departments  you  have  distin- 
guished permanent  Civil  servants,  men  of 
the  character  and  class  of  ^  Frands 
Mowatt,  Sir  Alfred  Milner,  Sir  Arthur 
Grodley,  and  Sir  George  Murray.  This 
Council  is  divided  up  into  committees, 
constantly  sitting,  constantly  overhaul- 
ing, constantly  controlling  the  whole 
administration  of  India.  And  when 
you  say  that  grievances  are  not 
considered  I  give  to  that  allegation  the 
most  positive  contradiction  of  which  the 
English  language  is  capable.  All  griev- 
ances are  considered  by  the  Council 
and  by  its  committees,  and  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  personally.  I  ksow 
no  Department  where  there  is  a  more 
vigorous  personal  supervision  in  all  its 
working  than  there  is  in  the  Indian  De- 
partment. The  Secretary  of  State  being 
assisted  by  siich  distin^shed  men  as  I 
have  mentioned,  and  his  Parliamentary 
responsibility  being  unchallenged,  what 
do  we  want  further  in  the  way  of  super- 
intending authority  ?  We  must  apjrfy  the 
analogy  of  the  superintending  authority 
of  other  Departments.  The  Secretary  of 
State  has  to  undergo — and  I  know  what  it 
means  myself — a  daily  fire  of  questions. 
I  have  always  resisted  any  attempt 
to  curtail  the  right  of  hon.  Members 
to  ask  questions  in  the  House.  I  know 
no  more  effective  control  than  the  power 
of  asking  questions  Next  there  is  the 
opportunity  of  the  debate  on  the  Address. 
For  severaJ  years  there  has  always  been 
an  Indian  Amendment.  Then  there  are 
the  opportunities  of  Debates  on  specific 
subjects.  Certainly  the  policies  both  of  the 
past  and  present  Secretaries  of  State  have 
been  submitted  to  the  censure  or   ap- 

Sroval  of  the  House,  and  the  House  has 
ealt  with  them  on  great  questions.  I 
can  go  back  to  my  own  recollection. 
There  was  an  important  Debate  on  the 
cotton  duties.  My  action  on  that  occa- 
sion was  challenged  and  the  House  did 
not  see  fit  to  censure  me.  Then  a  very 
important  question  was  raised  with  refe- 
rence to  the  opium  question,  and  there 
was  a  full  Debate  and  a  very  large 
division  upon  it.  Then  there  was  another 
question    on  which    I   acted    with    the 
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full   approval    of     the    Prime    Minister 
and  the  Cabinet,  and  not  on  my  own 
authority,   as    has  often   been    said.     I 
declined  to  carry  out  the  resolution  of  the 
House    with    reference     to    competitive 
examinations,  a  resolution  which  in  the 
opinion  of  Mr.   Gladstone   and  his   col- 
leagues menaced   the    existence    of  the 
British   Power  in  India.     A  deputation 
waited  on  me  to  remonstrate  with  me  on 
my  action,  and  I  frankly  admitted  that  I 
had  done  what  might  be  called  an  uncon- 
stitutional thing  in  disregarding  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  House  of  Commons;  but  I 
told  them  that  I   should  stand  by  my 
action,  and  that  I   was  quite  willing  to 
take  the  judgment  of  the  House  upon  it. 
I  said  that  if  they  desired  to  propose 
a  vote    of    censure    upon    what    I   had 
done  I  would  insist  on  the  Leader  of  the 
House  giving  a  day  for  its  discussion. 
But  the7  never  asked  for  a  day.     They 
never  put  a  motion  down,  and  I  perfectly 
understood   why,   because  a  member  of 
the    deputation    said,    "If  we   did    geb 
a  day  you  would  get  a  large  majority." 
I  said, "  Perhaps  I  should,"  but  I  declined, 
as  I  was  of  opinion  that  a  snatch  Vote, 
carried  by  a  majority  of  eight  on  a  Friday 
evening  in  a  House  of  somewhere  between 
fifty  and  a  hundred  Members,  was  not  the 
deliberate   judgment    of    the    House   of 
Commons  on  a  question  of  vital  import- 
ance to  the  maintenance  of  our  rule  in 
India.     I    am    simply  quoting    that    to 
show  that  there   is  the  amplest   oppor- 
tunity    of     challenging     the     conduct 
of      the       Secretary      of       State      for 
India.       The     present      Secretary      of 
State  has  been  more  subjected  than  I  was 
to  this  mode  of  warfare.     He  has  had  to 
face  a  great  Del)ate  on  the  retention  of 
Chitral,  as  well  as    Debates  on  Indian 
troops  being  sent  to  the  Soudan,  and  upon 
the  great  question  of  policy  in  connection 
with  the  sugar  bounties.     On  all  these 
occasions  the  House  had  opportunities  of 
exercising  its  control  over  the  Secretary 
of   State,     and    my  point    is  that    the 
Indian   Minister  is  subject  to  the  same 
control  as   any  other   Minister  of  State. 
Then    it    is    said    that  the    Budget    is 
brought  in  too  late  in  the  session.     The 
hon.  Member  asks,  "  Is  there  any  reason 
why  it  should  not  be  brought  in  earlier  ?" 
There  is  one  reason.    There  is  an  Act  of 
Parliament  which  prevents  the   Debate 
being    taken    before  May   15.      Within 
fourteen  days  after  May  1st  the  Secretary 
of  State  is  bound  to  lay  o.i  the  Table  a 


full  statement  of  the  Indian  revenue  and 
expenditure,  and  of  the  moral  and 
material  progress  of  India.  If  the  House 
really  wished  the  Indian  Budget  to  come 
on  a  month  or  six  weeks  earlier  the 
matter  is  in  its  own  hands,  for  no 
Minister  would  resist  the  feeling  of  the 
House  on  that  point.  But  the  Secretary 
of  State  is  in  no  way  responsible  in  the 
matter.  It  rests  entirely  in  the  hands  of 
the  Leader  of  the  House,  and  Leaders  on 
both  sides  of  the  House  have  taken  the 
same  view,  and  put  the  Budget  ofT  to  the 
last  hours  of  the  session.  But  when  the 
Budget  does  come  on  there  is  no  automatic 
closure  ;  the  Debate  is  unrestricted,  and 
can  be  protracted  to  a  late  hour.  I 
repeat,  the  House  of  Commons  cannot 
exercise  a  minute  daily  and  hourly  super- 
vision of  the  government  of  300  millions 
of  people.  That  would  be  an  impossi- 
bility. If  there  is  one  thing  more  than 
another  that  the  House  is  crying  out 
for  it  is  devolution,  and  there  is  no 
necessity  for  putting  this  heavy  burden 
upon  it  in  respect  of  work  which  is  as 
well  done  as  it  could  be  done  under  any 
change  which  might  be  suggested.  Then 
it  is  proposed  that  the  salary  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  should  be  put  upon 
the  Estimates.  The  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  would  have  a  word  or  two  to 
say  to  that  addition  to  the  expenditure. 
I  suppose  such  a  proposal  would  include 
the  salary  of  the  V  iceroy  and  of  the  whole 
Indian  establishment. 

*SiR  CHARLES  DILKE  (Gloucester- 
shire, Forest  of  Dean) :  A  token  Vote. 

*SiR  H.  H.  FOWLER  :  I  do  not  know 
what  my  right  hon.  friend  means  by  a 
token  Vote.  It  is  a  financial  impossibility 
to  put  in  the  Estimates  a  token  Vote, 
even  of  5s.,  if  it  is  not  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  Estimates.  At  all  events,  this  is  a  part 
of  the  constitution  of  India  with  reference 
to  finance,  and  cannot  be  altered  except 
by  legislation.  It  just  occurs  to  me  there 
is  one  thing  in  which  the  Secretary  of 
Stp.te  has  not  a  dominating  power.  He 
is  supreme  in  most  things,  but  he  cannot 
spend  a  £5  note  without  the  consent  of 
the  Indian  Council,  and  on  questions  of 
finance  he  has  only  one  vote.  The  con- 
trol of  the  Indian  Revenue  and  Expendi- 
ture has  been  placed  by  Parliament  in  the 
hands  of  that  Council.  Then  there  is  the 
alteniative  that  there  should  be  a  Select 
Committee.     To  do  what  ?     The  Indian 
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system  of  finance  is  not  so  simple  as  the 
English  system.  There  are  more  than 
1,000  treasuries  in  India,  and  there  is  a 
gieantic  system  of  audit  and  control.  The 
Select  Committee,  of  course,  would  be 
precluded  from  considering  questions  of 
policy.  I  remember  it  was  once  said, 
by  iny  right  hon.  friend  the  Member 
for  west  Monmouthshire,  "  You  can- 
not refer  the  British  Constitution  to 
a  Committee  upstairs."  When  it  is 
suggested  there  should  be  a  Select  Com- 
mittee to  consider  Indian  accounts,  no 
doubt  the  idea  is  to  have  something  like 
the-  Public  Accounts  Committee.  But 
that  Committee  is  a  body  holding  a 
judicial  position  as  between  the  Con- 
troller and  Auditor  -  General  and  the 
Treasury.  I  have  never  seen  any 
allegation  that  the  control  of  the  Indian 
Controller  and  Auditor  -  General  is 
defective  ;  but  I  am  quite  certain  that  a 
casual  Select  Committee  meeting  once 
now  and  again  could  not  exercise  any 
effective  control  over  Indian  finance,  and 
that'  the  effect  would  be  only  to  intro- 
duce confusion  and  dissatisfaction.  These 
are  the  grounds  on  which  I  object  to  this 
motion  ;    but  there  has  been  a  spice  of 

¥8r8onality  introduced  into  the  Debate, 
here  has  been  an  attack  on  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  in  his  personal  capacity,  and 
in  order  to  deprive  it  of  anything  of 
\  party  character  and  so  make  it  as 
broad  as  possible,  it  was  clearly  indicated 
that  the  attack  did  not  refer  solely  to  the 
noble  Lord,  but  included  the  ex-Minister. 
It  was  said  that  these  two  officers  were  not 
impartial  judges,  that  they  were  simply 
the  mouthpiece  of  the  official  hierarchy  of 
the  Indian  Council,  that  they  resented  all 
complaints  and  were  guilty  of  personal 
discourtesy  to  hon.  Members  witn  refer- 
ence to  Indian  matters.  I  *  plead  not 
guilty  to  every  one  of  those  charges,  and 
I  am  sure  the  noble  Lord  will  also  repudi- 
ate them.  If  any  man  says  that  the 
Secretary  of  State  is  not  impartial,  I  say 
he  knows  nothing  of  the  facts  of  the  case, 
he  has  not  been  inside  the  India  Office, 
and  does  not  know  how  its  business  is 
transacted.  If  I  appealed  to  the  other 
members  of  the  Indian  Council,  they 
would  say  that  the  Secretary  of  State  is 
the  last  man  to  act  as  the  mouthpiece  of 
the  Council,  and  I  say  that  it  is  an  unfair 
and  unfounded  attack  to  say  that  he 
would.  I  will  put  it  to  the  hon.  Baronet 
who  has  made  this  charge.  Was  there 
a  single  grievance  which  he  brought 
Sir  H.  77.  Fowler, 


to    my    notice    when    I    was    in    office- 
that  1  did  not  personally  investigate  X 
Some    grievances    he    brought    to    my 
notice  were    well    founded,    and  I  did 
my  best  to  remedy  them ;   on  some  of 
them  I  came  to  a  different  opinion  than 
that  held  bv  the  hon.  Baronet.     One  word 
more  on  the  personal  question.      Fault 
has  been  found  with  me  here  and  in  cer- 
tain organs  of  the  Press  because  I  will  not 
make  India  a  party  question.      I  never* 
will.     I  would  forfeit  my  position  on  this 
Bench  or  any  other,  if  it  was  to  be  a  con- 
dition of    public    life  so  far  as  I   was 
concerned  that  India  was  to  be  looked  at. 
through  the  spectacles  of  party,  and  that 
all  was  wrong  which  the  "  ins  "  did,  and 
all  was  right  which  the  "  outs  "  suggested.. 
The  one  salvation  of  India  is  to  keep  out  of 
party  politics,  and  feel  our  individual  and* 
personal   responsibility  to  India,  not  as 
members  of  the  Conservative  or  Liberal 
parties,  but  as  Members  of  the  House  of 
CJommons  representing  India.     I  believe 
that  in  the  main  that  condition  has  been 
preserved  to  the  present  hour,  and  that 
this  House  has  always  shown  the  greatest 
respect  and  sympathy  for  those  Members 
of  the  House,  no  matter  on  which  side 
they    sit,    who  have  shown  interest  in 
Indian  matters  and  have  submitted  to  the 
House  propositions  of  grave  importance. 
I  feel  strongly  upon  the  government  of 
India,   not  as  a  romance,   as    the  hon. 
Member  for  Bolton  says,  but  from  a  per- 
sonal knowledge  and  personal  interest.    I 
have    a    profound     admiration    for    our 
system  of  government  in  India.     I  believe 
it  is  the  only  system  of  government  whieb 
could   have  welded   India  together,  and 
maintained  the  pax  Briiannica.     There  is 
no  such  thing  as  a  nation  of  India  possess- 
ing any  unity,  physical,  political,  social, 
or  religious.     India  consists   of  a  lar^ 
number  of   separate   nations,    of  people 
of  different  creeds  and  races,    residing 
in    different    climates,   and    exposed    to 
opposing   influences,    and    it   would   be 
impossible  to  weld  them  together  as  one 
nation.     They  never  have  been  and  they 
never  will  be.     It  is  the  one  dominating: 

Kwer  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  and 
3land  and  Empress  of  India  which 
governs  that  vast  mass  of  people,  a  people 
who  have,  as  Sir  John  Strachey  saia,  fiity 
different  languages,  and  he  adds  there  is 
as  great  a  difference  between  the  Scot 
and  the  Spaniard  as  there  is  between 
the  Bengali  and  Punjabi.  A  native  of 
India !    You  might  as  well  talk  of  the^ 
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^litical  opinions  of  a  native  of  Europe. 
In  India  we  have  consolidated  a  splendid 
isystem  of  government.  Of  course,  the 
system  has  its  faults.  There  are  stupid 
men  and  stupid  blunders  in  the  govern- 
ment of  300,000,000  people,  but  I  do 
not  think  that  the  history  of  ARia  has 
ever  recorded  so  just,  so  equitable,  so 
peaceful,  and  so  successful  a  government 
as  the  government  of  Great  Britain  of  the 
Empire  of  India.     I  hope  that  this  House 


will  never  tamper  with  the  outworks  of 
that  great  system,  but  will  go  on  doing 
its  best,  according  to  its  own  lights,  to 
promote  and  develop  the  true  interests 
and  resources  of  India.

Main  question  again  proposed. 

♦Sir  xMANCHERJEE  BHOWNAG- 
GREE  (Bethnal  Green,  N.E.) :  I  con- 
.gratulate  the  House  upon  the  decision  at 


which  it  has  just  arrived  on  the  Amend- 
ment which  has  been  under  discussion, 
and  thank  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  the 
Member  for  East  Wolverhampton  for 
having  shown  so  forcibly  and  clearly  that 
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important  Indian  questions  did  not  fail  to 
receive  proper  and  fair  treatment  at  the 
hands  of  the  British  Parliament.  The 
only  item  in  the  Amendment  with  which 
I  agree  is  that  the  Debate  on  the  Indian 
Budget  should  take  place  earlier  in  the 
session ;  but  while  pleading  for  that 
arrangement  in  the  future,  1  would  ex- 
press my  warm  appreciation  of  the  con- 
vincing arguments  by  which  the  right 
hon.  Gentleman  has  just  proved  that  the 
complaints  alleged  in  the  other  parts  of 
the  Amendment  were  unsubstantial  and 
groundless.  The  Amendment  was,  on  the 
whole,  contrived  to  convey  a  wrong  im- 
pression to  the  people  of  India  that  the 
House  of  Commons  is  wanting  in  that  sym- 
pathy and  attention  to  which  the  interests 
of  India  are  entitled  at  its  hands.  The  mis- 
chief of  such  misrepresentation  is  not  felt 
within  this  House  or  by  the  British 
public ;  but,  Mr.  Speaker,  in  India,  where 
the  people  are  not  acquainted  with  the 
modes  of  Parliamentary  procedure,  the 
prevalence  of  such  a  notion  is  apt  to  be 
very  harmful.  I  would  therefore  ex- 
press my  sincere  thanks  to  the  right 
hon.  Gentleman  the  Member  for  Wolver- 
hampton for  havinff  in  such  a  masterly 
manner  vindicated  this  House  against  the 
charges  implied  in  the  Amendment. 
His  defence  of  the  system  of  Indian 
administration  will  make  it  apparent  to 
the  people  in  India  that  there  is  no 
neglect  of  the  supervision  which  this 
Parliament  may  be  rightly  expected  to 
exercise  over  their  affairs,  and  will  be  re- 
garded with  satisfaction  as  an  effective 
answer  to  the  complaints  that  both  their 
own  administrators  and  Parliament  neg- 
lected any  of  their  legitimate  duties  to 
secure  the  welfare  of  our  Indian  Empire. 
Turning  to  the  financial  statement 
which  the  Secretary  of  State  has  laid 
before  the  House  this  afternoon,  the 
announcement  of  the  surplus  of  over 
Rx.  4,700,000  which  the  Budget  shows  is 
one  on  which  the  Government  and  people 
of  India  ought  to  be  congratulated. 
When  in  the  course  of  his  speech  last 
year  the  noble  Lord  predicted  that,  with 
the  disappearance  of  the  famine,  a  solid 
surplus  was  likely  to  result  in  the  ensuing 
twelve  months,  the  statement  was 
doubted  and  challenged  by  those  who  are 
always  ready  to  find  fault  with  the  re- 
sponsible administrators  of  India.  They 
insisted  that  the  condition  of  the  people 
was  rendered  so  helpless,  and  the  re- 
cuperative power  of  the  country  so  ex- 1

hausted,  by  British  rule,  that  the  effects  of 
the  famine  would  be  permanent,  or  endure 
for  many  years.  It  ha^  not  taken  long 
to  explode  these  fallacies,  and  I  rejoice  to 
be  able  to  congratulate  the  noble  Lord  on 
his  prediction  cominff  true.  To  this 
pleasant  feature  of  Indian  prospects  may 
be  added  the  announcement  made  within 
the  last  day  or  two  of  the  modification  in 
our  frontier  policy  which  Lord  Curzon 
had  determined  upon.  He  had,  after 
close  study  of  the  question,  found  out 
that,  for  the  present  at  least,  there  was 
no  longer  any  need  to  construct  largo 
fortifications  to  be  manned  by  permanent 
garrisons.  The  new  arrangements  would 
inspire  confidence  in  the  hill-men  and 
bring  them  under  our  friendly  controL 
As  tribal  Militia  Corps  they  will  prove 
serviceable  for  the  protection  of  the 
frontier,  and  a  large  annual  saving  to  the 
Indian  Exchequer  would  be  the  result. 
It  has  been  stated  that  this  is  a  departure 
from  the  present  Government's  frontier 
policy,  but  there  is  nothing  in  these 
arrangements  to  preclude  us  from  adopt- 
ing active  measures  for  the  defence  of 
our  frontier  should  occasion  arise  in  the 
future.  Lord  Curzon  has  grasped  the  situ- 
ation in  a  statesmanlike  manner  without 
disregarding  the  necessity  of  an  effective 
frontier  defence,  and  in  deciding  at  the 
same  time  upon  measures  which  would  re- 
sult in  a  large  saving  to  the  finances  of 
India,  he  has  rendered  signal  service  both 
to  England  and  to  India.  The  anxiety 
which  has  been  caused  by  the  failure  of 
the  monsoon  rains  in  western  and  central 
India  has  been  to  some  extent  relieved 
by  the  news  received  this  morning  that 
there  had  been  some  rainfall  in  those  areas 
within  the  last  day  or  two.  The  record 
surplus  of  the  year,  and  the  large 
saving  which  will  be  further  effected 
by  the  frontier  arrangements  I  have 
just  noticed,  may  be  contemplated 
with  enhanced  satisfaction  in  face  of 
the  possible  prospect  of  another 
period  of  scarcity.  Should  such  a  calamity 
again  arise,  these  conserved  resources,  and 
the  experience  of  the  last  famine  adminis- 
tration, will  no  doubt  enable  the  Indian 
Government  to  cope  with  it  successfully. 
But  let  me  express  the  hope  that  our 
fears  of  a  new  famine  may  prove  untrue^ 
and  that  no  such  dire  visitation  is  in 
store  for  the  poor,  patient  people  who. 
have  already  suffered  so  much.  During 
the  past  few  months  the  atten- 
tion  of  the  Viceroy's    Government  haa 
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been  directed  to  a  change  in  the  Munici- 
pal Corporation  of  the  town  of  Calcutta. 
Since  the  subject  was  discussed  in  this 
House  at  the  commencemeut  of  the 
session,  the  Bill  has  been  referred  back  to 
the  Bengal  Government  on  the  ground 
that  "  the  Grovemment  of  India  have  been 
led,  after  a  careful  and  independent  in- 
vestigation, to  think  that  there  are  fea- 
tures in  Sir  Alexander  Mackenzie's  Bill 
which  are  not  in  entire  accordance  with 
the  principles  just  laid  down,  and  which 
might  not  in  practice  ensure  that  amic- 
able and  patriotic  co-operation  of  all 
parties  in  the  future  municipal 
government  of  the  city  which  is 
essential  to  its  efficient  administration." 
On  this  ground  it  is  prudent  of  Lord 
Corzon  to  have  desired  to  effect  a  change 
in  the  original  measure.  Another  object 
of  the  reference  is  to  create  "a  strict 
balance  and  equality  of  interest  between 
the  European  and  native  elements."  This 
is  an  unfortunate  phrase,  as  pointing  to 
race  distinctions ;  but  evidently,  as  they 
themselves  define  in  another  part  of  their 
letter  of  the  17th  June  last,  which  gives 
cover  to  the  reference,  what  the  Govern- 
ment of  India  mean  is  a  proper  adjustment 
of  the  various  interests  of  the  town  which 
are  entitled  to  municipal  representation. 
European  and  native  interests  are  not, 
and  ought  not  to  be,  distinct  or  dis- 
tin^shable  in  India.  The  interests  of 
botn  are  the  common  interests  of  India. 
I  wish  this  to  be  recognised  in  relation 
to  all  measures  in  India,  and  I  trust 
that  the  Amendments  which  are  to  be 
made  in  the  original  Bill  will  be  of  such 
a  character  as  to  give  adequate  represen- 
tation in  the  municipal  administration  of 
Calcutta  to  all  those  interests  and  sections 
of  its  inhabitants  which  are  justlv  aspiring 
to  it,  in  such  prot)ortion  as  their  relative 
strength  in  numbers  and  intelligence  and 
tax-paying  capacity  taken  together  can 
claim.  In  approaching  the  subject  of 
the  motion  which  is  on  the  Paper  in 
my  name,  I  feel  I  must  offer  an  apology 
to  the  House  for  recurring  to  a  sub- 
ject similar  to  the  one  which  I  brought 
to  its  sympathetic  notice  last  year.  But 
80  much  has  been  done,  since  I  first 
mooted  it,  to  advance  the  purpose  I 
had  in  view,  that  it  has  reached  a  stage 
when  further  considerations  and  sugges- 
tions regarding  it  might  be  profitably 
discussed.  When  I  first  advocated 
the  promotion  of  technical  and  industrial 
education  in    India,  I   was  attacked  by 


certain  people  as  seeking  to  aim  a  blow  at 
higher  education.      It  was   said  that    I 
wished  to  turn  the  rising  generation  of 
India  into  mere  intelligent  carpenters  or 
bricklayers  or  craftsmen  of  some  sort, 
instead  of  allowing  them  to  become  full- 
blown politicians,  and  to  derive  all  those 
positions  and  profits  which  high  educa- 
tion    is     supposed     to     confer.        This 
malicious  misrepresentation  of  my  pur- 
pose and  views  has,  however,  even  in  the 
brief    space    of     a     few    months,    been 
exploded.     The    people    of    India   have 
found  out  that  neither  I  nor  any  hon. 
Member  in  this  House  ever  intended  to 
attack  the  cause  of  higher  education,  and 
that  our  aim  was  to  consider  in  what 
channels  that  education  should  be  directed 
in  future  so  as  to  make  it  subserve  the 
best  interests  of  India.     Many  of  those 
even  who  had  so  far  regarded  education 
as  an    exclusive    means  for  the  attain- 
ment of  political  ends,  have   been   ton- 
verted  to  the  view  that   it    would  have 
other  more  beneficial  uses  if  it  could  be 
made  to  develop  the  industrial  energy  of 
their  countrymen.     Some   of  these  very 
men  have,  within  the   last  few  months, 
written  treatises    on    the    subject,   and 
others  have   offered  to  subscribe  munifi- 
cently to  projects  which  are  designed  to 
divert  education  from  its  present  purely 
literary    or    academic    ends    into    chan- 
nels of  practical  utility.     This  is  all  very 
gratifjring.     But  that  which   is  likely  to 
prove  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  furtner- 
ance  of  this  cause,  on  which   the  future 
prosperity  of  India  must  mainly  depend, 
is   the  policy   which   Lord   Curzon  has 
enunciated  almost  from  the  day  he   set 
foot  on  Indian  soil,  of  giving  ample  oppor- 
tunities to  her  people  to  acquire  scientific 
and  technical  training,  in  order  to  encourage 
among  them  the  gro\^'th  of  industrial  pur- 
suits. In  the  passageof  thcBillfor  imposing 
countervailing  duties  on  bounty-fed  sugar, 
the  Viceroy  supported  that  measure  on 
the  very  just  grounds  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  save  a  great  indigenous  industry 
from  threatened  destruction,  and  called 
forth    the  unanimous    approval  of    the 
country  by  his  declaration  that  by  that 
and  other  measures  he   meant  to  give 
practical  effect  to  the  speeches  which  he 
had  made  for  the  encouragement  of  native 
enterprise.      And  it  is  with  the  view  of 
signifying  our  appreciation  of  the  policy 
announced    in    this    and    other     utter- 
ances, and  our  desire  to  see  it  put  into 
active  operation  that  I  have  placed  this 
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motion  on  the  Paper  to-night, — "  That  this 
House  highly  approves  of  the  policy 
advocated  oy  His  Excellency  Lord  Cfurzon 
of  Kedleston  to  further  the  development 
of  industrial  and  technical  education  in 
the  Indian  Empire,  and  trusts  that  imme- 
diate practical  effect  will  be  given  to  that 
policy  by  the  establishment  of  scientific 
and  technical  departments  in  the  existing 
schools,  and  of  polytechnic  institutions,  in 
the  larger  towns  of  India^  as  well  as  by  hold- 
ing out  special  facilities  to  industrial  pro- 
jects." In  the  prevailing  system  of  educa- 
tion inlndia  there  isan  almost  entire  absence 
of  practical  and  technical  instruction.  It  is 
now  generally  recognised  that  this  is  a 
sreat  drawback,  and  that  the  money  and 
labour  spent  thereon  have  not  been  ade- 
quately compensated  by  the  results 
achieved.  In  fact,  those  results  have 
proved  detrimental  to  the  growth  of  that 
spirit  of  industrial  enterprise  and  pursuits 
without  which  no  country  ean  prosper, 
and  the  time  has  arrived  when  measures 
for  the  prosecution  of  a  more  solid  and 
profitable  teaching  can  no  longer  be 
delayed.  This  can  be  done  in  various 
ways.  In  the  first  place,  schools  of 
forestry,  like  the  one  at  Dehra,  in  Northern 
India,  which  has  turned  out  some  men 
who  have  distinguished  themselves  by 
the  excellence  of  their  practical  investi- 
gations into  some  of  the  most  difficult  ques- 
tions of  forestry,  should  be  multiplied. 
Secondly,  wherever  practicable,  polytechnic 
and  industrial  schools  should  be  established 
in  the  principal  towns,  and  if  sufficient 
funds  for  the  purpose  are  not  available,  it 
might  be  possiole  to  get  over  the  difficulty 
by  attaching  to  existing  schools  and  col- 
leges classes  or  departments  for  scientific 
and  technical  instruction,  on  the  model  of 
some  of  the  high  schools  here  and  in 
other  European  countries.  Thirdly,  with 
a  view  to  give  Indian  manufacturers  and 
artisans  opportunities  of  becoming  ac- 
quainted with  the  results  of  kindred 
industries  in  different  parts  of  the  country, 
and  of  giving  due  encouragement  to  them 
for  improvement  and  progress  in  their 
several  crafts  by  means  of  competitive 
prizes,  a  central  industrial  exhibition 
board  should  be  formed.  Fourthly, 
Gk)vernment  should,  by  means  of 
certain  concessions  and  offers  of 
patronage  and  other  facilities,  en- 
courage the  first  Indian  manufacturers 
of  articles  hitherto  imported  from  foreign 
countries.  Fifthly,  prizes,  that  is,  | 
university  diplomas  and  degrees  and  I

official  appointments,  should  be  granted 
as  freely  to  men  trained  in  practical 
schools  as  to  literary  scholars ;  and  a  few 
scholarships,  like  those  at  present  awarded 
to  capable  students  for  studying  in  the 
universities,  or  for  professions,  in  England, 
should  be  made  available  for  persons  who 
desire  to  receive  technical  instruction  in 
Europe.  These,  Mr.  Speaker,  are  some 
of  the  measures  by  which  the  Govern- 
ment of  India  can  give  effect  to  the  policy 
which  Lord  Curzon  has  wisely  advocated. 
Some  of  them  have  before  now  been 
strongly  recommended  to  Government 
for  adoption.  A  series  of  eight  resolu- 
tions, formulated  with  ^eat  skill  bv  men 
of  ability  and  of  critical  knowledge  of 
the  economic  products  and  material  needs 
of  India  like  Sir  Edward  Buck,  based  on 
the  proceedings  of  the  agricultural  con- 
ferences oi  1893  and  18^5-96,  were  issued 
as  recently  as  in  1897,  and  they  embody 
similar  suggestions  in  respect  of  agricul- 
tural instruction.  They  properly  lay 
stress  upon  this  dictum  of  Professor 
Huxley,  that  a  system  of  teiiching  which 
does  nothing  for  the  faculty  of  observa- 
tion, which  trains  neither  the  eye  nor  the 
hand,  and  is  compatible  Avith  utter  ignor- 
ance of  the  commonest  natural  truths, 
may  naturally  be  regarded  as  strangely 
imperfect.  They  point  to  the  necessity 
of  founding  technical  instruction  on  a 
preliminary  training  of  a  practical 
character  in  primary  and  secondary  schools, 
so  that  students  might  be  encouraged  to 
seek  advanced  education  in  that  direction 
as  they  grow  up,  and  be  prepared  to 
assimilate  such  further  teaching.  What 
is  true  of  agricultural  educaoion  as 
thus  enunciated  is  equally  true  of 
technical  instruction  in  connection  with 
other  industries.  This  furnishes  the 
starting  point  for  the  prosecution  of  Lord 
Curzon s  new  educational  project,  which 
can  be  fostered  by  the  suggestions  I  have 
already  made,  and  many  others  with 
which  I  have  at  present  no  time  to  deal. 
I  recognise  fully  that,  more  than  Grovem- 
ment  themselves,  the  people  for  whose 
benefit  I  plead  for  this  departure  in  the 
educational  system  of  India  have  a 
responsibility  to  recognise  and  duties  to 
undertake.  But  the  people  of  India  have 
been  accustomed  to  look  to  Grovemment 
for  guidance,  and  I  maintain  that  in  this 
matter  especially  it  is  for  the  Government 
to  initiate  the  necessary  reform.  Let 
them  impress  on  the  people  the  benefits 
of  sound  practical  and  industrial  instruc- 
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^ful  and  necessary,  but,  so  far  as  I 
know,  they  do  not  tend  to  develop  the 
judicial  faculties;  and  when  the  very  same 
peBBon  who  has  hunted  down  an  alleged 
criminal  may  forthwith  ascend  the  judg- 


tion  and  pursuits,  and  by  holding  out  due 
encouragement  and  the  stimulus  of  prizes 
and  offices,  make  this  new  educational 
development  "  fashionable."  If  they  do 
this,  it  will  be  found  in  a  very  few  years 
that  the  intelligent  people  of  India  will  not 
be  alow  to  appreciate  its  advantages,  and 
that  the  munificent  liberality  of  the  native 
chiefs  and  India's  opulent  citizens  will 
not  be  withheld  from  a  movement  which  is 
rich  in  promise  for  that  country's  welfare. 
I  thank  the  House  for  allowing  me  to 
engage  its  attention  at  some  length  in 
a  matter  which,  perhaps,  is  not  of  imme- 
diate concern  to  it ;  but  on  this  one  night 
in  the  year,  when  India's  interests  come 
under  its  general  purview,  I  thought  I 
could  better  utilise  my  opportunity  for 
doing  substantial  service  to  that  country 
by  dwelling  on  this  important  subject,  than 
by  retailinc  any  of  those  hackneyed  griev- 
ances which  naturally  tire  the  patience  of 
hon.  Members.  The  task  Lord  Curzon  has 
set  his  hands  to  will  be  of  incalculable  good 
to  India  in  future ;  he  will  have,  in  accom- 
plishing it,  many  obstacles  to  overcome, 
possibly  much  opposition  to  encounter;  and, 
although  his  own  powerful  personality  and 
the  influence  of  his  high  position  may  be 
depended  upon  to  carry  it  to  a  successful 
issue,  it  is  due  to  him  that  an  expression 
of  approval  should  be  uttered  in  Parlia- 
ment with  regard  to  it.  With  this  object, 
Mr.  Speaker,  I  placed  on  record  the  motion 
which  stands  in  my  name,  and  I  rejoice 
to  note  that  the  noble  Lord  the  Secretary 
of  State  has  signified  his  concurrence 
with  my  views  in  the  course  of  his 
speech,  and  also  that  the  House  evinces 
its  appreciation  of  the  policy  to  which  I 
have  been  permitted  to  draw  its  attention. 

*Mr.  PICKERSGILL  (Bethnal  Green, 
S.W.):  I  have  given  notice  to  move, 
**That  the  separation  of  judicial  from 
executive  duties  in  India  is  imperatively 
and  urgently  necessary  in  the  interest  of 
the  administration  of  justice."  I  am  sorry 
that  by  the  forms  of  the  House  I  cannot 
•uove  this  Amendment,  but  I  desire  to  say 
a  few  words  in  regard  to  it.  What  I 
complain  of  is  this,  that  in  India  the  thief- 
batcher  and  the  revenue  collector  is  also 
judge.  No  doubt  the  functions  of  a 
detective    or    policeman    are    eminently 


ment  seat  and  try  the  prisoner,  I  say  it  is 
a  case  so  gross  that  it  hardly  requires 
argument  to  condemn  it.  And  yet  that 
is  to  a  large  extent  the  svstem  which  pre- 
vails in  India.  The  head  of  the  police  for 
a  district  has  jurisdiction  to  try,  and  does, 
in  fact,  try,  either  in  person  or  throuj^h 
his  immediate  subordinate,  offences  for 
which  the  maximum  punishment  of  two 
years' imprisonment,  with  the  equivalent 
of  hard  labour,  can  be  imposed.  That  is 
the  existing  system,  and  I  desire  to  see  it 
changed.  We  should  establish  in  India 
one  chain  of  subordination  for  judicial 
duty,  and  another  chain  for  executive 
duty,  and  these  two  should  not  commingle, 
but  run  along  parallel  lines.  A  distin- 
guished barrister  in  India  has  drawn  up  a 
list  of  cases  illustrating  the  evils  of  the 
present  system.  I  do  not  propose  to  bring 
them  forward,  for  it  must  be  evident  to 
every  one  that  such  a  system  must  poison 
the  springs  of  justice.  What  can  be  said 
on  the  other  side  1  Briefly,  a  year  or  two 
ago.  Sir  Charles  Elliott,  a  distinguished 
advocate  of  the  existing  system,  defended 
it  in  an  elaborate  article,  in  which  he 
said  that  all  power  should  be  centred  in 
the  hands  of  a  single  official.  My  answer 
to  that  is,  that  there  may  be  stages  of 
society  in  which  the  union  of  the  judicial 
and  executive  functions  may  be  necessary, 
or  at  least  expedient.  I  am  not  anxious 
to  deny,  it  is  not  part  of  my  case  to 
deny,  that  there  may  be  backward  and 
primitive  parts  in  India  to  which  the  sys- 
tem I  am  attacking  may  be  well  adapted ; 
but  what  I  do  say,  with  all  the  force  of 
conviction,  is,  that  so  far  as  the  great 
mass  of  the  people  and  the  major  part 
of  the  territory  of  India  are  concerned, 
the  existing  system  is  an  anachro- 
nism, and  fertile  in  mischief.  Sir 
Charles  Elliott  says  truly  that  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact  the  district  officer  himself  tries 
very  few  criminal  cases,  but  they  are,  for 
the  most  part,  tried  by  magistrates  who 
are  directly  subordinates  of  the  officer  of 
the  district.  My  answer  to  that  is,  that 
the  exceptional  cases  which  he  himself 
tries  are  the  very  last  which  he  should 
try,  because  they  are  cases  in  which 
a  certain  amount  of  political  feeling  is 
aroused.  I  understand  that  those  who 
are  responsible  for  Indian  affairs  have 
not  for  some  years  defended  the  system 
on  its  merits,  but  their  objection  to  the 
substitution  of  an  alternative  plan  is 
based  upon  financial  grounds.  I  believe 
that    Lord    Kimberley  said  that  if    the 
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functions  were  differentiated,  we  should 
require  to  double  the  staff. 

Sir  H.  H.  FOWLER:  Hear,  hear. 

♦Mr,  PICKERSGILL  :  I  am  surprised 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  should  endorse 
that  statement,  for  it  goes  much  further 
than  anything  advanceid  by  Sir  Charles 
Elliott,  who  admits  that  the  desired  change 
could  be  effected  in  half  the  districts  in 
Bengal  by  a  rearrangement  of  duties.  A 
distinguished  Civil  servant  has  drawn  up 
an  elaborate  and  definite  scheme  by  which 
a  complete  separation  between  the  judicial 
and  executive  functions  in  Bengal  could 
be  effected  at  the  cost  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  only  twenty  or  thirty  addi- 
tional deputy  collectors.  I  do  think 
we  are  entitled  to  ask  that  that  scheme 
should  be  carefully  examined.  I  am 
afraid  that  the  evidence  is  overwhelm- 
ing, that,  as  presently  constituted,  the 
police  of  India  are  rapacious  and  corrupt. 
If  the  district  officer  was  relieved  of  his 
judicial  functions  he  would  have  more  time 
to  devote  to  the  management  and  control 
of  the  police.  I  have  for  many  years 
devoted  the  closest  attention  to  Indian 
affairs,  and  I  have  noted  with  great  regret 
that  of  recent  years  the  executive  officers 
in  India,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest 
grades,  have  shown  a  growing  impatience 
of  legal  restraints.  That  is  very  signifi- 
cant, because  it  is  altogether  alien  to  the 
genius  of  Englishmen.  The  sense  of  law 
and  the  love  of  law  are  more  deeply  en- 
grained in  Englishmen  than  in  any  other 
nation,  with  the  exception,  perhaps,  of  the 
ancient  Romans ;  and  when  we  see  this 
impatience  of  the  restraints  of  law 
it  is  a  more  serious  mark  of  the 
deterioration  of  character  than  it  would 
be  in  the  case  of  other  nationalities. 
Attention  has  lately  been  drawn  in  this 
House  and  in  another  place  to  gross 
assaults  committed  by  soldiers  and 
civilians  of  a  low  class  upon  Indians.  Well, 
the  authorities  in  India  are  taking  steps 
to  put  down  these  assaults.  I  am  sure 
that  they  are  honestly  anxious  to  do  so, 
but  I  think  that  if  the  reign  of  law  is  to 
be  re-established  in  India  we  must  begin 
at  the  top.  Respect  for  law  must  be 
enforced  on  the  heads  of  the  Revenue 
Department,  upon  the  Governors  of 
provinces,  and  upon  the  Secretary  of 
State  himself.  There  have  been  some 
cases  in  which  in  the  highest  quarters 
there   has    been    the  grossest  disregard

of  the  restraints  of  the  law   in  India. 
A  few    years  ago    Sir    Charles    Elliott 
claimed  to  call  to  account  the  Judicial 
Bench  in  Bengal.     That  was  an  extra- 
ordinary  step  for  an  English  executive 
officer  to  take,  and  if  it  had  been  done 
in  the  Transvaal  a  good  deal  would  have 
been  heard  about  it ;  but  two  wrongs  do 
not  make  a  right,  and  I  should  condemn 
as  strongly  as  any  man  any  interference 
with  judicial  independence  in  the  Trans- 
vaal.     But  we  ought  to  set  our  own 
house  in  order.     In  the  second  case  there 
was  an  arrest  on  railway  property  in  the 
territory    of    the    Nizam    of    a    person 
I  who  it  was  alleged  had  committed  an 
I  offence  at  Simla,  and  when  the  matter 
I  came  before  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the 
\  Privy  Council  they  came  to  the  conclusion 
I  that  the  arrest  was  illegal,  and  set  the 
I  decision  aside.    The  most  regrettable  part 
!  of  the  case  was  that  it  appeared  that  the 
arrest    of    this    man   purported    to     be 
I  effected  under  what  is  called  a  notifica- 
,  tion  of  the  Grovernor-G^neral  in  Council. 
The    Judicial    Committee  of  the  Privy 
I  Council  declared  that  that  notification  was 
not  worth  the  paper  it  was  written  upon. 
I  Again,  only  a  few  months  ago  there  wa» 
a  very  important  case  before  the  Judicial 
Committee  of  the  Privy  Council,  in  which 
the  Judicial  Committee  declared  that  the 
Government  of  Madras  had  been  wrong 
I  throughout.      Lastly  there  was  the  case 
to  which  the  hon.  Member  referred,  the 
!  case  of  the  Natus,  in  which  the  Secretary 
i  of    State    was    himself  concerned.       In 
'  that  case   there   were   two  points:    first, 
1  the  point  with   regard  to   the  property 
which  was  taken,  with  regard  to  which  it 
I  was    admitted    that    the    Government's 
action    was    in    part    illegal,    and    the 
I  property     was    subsequently     restored ; 
'  and    the    second    point,    which    was    a 

Sersonal  one,  the  imprisonment  and 
etention  of  the  Natus.  That  deten- 
tion, perhaps,  might  have  been  justi^ 
fied  under  the  regulation  of  1827  ;  but 
even  if  it  were,  it  would  appear  from  the 
words  of  the  regulation  itself  that  it  goes 
only  to  this — that  persons  cannot  be 
placed  under  restraint  without  an  ultimate 
view  to  judicial  proceedings.  I  submit 
there  must  be  an  intention  to  take  judicial 

?roceedinffs  within  a  reasonable  time, 
lere  the  Natus  have  been  imprisoned  for 
more  than  two  years,  and  they  ought  to 
be  brought  to  trial  or  set  at  liberty.  In 
conclusion,  I  hope  that  the  noble  Lord 
will  be  willing  to  give  Mr.  Dutt's  detailed 
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scheme  his  very  careful  attention,  because 
I  am  firmly  convinced  that  the  adminis- 
tration of  justice  in  India  is  intimately 
concerned  ^vith  the  carrjdng  out  of  this 
reform. 

*SiR  ALFRED  HICKMAN  (Wolver- 
hampton,   W.)   called  attention   to    the 
practice  of  the  Indian  authorities  of  pur- 
chasing   railway    material    in    America 
instead  of  this  country.     An  account  fur- 
nished to   him  by  the  courtesy   of  the 
noble  Lord  showed  a  variety  of  material 
purchased  in  America,  not  only  at  lower 
prices,  but  with  much  quicker  delivery 
than  could  be  obtained  in  this  country. 
He    admitted    that    if    something    was 
wanted    quickly    which    could     not    be 
obtained    in    this    country,   the    Indian 
authorities   were  justified  in   getting  it 
wherever  it  was  to  be  obtained ;  but  he 
pointed  out   that  with  a  little  foresight 
the  extreme  hurry,  in  most  cases,  might 
be  avoided.     It  was  not  to  be  presumed 
that  because  the   price  was    lower  the 
American     article    was    necessarUy    the 
cheaper.     In  the  case  of  some  locomotives 
purchased  from  England  and  America  for 
a  Japanese    railway  it  was   found   that 
after  six  months'  wear  the  fire-boxes  of 
the  American  engines  began  to  give  out, 
and  the  engines  had  to  be  laid  up  for 
repairs  after  having  run  only  7,000  miles. 
The  English  engines,  on  the  other  hand, 
ran  150,000  miles  before  any  repairs  were 
necessary.       It    was     found     that     the 
American  engines  cost  X300  a  year  in 
coal  more  than  those  which   were  sent 
out  from  England.     It  was  perfectly  true 
that  America  could  supply   locomotives 
with  much  more  celerity  than  the  manu- 
facturers of  this  country,  for  the  reason 
that  American  locomotives  were  made  by 
machinery  to  certain   standard  patterns. 
All  the  parts  were  interchangeable,  and 
were  kept    in   stock ;   if  an   engine  was 
required  all    they    had   to    do   was    to 
put  the  parts  together.      In  his  opinion, 
the    English    hand  -  made     locomotives, 
in  the  matter    of  wear    and   consump- 
tion   of  fuel,    were    far    cheaper    than 
the  American  by  much  more  than  the  dif- 
ference in  price.     The  American  bridges, 
Kke  the     locomotives,    were    made    to 
standard  patterns,   but  in   England  the 
engineers  designed  each  bridge  differently. 
If  the  circumstances  were  fully  realised, 
and  English     engineers  would    aim    at 
uniformity  and  suit  the  convenience  of 
the  bridge  makers,  they  would  hear  very 


little  of  American  bridges  being  made 
more  quickly  or  supplied  at  cheaper  rates 
than  English  bridges. 

Mr.  perks  (Lincolnshire,  Louth)  drew 
attention  to  a  question  which  was  greatly 
exercising  the  minds  of  the  Scotch 
Presbyterians  and  the  English  Wesleyans^ 
namely,  the  defective  arrangements  made 
by  the  Indian  authorities  for  the  religious 
service  of  men  of  these  persuasions.  He 
said  an  absolute  requisition  had  been  laid 
down  in  the  recommendations  to  the 
Indian  Government  that  it  should 
make  provision  for  religious  services 
for  all  the  soldiers  in  the  British 
Army.  The  soldiers  were  classified 
into  four  groups — Church  of  England, 
Presbyterian,  Koman  Catholic,  and 
Wesleyans — and  up  to  a  recent  date  the 
churches  provided  by  the  British  Govern- 
ment in  India  had  been  used,  not  only  for 
the  serWces  of  the  Church  of  England,  but 
for  Presbyterian  and  Wesleyan  services 
also.  The  Government  churches  were  in  no 
sense  established,  because  in  India  the 
Established  Church  did  not  exist.  But 
the  arrangement  had  not  been  altogether 
a  satisfactory  one.  Before  a  church 
could  '^e  used  for  other  services,  the  con- 
venience of  the  Anglican  Church  had  to 
be  consulted,  embracing  as  it  did  the 
largest  proportion  of  the  troops  serving, 
in  the  British  Army.  But  it  not  in- 
frequently happened  that  Scotch  Presby- 
terian regiments  were  ordered  down  ta 
the  military  station,  the  men  of  which 
desired  to  worship  according  to  the  tenets 
of  their  own  faith.  It  had  been  found 
impossible  to  make  definite  provision  for 
such  regiments,  with  the  result  that  they 
had  had  to  worship  in  the  open  air.  In- 
deed, in  Northern  India  there  were  some- 
times ten  or  eleven  Scotch  regiments, 
many  of  the  men  with  wives  and  cnildren, 
and  they  could  not  sit  down  contentedly,, 
nor  could  the  Wesleyan  soldiers,  under  the 
present  system.  Profound  annoyance 
was  felt  among  the  officers  and  men, 
and  recently  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland  was  roused  to  a 
state  of  great  excitement  on  this  subject. 
He  trusted  that  the  noble  Lord  would 
find  some  relief  for  what  was  seriously 
complained  of. 

Colonel  SANDYS  (Lancashire,. 
Bootle)  said  he  desired  to  bring  two« 
points  to  the  attention  of  the  noble  Lord 
the  Secretary  of  State.    The  first  was  the 
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want  of  efficiency  in  native  regiments, 
owing  to  the  paucity  of  British  officers. 
In  times  of  peace  no  doubt  the  number  of 
officers  on  the  establishment  was  suffi- 
<>ient,  but  in  times  of  war  they  were 
quite  insufficient  for  the  duties  they  had 
to  perform.  He  suggested  that  native 
battalions  should  be  divided  into  four 
fitrong  companies,  and  that  two  British 
officers  as  captains,  and  two  as  subalterns, 
should  be  attached  to  each  company. 
The  second  point  to  which  he  drew  atten- 
tion was  the  recruiting  for  the  Gurkha 
regiments.  There  were  no  native 
aoldiers  who  had  covered  themselves 
with  more  glory  or  were  more  trusted 
by  their  officers  than  the  Gurkhas,  but 
they  were  limited  in  numbers,  their 
oountry  was  a  small  one,  and  for  that  and 
other  reasons  it  became  more  difficult 
every  year  to  secure  the  requisite  number 
of  recruits.  But  there  were  other  hill 
districts  in  India  inhabited  by  extremely 
brave,  loyal  military  races,  of  whose 
•capacity  he  could  speak  from  personal 
experience.  Those  men  felt  being  left 
out  in  the  cold  when  recruits  for  the 
Army  were  needed,  and  he  suggested 
that  the  Gurkha  regiments  might  very 
well  be  augmented  by  enlistments  from  a 
•district  iimabited  by  men  of  the  same 
race. 

Mr.  KIMBER  (Wandsworth)  asked 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  India,  with 
regard  to  the  proposed  currency  legisla- 
tion, whether  it  was  meant,  by  the  expres- 
.fiion  that  the  rupee  was  to  be  taken  at  the 
value  of  Is.  4a.,  that  contracts  made  in 
India  expressed  in  sterling  terms  might 
be  liquioated  by  the  legal  tender  of 
fifteen  rupees  per  pound  sterling.  He 
understood  that  while  the  Government 
was  willing  to  give  fifteen  rupees  for  one 
pound  sterling,  it  was  not  to  be  bound  to 
sell  at  that  rate.  In  other  words,  fifteen 
rupees  were  not  to  be  legal  tender  for  a 
sovereign.  If  that  was  correct,  a  pro- 
missory note  payable  in  India  might  be 
liquidated  by  the  tender  of  fifteen  rupees 
per  pound  sterling,  but  the  payee,  if  he 
wished  it,  could  not  have  sovereigns  for 
his  silver.  That  appeared  to  involve  an 
anomaly.  With  reference  to  the  question 
of  the  chiefship  of  Kythal,  on  which  he 
had  a  motion  on  the  Paper  as  follows  : 

"  That,  having  regard  to  certain  petitions 
from  the  late  Chief  of  Arnowli  and  from 
several  thousands  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
*Ci8  Sutlej  territory  in  the  Punjab  presented

to  Parliament  and  praying  inquiry,  and 
having  regard  to  the  printed  Return,  dated 
11th  February,  1896,  to  an  address  and  to  the 
facts  recorded  therein,  this  House  is  of  opinion 
that  the  Crovernment  of  India  should  oe  ad- 
vised by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  to 
restore  the  Chiefship  of  Kythal  in  the  person 
of  the  present  heaa  of  the  Bhaikean  family 
(the  eldest  son  of  the  late  Chief  of  Arnowli), 
with  territory  sufficient  to  maintain  that 
Chiefship  in  its  former  rank  as  one  of  the 
four  principal  Cis  Sutlej  States." 


he  asked  the  noble  Lord  to  inform  the 
House  in  what  position  the  case  now 
stood. 


*Mr.  J.  H.  ROBERTS  (Denbighshire, 
W.) :  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  a  few  of 
the  salient  points  with  regard  to  the 
Municipal  Government  of  Calcutta.  Some 
six  months  ago  I  drew  attention  to  this 
question  by  moving  an  Amendment  to 
the  reply  to  the  Queen's  Speech.  At  that 
time  a  municipal  Bill  was  being  considered 
by  a  Select  Committee,  and  I  pointed  out 
some  of  the  objectionable  features  of  that 
measure ;  and  as  I  received  an  assurance 
from  the  noble  Lord  opposite  that  he 
would  consider  all  I  had  said  I  did  not 
consequently  divide  the  House  upon  that 
occasion.  Since  that  date  the  Bill  to 
which  I  refer  has  gone  through  the  Select 
Committee  of  the  Bengal  Legislative 
Council,  has  been  amended,  and  referred 
for  consideration  to  the  Government  of 
India.  The  Government  of  India  con- 
veyed to  the  Legislative  Council  their 
opinion  of  the  measure  and  Amendments 
made.  My  object  this  evening  is  three- 
fold. First  of  all  I  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  Bill  introduced  previously 
and  criticised  by  myself  and  others  six 
months  ago  has  been  in  connection  with 
many  of  its  most  important  provisions 
vetoed  in  India.  The  scheme  proposed 
by  Lord  Curzon  is  no  better,  but  con- 
siderably worse  than  a  Bill  which  was 
introduced  six  months  ago.  There  are  two 
points  for  the  House  to  keep  in  mind,  first 
of  all  the  present  constitution  of  Calcutta, 
and  second  the  proposed  alteration  of  that 
constitution.  The  municipal  body  of 
Calcutta  is  composed  of  seventy  members 
— fifty  being  elected  members  and  twenty 
members  nominated  by  the  Government. 
There  is  also  a  central  body  of  eighteen, 
twelve  of  whom  are  elected  and  six  nomi- 
nated. The  essential  feature  of  that 
scheme  is  that  the  influence  exercised  by 
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the  representative  element,  as  against  the 
nominated  element,  is  in  the  ratio  of  two 
to  one,  and  the  same  ratio  obtains  with 
regard  to  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Corporation.    The  Viceroy    proposes  to 
change    the    constitution,    reducing   the 
number  of  representatives  to  fifty,  twenty- 
five  of  whom  are  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Government,    and    in     the    same    way 
reducing      the      executive      committee 
to  twelve,  eight  of  whom  are  to  be  elected 
out  of  the  Corporation  and  four  to  be 
nominated   by   the  Government.      From 
that  it  is  clear  that  the  native  Indian 
population   of  Calcutta  will  elect  rather 
less  than  one  half  of  the  whole  body,  and 
the  other  portion,  rather  more  than  half, 
will  be  elected  by  Government  oflBcials 
and    European    residents.      The    native 
ratepayers  will  have  less  than  one  half  of 
the  representation    on   the   Corporation 
and  only  a  third  of  the  representation 
of  the  executive  committee,  and  in  that 
case  the  native  population  would  be  help- 
less either  to  regulate  or  to  resist  taxa- 
tion.    If  this  scheme  is  carried  out  the 
result  will  be  to  practically  withdraw  from 
Calcutta  that  measure  of  self-government 
which   has   worked  so  well  for  the  last 
twenty-three  years ;  it  would  be  far  better 
to  strip   the  constitution  of  every  frag- 
ment of  its  representative  element  than 
to  dve  the  semblance  of  self-government 
without  giving  the  reality  in  any  way.     I 
want  to  place  before  the  House  one  or 
two  considerations  that  have  been  brought 
forward  by  the  Government  of  India  in 
favour  of  the  proposed  change.    It  was 
said  that  the  Corporation  was  too  large, 
to  which  my   reply  is  that  the  number 
can  be  reduced  without  destroying  the 
representative  character  of  the  Corpora- 
tion.    Then  it  was  said  that  not  sufficient 
interest  was  taken  in  municipal  affairs  by 
the  native  population,  and  that  only  two 
and  a  half  per  cent,  voted  in  the  municipal 
elections.     First  of  all  that  depends  upon 
the    franchise,   and  secondly    upon    the 
number  of  contested  elections,  and  here  I 
would  point  out  that  if  you  take  the  City 
of  London  only  10  per  cent,  of  a  popula- 
tion of  five  millions  take  part  in  the  elec- 
tions of  the  London  Countv  Council,  and 
with  regard  to  London  the  same  ar^- 
ment  might   be   brought  forward    with 
regard  to  that  institution  as  is  brought 
forward  by  the  Government  in  regard  to 
Calcutta.     The  third  point  brought  for- 
ward on  behalf  of  the  proposal  of  Lord 
Curzon  by  the  Government  of  India  is 


that  the  solution  of  the  difficulty  would 
be  found  in  creating  a  balance  between 
the  interests  of  the  European  population 
preponderating  in  wealth,  and  those  of  the 
native  population  preponderating  largely 
in  numbers.   In  the  first  place  I  should  like 
to  say  that  it  is  not  true  that  European 
interest  and  wealth  largely  preponderates 
in  Calcutta,  and  further  I  would  like  to 
make  this    comment.     I    do    not  think 
municipal  government  has  to  do  directly 
with  the  commerce  of  a  State  but  rather 
with  the  conditions  of  life  under  which: 
the  people  of  the  country  live  and  carry  on 
their  work.     I  am  quite  ready  to  admit 
with  regard  to  Calcutta  and  other  states  ia 
India  that  distinctions  may  be  drawn  as; 
to  the  condition  of  municipal  life ;  but  E 
lay  down  as  a  principle  that  if  the  right* 
of  municipal  government  be  given  at  all 
to    any    state    those     rights    must    be 
accompanied  by  a  state  of  things  which 
assures      that      the      ratepayers      who 
predominate    in     number    should    have 
a      preponderating      influence     in     the 
municipality,   otherwise    self-government 
should  be  entirely    >vithdrawn.     It  has 
been  said  that  the  present  proposal  has 
been  made  upon  the  Bombay  model.     I 
wish  to  point  out  in  the  first  place  that 
Calcutta  has  a  more  liberal  constitution: 
than  Bombay,  and  if  that  constitution  ha* 
worked  satisfactorily  on  the  whole  and 
answered  its    purpose    during    the  last 
twenty-three    years    it    should    not    be 
withdrawn  or    altered    for  the  sake   of 
bringing  it  into  line  with  the  constitution 
of  Bombay.     There  is  no  reason  whv  we 
should  adopt  such  a  system  as  pre  vails  there, 
which  has  not  been  a  great  success,  and 
discard  a  form  of  constitution  at  Calcutta 
which  has  worked  satisfactorily  in  the  past. 
In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  make   a  prac- 
tical suggestion,  and  that  is  that   there 
should  be  a  postponement  of  the  settle- 
ment of  this  matter  for  some  months,  and 
that  a  committee  of  five — two  natives, 
two  Europeans,  and  a  chairman,  selected 
by  the  Government — should  be  appointed 
to  make  an  inquiry  during  the   winter 
into  the  practical  abuses  to   which   the 
present  constitution  of  Calcutta  is    ex- 
posed,  and  to  submit    amendments   to 
remedy  the  defects,  without  withdrawing 
from  that  city  the  right  of  self-govern- 
ment.      Lord  Curzon  has  in  a  marked 
degree    won  for  himself   the-  sympathy, 
confidence,  and  affection  of  the   Indian 
people,  and  it  would  be  very  regrettable 
if  it  should  fall  to  his  lot  to  have  to  put 
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his  seal  to  a  measure  which  was   fore- 
doomed to  failure. 

*Mr.  WYLIE  (Dumbartonshire):  I 
desire  to  make  a  few  remarks  upon  some 
of  the  points  raised  by  my  right  hon.  friend 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  India.  Last 
year  the  Debate  on  the  Indian  currency 
resulted  in  a  Committee  being  y)pointed 
to  deal  with  that  question.  This  year 
there  was  also  a  Debate  on  the  Indian 
Tariflfs  Act,  and  the  result  of  it  was  that 
that  Act  was  confirmed  by  a  very  large 
majority  in  this  House.  I  was  very 
much  surprised  that  the  hon.  Member  for 
Bolton  made  disparaging  remarks  in  con- 
nection with  this  question,  but  I  was  still 
more  surprised  that  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man the  Member  for  East  Wolverhampton, 
whose  conduct  of  affairs  has  resulted  in 
very  great  benefit  to  India  as  well  as 
credit  to  himself,  should  have  led  the 
attack  against  these  countervailing  duties 
on  sugar,  because  they  are  a  continuation 
of  his  own  policy.  In  1893,  the  Govern- 
ment of  which  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
was  a  member  closea  the  Indian  mints  to 
silver,  a  very  wise  and  statesmanlike 
action,  but  still,  in  the  opinion  of  many 
so-called  Free  Traders,  a  far  more  drastic 
infringement  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
•ciples  of  free  trade  than  the  counter- 
Tailing  duties  in  question.  In  1894  the 
Tight  hon.  Gentleman  strongly  recom- 
mended the  imposition  of  countervailing 
excise  duties  in  order  to  give 
British  manufacturers  a  fair  field  and  no 
favour  in  India,  and  why  he  objects  to 
countervailing  duties  upon  sugar  in  order 
to  give  a  fair  field  and  no  favour  to  native 
manufacturers  against  bounty-fed  foreign 
competition  is  more  than  I  can  understand. 
It  is  fortunate  for  the  sugar  industry  of 
India  that  the  right  hon.  Gentleman's 
successor  took  a  much  sounder  view,  and 
the  admirable  speech  which  he  delivered 
on  that  occasion  showed  that  he  possessed 
not  only  a  strong  grasp  of  details,  but 
also  of  the  fundamental  principles  of 
Free  Trade,  and  the  result  of  that  Debate 
has  been  that  the  sugar  industry  of  India 
is  now  being  conducted  on  what  are 
practically  Free  Trade  lines.  The  noble 
Lord  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India 
is  to  be  heartily  congratulated  upon 
his  appointment  of  such  an  able  and 
industrious  Committee  in  connection 
with  the  Indian  currency.  This  Com- 
mittee has  examined  forty-nine  witnesses, 
and     the    result     of     its     labours     has

been  presented  to  the  House  in  two 
large  volumes  and  a  masterly  Report  on 
the  subject.  Some  hon.  Members  in  this 
House  are  inclined  to  disparage  Royal 
Commissions  and  Committees  appointed 
to  investigate  special  subjects,  but  I  can 
safely  affirm  that  this  Report  is 
one  of  the  most  important  and  use- 
ful Reports  which  has  been  presented 
to  the  House  for  many  years ;  and  in 
addition  to  the  immediate  purpose  which 
it  will  serve,  I  believe  it  will  be  a  source 
of  information  upon  many  important  sub- 
jects connected  with  the  trade  and 
commerce  of  India  for  some  years  to 
come.  Therefore  the  members  of  this 
Committee  deserve  the  very  greatest 
credit,  especially  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
the  Member  for  East  Wolverhampton, 
who  acted  as  chairman,  and  whose  large 
experience  of  Indian  business  made  him 
particularly  fitted  for  that  purpose ;  and 
he  was  also  very  ably  assist^  by  the 
energetic  secretary,  Mr.  Chalmers,  of  the 
Treasury,  whose  services,  I  was  glad  to 
see,  were  so  fully  acknowledged  in  the 
Report.  The  evidence  of  two  witnesses  is 
especially  deserving  of  attention — I  allude 
to  Mr.  Alfred  de  Rothschild,  and  to  Mr. 
0*Conor,  the  head  of  the  Statistical  Depart- 
ment in  India,  whose  able  mastery  of  ail 
the  facts  connected  with  Indian  business 
served  the  Committee  in  good  stead  and 
enabled  them  to  dispel  many  of  those 
illusions  which  have  been  so  long  current 
in  many  circles  regarding  questions  of 
trade  and  commerce.  The  finding  of  this 
Committee  has  been  to  confirm  the 
determination  of  the  Indian  Government 
not  to  revert  to  the  silver  standard,  but 
to  keep  the  Mint  closed.  They  also  re- 
commend the  establishment  of  a  gold 
standard,  and  hope  that  effective  measures 
will  be  taken  to  secure  that  change. 
Thev  propose  that  the  British  sovereign 
shall  be  coined  in  India  and  made  legal 
tender,  that  the  mints  shall  be  opened  to 
the  free  coinage  of  gold  and  only  to 
a  very  limited  extent  of  silver,  and 
that  the  value  of  the  rupee  shall  be 
Is.  4d.  These  recommendations  have 
been  confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  India,  and  by  the  Indian  Grovernment, 
who  will  act  upon  them  immediately. 
This  has  been  a  disappointment  to  some 
bimetallists,  because  they  recognise  the 
great  importance  of  India  as  a  lever  for 
inducing  this  country  to  enter  into  an 
international  bimetallic  arrangement.  I 
am  glad   to  know   that  a  large  section 
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of  the  bimetallists  concur  with  the 
moDometallists  in  those  findings,  which 
will  relieve  India  of  the  pressure 
of  free  silver,  and  place  her  on  an 
equality  with  the  gold  standard 
countries  with  which  more  than  four- 
fifths  of  her  business  is  transacted. 
As  to  the  further  measures  for  the 
effectual  establishment  of  a  gold  standard, 
I  was  very  pleased  to  see  that  in  the  in- 
itructions  of  the  Secretary  for  India  to 
the  Viceroy  there  was  one  calling  his  par- 
ticular attention  to  the  recommendation 
in  the  separate  Report  of  Mr.  Hambro 
with  regard  to  the  improvement  and  con- 
centration of  banking  facilities.  This,  in 
my  opinion,  is  a  most  judicious  and  im- 
portant instruction  to  the  Viceroy,  to 
consider  what  is  in  effect  a  recommenda- 
tion for  the  establishment  in  India  of  a 
State  Bank  on  somewhat  similar  lines  to 
those  of  either  the  Bank  of  England  or 
the  Bank  of  France.  In  India  at  the 
present  time  there  are  three  Presidency 
Banks — the  Bank  of  Bengal,  the  Bank  of 
Bombay,  and  the  Bank  of  Madras,  which 
^re  isolate  institutions,  each  serving  a 
separate  region,  and  prohibited  from 
undertaking  business  within  the  sphere  of 
either  of  the  others.  With  their  restricted 
capital  they  are  inadequate  for  the  ex- 
panding needs  of  trade,  are  tumble  to 
regulate  the  rate  of  discount  and  to  pre- 
vent violent  oscillations,  and  insteaa  of 
being  a  support  to  the  Government,  as 
the  Bank  of  England  is  here,  they  con- 
stantly look  to  the  Gk)vemment  for  sup- 
port, and  in  times  of  monetary  pressure 
We  generally  no  money  available  beyond 
the  permanent  balances.  The  isolation 
of  these  banks  is  an  anachronism,  a  relic 
of  the  old  times,  when  there  were  no  rail- 
ways or  telegraphs  and  no  internal  trade, 
And  Bombay,  JVladras,  and  Calcutta  were 
three  isolated  points  on  the  coast  from 
which  three  almost  independent  adminis- 
trative systems  were  conducted.  Even 
had  there  been  no  change  in  the  currency 
of  India,  it  was  high  time  to  change  this 
obsolete  system  and  to  have  one  great 
bank  for  the  whole  country  resting  on  a 
wider  basis  of  capital  and  credit ;  and  to 
carry  out  in  the  most  advantageous 
manner  the  proposed  change  to  a  gold 
standard  the  introduction  of  such  a  bank 
is  absolutely  necessary,  and  this  is  a 
most  opportune  time  for  doing  so.  The 
object  to  be  aimed  at  is  the  introduction 
into  India  in  a  cheap  and  convenient  way 
of  the  gold  which  is  essential  to  maintain 


the  gold  standard  effectively.  An  adequate 
gold  reserve  is  wanted  at  starting,  and  a 
method  which  would  secure  the  free  flow 
of  gold  into  the  country  as  well  as  out  of 
it  when  need  arises ;  and,  in  my  opinion, 
this  object  could  be  best  attained  by 
means  of  a  State  Bank  with  a  large  ster- 
ling capital,  which  I  would  prefer  to  see 
arranged  on  lines  similar  to  those  of  the 
Bank  of  England,  which  is  more  in 
accordance  with  the  scope  and  freedom 
of  British  institutions  than  the  Bank  of 
France.  Mr.  Alfred  de  Rothschild,  who 
has  given  most  valuable  evidence  before 
the  Committee  on  this  point,  which  I 
would  commend  to  the  special  attention 
of  hon.  Members,  thinks  that  the  capital 
might  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  Bank  of 
England,  viz.,  £14,000,000 ;  but  I  think 
that,  seeing  that  the  imports  into  India 
and  the  exports  from  it  to  a  certain  extent 
balance  each  other,  and  that  most  of  the 
payments  are  made  by  bills  of  exchange,  a 
capitalof£10,000,000,say,with£6,000,000 
paid  up  and  £4,000,000  uncalled,  would 
be  ample.  Under  such  an  arrangement 
the  Bank  of  India  would  possess  all  the 
privileges  of  the  Bank  of  England,  in- 
cluding the  right  to  issue  notes  marked 
with  their  sterling  and  rupee  value,  and 
to  pay  either  in  gold  or  silver,  the  latter, 
of  course,  according  to  the  recommenda- 
tion of  ^  the  Conamittee,  retaining  its  full 
legal  tender  capacity. 


Mr.  KIMBER  :  At  whose  option  1 


*Mr.  WYLIE:  The  bank's.  Under 
ordinary  circumstances  the  bank  would 
pay  in  gold  if  demanded,  and  only  under 
abnormal  conditions,  indicating  a  pro- 
spect of  large  withdrawals  of  gold  for 
export,  would  it  resort  to  the  raising  of 
the  rate  of  discount  for  the  protection  of 
its  gold  reserve.  The  advantages  of  such 
a  bank  would  be  very  great,  m  the  first 
place  it  would  be  a  consolidation  and  ex- 
tension of  the  three  Presidency  Banks  on 
a  broader,  more  stable,  and  sterling  basis. 
It  would,  of  course,  do  no  exchange  busi- 
ness, but  would  confine  itself  to  such 
business  as  is  done  by  them.  A  large 
amount  of  gold  would  be  immediately 
provided  by  private  enterprise,  thus 
avoiding  the  necessity  of  burdening  the 
country  with  a  Government  loan.  It 
would  brine  in  the  gold  and  be  able  to 
keep  it  in  the  country  and  in  circulation 
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profitably  employed  in  trade  and  com- 
merce, whereas  the  Government  would 
be  obliged  to  lock  it  up  unfructuously. 
It  would  provide  much  more  eflfective 
machinery  for  the  conduct  of  operations 
connected  with  the  effective  maintenance 
of  a  gold  currency  and  other  banking 
functions,  than  by  any  official  Department 
wrought  by  the  Government.  It  would 
maintain  as  steady  a  rate  of  discount  as 
on  this  side,  because  it  would  be  able  to 
issue  notes  in  India,  against  any  amount 
deposited  in  the  Bank  of  England  (which 
would  act  as  its  agent  here),  on  receipt  of 
telegraphic  advice.  And  above  all  it 
woiud  establish  absolute  confidence  in  the 
minds  of  the  public  as  to  the  safety  and 
permanence  of  the  gold  standard,  and  as 
to  the  credit  of  the  bank,  because  they 
would  know  that  the  Government  would 
come  to  the  rescue  of  the  bank  if  there 
was  any  danger  of  its  gold  being  taken 
away,  and  such  knowledge  would  be 
quite  sufficient  to  obviate  the  necessity 
for  taking  actual  steps  under  this  pro- 
vision, and  this  confidence  would  im- 
mensely encourage  the  flow  of  British 
capital  into  India  which  is  so  much 
needed  for  the  development  of  that 
country.  And  I  hope  that  the  Sec- 
retary for  India  will  see  that 
his  instructions  on  this  point  are 
carried  out  as  soon  as  possible. 
Some  critics  have  referred  to  minor 
defects,  but  in  the  face  of  the  great  and 
predominating  result  which  has  been 
secured  by  the  action  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  India,  viz. : — that  all  possibility 
of  doubt  as  to  the  determination  of  the 
Gk)vernment  to  take  measures  for  the 
effective  establishment  of  a  gold  standard 
has  been  removed.  All  the  alleged  minor 
defects  sink  into  insignificance  in  com- 
parison. The  establishment  of  a  gold 
standard  will  do  great  things  for  India. 
It  will  prevent  the  currency  of  India  from 
being  overwhelmed  by  the  flow  of  silver 
into  that  country  from  all  parts  of  the 
world,  which  would  have  reduced  the 
value  of  the  rupee  to  9d.  or  lOd. ;  it  will 
give  the  Imperial  Exchequer  very  reason- 
able prospects  of  a  surplus,  and  it  will 
greatly  increase  the  imports  and  exports  of 
the  country;  and,  above  aU,it  will  give  that 
confidence  to  the  British  public  which  is 
necessary  to  induce  the  flow  of  capital 
into  India.  I  will  just  give  one  example. 
The  Viceroy,  in  an  admirable  speech 
which  he  delivered  at  the  opening  of  an 
extension   of  some   irrigation   works    in

the  Punjaub  this  year,  said  that  the 
ground  on  which  he  was  then  speaking, 
which  now  has  the  appearance  of  a 
flourishing  town,  and  possesses  a  large^ 
market  for  agricultural  produce,  was  four 
years  ago  a  barren  and  uninhabited 
jungle.  The  value  of  the  crops  there 
in  a  single  year  was  equal  to  the  total 
cost  of  those  irrigation  works.  The 
interest  paid  on  the  money  was  10^ 
per  cent.  With  such  large  prospects,, 
and  with  the  stability  which  the  gold 
standard  will  give  to  the  monetary  condi- 
tion of  India,  we  mav  expect  that  there 
will  be  ftgi'^at  flood  of  British  capital  into 
India.  There  are  more  than  100,000,000 
acres  of  cultivable  land  in  that  country 
not  cultivated  at  the  present  time.  The 
sugar  industry  occupies  about  3,000,000 
acres.  Now  that  it  has  been  freed  from 
the  threat  of  extinction  by  bounty  fed 
sugar,  it  is  highly  probable  that  British 
capital  will  be  induced  to  take  up  this 
enterprise,  to  clear  away  the  unprofitable 
and  obsolete  methods  of  cultivation  and 
refining  which  now  exist,  and  make  it 
a  great  industry  of  the  country  in  future. 
This  is  only  one  of  a  thousand  different 
ways  in  which  British  capital  will  come 
to  the  aid  of  Indian  trade  and  commerce. 
India  has  hitherto  been  like  a  business 
perfectly  solvent,  but  stinted  for  lack  of 
capital,  and  with  a  bad  financial  system 
necessitating  the  payment  of  exorbitant 
interest  even  for  the  limited  capital  at  its 
disposal.  The  newly  acquired  right  to 
employ  the  sovereign  as  a  legal  tender 
virtually  brings  India  into  partnership 
with  the  wealthiest  country  in  the  worlc^ 
which  will  provide  the  requisite  capital, 
and  whose  credit  will  entirely  revolu- 
tionise the  financial  system  of  Lidia,  and 
elevate  her  to  a  foremost  position  amon^t 
the  gold  standard  countries  of  the  world. 
Her  greatest  general  has  not  done  half  as 
much  for  the  prosperity  of  India  as  will  be 
accomplished  by  this  peaceful  act,  the 
rapid  achievement  of  which  has  been  due 
in  large  measure  to  the  greatability,  energy, 
and  tact  of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
whose  tenure  of  office  it  will  mark  as  one 
of  the  most  auspicious  in  the  annals  of 
the  Empire. 


*Mr.  KESWICK  (Surrey,  Epsom) :  I 
desire  to  call  attention  to  an  important 
matter  in  connection  with  the  revenue  of 
India.  There  was  a  feeling  in  the  House 
that  a  pledge  was  given  that  when  an 
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nnprovement  in  the  exchange  admitted  of 
it,  the  impost  of  duty  on  imports  should 
be  removed.  I  only  rise  therefore  to 
express  in  a  few  words  the  hope  that  that 
promise  will  be  home  in  mind.  I  am 
aware  that  at  the  present  time  it  is  too 
early  to  have  an  assured  opinion  on  the 
success  of  bimetallism  founded  on  what 
is  called  a  gold  standard,  but  I  think 
it  will  accomplish  a  very  great  work. 
Therefore,  bearing  in  mina  what  was 
promised  when  the  duties  on  imports 
were  imposed,  I  hope  the  success  of 
this  financial  measure  will  bring  about 
in  due  time  the  removal  of  those  duties. 


Sir  H.  H.  FOWLER :  I  do  not  pro- 
pose  to  occupy  the  attention  of  the  House 
for  more  than  a  few  minutes,  but  I  think 
it  is  due  to  the  noble  Lord,  not  only  on 
account  of  bis  Budget  statement,  but  also 
on  account  of  his  reference  to  the  pro- 
posed change  in  the  currency,  that  one 
word  or  two  should  be  said  on  the  Oppo- 
sition side  of  the  House ;  and  even  at  the 
risk  of  exposing  oneself  to  the  accusation 
of  saying  polite  and  courteous  things  to 
bim,  I  will^  nevertheless,  not  as  a  matter 
of  courtesy  or  politeness,  but  as  an  utter- 
ance of  sincerity,  express  my  admiration 
of  the  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged 
his  duty  in  making  his  financial  state- 
ment. I  congratulate  him  and  the 
Government  of  India  on  the  fact  that 
such  a  statement  can  be  made  at  all.  The 
prosperity  which  has  attended  India,  both 
financially,  commercially,  and  agricul- 
turally, during  the  last  year  is  a  matter 
which,  I  think,  everybody  who  takes  the 
slightest  interest  in  India  is  exceedingly 
thankful  for ;  and  I  note  with  consider- 
able interest  the  fact  that,  whilat  last  year 
was  a  record  year  of  deficit,  this  year  has 
been  a  record  year  of  surplus.  The  hon. 
Member  who  has  just  sat  down  has 
alluded  to  the  question  of  relieving  India 
from  taxation.  The  noble  Lord  omitted 
to  call  attention  to  one  paragraph  in  his 
memorandum  which  bears  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  taxation.  In  the  last  sentence  he 
states: 

"  If  the  taxation  proper  be  divided  over  the 
population  of  British  India,  without  making 
any  deduction  on  account  of  the  portion  de- 
rived from  salt,  excise,  Customs,  &c.,  which 
must  fall  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  native 
States,  the  burden  of  taxation  per  head  in  the 
Budget  for  1899-1900  is  R.1  4a.  5p ,  which,  at 
the  exchange  value  of  I6d.  per  rupee,  is  equal 
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to  not  quite  Is.  SJd.  If  to  this  be  added  the 
amount  of  the  land  revenue,  the  average  is 
raised  to  Rs.  2  6a.  7p.,  or  about  3s.  2id." 


That,  I  think,  is  a  very  low  rate  of  taxa- 
tion in  any  country  deriving  the  advan- 
tage India  does  from  its  Government. 
As  to  the  remarks  of  the  hon.  Member 
for  Epsom,  I  am  not  aware  that  any 
pledge  was  ever  given  by  the  Government 
who  imposed  the  import  duties  or  the 
Government  who  have  modified  them  since 
that  they  should  be  the  first  subjects  of 
consideration  when  the  time  arrived  to 
deal  with  taxation  in  India.  I  have  again 
and  again  stated  that  the  salt  duty  has 
the  first  claim  on  the  consideration  of  the 
State;  but  that  is  simply  a  private 
opinion  of  my  own.  I  only  put  in  a 
word  of  caution  so  that  there  should  not 
be  an  impression  prevailing  that  there 
has  been  any  undertaking  on  the  part  of 
either  Government  as  to  the  order  in 
which  relief  of  taxation  should  be  granted. 
I  have  to  thank  the  noble  Lord  and  the 
House  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have 
received  the  reference  to  the  Report  of  the 
Currency  Committee.  I  cannot  forget 
that  when  that  Committee  was  appointed 
many  persons  in  and  out  of  the  House 
were  of  opinion  that  the  Committee  was 
not  the  most  competent  that  might  have 
been  selected,  and  in  that,  perhaps,  they 
were  quite  right.  But  there  were  also 
criticisms  based  on  the  possibility  or  pro- 
bability that  the  Committee  had  made  up 
their  minds  on  the  question,  and  that 
they  were  simply  going  to  meet  for  the 

furpose  of  recording  a  pre-formed  opinion, 
think  that  any  one  who  reads  the 
evidence  will  see  that  that  was  not  the 
case.  I  can  assure  the  House — and  I 
have  had  some  little  experience  of  Com- 
missions and  Committees — that  it  would 
be  impossible  to  find  a  body  of  gentlemen 
who  were  more  anxious  to  arrive  at  the 
truth  and  to  do  justice  to  the  great  in- 
terests which  fell  within  the  purview  of 
their  consideration.  They  had  a  perfectly 
open  mind  on  the  difficult  questions  sub- 
mitted to  them.  I  am  bound  to  say  I 
had  no  idea  as  to  what  was  the  opinion 
of  any  one  of  my  colleagues  upon  the 
various  questions  until  we  met,  and  I 
am  satisfied  I  am  speaking  for  them  as 
well  as  for  myself  when  I  say  that  our 
sole  desire  was  to  find  out  what  was  the 
best  and  most  practical  mode  of  dealing 
with  the  difficulty.  In  reference  to  that 
Report,  I  have  only  two  or  three  remarks 
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to  make.  The  first  is  that  the  Committee 
studiously  avoided  any  grappling  with 
details.  They  felt  that  their  business  was  to 
lay  down  certain  principles,  and  that  the 
details  ought  to  be  left,  and  must  be,  in 
the  hands  of  the  responsible  Grovernment 
of  India.  Many  persons  have  said,  "Why 
did  you  not  say  how  this  should  be 
done  ?  "  and  so  on.  We  often  discussed 
how  the  thing  should  be  done,  but  we  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  that  was  not  our 
business ;  our  business  was  to  point  out 
the  lines  on  which  we  thought  this  great 
reform  should  be  based.  The  responsible 
Groveminent  of  India — and  I  include  in 
that,  of  course,  the  Government  at  home 
and  the  Government  at  Calcutta — ^must 
be  left  to  decide  on  the  best  mode  of 
carrying  those  principles  out,  and  also  the 
time  they  may  choose  for  the  purpose. 
There  has  been  considerable  reference  in 
the  course  of  the  evening  to  the  forma- 
tion of  the  new  bank  in  India.  There  is 
a  memorandum  to  which  the  Secretary  of 
State  referred,  by  Mr.  Hambro,  who, 
perhaps,  is  as  great  an  authority  as  we 
could  have  upon  such  a  question.  I  think 
it  is  due  to  Mr.  Hambro  to  say  that  the 
first  sentence  of  his  Report  really  explains 
my  own  position.     He  says  : 


"Althooffh  I  am  aware  that  the  question 
•of  the  banking  facilities  of  India  was  not 
referred  to  the  Committee,  I  venture  to 
•call  special  attention — " 


and  so  on.  If  I  had  not  been  Chairman 
•of  the  Committee  I  should  have  signed  the 
memorandum  of  Mr.  Hambro,  but  I 
thought  it  would  be  rather  irregular  for  a 
chairman  to  express  an  opinion  on  some- 
thing which  had  not  been  referred  to  the 
Committee.  I  thought  Mr.  Hambro  was 
perfectly  justified  in  signing  this  memo- 
randum, and,  so  far  as  I  am  individually 
concerned,  I  should  like  to  assure  the 
Secretary  of  State  that  I  entirely  concur 
in  Mr.  Hambro's  suggestion.  With 
reference  to  the  question  of  borrowing, 
three  very  competent  and  able  members 
•of  the  Committee  signed  a  separate 
memorandum  objecting  to  borrowing  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  currency 
reform.  That  must  have  weight,  and  is 
entitled  to  very  great  weight.  The  rest 
^f  the  Committee  did  not  concur  in  that 
Sir  H.  E,  Fowler, 


view.    Their  view  was  expressed  in  the 
last  sentence  of  the  Report : 

"  It  is  eminently  desirable  that  the  Govem* 
ment  of  India,  with  whom  it  would  rest  to 
decide  when  successive  steps  should  be  taken, 
should  husband  the  resources  at  their  com- 
mand, exercise  a  resolute  economy,  and  restrict 
the  growth  of  their  gold  obligations.** 


I  need  hardly  say  that  those  words  were 
very  carefully  considered,  and  were 
inserted  with  a  meaning.  The  meaning 
was  that  we  did  not  desire  to  tie  the  hands 
of  the  Executive  in  dealing  with  the 
question.  There  was  one  other  question 
on  which  the  noble  Lord  did  not  say  any- 
thing, possibly  because  he  intends  to  lay 
Papers  on  the  Table  —  namely,  the 
announcement  in  the  Press  that  the 
Viceroy,  with  the  consent  of  the  home 
authorities,  has  decided  on  the  modifica- 
tion of  frontier  policy.  As  I  understand 
the  matter — I  am  quoting  the  words  of 
the  Viceroy : 

"  The  proposition,  if  carried,  will  restore  to 
the  regular  Army  a  large  number  of  troops 
hitherto  quartered  at  fortified  posts  in  tEe 
tribal  eountry,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  result  in 
an  annual  savins  of  many  lakhs  of  rupees  to 
the  Exchequer.'^ 


I  need  hardly  say  that  if,  when  we  receive 
documents,  that  appears  to  be,  as  I  have 
no  doubt  it  is,  the  policy  which  Lord 
Curzon  is  going  to  carry  out,  it  will  meet 
with  the  cordial  approval  of  some  gentle- 
men who  have  expressed  themselves  very 
strongly  upon  questions  of  frontier  policy. 
Then  my  hon.  friend  behind  me,  the 
Member  for  Louth,  called  attention  to  a 
matter  which  I  should  also  like  to  say  a 
word  or  two  about,  viz.,  the  discussion 
which  has  arisen  in  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  among 
Nonconformists  generally,  with  reference 
to  the  change  in  the  regulations  for  the 
uses  of  public  buildings  belonging  to  the 
Government  and  erected  by  the  Govern- 
ment. The  Principal  of  the  University 
of  Glasgow,  who  is  one  of  the  foremost 
Ministers  in  Scotland,  Dr.  Story,  addressed 
a  letter  to  The  Times  a  few  days  ago, 
which  doubtless  many  Members  hare 
read.     He  puts  the  case  very  clearly  and

concisely,  and  I  should  like  to  call  the 
special  attention  of  the  noble  Lord  to  the 
letter. 

''The  simple  fact,"  says  Dr.  Story, 
"is  that  certain  churches  have  been  built  at 
pabUc  expense  by  the  Grovemment  of  India  for 
the  use  of  the  Protestant  soldiers  in  Her 
Majesty's  service.  .  .  .  The  fact  of  so-called 
consecration  and  the  adornment  of  some  of 
these  buildings  by  the  members  of  the  Angli- 
can Communion  cannot  be  held  as  legiti- 
mately diverting  them  from  the  orijginal  pur- 
pose for  which  the  Government  designed  and 
nected  them  at  public  expense— viz., tneaccom- 
modation  of  Her  Majesty's  Protestant  troops. 
What  the  Church  of  Scotland  demands  is  that 
this  diversion  shall  not  l>e  allowed  to  continue, 
and  that  Scottish  regiments  shall  not  be 
forced  to  worship  in  riding  schools,  music- 
halls,  schoolrooms,  disused  theatres,  or  on  the 
parade  ground  under  the  burning  sun,  when  a 
GoFernment  church  is  available,  the  exclusive 
nse  of  whicL  they  do  not  claim,  but  the  right 
to  a  share  of  the  use  of  which  they  assert." 


I  am  sure  the  noble  Lord  will  not  dissent 
from  that  view,  and  he  will  perhaps  say 
something  to-night  to  reassure  both  the 
Church  of  Scotland  and  the  Noncon- 
formists of  this  country  that  the  matter 
is  receiving  his  most  careful  considera- 
tion, and  that  their  representations  will 
have  due  weight  with  him.  Without 
going  into  any  of  the  religious  contro- 
versies of  the  day,  which  I  should  wish 
to  keep  out  of  as  far  as  possible,  I 
must  enter  a  caveat  against  the  claim 
that  the  supreme  tribunal  in  a  matter  of 
this  sort  should  be  the  head  of  any 
Church  whatever,  and  that  we  are  to 
exchange  the  control  of  the  Government 
of  India,  that  is,  the  Secretary  of  State,  for 
the  Metropolitan  of  India.  That,  I  think, 
is  a  position  which  this  House  would  not 
tolerate,  and  to  which  I  do  not  think  the 
noble  Lord  \y\\\  give  a  moment's  sanction. 
No  man  respects  the  Bishop  of  Calcutta 
more  than  I  do ;  I  have  the  honour  of 
his  personal  friendship,  and  I  feel  the 
greatest  admiration  of  his  character  and 
public  conduct ;  but  this  is  a  question  of  a 
constitutional  charater,  and  we  cannot  in 
any  way  weaken  or  detract  from  the  cardi- 
nal principle  on  which  the  government  of 
India  is  based — namely,  the  absolute 
supremacy  of  the  Queen  in  all  matters, 
not  only  civil,  but  ecclesiastical.  This 
is  not  a  question  affecting  the  people  of 
India,  but  one  purely  affecting  the 
Protestants  and  Roman  Catholics. 
These  are  the  only  criticisms  I  desire 
to     make      upon      the     noble     Lord's 


Budget.  I  congratulate  him  on  the  figures 
he  has  had  to  present,  and  the  manner  in 
which  he  has  presented  them,  and  I  ex- 
press a  strong  hope  that  there  will  be  •  no 
return  of  famine,  and  that  within  a  few 
days  we  may  receive  the  welcome  intelli- 
gence that  the  monsoon  is  discharging  its 
beneficent  work  in  the  western  part  of 
India.  Even  if  we  are  called  upon  to 
face  scarcity  or  famine,  I  thiuK  the 
experience  which  has  been  derived 
during  the  last  three  or  four  years,  and 
the  admirable  manner  in  which  the  famine 
organisation  met  the  recent  calamity, 
will  relieve  our  minds  of  much  of  the 
anxiety  which  would  otherwise  oppress 
us  as  to  what  might  happen.  We 
may  feel  quite  certain  that  the  Govern- 
ment of  India  will  be  ready  to  grapple 
with  that  difficulty  when  it  does  arise,  and 
the  Government  will  receive  all  the  sup- 
port of  this  House  and  the  Government 
at  home  which  they  will  deserve  under 
such  circumstances. 


♦Lord  G.  HAMILTON  :  I  would  desire 
to  thank  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  for 
the  kindness  of  his  references  to  myself. 
In  all  matters  relating  to  the  Government 
of  India  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  has 
always  taken  care  that  the  partisan  ele- 
ment should  not,  as  far  as  he  is  concerned, 
enter  into  the  subject.  With  regard  to 
the  import  duties  on  cotton,  while  I 
should  be  glad  to  reduce  any  unpopular 
taxation,  I  am  not  pledged  in  any  way 
to  consider  the  import  duties  as  the  first 
to  be  abolished.  As  regards  frontier  ad- 
ministration I  did  not  allude  to  the  changes 
which  Lord  Curzon  has  proposed,  because 
the  policy  he  proposed  to  adopt  is 
entirely  in  accord  with  the  principles  of 
a  despatch  which  I  myself  sent  to  India 
two  years  ago  in  the  name  of  Her 
Majesty's  Government,  in  which  was  laid 
down  the  line  which  the  Indian  Govern- 
ment should  pursue  for  the  future  in 
connection  with  the  frontier.  I  have 
in  a  previous  Debate  summed  up  that 
despatch  in  two  words  by  saying  that  the 
principles  it  represents  are  concentration 
and  conciliation.  I  am  glad  to  say  that 
Lord  Curzon  has  thrown  himself  with  his 
characteristic  energy  into  the  realisation 
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of  this  policy,  and  I  believe  it  will  meet 
with  the  unanimous  approval  of  both 
sid^s  of  the  House.  Then  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman  opposite  went  to  the  some- 
what difficult  question  of  the  procedure 
which  has  been  laid  down  for  the  use  of 
churches  in  India.  That  is  a  matter  to 
which  I  have  given  a  great  deal  of 
attention,  and  I  entirely  agree  that  we 
should  not  allow  our  theological  polemics 
here  in  any  way  to  interfere  with  this 
question  in  India.  I  think  if  all  recol- 
lections of  the  views  held  by  hon.  Members 
in  regard  to  the  Established  Church 
here  are  banished,  it  will  be  found  that 
the  arrangements  in  India  in  this  matter 
are  the  best  possible  under  the  circum- 
stances. There  is  a  mistaken  idea 
abroad  with  regard  to  the  user  of  these 
churches.  It  would  be  just  about  as 
difficult  to  have  there  a  church  built  for 
all  denominations  as  it  is  to  have  an 
undenominational  religion  here.  When 
the  Indian  Government  build  churches 
they  must  assign  them  to  a  certain 
religious  denomination.  That  is  also 
the  practice  of  the  War  Office 
in  this  country.  These  churches  are 
distributed  amongst  the  various  denomi- 
nations, and  each  particular  church  is 
absolutely  under  the  control  of  the  autho- 
rities of  the  denomination  to  which  it  is 
allotted,  and  nobody  has  ever  dreamt  that 
such  churches  should  be  used  by  other 
denominations  without  the  consent  of  the 
controlling  authority.  In  India  Episco- 
palians form  an  enormous  proportion  of 
the  troops.  I  am  speaking  off-hand,  but 
I  think  the  figures  at  present  show  that 
68  per  cent,  are  Episcopalians,  18  per  cent. 
Roman  Catholics,  8  per  cent.  Presby- 
terians, and  the  remaining  6  per  cent,  are 
classed  as  Weslej'ans,  that  term  including 
Baptists  and  other  Nonconformists.  I 
may  add  that  the  churches  in  question 
are  by  no  means  entirely  constructed  out 
of  public  money.  In  order  to  obtain 
private  subscriptions  to  a  church,  in 
addition  to  the  Government  grant,  it 
is  almost  essential  that  the  church  should 
be  devoted  to  some  particular  denomina- 
Lord  G.  Hamilton, 


tion,  and  I  am  informed  that  in  Northern 
India  the  relative   contributions  of  the 
Government  and  of  private  subscribers, 
almost  entirely  members  of  the  Church 
of  England,   have  been  as  follows:  in 
Calcutta    diocese    Government     contri- 
buted Rs.   870,000,   private  subscribers 
Rs.     497,000;      in    Lucknow     diocese^ 
Government    contributed    Rs.    584,000, 
private     subscribers     Rs.     350,000;    in 
Lahore     diocese      Government     contri- 
buted Rs.    242,000,   private   subscribers 
Rs.  243,000.     Two  years  ago  I  received 
a  deputation  of  Presbyterian  and  Wes- 
leyan   ministers,    who    complained  that 
there  were  undue  restrictions  in  the  use 
of     certain     Episcopalian     churches.     I 
replied  that  where  the  Episcopalians  were 
in  a  great  majority  they  must  be  con- 
sulted   first,     but     that    there     might 
be  cases  in   which  a  more  conciliatory 
spirit     would    be     practicable.     I    for- 
warded   the     representations      to     the 
Government  of    India,  and  Lord  Elgin 
issued  a  fresh  set  of  regulations.     Up  to 
that  time  the  consent  of  the  chaplain  was 
necessarj''  for    the    use    of   any    church 
associated  with  the  Church  of  England ; 
but  the  new  regulations  issued  by  Lord 
Elgin  provided   that  ministers  of  other 
denominations     who    were    dissatisfied 
with  the  decision  of   the.  chaplain  could 
appeal     to     the     local     authority,     who 
would  consult  with  the  Bishop,   and  in 
case  of  disagreement  the  final  decision  was 
given    to    the    local   authority    or    the 
Commander-in-Chief.      Lord    Elgin    had 
authority  to  issue  those  regulations  with- 
out consulting  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
he  did  so ;  but  when  they  reached  this 
country  the  Ai-chbishop  of  Canterbury 
and  other  dignitaries  of  the  Church  pro- 
tested against    them.       The    objections 
were  sent  out  to  the  Viceroy,  but  in  the 
interval  two  decisions  had  been   given, 
and  in  both    cases  the  local    authority 
had  decided  against  the  Nonconformist 
claims,  though  the  Metropolitan  did  not 
approve  of  those  decisions.      Therefore 
Lord  Elgin's  regulations  did    not    work 
well,  and  their  effect  w'as  the  contrary  o£ 
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that  which  was  intended.  There  is  also 
this  difficulty — that  the  churches  asso- 
ciated with  the  Church  of  England  have 
as  they  were  built  been  consecrated,  and 
it  is  contended  that  consecration  gives 
power  to  the  consecrating  authority  to 
determine  the  use  of  the  church.  If  that 
be  so  it  is  evident  that  the  best  way  of 
obtaining  for  Presbyterians  and  Noncon- 
formists a  more  extended  use  of  Church  of 
England  churches  is  by  application  to  the 
responsible  authority,  and  the  Metropolitan 
is  a  man  of  very  liberal  spirit,  and  may  be 
trusted  to  exercise  liberally  the  powers 
given  him  by  the  rules  now  in  force  issued 
by  the  present  Viceroy,  in  supersession  of 
the  rules  issued  by  Lord  Elgin's  Govern- 
ment. As  to  the  Presbyterian  chaplains, 
there  are  not  many  of  them,  and  they  are 
permanently  attached  to  the  two  or 
three  Scottish  regiments,  and  are  conse- 
quently moving  about  constantly.  But 
vhere  there  are  a  considerable 
number  ef  Presbyterians  permanently 
stationed  in  one  place  it  will  be  desir- 
able that  a  church  should  be  built  for 
thenL  The  House  will  understand  that 
whatever  difficulty  has  arisen  in  con- 
nection with  these  rules  has  not  pro- 
ceeded from  any  spirit  of  antagonism. 
There  are  certain  legal  rights  which  the 
Church  of  England  possesses  as  well  as  the 
Presbyterian  and  the  Roman  Catholic 
Churches,  and  as  the  Episcopalians  con- 
stitute by  far  the  largest  body  in  the 
eommunity,  it  is  only  fair  that  they 
should  be  at  least  on  terms  of  equality 
with  members  of  other  religions.  The 
Presbyterians  cannot  expect  to  have 
churches  of  their  own,  over  which  they 
have  absolute  control,  and  demand  also 
the  use  of  Episcopalian  churches.  I 
assure  the  House  that  I  will  do  my  best 
to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  settlement,  but 
it  is  impossible  to  come  to  a  decision  until 
I  have  received  the  opinion  of  the  legal 
authorities  I  am  consulting  as  to  the  legal 
rights  which  it  is  contended  by  the 
authorities  of  the  Church  of  England  are 
created  by  the  ceremony  of  consecration. 
With  regard  to  the  Calcutta  municipality, 
which  was  referred  to  by  the  hon.  Member 
for  the  Louth  Division  of  Lincolnshire,  it 
is  generally  admitted  that  they  talked 
too  much  and  did  not  do  their  work 
well,  and  that  some  reform  is  necessary. 
It  should   be  borne   in   mind  that  the 


sanitary  condition  of  Calcutta  is  not  a 
local,  but  is  practically  an  Imperial  ques- 
tion. It  became  impossible  for  the 
Government  to  shut  their  eyes  to  the 
inefficient  administration  that  prevailed,  . 
and  when  it  became  necessary  to  intro- 
duce a  reform,  I  said,  in  the  Debate 
on  the  Address,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
session  that  I  would  do  my  best  to  see 
that  the  representative  principle  was  as 
far  as  possible  maintained.  Among  the 
variety  of  suggestions,  a  scheme  similar 
to  that  which  nas  worked  well  in  Bombay 
found  favour,  and  this  Lord  Curzon  has 
adopted.  It  has  worked  well  in  Bombay, . 
and  I  see  no  reason  why  it  should  not 
succeed  in  Calcutta.  I  can  hold  out  no 
hope  of  its  being  modified.  As  to  the 
number  of  European  officers  attached  to 
Native  regiments,  this  is  a  question  that 
has  been  carefully  considered.  In  time  of 
peace  it  is  inadvisable  to  increase  the  num- 
ber, for  there  would  then  be  not  enough 
work  for  the  Native  officers  to  do,  who,  I 
take  the  opportunity  of  reminding  the 
House,  have  always  proved  themselves 
most  efficient  in  warfare.-  Some 
progress  has  been  made  with  a  plan 
for  organising  a  reserve,  whereby  the 
number  of  European  officers  could  be 
increased  in  time  of  need.  The  remarks 
of  my  hon.  and  gallant  friend  the  Member 
for  Bootle,  in  reference  to  recruiting  of 
Native  regiments,  will  be  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Government  of  India.  As 
to  the  question  of  the  hon.  Member  for 
Wandsworth  in  reference  to  the  currency 
proposals,  I  can  only  say  that  terms  of 
sterling  contracts  will  be  enforced  as 
now.  The  currency  proposals  will 
enable  a  debtor  to  tender  gold  instead  of 
rupees,  and  I  have  explained  this  in  my 
previous  speech.  As  regards  the  remarks 
of  the  hon.  Member  for  West  Wolver- 
hampton on  American  competition,  I  have 
sent  him  figures  showing  the  difference  in 
prices  in  English  and  American  tenders  for 
contracts.  1  sent  my  hon.  friend  these 
figures  because  I  wanted  the  ironmasters, 
as  well  as  the  men  they  employed,  to 
seriously  consider  the  new  form 
of  competition  with  which  they 
have  to  deal.  There  cannot  be  the 
slightest  doubt  that  the  Americans  are 
introducing  new  methods  of  production, 
and  every  engineer  connected  with  Indian 
railroads  who  has  been  over  to  America 
has  been  surprised  at  the  development 
that  has  taken  place  there.  I  desire,  as 
far  as  possible,  and  wherever  I  can,  to 
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give  contracts  to  British  firms,  but  I  do 
think  it  is  advisable  that  both  masters 
and  men  should  fully  realise  what  progress 
America  is  making.    The  hon.  Member  for 
South- West  Bethnal  Green  ureed  the  sepa- 
ration of  the  judicial  from  tne  executive 
functions  in   certain  branches  of  Indian 
administration.     I  do  not  deny  that  theo- 
retically there  is  a  great  deal  of  force  in 
the  hon.  Grcntleman  s  contention ;  but,  on 
the  other  hand,  I  am  assured  by  very 
competent    civilians    that    the     present 
system  does  not  work  badly,  and  that  the 
proposals  the   hon.  Gentleman   has  put 
forward    would     entail    a    very    heavy 
expenditure.      I     mu8t^     wait     until    I 
get    somewhat  fuller  information    from 
the   Indian    Government    before   I    can 
give     an     expression     of     opinion     on 
the  subject.     In  the  course  of  the  Debate 
opinions  have  been  expressed  in  various 
quarters  that  the  House  is  indifferent  as 
to    Indian    questions     and    takes    little  | 
interest  in  Indian  subjects.     I  have  been 
very  many  years  in  the  House,  and  I  do  i 
not  think  I  have  ever  known  a  House  of  , 
Commons  where  the  interest   taken    in 
Indian  questions  is  more  intense  that  it  is 
in  the  present  House   of  Commons.     I ' 
cannot  help  being  struck  by  the  pathetic 
admission  of  the  hon.  Baronet  the  Member  ^ 
for  Banff.     The  hon.  Baronet   said  that 
for  six  years  he  had  been  working  away 
under  the  impression  that  he  represented 
the  whole  of  the  natives  of  India,  and 
that  he  had  never  succeeded  in  getting 
one    single,    solitary    grievance   he    had  | 
brought  fonvard  remedied.     The   Press, 
he  went  on  to  say,  public  opinion,  Parlia- , 
ment,   and    the    India    Office    were    all ' 
against    him.      How    was    it    the    hon. 
Baronet  had  not  been  able  to  get  any 
redress     for     any     question     he     had  \ 
brought     forward  ]      How    was   it    that 
public  opinion,  the  House  of  Commons,  | 
the  Press,   and    the  India   Office    were 
all     combined     against    him  ]      Has    it  I 
ever  occurred  to  the  hon.  Baronet  that  I 
his  want  of  success  is  a  little  due  to  the  !

QUEEN'S  SPEECH. 
Her  Majesty's  Most   Gracious  Speech 
was  delivered  to  both  Houses  of  Parlia- 


ment by  the  Lord  High  Chancellor  (in 
pursuance  of  Her  Majesty's  Commands), 
as  foUoweth : — 


"  My  Lords  and  Gentlemrn, 

**  My  relations  with  other  Powers  con- 
tinue to  be  friendly. 

"The  Conference  summoned  by  the 
Emperor  of  Russia  to  consider  measures 
for  promoting  the  maintenance  of  peace 
has  completed  its  sittings.  Although  the 
result  of  its  deliberations  has  not  fully 
corresponded  with  the  lofty  aims  which 
it  was  summoned  to  accomplish,  it  has 
met  with  a  considerable  measure  of  success. 
The  institution  of  a  permanent  tribunal 
of  arbitration  cannot  fail  to  diminish  the 
frequency  of  war,  while  the  extension  of 
the  Geneva  Convention  will  mitigate  its 
horrors. 

"  I  have  concluded  a  Convention  with 
the  President  of  the  French  Republic,  by 
which  the  spheres  of  influence  of  the  two 
Powers  over  a  large  portion  of  Northern 
Africa  have  been  determined.  Such  an 
Agreement  had  become  necessary,  espe- 
cially in  respect  to  the  Valley  of  the  Nile, 
in  consequence  of  the  successful  opera- 
tions of  the  Anglo-Egyptian  Army  during 
last  autumn. 

"  I  have  concluded  an  Agreement  with 
the  Emperor  of  Russia  for  regulating  the 
conditions  under  which  either  Government 
will  encourage  the  dev/clopment  of  rail- 
way enterprise  by  its  own  subjects  in 
China. 

"  I  have  received  a  Petition  from  a  con- 
siderable number  of  My  subjects  residing 
in  the  South  African  Republic,  praying 
for  My  assistance  to  obtain  the  removal 
of  grievances  and  disabilities  of  which 
they  complain.  The  position  of  My  sub- 
jects in  the  South  African  Republic  is 
inconsistent  with  the  promises  of  equal 
treatment,  on  which  My  grant  of  internal 
independence  to  that  Republic  was 
founded  ;  and  the  unrest  caused  thereby 
is  a  constant  source  of  danger  to  the 
peace  and  prosperity  of  My  Dominions 
in  South  Africa.  Negotiations  on  this 
subject  with  the  Government  of  the 
South  African  Republic  have  been  en- 
tered into,  and  are  still  proceeding. 
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"  From  My  Indian' Empire  I  have  con- 
tinued to  receive  satisfactory  reports  of 
the  rapid  recovery  of  agriculture  and 
trade  from  the  depression  caused  by  the 
late  famine,  but  during  the  last  few  weeks 
the  rainfall  has  been  insufficient  over  a 
portion  of  Western  and  Central  India, 
and  fears  are  entertained  as  to  the 
prospects  of  the  harvests  in  those  regions. 
My  officers  are  carefully  watching  the 
situation,  and  timelv  precautions  to  meet 
any  scarcity,  should  it  occur,  will  be 
adopted.  I  regret  to  add  that  the  plague, 
though  still  confined  to  the  areas  affected 
last  winter,  shows  no  signs  of  abatement. 


"  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

**  I  thank  you  for  the  liberality  with 
which  you  have  provided  for  the  Naval 
and  Military  defence  of  My  Empire. 

"  My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

"The  formal  inclusion  within  My 
Empire  of  the  territories  occupied  by  the 
Koyal  Niger  Company  will  facilitate  the 
good  administration  of  that  region,  and 
the  effective  defence  of  its  frontier. 

"  I  have  had  great  satisfaction  in  giving 
My  assent  to  a  Bill  for  completing 
the  organisation  of  Municipal  Grovernment 
in  London.  I  do  not  doubt  that  the 
inhabitants  of  the  various  portions  of 
this  Metropolis  will  derive  from  it  the 
benefits  which  similar  institutions  have 
conferred  upon  other  cities  and  towns  in 
this  country. 

"  I  have  also  gladly  sanctioned  Bills  for 
the  simplification  of  private  legislation  in 
Scotlana,  for  the  encouragement  of  agri- 
cultural and  technical  education  in  Ire- 
land, for  the  better  distribution  of  the 
supply  of  water  in  the  Metropolis,  for  the 
removal  of  an  injustice  in  regard  to  the 
incidence  of  rates  under  which  the  bene- 
ficed owners  of  tithe  rent-charge  have  too 
long  suffered,  and  for  securing  the  purity 
of  certain  articles  of  food  and  drugs.  I 
trust  that  the  Bill  which  you  have  passed 
for  consolidating  the  educational  depart- 
ments, and  extending  their  powers,  will 
tend  to  the  improvement  and  completion 
of  our  educational  system.  The  measures 
you  have  passed  for  facilitating  the  ac- 
quisition of  the  ownership  of  small 
houses  by  those  who  occupy  them  will  be 


of  considerable  advantage  to  the  working 
classes  in  many  parts  of  the  country. 

"  I  pray  that  the  blessing  of  Almighty 
Gk)d  may  attend  upon  the  fruit  of  vour 
labours  for  the  benefit  6f  My  people. 

Then  a  Commission  for  proroguing 
the  Parliament  was  read. 

After  which  the  Lord  Chancellor 
said: 

^^  My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

"  By  virtue  of  Her  Majesty's  Commis- 
sion, under  the  Great  Seal,  to  us  and 
other  Lords  directed,  and  now  read,  we 
do,  in  Her  Majesty's  Name,  and  in  obedi- 
ence to  Her  Commands,  prorogue  this 
Parliament  to  Friday  the  twenty-seventh 
dav  of  October  next,  to  be  then  here 
holden ;  and  this  Parliament  is  accordingly 
prorogued  to  Friday  the  twenty-seventh 
day  of  October  next."

Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN :  I  have  al- 
o-eady  stated  that  I  have  no  official  infor- 
mation on  the  subject.  I  do  not  know 
whether  the  reports  which  appear  in  the 
newspapers  will  be  confirmed. 

Sir  WILFRID  LAWSON  (Cumber- 
land, Cockermouth) :  I  wish  to  ask  the 
right  hon.  Gentleman  whether  the  state- 
ment published  in  several  newspapers  is 
true  that  the  Government  have  now  or- 
dered several  regiments  of  infantry  to 
prepare  at  once  for  embarcation  for 
South  Africa,  and  that  this  will  be  a 
special  force  and  outside  the  usual  drafts. 

Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN :  Yes,  Sir, 
there  is  some  truth  in  the  statement. 
The  Government  of  Natal  made 
representations  to  us  as  to  the  detence- 
less  state  of  the  colony.  We  have  decided 
accordingly  to  send  reinforcements  for 
the  defence  of  Natal. 


Sir  WILFRID  LAWSON:    Who  is 
expected  to  make  the  attack  ? 

(No  answer  was  given.) 

RUSSIA,  CHINA  AND  JAPAN. 

Sir  E.  ASHMEAD-BARTLETT  :  I  beg 
to  ask  the  Under  Secretary  of  State  for 
Foreign  Affairs  whether  the  Russian 
Minister  at  Pekin  has  protested  against 
the  alliance  proposed  between  China  and 
Japan  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the 
independence  of  China  and  Chinese 
reforms,  and  has  threatened  China  with 
most  serious  consequences  if  such  an 
alliance  be  concluded  ;  and  whether  China 
and  Japan  can,  in  face  of  such  menaces, 
depend  upon  the  support  of  Her 
Majesty's  Government. 

The  under  SECRETARY  of 
STATE  FOR  FOREIGN  AFFAIRS 
(Mr.  Brodrick,  Surrey,  Guildford) :  No, 
Sir.  We  have  received  no  information 
to  this  effect.  I  am  afraid  I  cannot  state 
what  the  policy  of  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment will  be  in  a  hypothetical  ease.

Mr.  ELLIS  J.  GRIFFITH  (Anglesey): 
I  beg  to  ask  Mr.  Solicitor-General  whether 
a  member  of  a  firm  of  solicitoi*s  engaged 
in  Parliamentary  practice  is  eligible  for 
membership  of  this  House  ? 

The  SOLICITOR-GENERAL  (Sir  R. 
B.  FiNLAY,  Inverness  Burghs) :  Yes, 
Sir,  he  is  eligible  ;  but  if  after  election  he 
continue  to  engage  in  Parliamentary 
practice  a  question  of  Parliamentary 
usage  might  arise  for  the  decision  of  the 
authorities  of  the  House.

Sir  JAMES  WOODHOUSE  (Hudders- 

field) :  I  beg  to  ask  the  Secretary  to  the 

'  Treasury,  as  representing  the  Postmaster- 

I  General,  whether  any  terms  have  been 

I  agreed  upon  with  the  National  Telephone 
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Company  as  to  inter-communication 
between  the  subscribers  of  that  company 
and  the  subscribers  of  any  competitive 
telephonic  systems  which  may  be  set  up 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  now 
before  Pariiament  when  they  shall  come 
into  force ;  and,  if  so,  whether  he  will 
state  what  those  terms  are. 

The  financial  SECRETARY  to 
THE  TREASURY  (Mr.  Hanbury,  Pres- 
ton) :  If  the  subscribers  of  a  new  licensee 
equal  in  number  one-half  the  subscribers 
of  the  National  Telephone  Company,  in- 
tercommunication will  be  free  in  the 
restricted  area  of  the  new  licensee  ;  or,  if 
the  numbers  are  one-half  of  those  over 
the  whole  area,  then  over  the  whole  area. 
If  they  are  equal  to  one-quarter,  or  less 
than  one-half,  there  will  be  a  charge  of  Id. 
per  conversation. 

Mr.  PROVAND  (Glasgow,  Black- 
friars) :  And  in  cases  where  it  is  less  than 
a  quarter  ? 

Mr.  HANBURY:  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
if  there  are  more  than  500,  but  less  than 
one-quarter,  there  will  be  a  right  of  inter- 
communication at  the  rate  of  l^d.  Those 
cases,  however,  will  be  extremely  rare,  fori 
shall  certainly  advise  the  Post  Office  not 
to  grant  licences  except  where  there  is 
real  bona-fide  competition. 

CONSOLIDATED     FUND    (APFROFRIA-

Order  for  Third  Reading  read. 

Motion  made,  and  Question  proposed, 
"That  the  Bill  be  now  read  the  third 
time." 

Mr,  URE  (Linlithgow)  said  he  rose 
to  call  attention  to  the  circumstances 
attending  the  loss  of  tlie  British  steam- 
"^hip  "  Kowshing  "  off  the  coast  of  Korea 
in  July,  1894,  and  to  the  failure  of  the 
Government  to  secure  compensation  for 
the  owners,  and  for  the  families  of  British 
subjects  who  lost  their  lives  through  the 
inking  of  the  vessel.  It  might  be  sug- 
gested that  he  should  have  put  a  question 
on  this  subject,  but  ho  was  not  a  very 
strong  believer  in  the  efficacy  of  Minis- 
terial inteiTO^ation,  as  it  was  an  easy  task 
for  an  intelligent  Minister  to  ffive  an 
evasive  answer  to  an  awkward  ques- 
tion.    Again,  he  might  be  recommended 


to  open  a  correspondence  on  the  subject 
with  the  Prime  Minister.  But  he  did 
adopt  that  course  in  his  earlier  and  less 
experienced  days  of  Parliamentary  ser- 
vice, and  the  experiment  was  attended 
with  a  signal  lacK  of  success.  He  was 
therefore  driven  to  take  his  present  action, 
the  more  so  because,  when  the  Foreign 
Office  Vote  was  discussed  in  Committee 
of  Supply,  other  and  more  important 
matters  engaged  their  attention.  The 
subject  he  had  to  deal  with  was  not  a 
mere  local  one ;  it  had  entered  the  regions 
of  national  and  Imperial  concerns,  and  it 
was  the  duty  of  the  British  Government 
to  see  that  redress  was  obtained  for  wrongs 
suffered  by  British  subjects  at  the  hands 
of  a  foreign  State.  What  were  the  facts 
of  this  case  1  Over  five  years  ago —on 
the  23rd  July,  1894— a  British  steam- 
ship, the  "  Kowshing,"  was  chartered  by 
the  Chinese  Government  to  convey  Chinese 
officers  and  soldiers  to  Korea.  At  that 
time  war  had  not  been  formally  declared, 
but  shortly  after  she  sailed  war  was 
declared  between  China  and  Japan.  The 
authorities  at  Tientsin  might  easily  have 
stopped  her  then,  but  they  took  no  steps 
to  do  so,  and  on  July  24th,  when  she 
came  close  to  Korea,  she  fell  in  with  a 
Japanese  cruiser,  which  fired  some  shots 
across  her  bow,  and  the  captain  had  no 
alternative  but  to  submit  to  the  Japanese 
command  to  surrender.  The  Cninese 
officers  and  men,  however,  prevented  him 
taking  that  course,  and  threatened  that 
thev  would  massacre  the  captain  and  crew 
if  they  surrendered.  The  Japanese  cruiser 
then  ranged  up  alongside,  and  fired  a 
broadside  into  the  "Kowshing,"  with 
the  result  that  several  of  the 
officers  of  the  ship,  all  British  sub- 
jects, were  killed.  The  Foreign  Office 
having,  after  very  long  delay,  held  that  in 
international  law  the  Chinese,  and  not  the 
Japanese  Government  was  responsible,  a 
claim  was  made  against  China  for  com- 
pensation, but,  although  more  than  five 
years  had  elapsed,  no  satisfaction  what- 
ever had  yet  been  obtained.  All  sorts  of 
weak  excuses — in  which  no  one  believed — 
had  been  put  forward  for  the  delay,  and 
he  had  to  strongly  complain  of  the  dila- 
tory action  of  the  Foreign  Office  in  the 
matter.  Patience,  moderation,  and  moral 
suasion  were  all  excellent  in  their  way, 
but  by  their  conduct  the  Government  had 
laid  themselves  open  to  the  gravest 
charge  that  could  be  brought  against  any 
British    Administration,     that,    with     a

righteous  cause,  and  an  undivided  and 
robust  public  opinion  behind  them,  they 
deliberately  turned  their  backs  on  the 
wrongs  of  British  subjects  at  the  hands  of 
a  Foreign  State.

♦Mr.  BRODRICK  :  The  hon.  Gentle- 
man charges  the  (government  with  very 
belated  action  in  this  matter,  but  I  think 
it  is  only  fair  that  I  should  remind  the 
hon.  Grentleman  that  his  action  in  bring- 
ing   this    matter    forward    at    the   last 
moment  of  the  session  is  a  little  belated 
also.     He  says  we  have  been  in  a  somno- 
lent condition.  I  will  endeavour  to  answer 
his  complaint.     It  is  quite  true  that  this 
claim  was  made  five  years  ago,  on  July 
25,  1894.     The  hon.  Gentleman  has  given 
a  not  altogeth<5r    inaccurate   history   of 
what  occurred ;  but  the  truth  is  that  the 
hon.  Grentleman  himself  gave  the  answer 
to  his  own  speech  when  he  said  that  it 
took    a     considerable    time    to     decide 
whether  by  international  law  the  claim 
should  be  made  on  the  Japanese  or  on  the 
Chinese     Government ;    and,     although 
Her    Majesty's    Government    came    to 
the    conclusion    that    the    Chinese  Go- 
vernment,    in  the    circumstances,  were 
responsible,    that    view   is  not  by  any 
means  shared  by  the  Chinese  Govern- 
ment.    With  regard  to  the  delay,  I  do 
not    think    that     the     action     of     Her 
Majesty's  Government  in  relation  to  the 
Chinese  Government  ought  to  be  judged 
by  the  treatment  of  this  one  claim.     In 
the  past  few  years  the  Government  have 
had  to  address  the  Chinese  Government 
on  a  very  considerable  number  of  subjects, 
and  they  have,   I  think,   obtained  fair 
satisfaction  in  most  cases.     On  this  sub- 
ject long  delay  has  taken  place,  and  I 
very    much    regret  it.      Her   Majesty's 
Government  have,  however,  recently  pro- 
posed to  the  Chinese  Government  that  if 
they  are  not  prepared  to  recognise  the 
justice  of  the  claim,  they  should  submit  it

to  arbitration.  Though  we  expected  txv 
receive  a  favourable  answer  to  that 
suggestion,  we  have  not  yet  received 
one ;  but  we  have  informed  the  Chinese 
Government  that  we  cannot  wait  indefi* 
time  that  j  nitely  for  the  settlement  of  the  claim,  or  for 
a  reply  as  to  arbitration,  and  that  if  they 
cannot  see  their  way  to  submit  the  matter 
to  arbitration  the  claim  will  be  treated  as 
one  which  must  be  compensated  in  some 
other  way.  It  is  very  easy  to  speak 
strongly  about  the  inaction  of  the  Govern* 
ment,  but  if  it  is  desired  to  push  the  claim 
at  once  forcible  measures  may  have  to  be 
taken,  and  I  do  not  understand  the  hon. 
Gentleman  to  suggest  that  forcible,  and 
by  that  I  mean  warlike,  measures  should 
be  taken  with  China  on  this  matter.  The 
Government  fully  hope  to  obtain  a  settle- 
ment if  on  arbitration  it  should  prove 
that  the  Chinese  Government  is  respon- 
sible. I  entirely  repudiate  the  idea  that 
there  has  been  inaction  on  the  part  of  the 
Government.  On  the  contrary,  I  think 
the  Government  has  taken  the  proper 
course,  and  one  which  will  end  in  the 
recognition  of  the  claim  by  the  Chinese 
Government.

Mr.  PKOVAND  said  he  should  like  U> 
point  out  that  other  countries,  such  as 
Germany,  France  and  Russia,  got  their 
claims  settled  promptly  by  China,  while 
this  country  obtained  no  satisfaction  at  all 
in  almost  every  case.  He  hoped  that  when 
the  House  met  in  February  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman  would  be  able  to  state  that 
arbitration  in  this  case  had  been  aocepted 
by  the  Chinese  Government,  and  that  if 
a  decision  was  given  against  China  Her 
Majesty's  GOvemment  intended  to  enforce 
it,  and  would  no  longer  tolerate  being 
treated  in  a  manner  which  no  third-rate 
European  Power  would  submit  to. 


Sir  E.  ASHMEAD  -  BARTLETT 
entirely  agreed  with  what  had  fallen 
from  the  hon.  Gentleman  opposite.  No 
doubt  in  this  particular  case  the  right 
hon.  Gentleman  had  given  an  effective 
defence,  as  probably  there  had  been  great 
difficulty  in  getting  a  settlement  of  the 

treat  number  of  claims  which  had  had  to 
e  made  against  China.  The  position  of 
the  Chinese  GOvemment  was  a  very 
difficult  one,  and  we  too  were  in  a  delicate 
situation  and  not  able  to  press  claims  so 
forcibly,  seeing  that  we  were  doing  our 
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best  to  secure  the  integrity  and  strengthen 
the  powers  of  self-defence  of  the  Chinese 
£mpire.  But  on  the  general  question  of 
the  policy  of  our  Grovemment  in  relation 
to  these  matters,  he  submitted  that  the 
result  of  the  past  methods  of  the  Foreign 
Office  had  been  to  make  it  almost  a  dis- 
advantage to  be  a  British  subject  in  a 
dispute  of  this  kind.  Foreign  govern- 
ments, no  doubt,  were  more  unscrupulous 
in  pressing  the  claims  of  their  subjects, 
but  he  thought  there  was  room  for  great 
improvement  in  the  general  support  the 
Foreign  Office  ought  to  give  to  the  com- 
mercial interests  of  British  subjects  abroad. 
The  traditions  of  the  Foreign  Office  dated 
back  from  the  days  when  we  were  almost 
supreme  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  in 
those  times  the  Foreign  Office  held  and 
acted  on  the  view  that  its  business  was 
diplomacy  and  not  the  mere  protection  of 
British  private  and  commercial  interests. 
This  policy  was  antiquated  and  totally 
unsuited  to  the  present  times.  Let 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  ask  any 
South  American  merchant  how  French 
and  Grennan  claims  were  treated,  and  he 
would  be  told  that  they  were  settled 
directly  they  were  made.

Mr.  PROVAND:  But  it  is  settled. 
The  claim  we  are  discussing  was  made 
five  years  ago,  and  is  still  unsettled. 


Sir  K  ASHMEAD-BARTLETT  said 
he  did  not  think  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man had  gained  much  by  his  interruption. 
It  was  undoubtedly  the  case  that  German 
and  French  subjects  got  their  claims  more 
promptly  settled  in  every  quarter  of  the 
world  than  did  British  subjects.  The 
Waima  incident  was  another  case  which 
had  been  delayed  year  after  year  on  the 
most  frivolous  pretences,  and  he  might 
quote  other  cases  to  show  hcfw  British 
subjects  were  placed  at  a  disadvantage  by 
the  policy  of  the  Foreign  Office. 


Mr.  T.  p.  O'CONNOR  said  he  wished 
to  call  attention  to  the  present  relations 
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between  this  country  and  the  Transvaal. 
He  realised  that  we  had  reached  a  very 
serious  and  critical  position,  and  that  any 
Member  of  the  House  who  alluded  to  the 
matter  ought  to  do  so  with  a  very  strong 
sense  of  responsibility.  Had  he  consulted 
his  own  feelings  he  would  not  have  said 
a  word  on  the  subject,  but  he  felt  it  to 
be  his  duty  to  raise  the  question  before 
the  House  formally  separated  for  the 
recess.  He  would  not,  however,  intro- 
duce into  the  discussion  any  language  of 
a  recriminatory  or  partisan  nature,  but  he 
wished  to  say  that  his  own  feeling  was  that 
if  hostilities  should  arise  it  would  be  a 
needless  war,  and  every  needless  war  was 
a  criminal  war.  There  was  a  feeling  in 
this  country  that  our  fellow-subjects  in 
the  Transvaal  were  not  treated  as  they 
had  a  right  to  be,  and  that  their  exclusion 
from  the  franchise  did  not  give  them  the 
means  of  safeguarding  their  interests  as 
they  would  wish  to  safeguard  them.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  was  a  disposition 
amongst  fair-minded  men  to  look  at  the 
question  frjom  the  Boer  as  well  as  from 
the  British  point  of  view.  The  Boers 
regarded  the  Transvaal  as  their  own 
country,  and  they  wished  to  live  by 
themselves,  and  to  be  governed  according 
to  their  own  ideas  and  idiosyncracies. 
From  their  standpoint  the  English  and 
others  were  foreigners  or  settlers  in  their 
country,  and  it  should  be  remembered 
that  the  Uitlanders  were  engaged  in  an 
industry — the  mining  industry — which 
might  come  to  an  end  at  any  time,  and 
they  were  not  substantial  settlers,  like 
persons  engaged  in  agriculture.  As  was 
well  known,  there  were  many  cases  in 
America  where  mining  cities  had  sprung 
up  only  to  be  abandoned  a  generation 
later.  Furthermore,  the  Boers  were 
entitled  under  the  Convention  to  full 
liberty  of  action  with  regard  to  the 
internal  affairs  of  the  Transvaal.  It 
would  be  a  flagrant  breach  of  the  spirit 
and  letter  of  the  Convention  if  we  drove 
matters  to  extremities  because  of  the 
claim  of  the  Transvaal  Government  to 
deal  according  to  their  own  lights  with 
their  own  internal  affairs.  In  this  coun- 
try there  were  some  people  who  felt  that 
we  had  humiliations,  defeats,  and  shames 
to  blot  out  in  connection  with  our  rela- 
tions with  the  Transvaal.  There  was  a 
section  of  people — he  hoped  it  was  a  small 
one — who  regarded  Majuba  as  the  episode 
in  these  relations  which  should  weigh 
most  upon  the  mind.

Mr.  T.  p.  O'CONNOR  said  there  was 
a  sort  of  obscure  feeling  that  this  country 
had  some  shame  to  blot  out,  some  defeat 
to  avenge.  Ho  took  an  entirely  opposite 
view.  He  thought  the  action  of  this 
country  after  the  battle  of  Majuba  Hill 
was  one  of  the  brightest  and  noblest 
pages  in  history.  No  one  engaged  in 
that  transaction  doubted  that  the  mighty 
forces  of  this  Empire  would  have  been 
able  to  blot  out  in  a'  few  weeks  the  shame 
of  a  chance  defeat  in  a  small  rencontre  ; 
but  it  would  have  been  an  act  of  moral 
guilt  to  deprive  the  Boers  of  their  liberty 
by  further  shedding  innocent  blood.  He 
did  not  believe  that  President  Kruger 
altogether  represented  Boer  opinion. 
Could  anyone  doubt  that  the  younger 
race  of  Boers,  now  growing  up  along- 
side British  subjects,  would  become  im- 
bued with  their  advancing  and  enterpris- 
ing spirit  ?  Why  not  wait,  if  need  be,  a 
quarter  of  a  century  in  order  to  secure  by 
this  natural  growth  of  opinion  a  peaceful 
and  tranquil  settlement  rather  than  em- 
bark at  once  on  a  needless  warl  No 
doubt  Sir  Alfred  Milner  made  it  an  im- 
portant part  of  his  policy  that  the  Trans- 
vaal question  required  immediate  settle- 
ment because  of  the  immediate  effect  it 
would  have  upon  the  relations  with 
nationalities  in  other  places.  That  was 
a  two-edged  argument.  Everybody 
knew  that  an  attack  on  the  Boers  of  the 
Transvaal  would  bring  us  into  moral 
collision,  at  any  rate,  with  the  Dutch 
population  in  other  parts  of  the 
world,  thereby  sowing  the  seeds  of 
future  discord,  ill-will,  and  bad  feel- 
ing between  the  Dutch  and  the  English. 
According  to  that  morning's  papers  the 
Transvaal  Government  did  not  seem  dis- 
posed to  accept  the  invitation  to  the  Con- 
ference, and  that  undoubtedly  created  a 
serious  situation.  But  he  trusted  that 
we  should  not  lose  our  heads.  The  Boer 
Government  had  made  two  declarations. 
The  first  was  as  to  amatter  of  fact — namely, 
that  the  laws  which  it  was  proposed  to 
refer  to  a  joint  body  differed  only  in 
detail  from  the  proposals  of  Sir  A.  Milner 
at  the  Bloemfontein  Conference.  He 
submitted  that  before  we  took  violent 
action  against  a  country  which  was 
entitled  to  mana^  its  own  internal  affairs 
the  matter  in  dispute  should  be   one  of 


freat  importance  and  not  a  mere  detail 
econdly,  when  President  Kruger  was 
about  to  make  new  proposals  to  the  legis- 
lative bodies  in  the  Transvaal  with  re- 
gard to  the  franchise  he  invited  an  ex- 
pression of  opinion  from  Sir  A.  Milner. 
But  Sir  A.  Milner  declined  the  'invitation 
and  threw  entire  responsibility  in 
the  matter  on  the  President. 
The  Transvaal  Gk)vemment,  accord- 
ing to  that  morning's  news,  "desired 
nothing  more  earnestly  than  that 
by  a  triendly  and  fair  settlement  an 
end  might  be  made  of  the  state  of  tension 
which  at  present  exists  with  such  a  de- 
moralising effect  on  South  Africa."  It 
was  in  this  spirit  that  the  President  went 
to  the  Conference  at  Bloemfontein,  and 
the  Transvaal  Government  intimated  that 
they  "  would  ever  be  ready  to  consider  in 
a  friendly  spirit  any  suggestion  of  Her 
Majesty's  Government."  This  meant  that 
the  Transvaal  Gk)vemment  did  not  regard 
the  franchise  question  as  closed.  It  simply 
proposed  a  method  of  dealing  with  it 
different  from  that  proposed  on  behalf  of 
this  country.  It  was  his  honest  and 
solemn  conviction  that  the  people  of  this 
country  would  look  to  the  Government 
not  merely  for  firmness,  but  also  for  for- 
bearance. He  believed  that  the  manly 
and  brave  people  of  this  country  felt  the 
serious  inequality  of  the  conflict  between 
this  country  and  the  people  of  the  Trans- 
vaal, and  would  regard  it  as  far  more 
courageous  for  us  to  pursue  a  policy  of 
firmness  and  forbearance. 


Mr.  J.  CHAMBERLAIN:  I  cannot 
help  regretting  that  the  Leader  of  the 
Opposition  is  not  in  his  place  to-day, 
because  I  think  he  would  have  joined 
wdth  me  in  discountenancing  and  dis- 
couraging, as  far  as  I  can,  any  attempt 
to  pursue  a  debate  with  regard  to  affairs 
in  the  Transvaal.  There  are  many  ob- 
jections to  such  a  course.  The  situation 
is,  as  the  hon.  Member  says,  serious  and 
at  the  same  time  doubtfid.  His  whole 
speech  was  based  on  the  hypothesis  that 
President  Kruger  and  the  Government  of 
the  South  African  Republic  have  refused 
the  proposal  which,  in  itself,  was  intended 
in  the  interests  of  peace,  and  which  the 
hon.  Member  recognises  tq  have  been 
moderate  and  reasonable.  But  the  re- 
port is  that  th«t  proposal  has  been  re- 
fused. At  present,  at  any  rate,  it  is  only 
a  report.     I  have  stated  that  I  have  no 
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official  information  confirming  the  report, 
and  I  hope  it  may  not  be  true.     In  the 
circumstances  I  confess  I   rather  regret 
the    necessity    for     an^    discussion    of 
a     hypothetical    situation.       The     hon. 
Member,     however,     has     thought      it 
necessary,  even  at  this  late  period  of  the 
session,  to  present  himself — I  will  not  say 
as  the  advocate,  but  as  the  representative 
— of  what  he  considers  the  Boer  point  of 
view.      I  am  not  certain  that  the  Boer 
Government  would  accept  that  represen- 
tation   as     accurately    expressing    their 
views.     But,  whether  they  would  or  not, 
I  cannot  accept  it  as  a  proper  account  of 
the  situation.     All  that  I  should  pass  over, 
and  sit  down,  if  it  were  not  that  I  fear 
speeches  of  the  kind  just  made  are  liable 
to  misinterpretation.     If  the  speech  were 
confined  to  the  House,  no  harm  would  be 
done.      We  know  what  to  think  of  the 
hon.  Member  when  he  professes  to  speak 
in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  country. 
But,    unfortunately,   these  speeches    are 
reported  and  extracts  sent  to  other  coun- 
tries, and  especially  to  the  Transvaal,  and 
there  it  is  always  possible  they  may  do 
mischief  in  a  critical  situation.    Although 
I  do  not  intend  to  enter  upon  the  general 
argument  of  the   hon.    Member  beyond 
saying  that  I  entirely  disagree  with  him, 
I  do  tnink  it  necessary  to  take  notice  of 
his  statement  that  in  the  opinion  of  many 
persons    in    this  country,   any  extreme 
measure — I     always     dislike     to      use 
the      word     war     unless     it     becomes 
necessary,  but  the  hon.  Member  used  it 
and   said  that  any  extreme  measure  or 
war  would  be  needless  ;  and  he  submits 
an  alternative  proposal  which  consists,  as 
far  as  I  can  make   out,  of  an  abject  sur- 
render on  the  part  of  the  British  (govern- 
ment,  and   in  the  expression  of    their 
willingness  to  wait,  it  may  be,  five-and- 
twenty  years  before  the  grievances  of  the 
Uitlanders  are  redressed.     It  would  be  a 
fatal  mistake  for  this  country,  or  for  any 
country,  if  that  view  were  supposed   to 
represent  the  opinions  even  of  a  small 
minority  of  this   House,  or  of  anything 
but  the  most  insignificant  minority  in  the 
country.     The  view  of  the  Gk)vernment 
and  the  policy  of  the  Grovernment  have 
been  clearly  expressed  both  in  this  House 
and  in  another  place.     We   have  stated 
that  we  recognise  the  grievances  under 
which  our  suDJects  in  South  Africa  are 
labouring.     We  have  stated  that  we  find 
those  grievances,  not  merely  in  themselves 


a  serious  cause  for  interposition,  but  a 
source  of  danger  to  the  whole  of  South 
Africa.  We  say  that  our  predominance, 
which  both  sides  of  the  House  have  con- 
stantly asserted,  is  menaced  by  the  action 
of  the  Transvaal  in  refusing  to  redress 
grievances  and  in  refusing  any  considera- 
tion to  the  requests  made  in  moderate 
language  by  the  suzerain  Power.  That  is 
a  state  of  things  which  cannot  Ions;  be 
tolerated.  We  have  stated  that  we  have 
put  our  hands  to  the  ploueh  and  we  will 
not  draw  back,  and  on  that  statement 
I  propose  to  rest  content.
